ANNUAL  TOWN  ELECTION 
January  18,  1960 


Monday,  January  IS,  1960,  adjourned  to  March  24,  1960 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  December 
29,  1959,  and  signed  by  Harry  B.  Butters,  Walter  J.  Dempsey,  Charles 
L.  Rich,  James  J.  Drummey,  and  John  A.  Abdallah,  Selectmen  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J. 
Cotoyich.  The  proper  service  of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James 
E.  Quinn,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  meetings  were  complied  with.  The  warrant  calling  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Bartley  W.  Connolly.  The 
articles  contained  in  the  warrant,  and  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers:  The  following 
are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely:  Two  Selectmen  for  three  years; 
one  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  one  Moderator 
for  one  year;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years;  two 
members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years;  one  Finance  Com¬ 
missioner  for  three  years;  two  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library 
for  three  years;  one  member  of  the  Town  Planning  Board  for  five  years; 
one  member  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  for  five  years;  two  Con¬ 
stables  for  one  year;  five  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  One  for 
three  years;  Seven  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Two  for  three 
years;  one  Town  Meeting  3Iember  for  District  Two  for  one  year  (to 
fill  vacancy) :  three  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Three  for  three 
years;  one  Town  Meeting  Member  for  District  Three  for  one  year  (to 
fill  vacancy) ;  six  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Four  for  three 
years;  seven  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Five  for  three  years; 
six  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Six  for  three  years;  seven 
Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Seven  for  three  years;  seven  Town 
Meeting  Members  for  District  Eight  for  three  years;  five  Town  Meeting 
Members  for  District  Nine  for  three  years;  one  Town  Meeting  Member 
for  one  year  for  District  Nine  (to  fill  vacancy) ;  and  to  vote  by  ballot 
upon  the  following  question: 

“Shall  the  town  pay  one  half  the  premium  costs  payable 
by  a  retired  employee  for  group  life  insurance  and  for  group 
general  or  blanket  hospital,  surgical  and  medical  insurance?”

March  31, 1960,  adjourned  from  March  24, 1960 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  December 
29,  1959,  and  signed  by  Harry  B.  Butters,  Walter  J.  Dempsey,  Charles  L. 
Rich,  James  J.  Drummey,  and  John  A.  Abdallah,  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich.  The 
proper  service  of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James  E.  Quinn,  Con¬ 
stable  of  Norwood. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Rev.  Edwin  W.  Grilley,  Jr. 

The  articles  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  is  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  reports  of  town  officers  and  com¬ 
mittees. 

VOTED:  That  the  88th  Annual  Report  of  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood  be  received  and  accepted  as  printed. 

VOTED:  That  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  its  recom¬ 
mendations  with  respect  to  appropriation  estimates  for  the  year  1960  be 
received  and  acted  upon. 

VOTED:  That  the  report  of  the  Holman  Hall  Committee  be  accepted 
and  that  the  Committee  be  discharged. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  INVESTIGATE  THE 
ADVISABILITY  OF  ACQUIRING  THE  HOLMAN  PROPERTY 
FOR  FUTURE  MUNICIPAL  PURPOSES 

The  committee  is  comprised  of  Ambrose  J.  Kelly,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Helen 
E.  Sieracki;  J.  Edward  Bamber;  Walter  J.  Dempsey;  Leo  T.  Young;  Paul  L. 
Gallagher  and  George  L.  Kozak. 

Six  meetings  were  held  and  all  departments  in  the  Town  were  contacted 
with  respect  to  the  adequacy  of  their  present  quarters  and  anticipated 
future  expansion  of  facilities.  Inspected  by  the  committee  were  the  Depart¬ 
ments  of  Police,  including  the  Lockup,  Fire,  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  En¬ 
gineer,  Welfare,  General  Manager,  the  area  beneath  Memorial  Hall  and  the 
third  floor  of  the  Municipal  Building.  Representatives  of  various  depart¬ 
ments  met  with  the  committee  and  discussed  their  present  facilities.  Also 
examined  were  the  buildings  comprising  the  Holman  Property  (two  family 
house  and  Holman  Hall). 
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It  was  determined  after  investigation  that  many  departments  are 
operating  in  inadequate  quarters.  Thereupon  the  committee  voted  to  have 
the  Engineering  Department  furnish  maps  of  the  entire  area  from  the 
Nahatan  Street  bridge  to  Washington  Street  covering  all  buildings  and  land 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Municipal  Buildings  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  relationship  between  the  Holman  property  and  the  existing  municipal 
facilities. 

One  possible  solution  of  the  existing  problem  would  be  to  remove  the 
Police  Department  from  the  Municipal  Building  which  would  then  provide 
adequate  space  for  other  departments. 

J.  Edward  Bamber,  member  of  the  committee,  together  with  the  Building 
Inspector  examined  the  Holman  Hall  property  and  found  it  to  be  in  sound 
condition. 

Therefore,  at  the  request  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Harry  Korslund  was 
asked  to  furnish  the  committee  with  a  layout  of  the  Holman  Property  and 
an  estimated  cost  as  to  what  would  be  the  expense  of  converting  same  into 
a  Police  Station  including  a  lock-up.  Mr.  Korslund  came  forward  with  a 
figure  of  approximately  $40,000  as  the  cost  of  renovation. 

During  the  deliberations  we  engaged  Mr.  John  C.  Metters  as  an 
appraiser  and  he  appraised  the  property  at  $61,600.00.  Charles  F.  Holman 
submitted  an  asking  price  of  $75,000.  Several  members  of  the  committee 
reported  that  the  appraisal  which  Mr.  Holman  received  was  in  excess  of 
$75,000.00. 

A  vote  was  taken  by  the  committee  and  it  was  voted  4-3  to  report  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  that  the  committee  was  in  favor  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood  purchasing  the  Holman  property  for  future  municipal  use.  It  was 
also  voted  4-2  that  the  committee  recommend  that  the  Holman  Hall  area,  if 
acquired,  be  used  for  a  police  station. 

In  closing  this  report  the  expenses  of  approximately  $200.00  must  be 
added  to  the  final  details  and  the  committee  desires  that  a  motion  from  the 
floor  be  made  accepting  this  report  and  dismissing  the  committee.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  SPRINKLER  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  the  action  taken  under  Article  4  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  March  19,  1959,  the  Moderator  appointed  a  Committee  of  Five  to 
study  the  need  for  the  installation  of  automatic  sprinklers  in  the  public 
school  buildings;  the  said  committee  to  report  at  a  future  town  meeting  on 
or  before  June  30,  1959  with  its  recommendations. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  June  25,  1959  under  Article  14,  the 
Committee  submitted  a  report  of  progress  which  was  approved  by  the  Town 
meeting  and  further  voted  that  the  Committee  be  extended  to  make  its 
final  report  on  or  before  December  31,  1959. 

The  Committee  in  its  investigation  included  an  inspection  of  all  Norwood 
Public  Schools,  a  study  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  Reports 
on  Fatal  School  Fires,  and  the  questioning  of  individuals  in  the  field  of 
public  safety  and  insurance.  The  investigation  also  included  discussions 
with  the  Norwood  Fire  Chief  and  Building  Inspector. 

A  study  to  determine  any  need  for  installation  of  automatic  sprinklers, 
by  its  very  nature,  entails  the  study  of  all  factors  responsible  for  a  fire, 
the  safe  escape  of  occupants  from  the  building,  and  its  extinguishment.  To 
have  a  fire,  all  that  is  needed  is  air,  fuel,  and  a  source  of  ignition.  The 
control  of  air  is  dependent  upon  the  layout,  construction  and  the  design  of 
the  structure.  The  Committee  in  its  recommendations  was  cognizant  of  its 
importance. 

Fuel  is  dependent  upon  the  combustibility  of  the  contents  and  is  the 
result  of  housekeeping  and  construction  of  the  building  itself.  Combusti¬ 
bility  of  the  contents  not  only  affects  the  spread  of  fire  and  the  difficulty  in 
extinguishing  it  but  also  has  a  direct  bearing  on  the  ability  of  the  occupants 
to  escape. 

The  Committee  recognized  paper  in  many  forms  as  a  primary  product 
used  in  pupil  education  and  its  combustible  nature.  It  also  realized  the  use 
of  highly  volatile  and  combustible  materials  in  special  vocational  studies, 
and  by  building  maintenance  personnel. 

The  Committee  in  visiting  the  schools  found  the  housekeeping  gener¬ 
ally  good.  However,  there  were  violations  which  could  be  criticized  but 
vet  should  be  expected  due  to  normal  human  frailty.  Good  housekeeping 
being  the  best  fire  prevention  measure  that  any  school  can  practice,  it  is 
highly  recommended  that  hallways,  corridors,  stairwells  and  partially  ex¬ 
cavated  crawl  spaces  should  not  be  used  for  storage  of  combustibles  of  any 
nature  whatsoever.  All  combustibles  should  be  stored  in  areas  especially 
adapted  for  that  purpose.  This  means  sprinklered,  fire-resistive,  segregated 
rooms. 

The  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  the  school  buildings  is  a 
very  important  factor  in  both  the  start  of  fire  and  rate  of  combustion. 
Wooden-framed  buildings  with  wooden  exterior  walls  are  the  type  of  con¬ 
struction  often  tagged  as  fire  traps  by  the  general  public.  Many  are  lulled 
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iuot  complacency  because  their  schools  have  brick  or  stone  outside  walls. 
Yet  the  materials  of  construction  of  outside  walls  of  a  building  have  little 
influence  on  the  safety  of  the  people  inside.  It  is  the  materials  used  inside 
that  determines  whether  the  building  is  a  fire  trap. 

The  source  of  ignition  is  a  matter  of  control  over  heat-producing  devices 
necessary  in  the  operation  of  the  building  facilities,  the  installation  and 
maintenance  of  electrical  power  distribution  systems,  and  reliance  on  indi¬ 
viduals  to  exercise  care. 

According  to  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  Report  on  300 
School  Fires,  34.5%  were  caused  by  electrical  defects,  18.4%  by  heating- 
cooking  equipment,  12.6%  by  incendiary  and  12.6%  by  smoking  and  matches. 
It  was  also  noted  that  out  of  the  same  300  school  fires,  only  48  fires  originated 
in  classrooms  while  the  remaining  252  were  in  areas  such  as  furnace- 
rooms,  storage  rooms,  unused  areas,  hallways,  auditoriums,  utility  and 
service  rooms,  and  special  purpose  rooms.  The  areas  in  which  252  fires 
originated  are  considered  as  most  vulnerable  and  the  maximum  protection 
should  be  applied. 

The  most  important  protection  based  primarily  on  safety  to  life  is  the 
ability  of  occupants  to  evacuate  the  school  in  minimum  time.  This  means 
that  the  school  building  must  contain  sufficient  amounts  of  exits  arranged 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  proper  escape  even  though  some  of  the  exits 
are  impassable  due  to  fire  or  other  conditions  dangerous  to  life. 

The  National  Fire  Protection  Association  report  on  35  Loss  of  Life 
School  Fires  shows  the  factors  responsible  for  fatalities  as  16  due  to  improper 
exits,  2  of  which  had  barred  windows;  14  explosions,  and  10  combustible 
contents  such  as  stage  curtains,  fiberboard  interior  finish,  costumes,  and 
decorations,  etc. 

This  phase  of  protections  to  occupants  of  schools  comes  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  the  building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  both  of  which 
require  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended.  To  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  school 
buildings  complied  with  the  above  regulations,  the  Committee  employed 
Mr.  Thomas  H.  Dahill,  a  former  inspector  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  examine  the  premises  and  make  recommendations.  His  findings 
are  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

It  is  the  understanding  of  this  Committee  that,  at  the  time  this  report 
is  being  written,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  has  knowledge  of  Mr. 
Dahill’s  report  and  has  acted  diligently  on  his  recommendations.  When  the 
recommendations  are  fully  carried  out,  this  Committee  will  be  satisfied 
that  the  number,  size,  arrangement  and  protection  of  exit  facilities  to  permit 
safe  escape  will  be  in  compliance  with  the  above  General  Laws-.  But  also 
this  compliance  is  only  the  bare  minimum  amount  of  safety  which  we  have 
been  forced  by  law  to  furnish. 
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The  extinguishment  of  any  fire  rightly  belongs  to  the  fire  department. 
They  have  the  equipment  not  only  to  fight  fire,  but  do  provide  the  needed 
manpower,  ladders  and  extinguishing  equipment  to  carry  out  rescue  opera¬ 
tions  and  thereby  save  lives  besides  property. 

It  is  very  important  that  immediate  notication  of  fire  be  given  to 
occupants  of  the  school  and  the  Fire  Department.  Any  delay  in  the  notifica¬ 
tion  for  any  reason  may  mean  loss  of  life.  Adequate  alarm  systems  should  be 
provided  in  each  school.  Preferably,  the  alarm  systems  should  operate 
automatically  and  manually  to  alert  both  occupants  and  Fire  Department 
than  an  emergency  fire  condition  exists.  Also,  these  alarms  should  be 
combined  to  notify  both  parties  simultaneously.  IN  ADDITION,  an  out¬ 
side  master  alarm  box  should  be  located  within  500  feet  from  the  entrance 
of  the  school.  This  is  important  since  the  National  Fire  Protection  Associa¬ 
tion  statistics  show  that  65%  of  school  fires  are  discovered  by  passers-by. 

The  alarm  systems  in  our  school  are  not  tied  together  in  any  manner 
so  that  occupants  and  the  Fire  Department  can  be  notified  simultaneously. 
It  is  necessary  to  sound  an  alarm  for  the  occupants  and  then  go  outside  of 
the  building  and  pull  the  master  box  which  each  school  has  installed  at 
its  main  entrance.  There  are  no  automatic  alarms  in  any  of  our  schools 
except  for  the  two  new  Elementary  School. 

CONCLUSIONS 

1.  Proper  fire  protection  based  primarily  on  safety  of  life  is  not  a 
luxury — it  is  a  necessity. 

2.  The  installation  of  full  automatic  sprinklers  throughout  our  schools 
WOULD  BE  the  best  protection  WE  COULD  give  to  our  children,  our 
teachers,  and  the  school  buildings  themselves. 

3.  Automatic  sprinklers  are  not  the  sole  protection  needed  in  school. 
The  primary  and  moat  important  factor  is  the  sufficient  amount  of  exits 
and  their  arrangement  to  permit  proper  escape  from  the  building  even 
though  some  of  the  exits  become  impassable  due  to  the  fire  or  other  condi¬ 
tions  dangerous  to  life.  The  sprinklers  are  supplementary  to  the  above 
requirement. 

4.  Some  of  the  Norwood  schools,  except  for  the  two  new  elementary 
schools,  were  originally  designed  and  constructed  without  the  overall 
consideration  for  the  safety  of  the  occupants.  Subsequent  alterations  were 
made  which  were  based  on  expediency  and  the  most  practical  way  under 
the  existing  circumstances,  but  not  the  best  which  could  have  been  incor¬ 
porated  in  original  designs. 

5.  The  basement  areas  in  the  Norwood  schools  contain  the  areas 
considered  the  most  vulnerable.  These  areas  are  the  boiler  rooms,  special 
purpose  rooms,  storage  areas  for  instructional  supplies,  storage  areas  for 
combustible  materials  used  in  extracurricular  activities,  and  storage  of 
highly  inflammable  materials  used  in  the  maintenance  of  the  building.  Also 
the  basement  levels  are  below  grade,  and  windows  are  usually  barred  to 
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give  protection  against  glass  breakage  toy  activities  outside  the  building, 
thus  making  impossible  the  use  of  the  windows  as  a  means  of  escape.  In 
addition  the  occupants  of  upper  floors  must  pass  through  doors  which  are 
located  in  most  Norwood  schools  between  the  basement  level  and  the  first- 
floor  level  in  order  to  reach  the  outside.  This  point  of  egress  must  have 
maximum  protection  from  fires  which  may  originate  either  in  the  basement 
or  on  the  first-floor  level. 

6.  Hallways  and  stairways  are  the  avenues  of  escape.  These  should  be 
kept  open  by  the  best  methods  known.  Automatic  sprinklers  should  be 
added  whenever  they  will  add  to  the  safety  of  these  avenues  of  escape. 

7.  Unattended  areas  have  been  the  source  of  fire  in  schools  and  should 
have  supplementary  protection  to  confine  any  conflagration  within  their 
area.  Automatic  sprinkler  installation  is  the  only  answer. 

8.  The  Cleveland  and  Prescott  Elementary  Schools,  the  newest  addi¬ 
tions  to  our  school  system,  have  been  designed  and  constructed  with  the 
best  possible  protection  to  life  against  fire.  The  single  story  ground  level 
lay-out  with  exits  directly  to  the  outside  from  each  room  do  not  need 
improvement  by  the  addition  of  sprinklers. 

9.  Education  on  fire  prevention  should  be  stressed,  and  practice  escape 
drills,  under  the  direction  of  the  Fire  Department,  should  be  'held  regularly. 

10.  There  will  be  no  saving  in  the  insurance  premiums  whatsoever 
unless  there  is  a  complete  .sprinkling  of  the  entire  building;  and  the  saving 
is  too  small  to  influence  any  serious  consideration  of  a  complete  installation. 
The  insurance  company  bases  its  reduction  in  premium  upon  the  savings 
in  the  property,  whereas  the  Committee  is  mostly  concerned  with  the 
safety  of  life. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Committee  feels  that  after  completing  its  study  of  the  Norwood 
schools  it  is  aware  of  the  factors  affecting  the  safety  of  our  school  children 
and  also  recognizes  the  responsibility  to  protect  them  against  harm  from 
fire  besides  giving  them  an  education. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  automatic  sprinklers  should  not  be  installed  in  the  Cleveland 
and  Prescott  Schools. 

2.  That  an  automatic  sprinkler  system  be  installed  only  in  the  base¬ 
ment  areas  and  the  boiler  room  of  the  Senior  High  School,  but  shall  include 
the  partially  excavated  areas  under  the  classrooms  having  exposed  wood 
joist  and  the  area  under  the  first  floor  hallway  of  the  main  building. 

3.  That  an  automatic  sprinkler  system  be  installed  in  each  of  the 
present  remaining  schools  not  mentioned  in  Recommendations  1  and  2, 
that  this  system  in  each  of  these  schools  shall  include  the  sprinkling  of 
the  entire  basement  areas  including  the  boiler  room,  all  stairwells,  all 
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hallways  and  all  storage  rooms  or  areas  in  which  inflammalble  or  com¬ 
bustible  materials  are  being  stored.  Classrooms,  toilets  and  rest  rooms  are 
not  to  be  included  in  the  sprinkler  systems. 

4.  That  the  sprinkler  system  installed  pursuant  to  Recommendations 
2  and  3  should  be  designed  so  that  the  main  water  supply  and  distribution 
lines  would  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  full  sprinkler  system  in 
the  school  in  event  that  at  a  future  date  the  town  should  decide  or  is 
compelled  by  legislative  action  to  install  full  sprinkler  protection. 

5.  That  the  Fire  Department  be  responsible  to  make  a  monthly  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  schools  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  fire  hazards  due  to  house¬ 
keeping,  defective  building  facilities,  inoperative  fire  alarms  and  other 
features  in  connection  with  the  safety  of  occupants.  A  report  of  this  inspec¬ 
tion  shall  then  be  made  and  sent  to  the  School  Committee  with  a  copy  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  estimated  cost  for  the  installation  of  sprinklers  as  per  the  above 
recommendations  is  $80,065.00  as  shown  on  the  attached  cost  sheet.

In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  of  September 
29,  1959,  I  have  inspected  six  public  schools  in  Norwood  and  hereby  submit 
my  findings. 


Senior  High  School 

This  building  is  in  good  physical  condition  and  the  only  poor  conditions 
found  related  to  housekeeping.  There  were  empty  egg  crates  in  the  stair¬ 
well  near  the  cafeteria.  One  stairway  near  the  center  of  the  building  had  a 
piano  stored  there.  The  connecting  door  between  rooms  109  and  110  was 
blocked  with  a  television  set.  In  general,  all  stairwells  and  egress  doors 
should  be  kept  clear  and  unobstructed  at  all  times.  This  can  only  be  done 
with  vigilance. 
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The  lire  drill  exit  direction  sign  is  placed  on  a  storage  room  door  in 
the  cafeteria.  This  is  misleading. 

The  exit  signs  over  the  doors  leading  from  the  rear  of  the  gymnasium 
are  obscured  by  screens.  They  should  be  changed  so  as  to  be  more 
noticeable. 

The  developing  room  in  class  room  117  has  no  ventilation,  but  I  under¬ 
stand  that  this  will  be  remedied  when  the  new  building  is  ready. 

The  outside  stairs  of  this  building  should  be  equipped  with  handrails. 

Junior  High  School 

Install  one  double  Metal-clad  fire  door  in  incinerator  room  in  base¬ 
ment. 

Install  one  single  Metal-clad  fire  door  between  incinerator  room  and 
woodworking  class  room. 

Brick  up  opening  in  brick  wall  between  incinerator  room  and  lunch 
room.  This  door  is  never  used.  The  Metal-clad  doors  replace  wooden  doors. 

This  room  is  being  used  for  theatrical  props  and  scenery,  which  is 
being  stored  by  some  theatrical  group  which  is  not  directly  connected 
with  the  school.  As  this  room  is  used  for  burning  of  rubbish  and  papers, 
etc.,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  using  it  as  a  storage  area  for  any¬ 
thing  not  to  be  disposed  of. 

The  boiler  room  is  also  used  for  the  dumping  of  surplus  or  broken 
furniture  and  other  articles  which  should  have  been  discarded.  This  room 
also  is  used  for  the  storage  of  stage  scenery  and  the  quantity  seems  to 
grow  continually.  This  material  should  be  sorted  out  and  anything  of 
doubtful  value  should  be  disposed  of  and  the  practice  of  using  the  boiler 
room  for  storage  should  be  discontinued. 

Install  exit  signs  over  doors  from  basement  to  stairwells. 

Wooden  laths  are  showing  through  the  plaster  in  the  band  uniform 
room.  These  holes  should  be  patched. 

Patch  hole  in  ceiling  of  chair  storage  room  under  the  gymnasium. 
This  hole  was  not  filled  after  the  installation  of  piping  and  goes  directly 
through  the  gym  floor. 

Install  locks  on  electrical  switch  boxes  where  missing.  Boxes  in  the 
lunch  room  and  on  basement  stairs  were  noted. 

The  fixture  vents  from  the  boys’  and  girls’  toilets  on  all  floors  pass 
through  a  wide  partition  which  is  open  from  the  basement  to  the  roof. 
As  this  is  a  narrow  space  and  difficult  to  work  in  to  properly  install  Are 
stopping  in  a  conventional  manner,  the  possibility  of  using  some  sort  of 
insulation,  such  as  rockwool,  or  some  other  equally  non-inflammable 
material,  to  effectively  seal  off  this  area  at  each  floor  and  stop  any  draft, 
should  be  considered.  Where  the  vent  pipes  have  been  left  open,  a  cover 
should  be  provided. 
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The  main  stairs  on  the  outside  of  the  building  should  be  equipped  with 
hand  rails. 


Callahan  School 

The  unfinished  space  under  the  gymnasium  is  equipped  with  a  metal 
door  to  separate  it  from  the  main  building,  but  this  space  has  not  been 
plastered  or  put  in  condition  for  occupancy.  The  door  should  be  kept 
locked  and  the  space  not  used  for  any  purpose.  If  in  the  future  it  should 
be  desired  to  utilize  this  area,  proper  safeguards  should  be  provided. 

The  nurses  room  over  the  front  entrance  is  poorly  designed,  from  a 
safety  point  of  view.  This  area  is  isolated  from  the  first  floor  and  served 
with  a  single  stairway.  There  is  a  storage  room  in  this  area  which  is 
practically  under  the  roof.  Trouble  in  this  area  could  go  undetected  until 
serious  trouble  to  the  entire  building  could  ensue.  A  fire  warning  device 
or  a  sprinkler  system  would  seem  to  be  required  at  this  location. 

The  nurses  room  is  used  from  time  to  time  for  routine  examinations, 
and  sometimes  as  many  as  ten  pupils  are  accommodated  here.  The  window 
to  the  roof  is  the  only  emergency  exit  and  there  is  no  way  to  the  ground 
except  over  ladders.  The  use  of  this  section  of  the  building  should  be 
discontinued  for  school  purposes. 


Winslow  School 

Install  new  hardware  on  basement  exit  doors. 

Install  louvre  window  in  boiler  room  for  combustion  ventilation. 

Remove  two  storage  closets  from  under  the  basement  stairs,  one  on 
each  end,  or  nail  them  up  permanently. 

Install  two  fire  doors  with  plain  wired  glass  panel,  one  at  each  end, 
at  the  top  of  basement  atairs. 

Replace  plain  glass  in  smoke  screens  on  first  and  second  floors  with 
wired  glass. 

Install  new  smoke  screen  across  entrance  stairway  at  first  floor,  on 
the  corridor  line,  to  provide  second  exit  from  corner  class  room.  This 
partition  to  be  equipped  with  wired  glass. 

The  treads  on  the  basement  stairs  are  badly  worn. 


Balch  School 

The  stairways  in  this  building  are  enclosed  with  smoke  screens.  Two 
have  metal  partitions  with  wired  glass.  The  other  four  are  equipped  with 
plain  glass.  Replace  plain  glass  in  smoke  screens  at  these  four  locations 
with  wired  glass.

Cut  new  door  between  rooms  No.  3  and  No.  4  to  provide  second  egress 
from  room  No.  3  which  now  has  but  one  exit.  Tfhis  door  to  be  located 
approximately  six  feet  from  outside  wall  in  room  No.  4. 

The  treads  on  the  basement  stairs  are  badly  worn. 

Shattuek  School 

Replace  plain  glass  in  smoke  .screen  on  second  floor  with  wired  glass. 

Install  wired  glass  partition  across  entrance  stairway  at  first  floor 
on  corridor  line,  to  provide  second  exit  from  corner  class  room. 

Install  fire  door  on  storage  room  beside  boiler  room. 

Install  fire  door  in  partition  between  stairs  in  basement. 

Install  two  fire  doors  with  wired  glass  panel  at  top  of  basement  stairs 
at  each  end  of  building. 

Close  openings  in  walls  of  four  plenum  chambers  which  are  not  used 
in  the  basement,  install  locks  on  the  existing  fire  doors  to  these  rooms 
and  use  them  for  additional  storage  space.  Cover  unused  registers  con¬ 
nected  to  these  unused  vents  to  keep  anything  from  being  thrown  into 
them. 

Eliminate  storage  room  in  basement  class  room  and  use  one  of  the 
above  rooms.  Eliminate  two  closets  under  basement  stairs. 

Eliminate  closet  under  stairs  between  two  basement  classrooms  and 
store  the  chairs  in  the  new  storage  rooms. 

Install  exit  signs  over  connecting  doors  through  teachers’  room  on 
second  floor  to  indicate  doors  used  to  bypass  smoke  screen. 

Repair  stair  treads  on  basement  stairs. 

Repair  or  replace  outside  platform  at  end  of  building. 

Install  guard  rails  around  areaways  and  handrails  on  practically  all 
outside  stairs. 


Estimated  Cost 

In  securing  estimates  for  doing  the  work  which  has  been  recommended, 
I  have  gone  over  four  of  the  buildings  which  require  major  repairs  with 
Mr.  Nicholson,  of  Horn  Brothers,  Inc.,  31  Smith  Place,  Cambridge,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  This  company  is  reliable  and  1  am  familiar  with  their  work. 

They  have  submitted  a  figure  of  twelve  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
eighty-three  dollars  ($12,283.00)  for  furnishing  and  installing  8  metal 
clear  wired  glass;  installing  two  new  partitions  to  match  existing  parti¬ 
tions;  brick  up  openings  in  incinerator  and  unused  plenum  chambers;  cut 
connecting  door  between  classrooms  in  Balch  School;  installing  glass  wool 
as  fire  stopping  in  Junior  High  School. 
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Mr.  Angove,  of  the  Pitcher  &  Company,  Inc.,  of  67  Rogers  St.,  Cambridge, 
has  furnished  me  with  figures  to  replace  the  existing  wooden  partitions 
with  new  metal  partitions  equipped  with  clear  wired  glass,  and  installation 
of  two  new  partitions  to  match  for  a  total  of  nine  thousand,  six  hundred 
and  twenty-three  dollars  ($9,623.00). 

I  have  estimated  that  the  figure  of  Horn  Brothers,  exclusive  of  the 
partitions  would  be  approximately  five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($5,500.00)  which,  added  to  the  Pitcher  Co.  figure  of  nine  thousand  six 
hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  ($9,623.00)  would  be  fifteen  thousand, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  ($15,123.00). 

All  of  the  above  figures  could  be  reduced  by  installing  rough  cut  glass 
(wired)  in  place  of  clear  wired  glass  which  is  very  expensive,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  new  partitions,  a  saving  of  'approximately  $100.00  each  could 
be  realized  by  using  a  different  type  of  door.  Two  partitions  previously 
installed  by  the  Pitcher  Company  are  in  the  Balch  School. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  with  competitive  bids  and  changes  in  specifica¬ 
tions  a  sum  of  money  wmuld  be  available  from  the  above  estimates  to 
provide  hand  rails  all  over  the  place  on  outside  platforms  and  areaways 
and  also  to  make  needed  repairs  to  the  outside  platform  at  the  Shattuck 
School. 


Sprinklers 

In  regard  to  sprinklers,  there  appears  to  be  no  general  need  for  their 
installation.  The  only  places  where  they  would  be  beneficial  would  be  in 
places  which  are  closed  off  from  general  use.  The  recommendations  which 
are  contained  herein  are  designed  to  eliminate,  as  much  as  possible,  the 
necessity  for  sprinklers.  These  places  would  be  closets  under  stairs,  which 
are  used  for  miscellaneous  storage,  and  similar  areas. 

There  were  two  places  noted  where  sprinklers  could  be  considered. 
One  is  the  band  uniform  storage  room  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  the 
other  in  the  storage  room  of  the  second  floor  of  the  Callahan  School.  These 
areas  in  the  storage  rooms  are  isolated  and  a  fire  could  get  a  good  start 
before  being  discovered. 

A  rate  of  rise  fire  detection  device  could  be  installed  at  reasonable 
expense  which  would  warn  immediately,  in  case  of  trouble,  and  would  take 
the  place  of  sprinklers. 

Sprinklers  in  a  school  house  are  of  use  to  protect  the  building.  They 
do  not  take  the  place  of  enclosed  stairways,  exit  doors  and  other  means 
of  evacuating  the  building.  The  law  requires  certain  precautions  to  be 
taken  in  schools,  and  it  is  written  around  the  safety  of  the  occupants  and 
their  speedy  and  safe  escape.  The  recommendations  which  I  have  incor¬ 
porated  in  this  report  are  submitted  with  that  thought  in  mind.

REPORT  OF  PROGRESS  ANJ)  CAPITAL  ITEMS  TO  BE 
CONSIDERED  AT  THE  1960  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Progress  Report 

The  complete  report  of  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  which  is  to 
'become  an  annual  report  has  yet  to  be  assembled  for  its  initial  presenta¬ 
tion  to  'the  Town  Meeting  Members. 

Committee  efforts  has  completed  a  summary  of  'all  the  projects  under 
consideration  by  the  Town’s  governing  bodies  for  each  of  the  years  through 
1964,  and  for  items  planned  or  extending  beyond  1960.  Summaries  have  been 
prepared  of  capital  and  operating  budgets,  together  with  revenues  for  the 
past  10  years.  Operating  budgets  must  be  analyzed  and  projected  because 
any  permanent  change  in  the  Town’s  operating  budget  limits  the  ability 
of  the  Town  to  acquire  and  finance  capital  items  under  a  stable  tax  rate. 

As  an  example  of  the  scope  of  the  capital  planning  within  the  various 
town  departments,  we  have  received  detail  capital  expenditures  requests 
for  the  period  1961-64  in  the  amount  of  $2,973,000.00  as  will  be  shown  in 
our  complete  report.  Details  of  other  known  items  which  are  expected 
to  be  considered  by  the  Town  after  1964,  as  well  as  those  projects  which 
will  continue  into  this  period  from  the  earlier  period,  amount  to  $3,657,- 
000.00. 

This  report,  which  will  form  the  prototype  of  reports  for  succeeding 
years  is  planned  for  publication  this  spring.  Pertinent  items  which  will 
be  necessary  for  the  special  Town  Meeting  in  April  will  be  included  in  a 
special  report  of  those  projects  which  will  be  considered  at  that  meeting. 

To  serve  as  a  guide  for  the  capital  projects  which  appear  below  for 
consideration  at  the  1960  annual  Town  Meeting,  and  to  indicate  the  scope  of 
our  work  the  following  policies  determine  a  capital  item  to  be  included  in 
this  and  future  reports: 

1.  Any  motor  vehicle 

2.  Any  item  costing  more  than  $5,000 

3.  Any  land  purchases 

Report  of  Capital  Items  at  1960  Annual  Town  Meeting 

Appropriations  for  capital  items  of  approximately  $365,000  are  being 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  with  an  additional  $224,000  included 
in  this  report  for  information,  scheduled  for  consideration  at  the  April 
Special  Town  Meeting,  making  a  total  of  $589,000  for  1960  as  detailed  on 
the  following  Table  of  this  report.  The  sum  of  $365,000  includes  $55,000 
for  undesignated  items  in  the  Light  Department  and  approximately  $12,000 
for  items  outside  the  definition  stated  above.  These  undesignated  items  are 
for  material  and  labor  for  the  continuing  expansion  of  the  existing  system. 
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The  largest  single  project  at  this  town  meeting  concerns  the  various 
amounts  that  will  be  needed  for  the  Sumner  Street  project.  In  1960 
$78,365.00  is  included  in  this  budget,  with  the  second  phase  planned  for 
later  this  year  or  in  1961  at  a  cost  of  $60,000.  These  details  are — Considered 
at  1960  Annual  Town  Meeting’.

With  interest  and  principal  payments,  including 
the  MDC  water  charges,  amounting  to  almost  10%  of  the  total  expenditures, 
a  pay-as-you-go  policy  on  capital  items  wherever  feasible  is  prudent.  The 
present  debt  of  6.7%  of  the  total  real  estate  valuation  may  rise  to  9%  by 
the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  level  which  calls  for  caution  by  all  if  the 
Town’s  credit  and  future  capital  progress  is  to  be  maintained.

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  tlie  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  April  18, 
1960,  and  signed  by  Harry  B.  Butters,  James  J.  Drummey,  John  A.  Abdallah, 
Charles  L.  Rich  and  Walter  J.  Dempsey,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
June  23,  1960 

On  a  warrant  duly  Issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  June  13, 
1960,  and  signed  by  Harry  B.  Butters,  James  J.  Drummey,  John  A.  Abdallah, 
Charles  L.  Rich  and  Walter  J.  Dempsey,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich.  The  proper  service 
of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James  E.  Quinn,  Constable  of  Norwood. 
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All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  meetings  were  complied  with.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting 
was  read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Bartley  W.  Connolly. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Rev.  Allen  Keedy. 

The  articles  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  Congregational  Church 
property  for  library  purposes;  and  to  determine  whether  the  money  shall 
be  provided  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  by 
taxation  or  by  borrowing;  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.  (On 
petition  of  Library  Trustees) 

VOTED:  That  no  action  be  taken  under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing  Zoning 
By-Law  by  altering  the  district  boundaries  established  under  Section  17  of 
said  By-Law  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  the  present  Single  Residence 
District,  Namely;  that  area  bounded  as  follows: 

Begining  at  a  point  in  the  northerly  line  of  Walpole  Street,  said  point 
being  N  88°  16’  10”  E  and  distant  161.58’  from  the  end  of  the  curve  connect¬ 
ing  the  northerly  line  of  Walpole  Street  with  the  easterly  line  of  Winter 
Street  and  runs  thence  N  86°  46’ 10”  W  a  distance  of  84.35’;  thence  N  87° 
07’40”E  a  distance  of  56.36  feet;  thence  N  82°  32’ 00”  E  a  distance  of  23.08 
feet;  thence  N  15°  14’  52”  W  a  distance  of  20.66  feet;  thence  N  19°  24’ 52”  W 
a  distance  of  179.77  feet;  thence  S  71°  43’ 00”  E  a  distance  of  15.47  feet; 
thence  N  23°  45’  00”  W  a  distance  of  30.10  feet;  thence  S  73°  28’ 00”  W  a 
distance  of  98.78  feet;  thence  S  23°  45’00”E  a  distance  of  30.22  feet;  thence 
S  73°  26’ 00”  W  a  distance  of  191.33  feet;  thence  S  26°  06’ 00”  E  a  distance  of 
104.85  feet  to  a  curve  of  a  radius  of  40.00  feet;  thence  running  a  distance 
of  45.69  feet  along  said  curve  to  the  point  of  beginning  by  withdrawing 
said  portion  from  Single  Residence  and  establishing  same  as  Business  as 
shown  by  a  map  thereof  to  accompany  said  amendment  and  made  a  part 
thereof  and  thereby  altering  the  existing  map  showing  existing  boundaries 
to  conform  to  such  change  of  District  Boundaries.  (On  petition  of  the 
Planning  Board) 

Motion  Lost 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing

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LIMITED  MANUFACTURING  DISTRICTS. 

(A)  Permitted  Uses. 

Ill  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph 

(B) ,  no  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  be  designed,  constructed, 
altered,  enlarged,  extended,  reconstructed,  or  used,  and  no  premises  shall  be 
used,  for  any  purpose  except  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

1.  Any  use  and  accessory  purpose  permitted  in  a  Business  District 
except  dwellings,  unless  such  dwellings  are  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  as  hereinafter  provided.  (For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  a 
dwelling  is  a  building,  or  any  part  thereof,  containing  accommodations  for 
permanent  human  occupancy,  including  residences  for  one  or  more  families, 
apartments,  boarding  or  lodging  houses,  but  not  including  transient  accom- 
modations  such  as  in  hotels  or  motels). 

2.  Commercial  greenhouse,  kennel,  animal  or  veterinary  hospital. 

3.  Establishment  for  the  repair  or  storage  of  boats,  trailers,  trucks,  farm 
implements  or  machinery. 

4.  Truck  terminal  or  motor  freight  station. 

5.  Printing  or  publishing  establishment. 

6.  Storage  in  bulk  of,  or  warehouse  for,  lumber  and  other  building  sup¬ 
plies,  contractors’  equipment,  cotton  or  wool,  livestock  feed,  fertilizer,  food, 
furniture,  hardware,  metal,  heating  fuel  with  above  ground  storage  limited 
to  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  gallons,  paint  and  paint  supplies,  paper, 
pipe,  rubber,  shop  supplies,  tobacco,  tools,  wood  or  any  products  of  manu¬ 
facturing  activities  permitted  by  this  paragraph  (whether  or  not  produced 
on  the  premises. 

7.  Power  laundry,  dry  cleaning  or  dying  works,  carpet  or  rug  cleaning 
plant. 

8.  Research,  experimental  or  testing  laboratory. 

0.  Plant  for  bottling  of  beverages  or  packing  of  food  products  but  not 
including  meat  and  fish  products  unless  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
subject  to  the  provisions  for  authorizing  other  lawful  uses  in  this  District. 
(See  paragraph  (B).) 

10.  Plant  for  light  metal  fabrication  or  finishing,  but  not  including 
heavy  punch  presses  or  drop  hammers  unless  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  subject  to  the  provisions  for  authorizing  other  lawful  uses  in  this 
District.  (See  paragraph  (B).) 

11.  Plant  for  manufacturing  of  electrical  or  electronic  devices,  appli¬ 
ances,  apparatus  or  supplies. 
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12.  Plant  for  manufacturing  of  medical,  dental  or  drafting  instruments, 
optical  goods,  watches  or  other  precision  instruments. 

IB.  Plant  for  manufacturing  of  advertising  displays,  awnings  or  shades, 
bakery  products,  beverages,  brushes,  books,  candy,  clothing  or  other  textile 
products,  jewelry,  ice,  leather  goods,  textiles,  toys  or  wood  products. 

14.  Sign  as  hereinafter  permitted  (See  paragraph  (C).) 

15.  Accessory  purpose  customarily  incident  to  a  permitted  main  use 
and  subordinate  thereto,  provided  such  purpose  does  not,  in  effect,  convert 
the  main  use  to  one  not  permitted. 

(B)  Uses  by  Special  Permission  Only 

In  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  in  a 
specific  case  give  permission,  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  provided 
in  Section  21,  for  any  of  the  following  additional  uses: 

1.  Any  other  lawful  business,  service,  storage  or  light  manufacturing 
use  provided  that:  (a)  such  use  is  not  dangerous  to  the  vicinity  through 
fire,  explosion,  emission  of  wastes  or  any  other  cause,  and  (b)  such  use  is 
not  likely  to  create  more  noise,  vibration,  dust,  heat,  smoke,  fumes,  odor 
or  glare  than  the  minimum  amount  normally  resulting  from  any  of  the 
uses  specifically  listed  hereinbefore. 

2.  Dwelling,  provided  that  such  dwelling  is  accessory  to  a  permitted 
main  use  (such  as  the  dwelling  of  a  caretaker,  watchman,  or  operator  of  a 
business  or  manufacturing  establishment  on  the  same  premises),  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  condition  that  such  dwelling  conforms  to  the  regulations  of 
this  By-Law  which  would  apply  if  it  were  located  in  a  Business  District. 

(C)  Permitted  Signs. 

In  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District,  the  following  exterior  signs  are 
permitted  and  no  others: 

1.  One  non-flashing  sign  not  over  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet  in 
area  for  each  premises,  provided  such  sign  is  attached  flat  against  the 
exterior  wall  of  a  building  and  does  not  project  above  or  beyond  such  wall. 
(For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  premises  means  one  or  more  contiguous 
lots  in  the  same  ownership  or  use,  together  with  all  buildings  and  struc¬ 
tures  thereon.) 

2.  Two  other  non -flashing  signs  not  over  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in 
area  for  each  premises,  for  each  two  hundred  (200)  linear  feet  of  lot 
frontage  on  the  principal  street,  or  for  each  two  thousand  (2000)  square 
feet  of  gross  floor  area  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  main  building  to  which 
the  signs  pertain  (whichever  allows  the  greater  number  of  signs) ;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  signs  shall  have  a  height  greater  than  the  highest 
point  of  the  roof  beams  of  the  main  building  to  which  they  pertain  (whether 
or  not  attached  thereto.) 
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(D)  Lot  Area  and  Frontage 

In  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District,  no  land  laid  out  after  the  adoption 
of  this  amendment  shall  have  a  lot  area  of  less  than  three  (3)  acres,  or 
a  frontage  of  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  feet,  measured  as 
provided  in  Section  18  (22).  No  building  shall  be  constructed  or  otherwise 
placed  on  a  lot  in  this  District  unless  said  lot  conforms  to  these  area  and 
frontage  requirements  or  is  expressly  exempted  therefrom  by  statute,  and 
not  more  than  one  main  building,  together  with  its  accesory  buildings  and 
structures,  shall  be  constructed  or  otherwise  placed  on  each  such  lot. 

(E)  Height  and  Open  Space  Requirements 

In  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District,  no  building  or  structure  shall 
be  designed,  constructed,  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  or  reconstructed  so 
as  to: 

1.  Exceed  in  any  part  a  height  of  thirty-five  (35)  feet,  measured  as 
provided  in  Section  18  (15). 

2.  Occupy  at  ground  level,  together  with  all  other  buildings  and 
structures  on  the  lot,  more  than  fifty  (50)  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot. 

3.  Be  nearer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to  any  street  line. 

4.  Be  nearer  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining 
lot* 

(F)  Enclosure  and  Screening 

In  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District,  all  permitted  uses,  including  all  uses 
necessary  thereto,  shall  be  conducted  within  a  completely  enclosed  building 
except  the  following: 

1.  Uses  permitted  in  the  Single  Rseidence  and  the  General  Residence 
Districts,  whether  or  not  requiring  permission  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

2.  The  dispensing  of  fuel,  lubricants  or  fluids  at  a  public  garage, 
gasoline  selling  station  or  service  station. 

3.  Automobile  parking  lots. 

4.  Exterior  signs,  as  permitted  by  this  Section. 

5.  The  open  display  or  storage  of  goods,  products,  materials  or  equip¬ 
ment,  where  accessory  to  a  permitted  main  use  conducted  in  a  completely 
enclosed  building  on  the  same  premises,  provided  that: 

a.  The  total  ground  area  devoted  to  such  open  use  does  not  exceed 
twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  the  ground  area  covered  by  said  building. 

b.  No  portion  of  such  open  use  shall  extend  nearer  to  any  street  line 
than  the  corresponding  clear  distance  specified  for  buildings  in  the  same 
District.  (See  paragraph  (E).) 
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(G)  Buffer  Strip 

Where  a  lot  in  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District  abuts  or  is  within 
one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  of  the  boundary  line  of  any  residence  district, 
including  any  residence  district  in  an  adjacent  municipality,  there  shall 
be  provided  on  all  portions  of  said  lot  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
feet  of  said  boundary  line  a  buffer  strip,  as  follows: 

1.  The  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  such  buffer  strip  nearest  the  district 
boundary  line  shall  be  used  and  maintained  as  a  planting  area  for  lawns, 
trees,  shrubs  or  other  landscape  materials. 

2.  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used  for  off-street 
parking  of  other  permitted  open  uses,  providing  such  uses  are  screened 
from  view  at  normal  eye  level  on  said  residence  district  boundary  line. 

8.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  constructed  or  otherwise  placed 
within  any  portion  of  the  buffer  strip,  whether  or  not  used  for  limited 
manufacturing  purposes.  (On  petition  of  the  Planning  Board) 

VOTED:  To  so  amend. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing 
Zoning  By-Law  by  altering  the  district  boundaries  established  under  Sec¬ 
tion  17  of  said  by-law  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  the  present  Manufactur¬ 
ing  district,  namely;  that  area  bounded  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  Purgatory  Brook  said  point  being  000  feet 
southerly  from  Everett  Street  along  the  easterly  sideline  of  the  Boston- 
Providence  Turnpike  and  running  in  a  southeasterly  direction  along  Purga¬ 
tory  Brook  approximately  4600  feet;  thence  running  N  39°  88’  05”  E  a 
distance  of  2106.20  feet;  thence  S  51°  51’ 30”  E  a  distance  of  191.6S  feet; 
thence  S  43°  16’ 10”  E  a  distance  of  21.07  feet;  thence  S  40°  05’ 50”  W  a 
distance  of  2174  feet  to  Purgatory  Brook;  thence  running  along  Purgatory

to  such  change  of  District  Boundaries  (On  petition  of  the  Planning  Board.) 

VOTED:  To  so  amend. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing 
Zoning  By-Law  by  altering  the  District  Boundaries  established  under  Sec¬ 
tion  17  of  said  By-Laws  with  respect  to  that  certain  portion  of  the  present 
General  Residence  district  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  southerly  line  of  Everett  Street  said  point

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  meet  the  further  expense  for  drain  construction, 
said  appropriation  to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue 
and/or  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $1,845.00  be  transferred  from  Surplus 
Revenue  and  appropriated. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  meet  the  further  expense  for  Pensions,  said  ap¬ 
propriation  to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue  and/or 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  fourth  annual  report  of 
my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  laws  applicable  to  municipal  government 
bring  requests  for  interpretation  of  the  law  which  require  constant  study 
of  the  new  legislation  in  its  relation  to  our  activities  in  order  to  competently 
advise  those  charged  with  the  conduct  of  our  own  government. 

Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  furnished 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal  opinions 
upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder,  drafting  of  deeds,  agreements  and 
various  other  instruments. 

The  service  rendered  dealt  with  practically  every  phase  of  municipal 
activity. 

A  few  statistics  of  the  activity  of  the  Law  Department  are  as  follows: 


Letters  Written  183 

Letters  Received  229 

Phone  Calls  Made  442 

Phone  Calls  Received  421 

Conferences  Held  131 


It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  connection  wtih  the  above  activity 
that  many  questions  arose  which  required  much  research  to  find  the 
proper  answers  and  many  hours  were  applied  to  this  end. 

Altogether,  Town  Counsel  spent  a  total  of  1,115  hours  of  time  doing 
the  Town’s  legal  work  in  1960. 

Litigation  ami  Claims 

Various  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  were  made 
against  the  Town  arising  out  of  alleged  defective  conditions  in  public  ways 
concerning  which  opinions  as  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  were 
given  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  disposition  of  claims. 

Selectmen 

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made, 
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then  the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel.  Fifty-six  appearances  were 
made  in  court  in  1960  and  the  total  time  actually  spent  in  Court  was  202 
hours. 

A  number  of  these  cases  were  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  thousands  of  dollars  were  recovered,  a  large  part  of  which 
came  back  to  the  Town  treasury. 

Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by  and 
against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little  or  no 
“backlog,”  so  called. 


Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of  the 
great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  community 
such  as  ours.  The  uniform  spirit  of  co-operation  and  friendliness  extended 
to  me  by  Town  boards,  committees,  officials  and  friends  throughout  this 
past  year  has  greatly  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  and  I 
shall  be  ever  mindful  of  their  loyalty  and  friendship.

REPORT  OF  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES

Dear  Sir: 

I  present  you  herewith,  the  annual  report  for  the  Dept,  of  Weights  & 
Measures  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

The  total  of  all  measuring  devices  used  commercially  that  was  in¬ 
spected,  tested  and  sealed  during  the  year  were  805  units.  The  784  units 
sealed  as  correct  for  use  within  the  legal  tolerance  required  174  adjustments. 
There  were  9  units  not  sealed  which  were  prohibited  from  commercial  use, 
13  were  condemned  that  had  finally  to  be  taken  out  of  service. 

There  were  1,204  surprise  spot  check  inspection  tests  of  reweighings 
made  on  packaged  food  items.  The  findings  were  740  units  correct,  131 
were  under  weight  and  333  were  over  weight.  The  exceptional  findings  were 
removed  from  sale  with  appropriate  instructions  for  adjustments  and 
proper  merchandising. 

The  total  fees  of  $465.35  were  collected  by  the  Sealer  and  paid  to  the 
town  during  the  year. 

One  motorist  registered  a  complaint  of  a  possible  gasoline  purchase 
discrepancy.  The  case  was  thoroughly  investigated  as  to  possible  price 
changes,  accuracy  of  meter  measurements  and  price  computations.  All 
adjustments  were  found  sealed  and  properly  secured,  the  meters  were 
found  to  be  registering  correctly  and  had  not  been  tampered  with.  The 
complainant  was  satisfied  with  my  report  and  admitted  not  properly 
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observing  the  exact  gas  pumping  device  which  had  made  the  delivery  of  the 
gas  purchase. 

1  wish  to  include  in  this  town  record  which  will  be  preserved  for 
posterity,  “another  first”  for  our  town,  a  copy  of  your  exceptional  proclama¬ 
tion  dedicating  National  Weights  &  Measures  Week  this  year.

WHEREAS:  honest  weights  and  measures  are  indispensable,  not 
merely  to  the  economy  of  the  state  but  to  the  daily  lives  of  all  persons  in 
it,  it  is  obviously  a  responsibility  of  the  state,  and  its  subdivisions,  to  prevent 
fraud  by  enforcement  of  uniform  weights  and  measures  requirements;  and

prerequisites  to  an  orderly  and  equitable  commerce  by  establishing  a

WHEREAS:  said  Department  of  Weights  &  Measures  has  continued  to 
perform  its  duties  of  inspection  of  all  weighing  and  measuring  devices 
within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction  to  insure  equity  in  all  commercial 
transactions  for  the  protection  of  all  citizens,  whether  they  be  buyer  or  the 
seller;  and 

WHEREAS:  March  1  through  March  7  will  be  observed  nationally  as 
“NATIONAL  WEIGHTS  &  MEASURES  WEEK.” 

NOW,  THEFORE,  I  Walter  A.  Blasenak,  Manager  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  State  of  Mass.,  do  hereby  proclaim  the  period  of  March  1 
through  March  7  as 

“NATIONAL  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES  WEEK” 

in  our  town;  and  do  urge  our  citizenry  to  take  cognizance  of  and  recognize 
the  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  economic  welfare  of  the  communities 
of  this  Nation  being  made  by  the  Departments  of  Weights  &  Measures  in 
their  respective  jurisdictions.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

January  30,  1961 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Mr.  James  J.  Drummey,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

The  department  answered  a  total  of  769  alarms  during  the  year  1960 
classified  at  follows: 

100  Building  Fires 
341  Brush,  Grass,  and  Woods 
151  Automobile 
52  False  Alarms 

73  Resuscitator  —  or  First  Aid  Calls 
52  Miscellaneous  alarms,  —  refrigerator,  gas  leaks,  etc. 

730  Ambulance  responses 

530  Inspections  made  and  permits  issued  for  occupancy,  fuel  oil, 
inflammabile  fluids,  gasoline,  gasses,  and  blasting  as  well  as  numerous 
complaints  investigated.  Fire  Drills  were  conducted  in  our  public  and 
parochial  schools.  In  addition  91,800  feet  of  various  size  hose,  921  feet  of 
ladders  and  703,190  gallons  of  water  were  used  at  fires  during  1960. 
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During  the  year  periodic  departmental  drills  were  held  by  the  officers 
of  the  department.  Instructions  were  given  on  fire  fighting  and  rescue 
evolutions  as  well  as  fire  prevention  and  first  aid. 

Membership  in  and  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  various  Fire  Chiefs 
Organization®  will  always  be  am  asset  to  me  in  the  administration  of  the 
department.  At  these  meetings  mutual  problems  are  openly  discussed  and 
experiences  of  others  explained.  Changes  in  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  relation  to  Fire  Deparmtnets  are  also  brought  to  our  atten¬ 
tion.  This  information  is  relayed  to  the  officers  and  -mem  of  the  department. 

In  my  recommendation  for  1961  I  must  repeat  my  previous  request 
for  the  expansion  of  your  fire  department.  The  reality  of  Route  95  will 
definitely  mean  the  development  of  the  Neponset  Valley  area  (Meadows) 
into  an  industrial  site.  This  together  with  the  rapid  development  of  the 
Westover  area  and  the  proposed  Sumner  Street  —  Route  1  area,  calls  for 
immediate  action  and  considerable  adjustment  of  our  original  plans. 

1.  The  present  fire  station  is  totally  inadequate  with  over-crowded 
conditions  prevailing  in  every  respect.  There  is  a  definite  traffic  problem, 
increasing  daily,  and  interfering  with  prompt  response  to  your  calls.  Any 
such  delay  could  mean  loss  of  life  and  permit  fires  to  gain  considerable 
headway. 

2.  Due  to  a  considerable  increase  in  our  population  and  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  new  dwellings,  industrial  and  business  buildings,  large  and  small 
fires  have  been  constantly  increasing  for  the  past  number  of  years  without 
a  corresponding  increase  in  the  manpower  of  the  fire  department.  These 
two  factors  go  hand  in  hand  if  the  safety  of  the  public  is  to  receive  the 
best  of  fire  protection  required.

In  order  to  maintain  the  best  efficiency  of  your  fire  department  I  am 
again  requesting  that  the  manpower  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  at 
least  one  officer  and  eight  additional  fire  fighters. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department,  Town  officials,  members  of 
the  public  works,  Police  and  Municipal  Light  Departments,  as  well  as  the 
Neighboring  Fire  Departments  of  Dedham,  Westwood,  Walpole,  Canton, 
Needham,  Newton,  Brookline  and  Boston  for  their  fine  co-operation  and 
willingness  to  assist  this  department  at  any  time.

On  May  2,  1960,  the  Board  of  Assessors  determined  the  tax  rate  for  the 
year  1960  to  be  $64.00  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation,  an 
increase  of  $1.00  over  the  1959  rate  of  $63.00.  The  School  Tax  Rate  was 
determined  to  be  $28.00  and  the  General  Tax  Rate  $36.00.

9,184  motor  vehicle  and  trailers  were  assessed  for  the  year  1960  and 
excise  in  the  amount  of  $338,349.38  was  committed  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes. 
The  1960  rate  for  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  was  $66.96  per  thousand.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  of  1960. 

The  present  Board  was  appointed  on  April  26,  1960  by  the  Selectmen 
for  a  one  year  term.  On  May  10,  1960  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Welfare 
Board  Mr.  Ernest  G.  Paciorkowski  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Attached  as  a  part  of  this  report  is  a  monthly  summary  of  the  number 
of  cases  aided  during  the  year.  This  table  also  shows  the  total  number 
of  persons  involved.  There  are  three  categories  shown:  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children,  Disability  Assistance  and  General  Relief. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  caseload  showed  considerable  fluctua¬ 
tion  during  the  year,  'building  up  from  thirteen  to  twenty  cases  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  dropping  to  fourteen. 

The  reasons  for  applications  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  are  many 
and  include  such  causes  as  sickness,  desertion,  jail  sentences,  non-support 
and  transfer  from  other  cities  and  towns. 

Disability  Assistance  showed  some  slight  rise  and  fall  in  the  number 
of  active  cases. 

In  December  a  change  in  the  Social  Security  law  enabling  permanently 
disabled  persons  to  receive  their  benefits  prior  to  their  fiftieth  birthday 
caused  a  closing  of  three  cases. 

In  this  category  the  average  cost  per  case  is  high  due  to  the  percentage 
of  persons  in  chronic  hospitals. 

Persons  applying  for  Public  Assistance  may  be  eligible  for  the  cate¬ 
gorical  assistance,  if  however  they  do  not  meet  the  necessary  eligibility 
requirements.  General  Relief  is  rendered  in  these  cases. 

In  1960  there  was  considerable  activity  in  the  General  Relief  group. 
However,  a  good  number  of  these  cases  were  of  short  duration.  There 
was  not  any  need  of  rendering  General  Relief  to  any  large  number  of 
persons  due  to  unemployment. 

Co-operation  by  other  Town  Departments,  private  agencies  and  the 
Courts  at  Dedham  have  helped  the  Welfare  Department  in  the  solution 
of  problems  encountered  in  various  types  of  cases. 

The  Town  Counsel  has  been  most  active  and  has  worked  closely  with 
the  Welfare  Department  in  all  cases  either  referred  to  him  for  advice  or 
action.

The  Welfare  Department  has  served  as  a  source  of  information  for 
persons  not  necessarily  seeking  actual  aid,  'but  who  wish  to  know  what 
services  were  available  in  various  fields. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  Medical  Plan,  has  not  been 
changed  to  allow  the  Town  to  pay  for  the  services  of  physicians  and 
surgeons  who  treat  Welfare  Department  patients  at  the  Norwood  Hospital. 
This  situation  has  not  been  to  the  advantage  of  the  Town.  Continued 
requests  for  a  revision  of  policy  have  been  sought  but  without  success. 

The  teaching  hospitals  in  Boston  are  used  in  a  considerable  number  of 
cases,  thus  necessitating  transfer  by  ambulance  or  other  public  transporta¬ 
tion. 


Hospital  rates,  as  certified  for  Welfare  Departments,  by  the  Commission 
on  Administration  and  Finance  were  increased  as  of  January  1,  1960. 

The  Federal  Government  through  the  Social  Security  Board  partici¬ 
pates  in  the  cost  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Disability  Assistance 
the  funds  being  paid  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  Federal  Government  also  renders  Cash  Grants  to  the  Town  for 
participation  in  the  administrative  cost  of  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  participates  also  in  the  cost  of  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  and  Disability  Assistance  categories,  these  funds  are 
deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer.  These  funds  are  not  available  for 
use  by  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  report  of  the  Town  Accountant,  shown  elsewhere  in  this  Town 
Report,  gives  the  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Welfare 
Department. 

The  Welfare  Department  expresses  their  appreciation  to  all  Town 
Departments  and  Officials  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the 
year  1960.

As  of  October  1,  1960  Chapter  118-A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  was  amended  and  additional  sections  were  added  to  include  a  category 
called  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged. 

This  legislation  was  necessary  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
Cities  and  Towns  participate  in  the  change  in  the  Federal  Social  Security 
Law  which  set  up  this  new  classification. 

Certain  cases  formerly  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  were  transferred 
to  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  group.  In  addition  this  new  category 
is  applicable  to  persons  over  65  years  of  age  and  in  need  of  medical  care 
not  currently  recipients  of  Public  Assistance. 

Generally  speaking  the  eligibility  requirements  are  more  liberal  than 
any  other  public  assistance  program. 

The  initiation  and  programming  of  this  new  category  has  of  necessity 
been  one  of  gradual  inclusion  into  the  assistance  plan,  and  at  this  point 
there  is  but  little  information  and  experience  to  predict  what  impact  it 
will  have  on  the  overall  picture  as  to  number  of  cases. 

This  plan,  dealing  solely  with  Medical  Needs,  will  be  one  which  will 
represent  a  high  cost  per  case,  for  the  medical  costs  in  all  groups  has  been 
on  the  increase  for  the  past  several  years. 

The  Federal  Government  will  share  in  the  cost  of  the  Medical  Assist¬ 
ance  for  the  Aged  as  well  as  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  these 
funds  to  be  distributed  and  handled  as  other  categories  in  which  the 
Federal  and  Sate  Governments  share  the  expense. 

Fluctuation  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  caseload  was  slight  during  1960. 
The  average  monthly  case  count  for  1960  was  173  somewhat  less  than  in 
1959. 

Medical  Oasts  continue  to  reach  higher  levels,  and  in  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  group  this  amounts  to  a  sum  greater  than  the  regular  payments 
made  to  recipients  up  to  the  time  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged 
were  accounted  for  as  a  separate  unit. 
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Hospital  rates  as  of  January  1,  1960  were  increased.  These  rates  are 
determined  by  the  State  Commission  on  Administration  and  Finance. 

There  was  no  increase  in  the  daily  Nursing  Home  rate  during  the 
year  1960. 

The  Federal  Government  shares  in  the  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  by 
rendering  Cash  Grants  for  the  use  of  defraying  the  direct  cost  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  as  well  as  paying  Grants  for  a  percentage  of  the  Administrative 
Cost. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  contributes  payments  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  their  share  in  the  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Accountant  elsewhere  in  the  Town 
Report  gives  the  receipts  and  expenditures  with  respect  to  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance. 

The  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation 
for  the  co-operation  of  all  Town  Department  and  Town  Officials.

Dear  Sir, 

It  is  once  again  our  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  our  report  of  activities 
of  the  Recreation  Department,  the  twelfth  such  report  we  have  submitted, 
and  the  sixteenth  since  the  Department  undertook  operation  on  a  full  time 
basis. 

As  always,  our  efforts  have  been  directed  towards  providing  interesting 
and  worthwhile  leisure  time  activities  for  Norwood’s  residents,  young  and 
old  alike.  The  response  of  the  citizenry  is  reflected  in  their  increased 
participation  in  almost  every  activity  that  was  conducted  during  the  year. 
As  with  programs  of  this  sort,  some  showed  a  decline  in  participation,  but 
by  far  the  majority  boasted  increases.  Especially  is  this  true  once  again 
in  the  young  school  age  group  and  in  the  older  Senior  Citizen  group. 
Certain  young  adult  and  adult  programs  showed  a  decline,  indicating  that 
these  groups  were  occupied  with  other  activities  and  les,s  in  need  of 
planned  leisure  time  activities. 

The  many  and  varied  programs  and  activities  of  the  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment  are  described  in  the  following  paragraphs  in  narrative  form.  Where 
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appropriate,  recommendations  have  been  made  for  improving  facilities  and 
services. 


Summer  Playgrounds 

Playground  attendance  for  the  year  1960  showed  an  increase  in  attend¬ 
ance  of  645  boys  and  girls  for  the  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  activities 
were  conducted  at  the  Senior  High  School  because  of  extensive  construction 
going  on  there.  Eight  playgrounds  showed  net  gains  for  the  year  and  four 
showed  net  losses  in  attendance,  but  in  each  case  the  losses  were  slight. 
The  two  new  playgrounds  at  the  Cleveland  and  Prescott  Schools  continued 
to  show  the  largest  percentages  of  increase  in  attendance. 

Playgrounds  were  conducted  under  supervision  for  a  nine  week  season 
beginning  Monday  June  27th  through  Thursday  August  25th.  Playgrounds 
were  open  daily  for  a  six  hour  period.  They  were  open  mornings  from  9:00 
a.m.  to  noon  and  afternoons  from  1:30  to  4:30  p.m.  Playgrounds  were 
conducted  at  six  School  Department  locations  —  Balch,  Callahan,  Shattuck, 
Winslow,  Prescott,  and  Cleveland.  Playgrounds  were  also  conducted  at  the 
six  Recreation  Department  areas  —  Emdean,  Wilson  Street,  Pleasant  Park, 
Father  McAleer’s,  Bond  Street  and  the  Recreation  Center.  The  Recreation 
Center  was  operated  exclusively  for  boys  and  Bond  Street  exclusively  for 
girls  and  small  boys.  All  other  playgrounds  were  operated  for  both  boys 
and  girls  of  all  ages,  with  a  male  and  a  female  Playground  Leader  on  duty 
to  supervise  activities  at  all  times  the  playground  was  open. 

Members  of  the  Playground  staff  attended  a  one  day  Playground  Leader¬ 
ship  Institute  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  season.  A  program  was  presented 
on  that  day  designed  to  acquaint  the  staff  with  their  duties  and  to  cover 
various  phases  of  the  summer  activities.  Subjects  covered  included  Play¬ 
ground  Management,  Leadership,  Games,  First  Aid,  Arts  and  Crafts,  and 
Tennis. 

Weekly  Staff  Meeting  were  held  for  all  members  of  the  playground  staff. 
At  these  meetings,  additional  instruction  was  provided,  suggestions  were 
made,  and  criticisms  offered,  all  intended  to  help  the  staff  members  in 
carrying  out  their  assignments  more  effectively  and  efficiently. 

The  loyalty,  sincerity,  initiative,  and  devotion  to  duty  of  all  members 
of  the  staff  were  largely  responsible  for  the  succes  of  the  program  in  1960. 
Without  the  fine  leadership  which  Norwood  is  able  to  furnish,  our  Play¬ 
ground  program  could  not  continue  to  register  the  marks  of  success  that 
have  been  possible  in  recent  years. 

The  organization  and  conduct  of  all  the  various  leagues  in  baseball  and 
softball  for  boys  and  girls  was  handled  by  the  Supervisor  of  Sports.  Base¬ 
ball  leagues  were  run  for  three  different  age  groups  with  a  total  of 
approximately  150  games  played  during  the  season.  Boys  from  age  6  up 
through  age  15  participated  in  these  leagues.  The  softball  leagues  were 
conducted  for  girls  in  two  age  groups,  with  girls  age  6  through  age  15 
participating.  A  total  of  sixty  softball  games  were  played  during  the  year. 
The  Supervisor  handled  all  scheduling,  equipment,  direction  of  games,  and 
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publicity  for  all  five  leagues.  In  addition,  the  Supervisor  was  responsible 
for  supervision  of  Playground  Leaders,  advising  and  criticizing  where 
indicated,  and  in  general  assisting  the  Leaders  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 
The  Supervisor  also  assisted  in  running  off  the  many  special  events  that 
were  scheduled  during  the  season. 

The  Supervisor  of  Arts  and  Crafts  had  direct  respsonsibility  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Arts  and  Crafts  program  that  was  carried  on  at  each  and 
every  playground.  Major  projects  were  scheduled  each  week,  with  the 
Supervisor  visiting  each  playground  once  during  the  week  to  instruct  the 
Leaders  and  the  children.  In  addition,  the  Supervisor  prepared  and  dis¬ 
tributed  a  large  amount  of  material  to  the  Leaders  during  the  season,  and 
met  with  them  at  the  weekly  Staff  Meetings.  Girls  attending  playground 
particularly  find  Arts  and  Crafts  perhaps  their  most  interesting  and  enjoy¬ 
able  activity,  and  the  success  of  the  program  in  1960  is  again  due  in  large 
part  to  the  imagination  and  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  Supervisor  of  the 
program. 

All  phases  of  the  Tennis  program  conducted  at  the  Recreation  Center 
courts  were  handled  by  the  Supervisor  of  Tennis  each  day  that  playgrounds 
were  open.  A  schedule  was  set  for  the  children  from  each  playground  to 
report  for  instruction  on  a  regular  basis,  each  playground  having  two  such 
periods  during  the  week.  It  was  also  possible  to  provide  instruction  to  all 
others  reporting  to  the  courts  desirous  of  same.  A  tournament  was  con¬ 
ducted  near  the  end  of  the  season  with  participants  assigned  according  to 
age  and  skill.  Several  hundred  boys  and  girls  availed  themselves  of  the 
instructional  periods  and  participated  in  the  general  program.  Many  others, 
including  adults  made  use  of  the  courts  at  other  times  of  the  day  and 
evening. 

Playgrounds  also  engaged  in  many  other  activities  during  the  year, 
these  activities  varying  according  to  the  interests  of  the  children  at  each 
playground.  Individual  playgrounds  sponsored  such  events  as  Doll  Shows, 
Pet  Shows,  Talent  Shows,  Picnics,  etc.  The  Recreation  Department  spon¬ 
sored  a  town  wide  Horseshoe  Tournament,  a  Playground  Swim  Meet  and 
other  such  events  that  attracted  large  number  of  participants. 

The  three  annual  special  events  that  have  been  so  well  received  for 
the  past  few  years  were  again  conducted  this  year.  These  events,  the  trip 
to  Fenway  Park  for  a  Red  Sox  baseball  game,  the  Nantasket  Outing,  and 
the  visit  to  Norwood  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Theatre  Stagemobile  were 
all  most  enthusiastically  received,  and  participation  in  all  three  was 
greater  than  ever  before. 

In  order  to  continue  to  improve  the  playground  program  for  1961  and 
for  subsequent  years,  certain  specific  recommendations  may  be  made,  these 
based  on  our  own  experiences  and  observations  as  well  as  those  of  members 
of  the  staff. 

1.  Develop  facilities  at  Ellis  Gardens  area  at  least  to  such  an  extent 
that  small  children  can  be  accomodated.  The  nearest  playground,  the 
Callahan  School  playground,  is  much  too  far  for  small  children. 
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2.  Continue  improvement  of  Pleasant  Park  playground  by  further 
filling,  loaming,  and  seeding  of  area  beyond  ball  field. 

3.  Develop  two  hard  surface  tennis  courts  at  the  Recreation  Center, 
adjacent  to  the  present  courts,  at  the  corner  or  East  Hoyle  and  Washington 
Streets.  This  would  permit  play  much  earlier  in  the  season  than  now  is 
possible  and  would  extend  the  season  further  in  the  fall.  The  area  also 
could  be  used  for  basketball  and  other  such  activities  and  could  be  flooded 
for  skating  in  the  winter  season. 

4.  Correct  drainage  problem  at  the  new  Father  McAleer  baseball 
diamond.  The  wet  weather  in  the  spring  of  1960  prevented  use  of  the 
diamond  until  mid- June. 

5.  Carry  out  miscellaneous  other  smaller  projects  which  have  been 
included  in  1961  budget  requests. 

Twilight  Baseball  League 

The  Twilight  Baseball  League  was  conducted  during  the  1960  summer 
season  for  boys  up  to  age  20.  Five  teams  took  part  in  league  activities, 
with  each  team  playing  a  total  of  10  games  during  the  season.  Games 
were  played  on  two  evenings  of  the  week  at  two  fields,  with  equipment  and 
supervision  provided  by  the  Recreation  Department.  Approximately  75 
boys  took  part  in  this  activity,  with  many  spectators  also  enjoying  games. 

Girls’  Softball  League 

The  Girls’  Softball  League,  a  young  adult  activity,  functioned  in  1960 
with  six  teams  and  with  over  one  hundred  girls.  Games  were  played  at 
the  Recreation  Center  softball  field  Monday  through  Wednesday  evening, 
with  keen  competition  keeping  interest  alive  through  the  entire  season. 
Each  team  took  part  in  three  complete  rounds  of  play  for  a  total  of  45 
games  during  the  year,  15  by  each  team.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  a  banquet 
was  held  at  a  popular  local  restaurant. 

Fourth  of  July  Celebration 

The  Fourth  of  July  program  in  1960  consisted  of  three  parts.  On  the 
night  before,  a  dance  was  held  at  the  Star  Market  site  for  young  people 
of  all  ages.  A  display  of  fireworks  was  presented  at  Hartshorn’s  Swale 
that  same  evening.  On  the  morning  of  the  Fourth,  a  program  of  games, 
contests,  etc.  was  presented  at  each  playground,  climaxed  by  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  ice  cream  to  all  the  children  in  attendance.  The  dance  was  not 
nearly  as  well  attended  as  in  previous  years,  leading  us  to  wonder  if  the 
young  people  might  be  tiring  of  this  phase  of  the  program.  With  only  one 
fireworks  company  available  from  which  to  choose,  it  becomes  increasingly 
difficult  to  present  a  satisfactory  display  for  the  amount  of  money  available. 
At  this  writing,  consideration  is  being  given  to  revising  the  entire  Fourth 
of  July  Celebration  program,  with  the  possibility  of  inviting  local  organiza¬ 
tions  to  participate  in  planning  and  financing  the  program. 

Swimming  Program 

The  two  swimming  pools  opened  on  Saturday  June  25th  and  were  open 
each  day  of  the  week  until  Labor  Day.  The  pools  were  open  Monday 
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through  Friday  from  9:00  a.m.  until  noon  for  swimming  classes  and  from 
12:30  p.m.  until  dark  for  general  public  swimming.  On  Saturdays  the  pools 
opened  at  noon,  and  Sundays  at  1:00  p.m.  and  remained  open  until  dark. 

Again  we  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  say  that  no  serious  accidents 
occured.  The  few  emergency  situations  that  did  arise  were  handled  in  a 
most  efficient  manner  by  the  staff  members  on  duty.  The  entire  staff  of 
Lifeguards  and  the  Supervisor  of  Swimming  must  be  commended  for  the 
fine  manner  in  which  they  carried  out  their  most  responsible  duties. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Water  Safety  Division  of  the  American  National 
Red  Cross,  of  which  the  Superintendent  is  local  Chairman,  a  complete 
program  of  swimming  instruction  was  offered  at  both  pools.  Registration 
for  these  classes  was  carried  out  through  the  local  schools,  with  more 
than  1,800  boys  and  girls  enrolling  in  the  various  classes,  the  limit  that 
could  be  accomodated.  Classes  were  arranged  for  a  two  week  period,  with 
each  class  meeting  for  a  one  hour  period  mornings,  Monday  through  Friday. 
Those  successfully  completing  courses  were  awarded  appropriate  Red 
Crass  certificates.  A  total  of  520  such  certificates  were  awarded  as  follows: 
321  Beginners,  132  Intermediates,  59  Junior  Life  Savers,  and  8  Senior  Life 
Savers,  flundreds  of  other  children,  although  they  were  unable  to  pass 
their  final  tests,  nonetheless  benefitted  greatly  from  their  courses. 

The  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  made  two  Aquatic  School  scholar¬ 
ships  available  to  young  people  who  later  served  as  members  of  the  Life¬ 
guard  staff.  This  training  enabled  the  young  people  to  serve  on  the  staff 
of  Instructors  so  essential  to  the  program.  Without  this  scholarship 
assistance,  we  would  not  be  able  to  continue  to  have  qualified  personnel 
on  the  staff. 

The  Annual  Regional  Swim  Meet  was  conducted  again  in  1960,  being 
held  late  in  the  season  a*t  Father  McAleer  Pool,  with  swimmers  from 
seven  nearby  communities  participating.  Earlier  in  the  season,  a  Play¬ 
ground  Swim  Meet  was  held  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool.  These  events  provide 
healthy  competition  while  at  the  same  time  stimulating  interest  in  improv¬ 
ing  swimming  skills. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  bathhouse  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool,  both 
pools  will  have  the  facilities  that  we  have  urged  they  needed  for  some 
time.  Health  and  safety  standards  can  be  better  met  with  the  addition  of 
these  fine  facilities. 

(3 olden  Age  Club 

Now  in  its  eighth  year  of  operation,  the  Golden  Age  Club  continues 
to  grow  in  membership  and  popularity.  Organized  for  male  senior  citizens, 
the  Club  attempts  to  provide  leisure  time  activities  for  the  group  during 
the  year.  The  Club  holds  regular  monthly  meetings  at  which  speakers, 
entertainers,  films,  etc.  are  presented.  The  Club  also  enjoys  trips  to  ball 
games,  fairs,  theatres,  and  other  points  of  interest  during  the  year.  The 
first  floor  of  the  Recreation  Center  is  available  daily  as  a  Lounge  for  Club 
members,  and  it  is  utilized  for  card  playing,  checkers,  television,  and  other 
such  quiet  activities. 
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Women’s  Senior  Citizens  Club 

Similar  to  the  Golden  Age  Club,  except  that  it  is  exclusively  for  women, 
The  Women's  Senior  Citizens  Club  has  practically  doubled  membership  in 
the  past  year.  Under  the  skilled  direction  of  a  member  of  the  Department 
staff,  and  interesting  and  varied  program  of  activities  for  Norwood’s 
female  senior  citizeps  is  conducted  through  the  year.  The  Club  meets 
alternate  Mondays  from  September  through  Miay  at  the  Recreation  Center. 
In  addition,  they  go  on  theatre  trips,  visit  hospitals,  and  engage  in  many 
other  such  worthwhile  projects.  Occasionally  the  men’s  and  the  women’s 
groups  join  together  for  a  joint  program. 

Baton  Twirling 

Baton  Twirling  continues  to  be  a  most  interesting  and  appealing 
program  for  girls  in  the  age  group  of  six  to  eighteen.  Twirling  classes 
are  held  on  one  afternoon  of  the  week  at  the  Recreation  Center.  Within 
the  classes  is  a  marching  unit,  known  as  the  Norwood  Rec-Ettes.  This 
group  takes  part  in  parades  in  Norwood  and  the  surrounding  area.  In  the 
spring  of  19(50,  a  most  successful  Open  House  and  Competition  was  held  at 
the  Junior  High  School  for  girls  in  the  classes.  The  Norwood  Twirling 
Club,  an  organization  of  parents  and  friends  of  the  girls  in  the  classes, 
presented  the  Third  Annual  National  Baton  Twirling  Association  Open 
Competition  >at  the  Junior  High  School  in  November,  with  contestants  from 
all  New  England  states  competing.  The  success  of  the  Competition  is  a 
tribute  to  all  who  helped  in  any  way. 

Rifle  Club 

Boys  in  the  age  group  from  fourteen  through  eighteen  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  proper  use  of  firearms  under 
expert  instruction  and  supervision  in  the  Norwood  Recreation  Junior  Rifle 
Club.  The  Club  is  divided  into  a  Beginners  Group  and  an  Advanced  Group, 
with  each  group  meeting  one  evening  a  week  during  all  except  the  summer 
months.  After  learning  the  fundamentals  of  marksmanship  and  safety,  the 
boys  can  fire  for  individual  awards,  take  part  in  team  postal  matches, 
conducted  by  the  National  Rifle  Association,  of  which  the  local  group  is 
a  member,  and  they  can  take  part  in  shoulderHo-shoulder  matches  with 
similar  organizations  in  this  area.  All  activities  are  conducted  at  the 
range  at  the  Municipal  Building,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  this  range  is 
abandoned,  arrangements  can  be  made  for  other  centrally  located  facilities 
in  order  that  this  fine  program  for  some  sixty  Norwood  boys  can  be 
continued  without  interuption. 

Recreation  Basketball  League 

From  early  December  through  early  March  of  each  year,  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Basketball  League  is  operated  for  young  men  beyond  high  school  age 
to  provide  them  with  much  needed  physical  exercise  and  healthy  competi¬ 
tion.  Six  teams  with  a  total  registration  of  more  than  ninety  young  men 
took  part  in  the  season  that  ended  in  March  1960,  and  a  similar  number 
returned  upon  resumption  of  the  program  in  December.  Supervision,  equip¬ 
ment,  and  rental  fees  for  the  Senior  High  School  gym  are  provided  by  the 
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Department.  Games  are  played  on  two  evenings  of  the  week  with  many 
spectators  enjoying  the  games. 


Girls’  Drama 

Some  150  girls  regularly  take  part  in  what  has  continued  to  be  one  of 
the  most,  popular  programs  of  the  Department.  The  girls,  age  seven  to 
thirteen,  meet  in  regular  weekly  sessions  at  the  Recreation  Center  under 
the  direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drama  and  her  Associate  Supervisor. 
During  the  sessions,  many  activities  related  to  Drama  are  conducted.  On 
three  occasions  during  the  year,  Open  House  is  staged,  when  parents  and 
friends  of  the  girls  have  an  opportunity  to  observe  first  hand  the  work  of 
the  girls.  Through  this  program,  the  girls  are  able  to  gain  poise  and  con¬ 
fidence  in  expressing  themselves  as  well  as  learning  fundamentals  of 
Drama. 


Women’s  Sports  Club 

After  enjoying  two  years  of  good  attendance,  interest  in  this  activity 
waned  in  the  spring  of  1960  to  the  point  that  it  was  decided  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  not  to  resume  the  program.  The  Cluib  was  originally  organized  to 
provide  physical  exercise  for  young  women  beyond  high  school  age,  with 
sessions  held  for  two  different  groups  on  one  evening  of  the  week.  As 
with  many  such  groups,  the  members  were  very  busy  people  and  found 
that  frequent  conflicts  prevented  their  attending  with  any  degree  of  regular¬ 
ity.  It  is  hoped  that  the  program  can  be  revised  at  some  future  time. 


Halloween  Program 

Two  parties  were  conducted  on  Halloween  night  in  1960  for  the  young 
people  of  Norwood.  Seventh  and  eighth  graders  had  their  party  at  Social 
Hall  of  the  Recreation  Center,  while  ninth  through  twelfth  had  their  party 
at  the  Norwood  Armory.  Both  parties  were  supervised  by  members  of  the 
Department  staff  with  a  valuable  assist  from  the  local  Police  Department 
and  members  of  the  National  Guard  Company  at  the  Armory.  Both  parties 
as  always  were  very  well  attended  and  were  run  off  without  difficulties, 
a  fact  that  should  be  considered  a  tribute  to  the  young  people  attending. 
Norwood’s  negligible  record  of  vandalism  on  Halloween  attests  to  the  value 
of  this  activity. 


Friday  Dances 

Dances  are  conducted  for  young  people  of  grades  seven,  eight,  and 
nine  each  Friday  evening  from  September  through  mid  June  at  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Center.  An  orchestra  is  engaged  to  play  for  dancing  in  Social  Hall,  the 
dance  beginning  at  7:30  and  ending  at  10:00  p.m.  Activities  during  the  even¬ 
ing  are  supervised  by  members  of  the  Recreation  Department  staff  and  a 
Police  Officer  is  on  duty  at  each  dance.  A  token  admission  charge  is  made 
with  receipts  being  turned  over  weekly  to  the  Treasurer.  Attendance  at 
this  very  populad  series  of  dances  averages  between  150  and  200  through¬ 
out  the  year. 
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Roys  Activities 

Supervision  is  provided  at  the  gym  at  Swimming  Pool  Hall  of  the 
Recreation  Center  each  afternoon  after  school  and  on  Saturdays  until 
noon  from  early  November  through  mid  April.  Boys  of  all  ages  and  sizes 
are  able  to  play  basketball  and  take  part  in  other  suitable  programs  under 
supervision,  with  each  boy  attending  invited  to  participate.  Many  boys  not 
capable  for  various  reasons  of  participating  in  more  highly  organized 
sports  activities,  can  through  this  more  or  less  informal  program,  take 
part  in  wholesome  and  enjoyable  competition.  Attendance  varies  according 
to  the  schedule  of  outside  activities,  but  there  are  never  less  than  twenty 
five  present  at  a  session,  and  often  as  many  as  fifty  attend. 

Symphony  Orchestra 

The  Norwood-Norfolk  County  Orchestra,  made  up  of  amateur  musicians 
from  Norwood  and  surrounding  communities  wound  up  another  successful 
season  in  the  spring  of  1960,  playing  a  concert  at  the  Massachusetts  Hospital 
School  in  Canton.  Unfortunately  however,  interest  had  dropped  to  such  a 
low  point  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  that  it  was  decided  to  temporarily  discon¬ 
tinue  rehearsals.  Attendance  in  the  early  fall  was  such  that  those  attending 
did  not  enjoy  rehearsals  because  so  few  were  present,  and  it  was  not 
possible  to  offer  a  regular  program  of  music  for  this  same  reason.  This 
loss  of  interest  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  increase  of  competition  for 
people’s  time  and  by  the  decline  of  interest  in  playing  instruments.  It  is 
sincerely  hoped  that  this  outstanding  program  of  the  Department  can  be 
revived  in  the  near  future,  and  efforts  will  be  spent  towards  this  end. 

Miscellaneous 

The  Department  was  able  to  assist  many  individuals  and  organizations 
during  the  year  with  related  projects  and  activities.  The  Department 
co-operated  too  with  other  municipal  departments  in  such  things  as  coast¬ 
ing  streets,  skating  areas,  lighting  of  areas,  maintenance  of  areas,  etc. 
The  Superintendent  appeared  before  local  organizations  to  tell  of  the 
functions  and  activities  of  the  Department.  Material  was  prepared  and 
distributed  to  new-comers  to  Norwood  through  the  Welcome  Wagon.  The 
Superintendent  served  as  Secretary  for  the  newly  appointed  Senior  Citizens 
Committee,  as  a  member  of  the  Veteran’s  Fund  Study  Committee,  and 
continued  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  Water  Safety  for  the  Norwood  Branch  of 
the  American  Red  Cross. 


Conclusion 

Without  the  co-operation  of  many  other  individuals  and  groups,  the 
achievements  outlined  in  the  preceeding  paragraphs  could  not  have  been 
realized.  We  are  particularly  appreciative  of  the  assistance  rendered  by 
the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Select¬ 
men’s  Recreation  Advisory  Committee,  and  many  other  official  and  un¬ 
official  bodies.  Thanks  also  go  to  the  many  persons  employed  in  various 
capacities  during  the  year  for  their  continuing  loyalty,  enthusiasm,  and  fine 
performance  of  their  duties.  Thanks  too  are  due  to  all  participants  in  the 
various  programs  for  their  co-operation. 
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The  Department  needs  and  seeks  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all 
these  individuals  and  groups,  in  order  that  it  may  come  closer  to  its  goal 
of  offering  good  programs  and  good  facilities  for  all  segments  of  Norwood’s 
growing  population.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  a  public  corporation  formed  in 
1948  to  administer  all  types  of  public  housing.  It  is  composed  of  4  members 
who  are  elected  each  year  at  the  Annual  Town  Election  for  a  term  of  5 
years  and  one  member  appointed  by  the  Commonwealth  for  a  5  year  term. 
Mr.  Frank  Walsh  is  currently  the  State-appointed  member.  The  Authority 
presently  has  jurisdiction  over  a  75  unit  State-aided  Veterans  project 
erected  in  1950  under  Chapter  200  of  the  State  Housing  Law  and  a  50  unit 
Housing  for  the  Elderly  Project  which  is  now  under  construction  under 
Chapter  667  of  the  State  Housing  Law.  Since  both  of  these  developments  are 
sponsored  by  the  Commonwealth,  which  guarantees  payment  of  the  bonds 
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and  pays  a  21/2%  subsidy  to  the  Authority,  all  major  decisions  and  expendi¬ 
tures  must  receive  prior  approval  of  the  State  Housing  Board.  The  main 
purpose  of  the  Veterans  Chapter  200  program  is  to  provide  decent  housing 
for  low-income  veterans  and  their  families  at  rents  they  can  afford  to  pay. 
Rents  are  based  on  income  and  number  of  dependents.  Major  improvements 
made  at  the  Veterans  project  were  as  follows:  40  electric  ranges  were 
replaced  with  gas  ranges;  window  shades  were  replaced;  new  tile  floors 
were  installed  in  most  of  the  kitchens  and  bathrooms;  and  aluminum 
combination  screen  and  storm  doors  will  be  installed  as  soon  as  they  are 
manufactured.  The  purpose  of  the  Elderly  Chapter  667  program  is  to 
provide  decent  housing  for  Elderly  persons,  65  or  over,  of  low  income  at 
rents  they  can  afford  to  pay.  This  project  is  now  under  construction  at  the 
corner  of  Railroad  Avenue  and  Adams  Street.  General  bids  were  opened 
in  December  and  the  Contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder  —  Paul 
Sardella  Construction  Co.  of  Roslindale,  Mass,  for  the  sum  of  $547,000.00. 
Wm.  Nelson  Jacobs  Associates  of  Boston.  Mass,  are  architects  for  this 
development.  The  project  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  end  of 


1961.

The  Planning  Board  organized  on  Monday,  January  25,  1960.  Present 
were  J.  Edward  Bamber,  Frederick  F.  Brown,  John  P.  Mogan,  Thomas  K. 
McManus,  newly  elected  member,  James  T.  O’Sullivan  and  Walter  R.  Ryan, 
Engineer. 

The  meeting  proceeded  with  the  election  of  officers  and  John  P.  Mogan 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Thomas  K.  McManus  was  elected  Clerk.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  organized  following  the  town  election  in  January. 
Mr.  John  P.  Dixon  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Mr.  James  F.  Foley 
and  Roy  T.  Lydon,  M.D.  served  as  associate  members. 

The  Board  made  plans  to  conduct  polio  clinics  for  pre-school  children, 
those  of  school  age  and  adults  during  the  Spring  and  early  summer. 

The  Board  of  Health  and  School  Committee  arranged  to  x-ray  all  high 
school  seniors  who  planned  to  enter  college  in  the  Fall  of  1960.  One 
hundred  and  thirty  three  students  were  x-rayed. 

The  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  Association  and  the  Norwood  Board 
of  Health  sponsored  an  x-ray  program  in  the  Municipal  Building  on 
November  11,  1960.  There  were  475  people  x-rayed.

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The  Board  purchased  new  equipment  for  the  Eye  Clinic.  The  Clinic 
is  conducted  weekly  in  the  Junior  High  School  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
William  F.  Ryan. 

The  Board  admitted  ten  patients  to  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  I960.  Seven  patients  were  released  as  arrested 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Board  voted  to  grant  Day  Care  Center  licenses  to  the  Lainy  Kay, 
Tiny  Tot  and  Jack  and  Jill  Nursery  Schools. 

Certificates  of  Approval  were  issued  to  the  Victoria  Nursing  Home, 
Healthland  Convalescent  Home,  Norwood  Nursing  Home  and  Denny  House 
Nursing  Home. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  Funeral  Directors  and  Emlbalmers  who  have 
places  of  business  in  the  town. 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk,  oleomargarine,  and  for  the 
manufacture  of  frozen  desserts  and  ice  cream  mix. 

Grease  and  tallow  collectors  were  licensed  to  transport  through  the 
town. 

Milk  dealers  who  are  licensed  to  operate  in  Norwood  were  asked  to 
avoid  stacking  milk  cases  along  the  highways  of  the  town.  A  marked 
improvement  has  been  noticed  in  the  appearance  of  the  highways  due  to 
Ihe  co-operation  of  the  milk  dealers  and  their  route  salesmen. 

The  Board  adopted  a  regulation  with  respect  to  the  use  of  basement 
and  cellar  rooms  for  living  purposes.  The  regulation  was  adopted  to  pre¬ 
vent  conditions  which  eventually  lead  to  overcrowding  of  housing  and  the 
creation  of  blighted  areas. 

The  Board  awarded  a  three  year  contract  for  the  removal  of  garbage 
to  the  South  Shore  Disposal  Inc.  of  Abington,  Massachusetts. 

John  Stonefield  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Slaughtering. 

The  Board  did  not  approve  the  proposed  method  of  installing  the 
sanitary  water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  drainage  in  the  subdivision  of 
Greenmountain  Park  off  Everett  Street. 

The  Board  approved  the  proposed  method  of  installing  the  sanitary 
water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  drainage  in  the  subdivision  of  Massanova 
Wood,  off  Wilson  Street.  Massanova  Wood  is  a  subdivision  of  46  homes.

REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSES 


Our  staff  of  two  registered  nurses  administered  oare  to  the  sick,  made 
calls  on  new  mothers  to  advise  them  on  the  care  of  their  babies,  taught 
diabetic  patients,  or  some  member  of  the  family,  to  give  insulin,  helped 
with  the  diets  and  carried  out  many  other  duties. 

The  Chest  X-Ray  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  Office  of  the 
Municipal  Building  every  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  from  1:30  to  3:30. 
All  follow-up  cases  of  tuberculosis  patients  and  their  contacts  were  x-rayed 
or  tuberculin  tested.  Teachers,  school  bus  drivers,  food  handlers  and  young 
students  entering  college  were  x-rayed  at  this  Clinic.  Patients  referred  to 
the  Clinic  by  their  family  physician  were  x-rayed  and  examined  by  Dr.  E.  K. 
Jenkins  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital,  South  Braintree,  Massachusetts. 
Children  under  twenty-one  were  given  tuberculin  skin  tests  and  x-rayed 
only  if  the  tests  were  positive. 

Office  hours  for  ambulatory  patients  are  held  from  1:00  to  2:00  at 
the  Board  of  Health  office,  Municipal  Building,  Monday  through  Friday  of 
each  week.  Hypodermic  injections  and  minor  dressings  are  done  during 
these  hours.

The  nurses  services  are  available  to  anyone  in  Norwood  who  needs 
care  in  the  home.  Patients  are  referred  through  the  family  physician.  A 
small  fee  is  charged  for  the  services.  Some  visits  to  eligible  patients  are 
paid  for  by  such  agencies  as  Blue  Cross,  Blue  Shield  (prolonged  illness) 
Veterans  Administration  and  the  Cancer  Society. 

Polio  clinics  for  adults  were  held  on  February  14,  and  July  31st. 

Pre-school  clinics  were  held  on  May  4,  5  and  11th. 

A  Clinic  was  held  at  St.  Catherine’s  School  on  May  29,  1960. 

The  Clinics  in  the  Public  Schools  began  on  April  6,  1960. 

ST.  CATHERINE’S  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Health  Program  at  St.  Catherine’s 
School  is  herewith  submitted: 
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Dr.  Thomas  H.  O’Toole,  the  School  Physician,  made  routine  visits  and 
examined  children  referred  for  physical  examinations.  Parents  were  notified 
of  any  physical  defects  found  at  the  time  of  examinations  and  advised  to 
consult  their  family  physician. 

Diphtheria  immunization  was  administered  to  children  in  the  first  grade. 

In  April,  1960  the  fourth  inoculation  of  polio  vaccine  was  administered 
to  all  children  not  having  had  this  fourth  dose  by  their  private  physician. 
Nine  hundred  and  fifty  six  children  received  this  fourth  inoculation. 


DENTAL  CLINIC 


In  September  all  children  were  examined  by  Dr.  T.  J.  Curtin,  School 
Dentist  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Curran.  Parents  were  notified  of  the  work  to  be 
done  at  this  time.  The  children  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  school 
clinic  or  have  the  work  done  by  their  own  dentist.  The  Dental  Clinic  was 
held  each  week  at  the  Junior  High  School. 


VISION  TEST 


All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  visual  defects  via  the 
Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  Sixty-eight  children  failed  the  re-test  and  were 
referred  for  further  treatment.  Sixty-five  of  these  children  were  seen  by  an 
Eye  Specialist. 


AUDIOMETER  TEST 


All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  hearing  defects  by  way  of 
the  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer.  Thirty-three  children  failed  the  final  test 
and  all  but  one  completed  the  referral. 

Mrs.  Marie  Kane  our  speech  teacher  continues  her  work  with  the 
children  who  have  any  speech  defect. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

MILK  INSPECTOR 


Following  is  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  for  1960: 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  mix  and  frozen 
desserts. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  maintain  establishments  for  the  pasteurization 
of  milk. 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream. 

Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were  registered. 

One  hundred  and  forty-one  samples  of  milk  and  cream  were  collected 
during  1960.  Five  hundred  and  eighty  nine  laboratory  tests  were  made  on 
these  samples  in  the  Board  of  Health  Laboratory. 

The  results  of  these  laboratory  tests  reflect  a  general  trend  to  sub¬ 
stantially  lower  butterfat  and  total  solids  content.  This  trend  is  caused  by 
a  combination  of  circumstances  in  the  dairy  industry  to-day.  Some  of  the 
most  prominent  ones  are  as  follows: 

1.  Homogenization. 

2.  Standardization. 

3.  Non-transparent  containers. 

4.  Multiple  quart  containers. 

5.  Calorie  counting  in  diets. 

6.  Price  cutting. 

Fortunately,  there  are  a  handful  of  local  milk  dealers  who  are  resisting 
this  trend.  They  are  to  be  congratulated. 

Milk  was  found  stored  out  of  refrigeration  in  several  stores  in  1960.  The 
co-operation  of  the  delivery  men  and  the  store  managers  is  helping  to  keep 
this  practice  at  a  minimum.

Dear  Sir: 

Herewith  is  the  1960  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department. 

During  the  past  year  we  conducted  221  interments  at  Highland  Ceme¬ 
tery,  and  one  interment  at  the  Old  Cemetery. 

We  built  61  foundations  for  monuments,  and  set  30  markers,  adding 
that  many  more  to  the  large  number  already  set,  all  of  which  must  be  kept 
trimmed  throughout  the  growing  season. 

Sections  45  and  46  have  been  opened  and  are  being  used. 

A  block  of  single  graves  was  laid  out  and  are  being  used  in  the  General 
Section. 

About  300  lineal  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  walks  have  been  built 
in  the  Single  Grave  Sections. 

The  new  Winter  Street  Section  was  loamed  and  seeded. 

Mowing  and  trimming  of  grass  was  continuous  all  Summer. 

The  Hurricane  did  some  damage  to  the  tree  and  shrubs. 

I  would  recommend  a  three-car  overhead  garage  to  house  the  truck  and 
equipment,  and  also  storage  for  supplies.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  detailed  reports  of  the  activities  of  the  various 
departments  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  General  Manager. 

Again  in  1960,  as  well  as  in  1959,  the  Town  of  Norwood  shows  sub¬ 
stantial  growth  in  the  residential  and  industrial  areas  of  the  Town.  With 
this  growth,  the  various  municipal  departments  were  called  upon  to  render 
the  usual  departmental  services. 

Again  as  in  the  past  years  all  departments  particularly  the  divisions 
in  the  Public  Works  Department  have  been  called  upon  to  render  regular 
plus  additional  services  and  with  the  limited  personnel  in  this  department, 
at  times  it  was  impossible  to  render  prompt  service.  However,  it  is  the 
General  Manager’s  belief  that  efficient  and  courteous  service  was  rendered 
within  the  framework  of  the  organization. 

The  General  Manager  wishes  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens 
of  the  town  some  of  the  projects  completed  in  1960  and  some  which  have 
been  partly  completed  and  are  expected  to  be  completed  in  1961. 

1.  The  past  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  facilities  at  both  Father 
McAleer  and  Hawes  Swimming  Pools,  thus  enabling  the  Recreation 
Department  to  offer  the  finest  outdoor  swimming  in  this  area.  The  bath¬ 
house  erected  this  year  along  with  the  water  treatment  equipment 
installed  last  year  bring  both  pools  up  to  our  safety  and  health  stan¬ 
dards.  Additional  drainage  and  grading  work  are  planned  for  these 
pool  areas. 

2.  Norwood’s  concern  for  its  senior  citizens  was  demonstrated  by  the 
continued  growth  of  the  two  Recreation  Department  groups  for  senior 
citizens  and  by  the  appointment  of  a  Senior  Citizens’  Committee  which 
is  to  concern  itself  with  coordinating  and  carrying  out  programs  related 
to  the  aging  population  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Also,  under  the  control 
of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  with  Town  Meeting  action,  a 
housing  unit  for  the  aged  is  being  constructed  and  it  is  hoped  will  be 
available  in  1961.  This  project  will  undoubtedly  meet  urgent  need  for 
housing  amongst  the  senior  citizens  of  our  community. 

It  is  worthy  of  comment  that  the  Municipal  Light  Department  shows 
continued  growth  over  1959  and  that  the  kilowatt  consumption  increased 
8.12%.  The  electric  power  cost  remains  stable  due  to  the  increased 
load  on  industrial  customers.  It  is  also  noted  here  that  during  1960 
additions  were  made  to  the  line  capacity  and  work  was  completed  and 
in  operation  to  take  care  of  the  winter  peak  load.  Also,  installation  of 
two  new  feeder  cables  were  placed  in  service  and  helped  to  strengthen 
and  expand  our  distribution  system. 
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4.  The  burial  area  in  the  Highland  Cemetery  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  early  summer  of  1961  and  will  be  available  for  burial  purposes. 
Additional  lands  for  cemetery  purposes  is  being  recommended  in  the 
1961  budget.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  our  community  it  is  essential 
that  we  look  forward  on  long  range  planning  to  meet  our  cemetery 
needs. 

5.  The  Public  Works  Department,  the  largest  department  under  the  control 
of  the  General  Manager  witnessed  one  of  its  heaviest  maintenance 
programs  in  years.  This  department  at  the  present  is  essentially  a 
maintenance  department.  Substantial  work  was  done  maintaining  our 
roads,  namely,  oiling,  patching  and  resurfacing.  It  is  the  plan  of  the 
department  to  continue  each  year  in  this  direction  so  that  many  of 
the  old  roads  will  be  preserved. 

Considerable  recapping  work  was  done  on  existing  sidewalks  and  in 
addition  a  .substantial  amount  of  new  sidewalk  construction  was  com¬ 
pleted.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  General  Manager  that  if  we  contin»e 
with  this  program  as  we  have  in  the  past  few  years,  that  we  will  flave 
made  progress  in  this  direction.  It  is  planned  again  in  1961  d°  the 
sidewalk  construction  work  with  the  present  personnel  in  the  Public 
Works  Department. 

Detailed  activities  of  this  department  are  covered  in  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 

c*  Chapter  90  Construction  started  in  the  late  fall  of  1960  on  Sumner 
Street.  It  is  cxpopipfi  that  the  present  contract  will  be  completed  by 
early  summer  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  additional  contract  will  be 
awarded  in  1961  to  complete  Sumner  Street  reconstruction  to  Pleasant 
Street. 

7.  The  reconstruction  and  relocation  of  Neponset  Street,  a  Chapter  90 
Construction  contract,  was  completed  in  1960. 

8.  Under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Division  of  Waterways  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  a  portion  of  the  Neponset 
River  was  widened,  deepened  and  relocated  from  Morse  Streets  to  Trap- 
hole  Brook.  This  project  was  almost  totally  completed  during  the  year 
of  1960,  and  is  one  of  the  steps  in  the  proposed  Neponset  River  improve¬ 
ment  work  which  will  eventually  provide  a  newly  constructed  waterway 
from  Dorchester  to  Norwood. 

9.  The  General  Manager  along  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Industrial  Committee  have  been  working  very  closely  with  our  State 
Senator  and  State  Representatives  on  the  Neponset  River  Valley  Project. 
It  is  the  earnest  hope  of  this  group  that  in  1961  some  definite  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  General  Court  in  making  additional  funds  avail¬ 
able  for  this  project.  Once  this  project  is  completed,  a  tremendously 
large  area  will  be  available  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  its  industrial 
growth.

10.  In  the  reports  ot'  the  departments  under  the  administrative  control  of 
the  General  Manager  will  be  found  detailed  information  with  respect 
to  the  individual  departments  and  the  General  Manager  recommends 
that  these  reports  be  read  carefully  so  that  one  might  better  acquaint 
himself  with  the  various  functions  and  aspects  of  each  department. 

The  General  Manager  wishes  to  commend  the  Civil  Defense  personnel 
for  the  part  they  played  in  the  hurricane  of  September  12,  1960.  This 
volunteer  organization  was  of  tremendous  help  in  augmenting  the  regular 
departmental  personnel  in  preparing  for  this  emergency.  The  community  is 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  leadership  and  competent  volunteer  personnel 
in  the  Civil  Defense  department. 

The  General  Manager  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  to  the 
Chirstmas  Decoration  Committee  for  the  splendid  Christmas  decorations  in 
the  Town  Square  and  in  South  Norwood.  Many  outside  visitors  have  ex¬ 
pressed  to  the  General  Manager  their  favorable  comments  with  respect  to 
*he  artistic  beauty  and  arrangements  of  the  Christmas  decorations.  Again, 
we  are  indeed  grateful  having  the  volunteer  services  of  many  busy  people 
in  an  ^vent  which  brings  so  much  enjoyment  to  the  citizens  of  our  com¬ 
munity  during  the  holiday  season.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Town  Engineer  for  the  year  1960. 

The  everpresent  problem  of  increased  work  and  insufficient  qualified 
personnel  remains  with  the  department.  Qualified,  experienced  men  are  not 
available  at  the  salaries  offered  by  the  Town  at  this  time.  As  the  Town 
expands  in  building  and  population,  greater  work  demands  are  made  of  the 
various  departments  including  the  Engineering  Department.  In  addition, 
engineering  services  are  supplied  to  various  outside  agencies  doing  work 
in  the  Town.  All  this,  along  with  the  normal  Engineering  Department  work, 
gives  no  relief  from  the  problem  of  catching  up  on  the  existing  backlog, 
while  completing  each  year’s  current  engineering  work.  Lack  of  adequate 
filing  and  working  space  is  also  a  factor  in  the  work  problem.

REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  for  Norwood  herein  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

The  Norwood  Civil  Defense  organization  had  several  opportunities  to 
demonstrate  its  value  to  the  town  during  test  drills  and  particularly  during 
Hurricane  DONNA.  Norwood  Auxiliary  Police  and  Civil  Defense  Com¬ 
munications  Departments  were  called  to  duty  to  augment  the  regular 
Police  Department  in  patroling  the  town.  Emergency  cruisers  were  sent 
out  containing  a  radio  operator  and  Auxiliary  Policemen  to  prevent  resi¬ 
dents  from  touching  broken  power  lines  until  power  could  be  shut  off  and 
to  report  areas  made  dangerous  from  falling  trees  and  other  wind  damage. 
The  Communications  group  also  provided  emergency  communications  via 
radio  in  areas  of  the  town  where  telephone  service  was  disrupted. 

Also  during  Hurricane  DONNA,  it  was  encouraging  to  know  that  the 
200-bed  Civil  Defense  Hospital  was  available  in  the  Junior  High  School  to 
augment  regular  facilities  at  the  Norwood  Hospital.  Mr.  Charles  Richardson 
of  the  Norwood  Hospital,  Mr.  Frederick  Egan,  Chief  or  Norwood  Civil' 
Defense  Medical  Service,  and  Chief  Custodian  Mr.  Collins  arranged  to 
receive  overflow  patients  at  the  school.  Both  the  Red  Cross  and  local 
National  Guard  units  were  ready  to  help. 

During  1960,  there  was  demonstrated  an  increasing  interest  in  the 
development  and  progress  of  Civil  Defense  in  Norwood.  The  Norwood 
Auxiliary  Police  who  meet  every  week  at  the  Town  Hall  added  new  mem¬ 
bers.  The  Civil  Defense  Communications  group  has  been  more  active  than 
ever  as  well  as  more  effective  with  the  addition  of  new  equipment.  The 
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well  trained  Civil  Defense  Radiological  Group  remains  a  private  source  of 
information  concerning  the  handling  of  radioactive  materials  and 
decontamination. 

1961  promises  to  be  an  even  better  year  as  far  as  Civil  Defense  growth 
is  concerned.  Fire  Chief  Harry  Butler  has  made  plans  to  organize  and  train 
an  Auxiliary  Fire  Department.  This  group  should  attract  retired  firemen 
and  other  civic-minded  citizens  as  well  as  young  men  in  the  18  to  21  age 
group  who  are  interested  in  a  career  as  a  fireman. 

An  area  of  Civil  Defense  of  great  interest  to  most  citizens,  Home 
Preparedness,  will  receive  much  attention  during  1961.  In  this  field  we 
look  to  federal  and  state  Civil  Defense  organizations  for  assistance.  We 
feel  that  General  Mclnnis,  the  new  Massachusetts  Director  of  Civil  Defense, 
will  place  great  emphasis  on  the  Home  Preparedness  Program.  Norwood 
citizens  will  be  informed  of  all  late  developments  in  self-preservation  during 
a  thermo-neuclear  attack.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1960. 

Once  again  1960  was  another  year  of  continuing  activity  for  the  Light 
Department.  Most  noteworthy  of  the  additions  during  the  year  was  a  line 
capacity  installation  which  was  placed  in  service  in  time  for  our  winter 
peak  load  period.  Also  the  installation  of  two  new  feeder  cables  were  placed 
in  service  and  helped  in  strengthening  our  distribution  system. 

An  increase  in  kilowatt  consumption  of  8.12%  over  1959  was  registered, 
and  1961  will  be  a  year  of  continued  growth. 

Our  electric  power  cost  remained  stable  due  to  the  continued  influx 
of  business  concerns  and  will  be  maintained  by  their  future  additions. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  all  other  departments  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Finance  Commission  was  organized  for  the  year  1960  as  follows: 
George  T.  Mahoney,  Chairman 
Frederick  A.  McDonough 
Ambrose  J.  Kelly 

On  January  1,  1960  the  debt  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  $3,740,488.00 
with  maturities  in  1960  of  $317,488.00.  No  additional  borrowings  were  made 
during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Town  in  1960  made  its  fourth  payment  of 
$96,000.00  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  applied  against  the 
cost  of  constructing  the  water  main  from  the  Metropolitan  System  to  the 
Norwood-Westwood  line.  The  total  cost  is  $950,000.00  with  $95,000  being 
paid  off  each  year. 

The  Finance  Commission  examined  the  request  for  appropriation  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  various  departments,  met  with  department  heads  and  com¬ 
mittees  charged  with  the  disbursement  of  appropriations,  and  discussed 
in  detail  the  basis  of  such  requests. 

Upon  completion  of  the  work  of  the  Commission,  a  public  hearing  was 
held  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  sum  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and  transfers 


were  made  as  follows:

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NEW  FRONTIERS 
Friends  of  the  Library  Established 

The  Organizing  Committee,  Friends  of  the  Library,  Mr.  Otis  A.  Cooper, 
Chairman,  held  a  meeting  on  April  7th  with  talks  by  representatives  of 
established  groups  from  Medford  and  Wellesley  and  Miss  Alice  M.  Cahill 
representing  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Library  Extension. 

This  led  to  a  permanent  Friends  of  the  Library  for  Norwood,  with  Mr. 
John  J.  Flaherty,  Jr.  as  President,  and  an  Executive  Board  of  17.  Their 
first  program  was  offered  on  September  29th  with  an  excellent,  well- 
attended  meeting  on  “The  Middle  East.”  Mrs.  Esther  Deeb  and  Mr.  Fred¬ 
erick  Howard  spoke  memorably  about  their  part  in  a  local  group’s  trip. 
Pictures  taken  and  an  exhibit  of  art  objects  all  added.  The  Friends  of  the 
Library  will  start  each  public  meeting  with  a  book  briefly  high-lighted; 
this  time  Edna  Phillips,  Librarian,  spoke  about  Julian  Huxley’s  “From  an 
Antique  Land.” 


Plans  for  a  Library  Addition  are  Active 

At  a  Town  Meeting,  June  23rd,  the  Board  of  Trustees  asked  the  Town 
to  purchase  Congregational  Church  land  adjoining  the  library  for  an  addi¬ 
tion  and  for  parking,  as  an  alternative  to  a  requested  rezoning  and  pur¬ 
chase  by  real  estate  dealers.  Neither  request  was  granted.  The  Board,  in 
every  way,  kept  alive  their  continuing  interest  in  acquiring  the  land.  When 
a  group  of  nine  doctors  requested  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  grant  a  variance 
on  the  zoning  law  to  permit  them  to  buy  the  land  for  a  doctor’s  office  build¬ 
ing,  the  Library  Board,  in  turn,  expressed  their  desire  to  have  the  Town  buy 
part  of  the  land  from  the  doctors,  for  library  purposes.  When  this  seemed 
impossible,  Mr.  Harry  J.  Korslund  offered  to  buy  the  land  personally  and 
sell  to  the  Town  a  part  of  it,  for  the  library.  Following  this,  a  re-adjustment 
of  parking  arrangements  by  the  doctors  brought  their  consent  to  sell  the 
Town  land  for  library  purposes  at  no  profit  to  themselves.  At  the  end  of 
1960,  the  Board  of  Appeals  has  not  reached  a  decision. 

Norwood  Men  and  Women  Read  More 

The  Adult  Department  had  a  circulation  increase  of  2,414.  Other  typical 
gains  could  be  cited: 

Nine  towns  with  a  radios  of  seven  miles  now  represented  in  non¬ 
resident  patrons.  Despite  an  increase  in  their  service  charge  to  $3.50  an¬ 
nually  per  borrower,  65  persons  are  registered.  In  addition  to  these,  many 
non-residents  who  work,  pay  taxes,  or  study  here  are  also  borrowers  without 
charge.  Some  learned  of  our  library  when  they  were  patients  at  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Hospital. 

More  business  and  industrial  people  use  the  library.  One  of  them, 
starting  his  own  business,  commented  on  the  realistic  help  he  found  in 
our  books.  A  list,  “Norwood  Industries,”  compiled  by  Esther  C.  Pearson, 
Adult  Department  Librarian,  in  charge  of  Circulation,  has  proved  very 
useful.  Another  revision  is  needed  which  is  underway. 


Friends  of  the  Library  Organize 


Six  pairs  of  Mother-Dan  (/liters  have  worked  at  Library, 
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Dr.  Robert  W.  Davis,  first-prize  winner  at  the  Boston  Camera  Club, 
held  an  exhibit  here  of  his  beautiful  photographs.  It  drew  a  very  appre¬ 
ciative  audience  including  some  who  had  never  been  in  the  library  before. 

Film-Lending  Service  Assured.  The  library  has  joined  the  Massachusetts 
Public  Libraries  Film  Cooperative.  Mary  E.  Locke,  Adult  Department  Libra¬ 
rian,  in  charge  of  References,  is  in  charge,  and  has  taken  instruction  in 
technicalities.  Norwood  organizations  will  soon  be  able  to  borrow  films. 

Increased  use  of  Reference  Room  facilities  by  young  adults  has  made 
it  necessary  to  restrict  its  evening  use  to  those  needing  library  books, 
eliminating  homework  during  these  hours. 

Miss  Locke’s  trip  to  Europe  has  been  reflected  in  her  sharing  of  its 
benefits  with  library  friends:  a  talk  on  “Travel  Poems”  and  another  on 
her  trip,  to  Senior  Citizens;  and  talks  with  colored  slides  to  the  young 
readers.  She  has  taken  a  course  on  reading  aloud,  and  on  public  speaking. 
Mrs.  Pearson’s  spring  vacation  at  New  Orleans  and  Natchez  increased  her 
knowledge  of  books  on  that  region,  and  was  the  occasion  for  a  Staff  talk. 
Helen  R.  Fraser,  Senior  Assistant,  and  the  library,  benefitted  by  her  joining 
the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  European  travel  group. 

A  larger  proportion  of  acutely  ill  patients  at  the  Norwood  Hospital, 
with  a  consequently  lesser  number  of  those  able  to  read,  resulted  in  a 
smaller  circulation.  Despite  this  Mrs.  Pearson,  in  charge  of  Hospital 
Service,  and  Mrs.  Bettina  Cottrell,  Substitute,  had  a  circulation  of  6,858 
to  patients,  doctors,  nurses  and  other  hospital  personnel. 

Ruth  R.  King,  Senior  Assistant,  aids  the  work  of  the  Department  in 
many  responsible  ways. 


In  the  first  seven  circulations  of  .James  McCay’s  “The  Management 
of  Time,”  it  was  kept  overdue  five  times. 


Miltoii-Norwood  Two  Library  Study 

A  fruitful  comparison  was  made  of  the  work,  the  set-up  and  the  aims 
of  two  town-size  libraries  suburban  to  Boston.  The  head  librarians  and  five 
leading  staff  members  each  spent  a  day  observing,  at  the  library  of  her 
opposite  number,  the  way  a  position  like  her  own  was  handled.  These 
twelve  visits  were  followed  by  a  joint  staff  meeting  at  Norwood,  led  by  the 
two  head  librarians;  attended  by  those  participating  in  the  study,  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  both  Boards  of  Trustees,  and  any  staff  members  desiring 
to  attend.  On  this  occasion  summaries  were  given  of  likenesses  and  dis¬ 
similarities  of  the  two  libraries;  appraisals  of  strong  points  in  adminis¬ 
tration,  services,  ways  of  carrying  out  tasks,  principles  of  book  coverage 
and  selection.  Constructive  criticism  was  not  barred.  This  project,  unique 
to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  was  invaluable  as  a  self-portrait  by  two 
libraries. 
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Exceptional  Growth  of  the  Junior  Department 

Circulation  soared.  There  was  an  increase  of  16,703  compared  with 
last  year.  New  registrations  averaged  more  than  fifty  a  month.  Ill  class¬ 
room  collections  totaling  3,432  books,  each  professionally  selected  for 
worth,  interest  and  grade,  were  sent  to  nine  schools.  We  feel  this  reflects, 
in  part,  teachers’  emphasis  on  class  assignments  requiring  library  materials 
and  reading  counsel.  Irene  Olson,  Assistant,  helped  in  this  basic  work. 

“Calling  All  Teachers,”  a  statement  of  library  resources  and  many 
services  available  to  the  schools,  and  ways  the  teachers  can  help  make 
this  service  fully  effective  was  prepared  and  issued  for  the  Adult  and 
Junior  Departments  by  N.  Dorothy  Shumaker,  Junior  Department  Librarian, 
and  Miss  Locke  and  was  sent  to  every  teacher. 

Fifteen  Saturday  morning  story  hours  told  by  Miss  Shumaker,  Miss 
Locke  and  Mrs.  Fraser  helped  interest  children  in  good  books.  Alas,  they 
can’t  be  held  any  more  under  current  conditions  where  crowding  allows 
no  space  at  all  for  such  activities  without  interfering  with  circulation  and 
reference  services. 

Miss  Shumaker  serves  on  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  Re¬ 
cruiting  Committee,  led  a  panel  of  Childrens’  Librarians  at  the  Plymouth 
meeting  of  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club;  is  Reading  Counselor  for  the 
Boy  Scouts,  spoke  at  two  Parent-Teacher  Association  meetings  and  had 
a  Workshop  meeting  of  Childrens’  Librarians  at  Norwood. 

27  classes  from  five  elementary  schools,  a  special  class  from  Junior 
High  School,  and  a  kindergarten  class  from  the  Lainy  Kay  Country  Day 
School  were  brought  to  the  library  for  instruction  in  its  use — about  800 
pupils. 


Cataloging  aUid  Other  Important  Services 

The  need  for  a  well-planned,  well-kept  up  cataloging  service  is  second 
to  no  other  library  operation  in  making  our  rapidly  growing  resources 
quickly  available  to  patrons.  Martha  C.  Eaton,  Assistant  Librarian  and 
Cataloger,  was  responsible  for  the  cataloging  of  4,236  books.  As  last  year, 
the  growth  of  the  Junior  Department  accelerated  the  number  of  new 
children’s  books  to  be  cataloged.  Miss  Eaton  is  assisted  by  Mrs.  Fraser. 
Miss  Locke,  in  charge  of  our  music  collection,  catalogs  our  recordings. 

Book  selection  by  the  Misses  Phillips,  Shumaker,  Locke;  Mesdames 
Pearson  and  King;  records  work  by  Dorothy  Hogan,  Records  Assistant, 
schedule-making  by  Miss  Eaton;  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  grounds, 
(including  Christmas  decorations)  by  Carl  B.  Pearson,  Senior  Building 
Custodian,  all  are  indispensable — as  is  the  training  and  supervision  of 
many  pages  by  department  and  branch  heads.

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South  Norwood  Branch 

Adults,  teenagers  and  children  borrowed  24,959  books  and  777  pictures. 
The  Branch  has  1,521  registered  borrowers.  Doris  Allen,  Branch  Librarian, 
reports  that  in  spite  of  a  slight  decrease  in  circulation  the  use  of  the  place 
for  study  and  serious  reading  noticeably  increased,  making  it  reach  capac¬ 
ity.  Every  inch  of  floor,  shelf,  and  seating  space  is  in  use. 

Fifteen  classes,  in  groups  of  30-35  from  the  Balch  School,  visited  the 
Branch  Library  for  instruction  in  its  use.  This  was  a  tight  squeeze  in  a 
small  room  with  burgeoning  services. 

25  Story  Hours  for  the  younger  children  on  Saturdays,  from  October 
until  May,  add  a  personal  touch  that  helps  make  books  vital  even  to  be¬ 
ginners.  Mrs.  Allen  completed  a  10  week  course  in  Story  Telling  at  the 
Boston  Center  for  Adult  Education. 


A  little  boy  asked  for  a  book  on  how  to  grozv  fur.  Answering  an 
inquiring  look  on  the  Branch  Librarian’s  face,  he  said,  “Then  I  wouldn’t 
have  to  get  in  the  tub,  nor  dress  for  school,” 


National  Library  Week  Advances 

The  Town  and  all  parts  of  the  library  took  a  fuller  part  in  it  than 
ever  before.  Benefits  from  it  were  felt  all  the  year.  A  few  highlights  fol¬ 
low: 

At  the  South  Norwood  Branch.  Open  House  with  Miss  Helen  Gale  s 
illustrated  talk  on  Mexico,  and  refreshments  by  the  COYI  Club.  Magic  show 
for  the  children  by  David  Libby. 

At  the  Adult  Department  and  Hospital.  Exhibiting  of  Fine  and  Applied 
Arts  by  adults  and  young  adults,  whose  work  reflects  the  use  of  library 
books.  "Books  for  the  Executive,”  compiled  by  Miss  Locke  and  sent  to  53 
industries,  and  “Cookbooks  to  Use  With  Your  Purchases  From  This  Food 
Store”  were  distributed  from  local  stores. 

Posters,  pictures  and  leaflets  for  distribution  carried  the  message  to 
the  Norwood  Hospital,  with  a  display  of  books  and  objects  of  art. 

At  the  Junior  Department.  Exhibit  of  arts  and  crafts,  made  with  the 
help  of  library  books,  by  boys  and  girls  from  public  and  parochial  schools. 
Preschool  age  picture  book  hour  offered  as  the  first  in  a  series  given  by 
mothers  of  young  children.  “Adventures  in  the  West  and  Hawaii.”  Colored 
slides  by  Miss  Locke.  “Pantomimes”  by  Wayne  Negrini. 

The  leading  event  of  the  week  was  the  “Friends  of  the  Library” 
meeting  elsewhere  reported. 

Floral  decorations  in  both  departments  and  at  the  branch,  brought 
and  arranged  by  Mrs.  Andrew  Simoni  and  her  committee,  beautified  the 
library  throughout  the  week. 
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Public  Relations,  Local  and  Professional 

Mrs.  Pearson  and  Mrs.  Allen  attended  the  American  and  Canadian 
Library  Associations’  Montreal  Conference,  Mary  L.  Dunn,  Chairman,  Board 
of  Trustees,  Miss  Phillips  and  the  Library  Staff  attended  a  total  of  15 
library  meetings,  state  and  regional. 

In  addition  to  talks  already  mentioned.  Miss  Phillips  gave  a  book  talk 
for  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club  on  “Lincoln  and  the  Life  of  Today;”  for 
the  Senior  Citizens  about  a  trip  to  Asia,  with  related  books,  and  a  demon¬ 
stration  book-travel  talk  at  the  Boston  Public  Library  for  branch  librarians 
working  with  adults. 

The  Old  Colony  Library  Club,  with  an  attendance  of  over  90,  met  here 
June  7th. 

Better  parking  facilities  would  be  the  best  public  relations  we  could 
offer.  Library  patrons  constantly  speak  of  the  unmet  need.  Some  are 
obliged  to  go  to  the  Branch  when  unable  to  find  a  parking  place  at  the 
Main  Library. 

State-Aid  to  Massachusetts  Libraries  Now  Legal. 

Norwood  Could  Participate. 

In  Chapter  760,  Acts  of  1960,  State  Aid  for  free  public  libraries  is 
provided.  Norwood  meets  the  required  standards.  If  its  application  is 
granted,  it  is  estimated  we  would  be  eligible  for  a  1961  grant  of  $6,224.50. 
This  bill  is  designed  to  improve  library  service.  Local  libraries  will  retain 
their  full  autonomy.  The  enactment  of  the  bill,  due  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  foresight  and  unremitting  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Library  Extension,  has  been 
called  the  greatest  single  forward  step  in  library  development  since  the 
establishment  in  1890  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Commission,  the  first 
library  extension  agency  in  the  country. 


The  Librarian  pays  tribute  to  the  Board’s  wisdom,  zeal  and  ability  to 
look  ahead  in  Town  service;  and  recognizes  her  good  fortune  in  working 
with  such  a  group  as  the  Staff,  the  Custodian  and  the  Substitutes.

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  many  people  of  Norwood,  voters,  and  others, 
who  had  confidence  in  our  judgment.  The  buildings  are  occupied,  they  are 
completed  and  well  furnished,  the  grounds  have  been  planned,  laid  out, 
and  finished  in  a  satisfactory  way.  It  is  our  considered  opinion  that  the 
total  school  plant,  buildings,  equipment,  and  grounds  have  been  planned, 
procured,  and  secured,  in  such  manner  as  to  provide  the  best  possible 
educational  facility  for  the  children,  for  the  teachers,  and  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hoods  for  which  they  were  provided.

Following  four  years  of  planning  and  action,  having  met  together  in 
Committee  meetings  since  organization,  120  sessions,  the  Committee  is 
now  ready  to  recommend  to  the  Town  Meeting  that  it  accept  this,  its  third 
report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Principal®,  and  Supervisors,  present 
vital  facts  related  to  Norwood  Schools.  Items  which  the  School  Committee 
regards  reportable  and  not  included  in  the  aforementioned  reports  are 
submitted  herewith. 


Senior  High  School  Addition 

Construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  is  now  underway, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  in 
September  of  1961.  The  new  unit,  together  with  the  old,  will  accommodate 
approximately,  1,500  pupils.  Because  of  constantly  increasing  enrollments 
and  to  avoid  serious  overcrowding  at  the  Junior  High  School,  our  present 
planning  envision®  the  transfer  of  the  9th  grade  to  the  Senior  High  School, 
leaving  only  the  7th  and  8th  grades  at  the  Junior  High  School.  This  will 
result  in  a  temporary  disruption  of  our  present  6-3-3  system,  pending 
solution  of  the  Junior  High  School  problem  and  its  needs  by  the  Schools 
Study  Housing  Committee. 

Despite  the  fact  that  two  new  elementary  schools  have  recently  been 
constructed,  nevertheless  elementary  school  housing  is  still  a  matter  of 
great  concern.  A  survey  conducted  by  the  School  Committee,  with  the  able 
assistance  of  the  P.T.A.’s,  which  is  gratefully  acknowledged,  demonstrates 
the  urgent  need  of  a  new  elementary  unit  consisting  of  16  rooms,  two  of 
which  would  house  special  classes.  The  survey  data  was  submitted  to  the 
Schools  Study  Housing  Committee,  who  following  a  comprehensive  study 
of  their  own,  have  determined  that  there  is  immediate  need  for  additional 
housing.  The  Committee,  we  are  informed,  will  recommend  to  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  that  a  new  school  be  erected. 

Salary  Schedule  for  Teachers 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  nation  has  so  much  emphasis  been 
placed  on  the  need  for  additional  school  housing  and  adequate  compensation 
for  teachers  as  exists  at  the  moment.  In  a  partial  attempt  to  meet  the 
salary  need,  the  Committee  established  a  12th  step  in  the  salary  schedule 
whereby  teachers  who  were  receiving  maximum  pay  would  receive  a  further 
increment  after  fulfilling  certain  requirements. 
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No  other  salary  increases  were  granted  because  of  adverse  action  at 
the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

A  realistic  salary  schedule  takes  into  account  not  only  the  town’s 
ability  to  assume  it,  but  also  the  need  for  our  own  growth  and  constant 
improvement.  The  loss  of  outstanding  teachers  to  communities  comparable 
with  ours  because  of  more  attractive  salary  schedules  is  a  distressing 
experience.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  in  order  to  make  further  refinements 
in  our  curriculum  and  to  attract  the  more  qualified  teachers,  we  must  in¬ 
crease  our  basic  starting  salary  beyond  the  minimum  requirements  estab 
lished  by  law  on  which  we  are  now  operating. 

Student  Council  —  Foreign  Exchange  Programs 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Student  Council  together  with  the 
Foreign  Exchange  Student,  was  invited  to  attend  and  participate  in  one 
of  our  meetings.  The  exchange  of  ideas  was  not  only  stimulating  but  refresh¬ 
ing  and  it  is  quite  obvious  that  this  younger  generation  will  have  much  to 
offer  in  the  way  of  leadership. 

High  School  Orientation  Program 

The  transition  from  High  School  to  college  poses  a  number  of  problems 
and  new  experiences  that  are  not  acquired  in  textbooks.  To  make  the 
change  somewhat  easier,  college  freshmen  home  on  Christmas  vacations 
and  graduates  of  our  High  School,  were  invited  to  meet  with  the  students 
of  the  Senior  Class  to  tell  them  of  their  experiences  as  freshmen  and  what 
might  be  expected  of  them  on  entering  college.  The  program  was  so  well 
received  that  we  anticipate  making  this  an  annual  event. 

Retirement  —  Lincoln  I).  Lynch  —  Supt.  of  Schools 

Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  who  has  been  employed  by  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  for  a  period  of  29  years,  retired  on  August  31,  1960.  He  served 
24  years  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  it  was  with  regret  that  the 
School  Committee  accepted  his  resignation,  following  such  a  long  and 
profitable  association.  He  devoted  his  time  and  energy  to  the  furtherance 
of  education,  was  alert  to  changes  wherein  he  could  improve  the  system, 
and  exercised  great  skill  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  He  had  a  warm  and 
natural  affection  for  children  and  was  constantly  mindful  of  their  welfare. 

The  School  Committee  is  grateful  for  his  services  and  extends  to  him 
its  best  wishes  for  many  years  of  good  health  and  activity  in  whatever  he 
may  choose  to  do. 

Appointment  —  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  Supt.  of  Schools 

Following  notice  of  Mr.  Lynch’s  resignation,  the  Committee  turned  its 
attention  to  the  selection  of  his  successor.  Atfer  reviewing  over  sixty 
applications  for  the  position  and  interviewing  a  number  of  candidates,  the 
Committee,  by  unanimous  vote,  elected  Dr.  Philip  Oldham  Coakley  as  the 
new  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
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Dr.  Coakley  was  born  in  Norwood,  educated  in  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools,  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  from  Manhattan  College 
in  1940;  his  Master’s  Degree  in  Education  from  Rhode  Island  College  in 
1950;  and  his  Doctor’s  Degree  in  Education  from  Boston  University  in  1956. 
He  has  had  teaching  experience  at  all  levels,  elementary  through  college, 
has  served  as  an  elementary  school  administrator,  and  most  recemtly  was 
Director  of  the  Henry  Barnard  Laboratory  Training  School  of  Rhode  Island 
College,  from  which  he  resigned  to  come  to  Norwood.  In  addition,  he  is 
the  author  of  several  books  and  has  a  number  of  professional  affiliations, 
which  includes  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  a  National  Honor  Society  of  Educators. 

The  Committee  feels  Dr.  Coakley  is  eminently  qualified,  'both  in  experi¬ 
ence  and  temperament,  to  assume  this  position.  We  look  forward  to  a 
continued  and  very  progressive  growth  in  all  facets  of  our  educational 
program  under  his  administration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
December  31,  I960 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools. 


Recapitulation 

The  year  1960  found  the  Norwood  School  system  preparing  for  a  change 
in  educational  leadership,  for  Mr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  Norwood’s  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  was  retiring.  Despite  the 
fact  that  a  new  man  would  be  assuming  the  role  of  educational  leader, 
Mr.  Lynch  continued  to  encourage  and  institute  refinements  in  organization, 
administration,  personnel  and  curriculum  in  a  manner  that  would  continue 
to  improve  the  Public  School  facility  for  the  people  of  Norwood.  In-service 
workshops,  expansion  of  the  Special  Services  Division,  experimentation  in 
Reading  and  Foreign  Languages  all  continued  until  his  formal  retirement. 

Personal  conferences  and  cooperative  activity  during  an  overlapping 
period  of  two  months  made  the  transition  an  easy  one  for  the  new  Superin¬ 
tendent.  The  orientation  period  completed,  faithfully  and  capably  Mr.  Lynch 
fulfilled  his  commitment  to  Norwood.  On  July  1,  1960  it  was  my  privilege 
to  become  the  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Organization 

The  Norwood  Public  School  system,  of  necessity,  is  becoming  larger 
year  by  year.  Some  three  hundred  and  four  persons  are  presently  involved 
in  the  school  operation  and  another  twenty-one  will  have  to  be  added  next 
year.  In  the  light  of  such  growth,  it  becomes  necessary  to  refine  depart¬ 
ments  and  responsibilities.  A  reorganization  plan  is  underway  at  this  time 
indicating  direct  supervision  and  responsibility  of  all  departments  and 
their  coordination  with  proper  line  and  staff  relationships  throughout  the 
school  system. 


Personnel 

It  has  been  said  that  “a  man  is  known  by  the  company  he  keeps,  and  a 
company  is  known  by  the  men  it  keeps.”  The  success  of  any  operation  is 
dependent  upon  personnel  and  in  an  educational  enterprise  it  becomes 
increasingly  more  important,  for  these  very  people  are  affecting,  purpos- 
fully  or  ineffectually,  the  lives  of  others  daily.  We  have  in  Norwood  an 
excellent  staff.  We  have  the  moral  responsibility  to  retain  the  best  and 
attract  the  best.  Our  evaluation  procedures  are  constant  and  continuing 
and  we  are  demanding  professionally  approved  study  that  our  teachers 
remain  professionally  alert.  If  we  are  to  continued  to  offer  to  our  children 
and  youth  professional  direction  educationally,  we  must  relate  salary  to 
competence,  for  we  are  in  a  highly  competitive  area.  It  isn’t  a  question  now 
of  what  we  can  afford.  It’s  a  question  of  what  we  can’t  afford  to  have 
happen  in  Norwood. 
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Curriculum 

The  Norwood  schools  have  an  excellent  reputation  academically,  attested 
to  and  by  the  success  of  our  graduates  and  by  professional  educators  as 
well  as  educational  institutions  throughout  the  country. 

The  intellectual  avenues  of  exploration  are  found  in  our  curriculum. 
We  are  constantly  attempting  to  refine  and  expand  our  program,  and 
presently  committees  are  working  to  improve  the  basic  reading  instruction. 
Under  consideration  are  the  basal  reader,  the  word  attack  program,  of 
which  phonics  plays  an  integral  part;  remedial  reading  and  developmental 
reading.  We  are  exploring  this  at  all  levels  from  kindergarten  through 
grade  twelve. 

The  foreign  language  program  now  begins  at  the  third  level  for  every 
child.  We  are  employing  the  aural-oral  method  in  our  French  instruction. 
Continuity  at  every  level  is  projected.  At  the  fifth  level  it  will  become 
selective,  and  only  those  who  can  cope  adequately  with  the  basic  curriculum 
will  be  recipients  of  this  program  thereafter.  Those  not  selected  at  this 
point  will  be  able  to  elect  the  foreign  language  at  a  later  date  in  the  Junior 
High  under  the  traditional  presentation. 

The  science  departments  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  schools  have 
been  analyzing  their  program  with  a  possible  realignment  of  course  content 
and  offering.  Science,  mathematics  and  foreign  language  tools  and  services 
are  enhanced  and  expanded  by  Federal  funds  from  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  of  which  we  have  taken  advantage  with  matching  funds. 

We  have  enriched  and  enlarged  our  guidance  services  at  the  Junior  and 
Senior  high  schools  and  both  programs  are  operating  at  a  high  level  of 
efficiency. 

Differentiated  instruction  is  effected  at  all  levels  in  our  schools.  Pro¬ 
grams  for  the  academically  talented  exist  at  the  upper  intermediate,  Junior 
high  and  Senior  high  schools.  Classes  are  effectively  operating  at  the 
primary,  interemediate  and  junior  high  levels  for  educable  children  and  it 
is  intended  that  a  class  for  trainable  children  will  become  a  reality  in 
Norwood  next  year. 

In  the  overall,  Norwood  has  excellent  educational  offerings.  It  is  our 
aim  to  further  enrich  and  expand  our  curriculum  and  our  educational 
environment. 


Plant 

The  educational  plant  in  Norwood  has  been  valued  at  between  seven 
and  a  half  to  ten  million  dollars,  depending  upon  certain  particular  inclu¬ 
sions.  A  more  important  consideration  might  be,  what  would  it  cost  to 
replace  the  existing  physical  facilities. 

An  on-going  maintenance  and  repair  program  is  a  must  in  the  light  of 
such  an  extensive  investment.  Many  of  our  buildings  are  in  need  of 
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attention  and  this  costs  money.  It  is  our  intention,  with  your  help,  to 
effect  a  continuous  maintenance  and  repair  program  so  that  we  may 
eventually  at  a  more  moderate  cost,  protect  this  investment  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  educational  buildings  and  classrooms  of  superior  quality. 

The  new  Cleveland  and  Prescott  schools  are  evidence  of  Norwood’s 
willingness  to  provide  good  educational  facilities.  The  Senior  High  school 
addition,  expected  to  be  completed  by  September  1961  is  further  evidence. 
There  will  be  additional  building  necessary  in  the  near  future.  We  must 
care  for  these  buildings,  so  essential  to  the  effectiveness  of  our  educational 
program. 


I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for 
their  cooperation,  enthusiasm  and  willingness  to  perform  the  many  and 
varied  tasks  required.  And,  to  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  excellent 
cooperation  and  understanding  help  that  they  have  given  to  me.  It  has 
been  a  pleasure  working  with  you  in  our  common  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Senior  High  School. 

Some  Highlights  of  the  Year 

For  the  first  time  a  local  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  was 
established  at  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  Twenty  top  academic 
students  were  inducted  into  membership. 

Almost  $80,000  in  scholarships  (a  new  record)  was  awarded  competi¬ 
tively  by  colleges  and  other  donor  groups  to  members  of  the  graduating 
class. 

Our  new  system  of  individual  pupil-teacher  conferences  on  English 
composition  was  further  amended  to  the  end  that  additional  time  for  this 
valuable  instructional  activity  might  be  available. 

An  additional  full-time  Guidance  Counselor  was  added  to  the  high 
school  staff.  Guidance  facilities  at  the  school  now  are  fully  approvable 
under  State  and  National  standards. 

The  annual  Senior  High  School  Science  Fair  had  the  largest  number 
of  participants  and  the  largest  attendance  since  its  inception  in  1950. 

Members  of  the  graduating  class  were  admitted  to  leading  colleges 
throughout  the  country  —  many  with  scholarships.  Every  senior  who  met 
college  preparatory  standards  at  the  school  was  admitted  to  college. 

Students  in  our  Advanced  Mathematics  classes  in  National  Mathematics 
competition  were  awarded  the  Certificate  of  Merit  for  Excellence.  In  this 
competition  Norwood  High  School  placed  at  approximately  the  95th  per¬ 
centile  in  a  field  of  5,200  high  schools  throughout  the  country. 

The  Yearbook  of  the  Class  of  1960  was  awarded  first-place  honors 
both  in  the  Columbia  University  Competition  and  in  a  competition  under 
the  sponsorship  of  Boston  University. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  a  local  chapter  of  the 
Future  Business  Leaders  of  America  was  organized  for  business  students 
at  the  school.  Also  during  the  fall  and  another  first  —  A  Chess  Club  was 
launched  at  the  school  with  some  twenty-five  to  thirty  enthusiastic 
members. 

In  October,  two  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  selected  by  competi¬ 
tive  examinations  as  semi-finalists  for  National  Merit  Scholarship  Awards. 
Both  Skirmante  Makaitis  and  Gintautas  Liutkevicius  scored  in  the  99th 
percentile  in  each  of  the  seven  areas  covered  bv  these  tests. 

A  Disquieting  Situation 

Whilethe  record  as  indicated  above  is  undeniably  strong,  we  are 
nevertheless  mindful  that  there  is  much  more  to  be  accomplished  if  the 
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young  people  in  our  schools  are  to  meet  successfully  the  serious  challenges 
of  this  atomic  age.  In  this  connection,  most  people  would,  I  am  sure,  agree 
that  the  strength  of  a  school  depends  beyond  all  else  on  the  capabilities 
of  its  teachers.  During  the  past  year  some  outstanding  teachers  resigned 
from  the  Senior  High  School  Faculty  to  accept  better-paying  positions 
elsewhere.  This  is  a  disquieting  situation.  Citizen®  interested  in  the  schools 
should  understand  the  limitations  almost  invariably  associated  with  such 
changes.

Table  #1  above  shows  that  last  November  there  were  770  students  in 
grades  10,  11,  and  12  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Table  #2  indicates  that 
in  the  fall  of  ’61  we  shall  have  in  grades  9,  10,  11,  and  12  1,240  studentis  at 
the  school.  This  will  be  an  increase  of  470  in  the  student  population  or  of 
about  60  per  cent.  Since  almost  all  instructional  divisions  at  the  high  school 
now  are  of  maximum  size,  in  the  fall  to  take  care  of  this  increased  enroll¬ 
ment  we  shall  need  an  increase  of  about  60  per  cent  in  the  number  of 
divisions  and  consequently  in  the  number  of  teachers  for  these  divisions. 

A  Look  Ahead 

As  the  year  draws  to  a  close,  we  are  giving  much  time  and  thought  to 
organizing  the  new  four-year  high  school  which,  with  the  completion  of 
the  thirty-four  room  addition  to  the  existing  structure,  will  be  ready  for 
our  young  people  in  September.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  shall 
have  the  physical  facilities  necessary  to  house  our  enrollment  adequately 
and  to  make  possible  a  vigorous,  on-going  educational  program  specifically 
geared  to  the  needs  of  youth.  The  prospect  is  indeed  appealing.  It  can 
mean  much  to  Norwood’s  young  people  in  the  years  ahead. 
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In  Conclusion 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Theodore  Crawford  of  103  Elliot  Street, 
who  so  generously  have  provided  a  home  in  Norwood  for  our  foreign 
exchange  student  of  the  year.  Many  other  people  and  organizations  in 
countless  ways  have  aided  our  educational  efforts  throughout  the  year. 
To  all  of  them  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude.  Particularly  do  we  appreciate 
the  leadership  and  cooperation  of  Mr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  and  of  his  successor,  Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley. 

As  usual  this  report  will  close  with  a  copy  of  the  program  followed 
at  the  graduation  exercises  last  June  and  with  a  list  of  those  students  who 
received  special  honors  on  that  occasion.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  H.  0.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  present  my  nineteenth  report  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 
As  the  school  nears  the  completion  of  the  second  decade  of  its  establish¬ 
ment,  I  am  happy  to  report  the  addition  of  an  important  new  department — 
the  Practical  Nurse  Education  Program. 

The  success  of  the  Practical  Nurse  Education  Program  in  the  voca¬ 
tional  schools  throughout  the  country  prompted  us  to  again  consider  all 
the  factors  involved  in  establishing  such  a  program  in  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  this  year. 

Our  Business  Department  has  been  enlarged  this  year  to  include  an 
accelerated  course  in  secretarial  training  for  high  school  graduates  of 
college  preparatory  courses. 

The  Foods  Service  course  has  been  expanded  to  include  the  services 
of  Mr.  George  Cole,  a  chef-instructor. 

The  over-all  school  enrollment  has  increased  appreciably  this  year, 
especially  on  a  post  high-school  level.  It  represents  twenty-nine  towns 
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including  Norwood.  The  number  of  Norwood  students  enrolled  indicates 
that  there  is  a  growing  awareness  of  and  appreciation  for  the  quality  and 
variety  of  the  programs  offered  at  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School.  The  total 
enrollment  for  1960-1961  is  133  students. 

With  the  Peabody  Fund  and  monies  from  Non-resident  tuition  and 
State  aid  to  vocational  schools,  we  are  able  to  offer  quality  programs  of 
excellent  value. 

Our  present  status  may  be  compared  to  five  separate  schools  within  a 
school.  The  physical  facilities  of  the  school  are  now  taxed  to  their  fullest 
capacity  by  the  existing  offerings.  If  the  progressive  changes  which  have 
been  put  into  effect  this  year  can  safely  be  considered  an  indication  of  the 
demands  the  community  will  make  upon  us  in  the  near  future  for  further 
expansion,  it  is  time  to  begin  serious  consideration  of  a  building  program 
for  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 

The  Practical  Nurse  Education  Program  is  a  tuition-free  course  of 
fifteen  months’  duration  —  five  months  of  which  are  spent  in  the  classroom 
laboratory  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  and  ten  months  in  affiiliation 
with  the  Norwood  Hospital. 

The  following  individuals  kindly  accepted  membership  on  the  Advisory 
Board  for  the  year  1960-61.  Mr.  Charles  A.  Richardson,  Administrator, 
Norwood  Hospital;  Dr.  Louis  Sieracki,  Chief  Medical  Staff,  Norwood 
Hospital;  Mr.  Frederick  Welch,  Guidance  Teacher,  Canton  High  School; 
and  Miss  Shirley  Dearborn,  Executive  Director,  Dedham  Visiting  Nurse 
Association. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Norwood  Hospital  and  recognize 
the  contribution  it  will  make.  We  consider  it  a  privilege  to  be  associated 
with  such  a  fine  institution. 

Placement  for  our  business  school  graduates  is  excellent.  The  many 
requests  for  graduates  of  the  Peabody  School  Business  Department  indicates 
the  number  and  type  of  jobs  available  to  young  people  in  this  area.  Place¬ 
ment  calls  still  exceed  the  graduates  available.  We  welcome  inquiry  into 
our  records  of  placement  and  job  success. 

Job  opportunities  in  the  foods-field  are  always  plentiful.  The  interest  of 
prominent  men  in  the  industry  who  recognize  our  training  gives  the  needed 
guidance  to  place  our  graduates  where  there  will  be  opportunity  for 
advancement.

A  program  for  visitors  was  planned  this  year  by  the  Director  and 
faculty  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Guidance  Directors  and  students 
of  neighboring  high  schools. 

A  schedule  was  arranged  for  groups  of  guidance  directors  and  students 
to  visit  classes,  to  observe  activities,  and  to  become  acquainted  with  our 
curriculum  and  program. 

Interest  being  shown  in  the  types  of  career  training  offered  by  the 
Henry  0.  Peabody  School  has  prompted  the  School  to  acquaint  Guidance 
Directors  with  courses  of  study  to  be  made  available  in  the  near  future. 

The  potential  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  is  immeasurable,  and  the 
school  is  a  definite  educational  asset  to  Norwood  and  the  surrounding  area. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  faculty  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody 
School  and  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  making  this  year  a  success.  I  wish 
at  this  time  to  acknowledge  the  leadership  and  inspiration  given  to  us 
through  the  years  by  our  former  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Lincoln  D. 
Lynch,  who  retired  in  July,  1960.  I  also  wish  success  to  our  new  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  whose  cooperation  and  appre¬ 
ciation  of  our  endeavor  is  already  manifest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  present  my  twenty-first  annual  report  as  principal  of 
Norwood  Junior  High  School. 

Our  enrollment  has  risen  to  slightly  more  than  one  thousand  pupils. 
This  increasing  school  population  has  forced  us  to  abandon  some  of  our 
desirable  facilities  such  as  a  separate  room  for  resource  materials  which 
we  provided  for  our  students.  Because  of  the  need  for  space,  one  teacher 
is  without  a  permanent  classroom  and  the  band  room  is  no  longer  available 
to  members  for  practice  as  that  room  is  used  for  regular  classes.  The  use 
of  our  library  has  been  further  curtailed  since  one  portion  of  it  is  used  as 
a  classroom.  We  do,  however,  provide  for  full  use  of  our  library  during  the 
noon  hour,  as  well  as  at  the  close  of  the  school  day  for  pupils  who  wish  to 
study,  to  read,  or  to  borrow  books. 

For  many  years  we  have  had  relatively  few  changes  in  our  faculty, 
but  for  various  reasons  this  stability  of  our  teaching  staff  no  longer  exists. 
Constant  increases  in  enrollment,  retirement  of  teachers,  transfer  of 
teachers  within  the  system,  and  their  withdrawal  to  accept  better  positions 
in  nearby  communities  have  all  contributed  to  the  many  changes  in  our 
teaching  staff.  As  a  result  of  these  factors,  three-fifths  of  teachers  in  this 
school  have  not  been  with  us  for  three  years.  If  we  expect  to  attract  com¬ 
petent  personnel  to  our  school  system,  we  must  have  a  salary  schedule 
which  will  allow  us  to  compete  for  teachers  with  the  school  systems  to 
which  we  are  constantly  compared. 

In  each  grade  the  courses  offered  to  our  students  who  are  superior 
in  academic  work  aim  at  enrichment  rather  than  acceleration.  In  mathe¬ 
matics,  however,  we  continue  to  teach  algebra  in  grade  8  to  qualified 
pupils.  In  grade  9  geometry  is  studied  by  those  who  have  completed  algebra 
in  grade  8.  These  pupils  will  have  had  an  opportunity  to  complete  four  years 
of  mathematics  at  the  end  of  their  junior  year  at  Norwood  Senior  High 
School,  and  to  continue  with  a  year  of  mathematics  for  advanced  placement 
when  they  become  seniors. 

Conversational  French  is  taught  for  two  periods  of  twenty  minutes  each 
to  slightly  more  than  half  the  number  of  pupils  in  grade  7.  All  of  these 
students  have  had  conversational  French  in  grade  6  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools.  In  grade  8  French  is  an  elective  subject  for  those  who  have 
studied  it  in  grade  7,  and  this  year  the  eighth  grade  pupils  have  French 
for  three  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each  week.  In  grade  9  French  is 
offered  as  an  elective  for  five  periods  each  week  and  these  pupils  may 
continue  French  throughout  their  high  school  course  of  study. 

Regular  tests  are  administered  by  the  guidance  department,  and  results 
show  that  we  continue  to  teach  the  academic  subjects  satisfactorily.  Yet 
we  have  not  been  complacent,  but  have  been  aware  that  we  must  improve  our 
offerings  to  meet  the  challenge  in  education.  Our  work  with  superior 
students  in  mathematics,  our  program  in  French,  and  our  developmental 
reading  program  which  we  have  instituted  during  the  past  few  years  give 
evidence  that  we  are  responding  to  that  challenge. 
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Next  September,  the  ninth  grade  will  be  housed  at  the  expanded 
Norwood  Senior  High  School.  We  shall  then  enroll  approximately  six 
hundred  and  fifty  pupils  in  the  two  grades,  7  and  8.  The  transfer  is  a 
matter  of  expediency  in  a  building  program  rather  than  a  change  in 
philosophy  in  the  education  of  this  age  group. 

With  smaller  classes  next  September  and  with  greater  use  of  our 
library  facilities,  we  can  have  a  better  Junior  High  School  program.  The 
decreased  enrollment  will  not  provide  vacant  classrooms  for  we  plan  to 
use  the  space  as  it  should  be  used  in  a  Junior  High  School  program  to 
afford  better  educational  opportunities  for  our  pupils. 

As  our  population  continues  to  increase,  pupils  come  from  homes  built 
at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  school.  At  present  more  than  five 
hundred  and  fifty  remain  at  school  during  the  noon  hour.  Since  we  do  not 
have  facilities  for  hot  lunch,  we  serve  only  milk,  cookies,  and  potato  chips 
as  a  supplement  for  the  lunch  which  is  brought  from  home.  Because  this 
type  of  lunch  requires  less  space,  we  can  seat  grades  8  and  9  at  first  lunch, 
while  grade  7  waits  in  the  auditorium  until  there  is  room.  This  situation 
will  be  remedied  somewhat  with  a  more  normal  enrollment  next  year. 

Several  years  have  elapsed  since  our  building  has  been  reconditioned, 
and  some  parts  of  it  need  improvement.  Painting  is  ever  a  problem,  and  a 
building  which  has  been  in  use  for  nearly  forty-two  years  needs  more  care 
than  it  has  received  in  recent  years.  I  shall  not  dwell  on  this  point  which 
I  have  covered  more  fully  in  recent  reports. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  our  retired  superintendent,  Mr.  Lincoln 
D.  Lynch,  for  the  cooperation  which  I  have  received  in  the  past,  and  to  you. 
Dr.  Coakley,  for  the  cooperation  which  I  am  presently  receiving.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DIRECTOR 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the 
year  1960. 


Monthly  Art  Outlines 

Each  elementary  teacher  has  at  her  disposal  a  complete  art  program 
that  is  organized  on  a  monthly  basis.  Endless  sources  have  been  investigated 
in  an  attempt  to  give  our  children  and  teachers  lessons  that  are  purposeful 
and  reflect  progressive  ideas. 

The  art  outlines  are  an  expedient  way  of  having  teachers  gain  an 
insight  into  sound,  constructive  art  teaching.  This  procedure  could  be 
placed  on  a  plane  of  “in  service  training.” 
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Murals  -  Correlation 

Using  art  as  a  visual  personal  counterpart  of  academic  training  is 
not  necessarily  a  progressive  procedure.  A  map  or  a  descriptive  chart  are 
examples  of  pictographic  visual  aids.  In  the  art  program,  correlation  of 
art  and  academic  subjects  is  encouraged. 

Examples  of  Correlated  Murals 

Winslow  School  —  Grades  3  and  4 
Correlation  —  Art-Social  Studies 

A  series  of  colorful  panels  showing  children’s  awareness  of  com¬ 
munity  life,  work,  play,  school,  home,  etc. 

Shattuck  School  —  Grade  6 

Correlation  — -  Art-Social  Studies 

Large  mural  depicting  Canada  and  its  people.  Large  colorful  figures 
show  Canadians  and  their  attire.  Series  of  vignettes  show  Canadian 
industries.  Everything  placed  around  a  map  of  Canada. 

Balch  School  —  Grade  3 

Correlation  —  Art-Social  Studies 

Mural  using  as  its  theme  “Transportation  through  the  Ages.”  All 
methods  of  transportation  drawn  and  arranged  around  a  “Time 
Machine”  travelling  back  through  time. 

Copper  Enameled  Jewelry  Sale 

A  meeting  of  the  Winslow  School  P.T.A.  was  devoted  to  art  education. 
Mr.  Kevin  Barry’s  sixth  grade  students  sold  to  the  parents  an  assortment 
of  copper  enameled  earrings  and  pins.  These  had  been  fashioned  during 
their  art  periods  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Barry.  With  the  money  that 
was  earned,  a  beautifully  framed  reproduction  of  a  fine  painting  was 
purchased.  Sixteen  prints  were  borrowed  on  approval  and  exhibited  on 
the  main  bulletin  board.  This  exhibit  served  two  purposes;  it  enabled  all 
students  at  the  Winslow  School  to  enjoy  a  variety  of  fine  paintings  and 
also  Mr.  Barry’s  class  voted  for  the  painting  they  wanted  to  buy.  This 
painting  “The  New  Jersey  Coast”  by  Frederick  Waugh,  now  proudly  hangs 
in  the  hallway  at  the  Winslow  School. 

National  Art  Week 

The  Norwood  Women’s  Club  had  opportunity  to  see  colorful  slides  of 
art  work  performed  by  our  public  schools. 

An  attractive  display  at  the  Morrill  Library  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Howard 
Bush,  Senior  High  School  Art  Teacher.  Materials,  Method  and  Results  of 
linoleum  block  printing  were  shown. 

Art  Appreciation  —  Recent  Progress 

A  collection  of  zoo  slides  were  purchased  as  the  beginning  of  a  resource 
of  visual  samples  of  art  masterpieces.  Next  best  to  a  museum  trip,  a  good 
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collection  of  colorful  slides  can,  with  proper  verbal  guidance  be  a  most 
satsifactory  educational  experience. 

These  slides  will  be  filed  according  to  different  art  trends  and  for  each 
grouping  an  accompanying  text  will  be  written  so  that  any  teacher  in  our 
system  can  use  the  slides  confidently  and  be  able  to  supply  the  necessary 
factual  information  to  the  students. 

Ceramics  —  Elementary  School 

Two  sixth  grade  classes  were  able  to  fashion  and  fire  ceramic  objects 
that  were  taken  home  as  Christmas  gifts.  Other  classes  are  currently  in 
the  process  of  completing  ash  trays,  boxes,  dishes,  etc.  that  the  children 
can  give  to  their  parents. 

High  School  Art  Program 

Many  new  techniques  are  being  offered  to  our  high  school  students  so 
that  they  can  participate  in  new  methods  and  materials. 

Oil  Painting  —  introductory  painting  experiences.  Familiarity  with 
materials  and  technical  possibilities. 

Air  Brush  Work  —  Experiments  to  investigate  use  of  this  fascinating 
commercial  technique. 

Linoleum  block  printing  —  unusual  printing  surfaces  and  printing 
procedures. 

Advanced  Ceramic  Work  —  Contemporary  functional  objects.  Variety 
of  decorative  surface  techniques. 

Five  or  six  of  the  senior  students  are  planning  to  continue  their  art 
careers  after  graduation.  Many  of  our  students  have  been  successful  in 
their  chosen  phase  of  the  art  field.  One  of  our  graduates,  now  at  the  Rhode 
Island  School  of  Design,  was  selected  for  advanced  study  in  Italy.  Others, 
preparing  for  positions  as  art  teachers  or  commercial  artists  are  optimistic 
about  their  future  careers,  and  are  happy  in  pursuing  a  line  of  endeavor  for 
which  they  are  inherently  qualified. 

Field  Trips 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  trip  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  also 
significant  galleries  in  Boston. 

Junior  High  School  Art  Program 

We  have  been  successful  in  consolidating  very  large  art  classes  into 
responsive  groups. 

An  emphasis  is  placed  on  design,  because  for  many  students  this  is  the 
last  time  that  they  will  avail  themselves  of  art  instruction.  There  is  a 
definite  attempt  to  have  the  student  respond  to  special  relationships,  per¬ 
sonal  color  preference,  color  distribution,  and  design  evaluation.  As  a  future 
consumer  of  industrial  products,  he  surely  must  have  some  taste  by  which 
to  establish  “personal  choice.” 
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Art  Appreciation 

It  is  desirable  that  we  obtain  visual  aids  through  which  the  instructor 
may  discuss  “pro’s  and  con’s”  of  both  two  dimensional  and  three  dimen¬ 
sional  objects. 

Example:  Evolution  of  Chair 

1.  Historic  Development 

2.  Suitability  of  Materials 

3.  Design — Structural 

Decorative 

4.  Examples  of  good  and  bad  design. 

Conclusion:  The  success  of  the  art  program  extends  far  beyond  the  influence 
of  the  art  director.  A  concerned  administration  and  a  cooperative  faculty 
are  the  ones  responsible  for  a  significant  healthy  art  program.  To  those,  a 
sincere,  “thank  you.”

REPORT  OF  THE  VOCATIONAL  -  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

I  hereby  submit  my  thirty-fourth  annual  report  as  Director  of  the 
Vocational-Industrial  Arts  Department. 

Vocational  Education 

On  September  7,  1944,  our  first  unit  of  trade  training  in  cabinet  making 
was  inaugurated.  This  was  the  beginning  of  our  Boys’  Vocational  School, 
which  started  the  group  on  a  training  program  that  eventually  fitted  them 
for  a  profitable  and  worthwhile  living. 

At  that  time  other  units  of  trade  work  were  suggested,  such  as 
automobile  repair,  airplane  motors  repair,  and  maintenance,  electrical 
appliances,  printing  and  plumbing.  Each  of  these  suggested  opportunities 
for  employment  in  the  industry  of  this  area.  Unfortunately,  these  units 
demanded  space  which  was  unavailable,  so  concentration  was  directed  to  the 
present  cabinet-making  unit. 

Our  graduates  in  most  instances  placed  themselves  in  excellent  positions, 
from  trade  teacher,  or  shop  foreman,  to  owner  of  his  own  shop. 

Senior  High  School  —  Industrial  Arts 
Technical  Drawing 

The  program  of  technical  drawing  today  covers  so  much  new  material, 
particularly  in  the  field  of  electronics,  that  we  have  endeavored  to  upgrade 
our  program  to  benefit  both  our  minor  group  of  students,  which  is  obviously 
a  terminal  group,  and  our  major  group,  which  is  a  college  prep  group.  The 
level  of  achievement  was  established  by  requiring  each  group  to  complete  a 
required  number  of  plates  each  term,  based  on  the  number  of  periods 
scheduled  within  the  week.  Observation  of  this  upgrading  of  program, 
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clearly  indicates  the  necessity  of  a  drawing  program  in  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades,  to  strengthen  the  knowledge  of  fundamentals  that  this  year's  sopho¬ 
more  group  definitely  is  lacking. 

Looking  forward  to  next  year,  this  serious  handicap  can  be  overcome 
with  the  grade  nine  group  housed  in  our  new  addition  to  the  high  school, 
which  will  have  two  drawing  rooms.  We  will  be  able  to  offer  a  new  and 
improved  program,  which  may  require  the  services  of  another  technical 
drawing  teacher. 


Junior  High  School  —  Industrial  Arts 
Printing  —  Woodwork  —  General  Metal  Work 

The  program  in  Arts  and  Industries  for  our  Junior  High  School  students 
presented  exploratory  experience  in  the  activities  listed.  The  students  had 
the  opportunity  to  explore  these  areas,  and  participate  in  the  construction 
of  a  variety  of  projects,  that  were  planned  and  based  on  his  ability  and 
talent. 

Our  woodwork  program  took  on  an  added  incentive  when  the  shop 
replaced  its  out-dated  woodworking  benches  with  eight  two-station,  all 
purpose  benches.  With  these  in  place,  and  securely  fastened  to  the  floor,  the 
danger  of  accidents  has  been  lessened. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  T  wish  to  thank  my  faculty  and  all  others  for  their 
splendid  cooperation,  and  the  principals  for  their  helpfulness  in  matters 
of  administration.

Elementary  Schools: 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Richard  Mahoney  and  Mrs.  Helen  Jackson, 
the  activites  we  include  at  the  intermediate  grade  level  consist  of  touch 
football,  soccer,  basketball,  volley  ball,  softball,  kickball,  and  baseball.  We 
also  have  units  in  rhythmetics  rope  skipping,  tumbling,  track  and  field 
events,  health  and  posture.  At  the  primary  grade  level  we  are  developing 
in  the  children  basic  skills  such  as  running,  hopping,  and  skipping  through 
organized  games,  story  plays,  singing  games  and  rhythmics.  We  also  give 
at  all  level  calisthenics  before  every  physical  education  class. 

We  are  continuing  our  Saturday  morning  basketball  program  for  boys 
in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades.

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Junior  High  School  —  Girls 

The  girls’  Physical  Education  Program  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Ellen  Gifford.  The  program  consists  of  corrective  exercises,  apparatus, 
marching,  all  types  of  dancing,  team  games,  such  as  volley  ball,  tenniquoit, 
badminton,  and  end  ball. 

After  school  sports  are  held  on  the  average  of  four  afternoons  a  week. 
In  the  Fall,  tenniquoit  and  volley  ball  are  the  games  for  all  grades.  Basket¬ 
ball  is  the  Winter  sport  for  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  Tennis  and  softball 
are  Spring  sports  for  all.  A  tournament  in  these  various  sports  is  run  by 
choosing  captains  in  the  homerooms  and  each  competing  with  the  other. 
It  is  hoped  by  offering  a  number  of  sports  almost  every  girl  will  find  a 
particular  sport  in  which  she  is  interested. 

Junior  High  School  —  Boys 

The  program  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  John  Dixon  consists  of 
calisthenics,  marching,  apparatus,  first  aid,  group  games,  dancing  and  a 
sports  club. 

The  baseball  team  is  coached  by  Mr.  John  Poce  who  held  daily  practice. 
A  twelve-game  schedule  was  played  with  teams  from  surrounding  towns. 

The  basketball  team  is  coached  by  Mr.  James  Savage,  assisted  by  John 
Twombly,  who  also  held  daily  practice.  A  ten-game  schedule  was  played 
with  teams  from  surrounding  towns. 

The  football  squad  was  supervised  by  Mr.  John  Twombly  and  assisted 
by  Mr.  James  Savage.  This  group  was  fully  equipped,  and  basic  funda¬ 
mentals  were  taught.  A  six-game  schedule  was  played  with  teams  from 
surrounding  towns.  Mr.  John  Poce  supervised  an  eighth-grade  program  in 
football.  These  boys  were  fully  equipped  and  were  taught  fundamentals  of 
contact  football. 

Hockey  on  this  level  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Robert  Richards. 
All  students  are  eligible  to  participate  in  this  activity.  Practice  is  held 
weekly  at  the  Tabor  School  Rink  and,  if  weather  permits,  practice  is  held 
out  of  doors.  These  boys  are  taught  the  fundamentals  of  the  game.  Scrim¬ 
mages  are  being  held  with  freshmen  teams  in  surrounding  towns.  We  feel 
that  our  boys  will  gain  game  experience  this  way.  The  interest  was  so 
great  in  this  sport  that  we  added  a  new  coach  to  handle  those  boys  in  the 
eighth  grade. 

An  intramural  program  is  run  for  all  boys  in  the  Fall  for  touch  football 
and  basketball  during  the  Winter  months. 

Health  Education  classes  are  organized  in  the  Sophomore  Classes  for 
boys  and  girls.  These  classes  are  taught  by  the  following:  Miss  Erna  Kiley, 
Mr.  Richard  Mahoney,  and  Miss  Katherine  Ryan.  A  different  phase  of  health 
is  taught  by  each  of  the  instructors.  This  is  a  weekly  class. 

Hygiene  is  given  weekly  to  the  Seniors  at  the  High  School. 
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Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Program 
Senior  High  —  Girls 

This  program  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Erna  Kiley  includes  correc¬ 
tive  exercises,  badminton,  marching,  games,  and  group  posture  work. 

The  Girls’  Basketball  Team,  coached  by  Miss  Erna  Kiley,  played  games 
with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

Girls’  tennis  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Carol  Davis  enjoyed  a  fine 
season.  They  held  matches  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  girls’  softball  team  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Margaret  Wegerdt 
played  games  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League.  This  was  the  first  year 
of  inter-scholastic  competition  for  this  sport. 

We  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  add  Field  Hockey  to  our  girls’  program 
in  the  very  near  future. 


Senior  High  School  —  Boys 

An  interested  program  of  physical  education  that  includes  calisthenics, 
apparatus,  marching,  games,  tumbling,  and  weight  lifting. 

The  athletic  program  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Varsity  and 
Junior  varsity  football,  Varsity  and  Junior  varsity  basketball,  Hockey,  Cross 
Country,  Outdoor  track,  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  baseball,  Golf,  and 
Tennis. 

The  Junior  varsity  Basketball  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Richard  Mahoney, 
also  played  a  sixteen-game  schedule  with  junior  varsity  teams  in  the  Bay 
State  League. 

Hockey,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  John  Monbouquette,  had  a  suc¬ 
cessful  season.  The  team  finished  third  in  a  tie  with  Framingham.  A  game 
between  these  two  teams  was  played  to  decide  which  one  would  play  in  the 
tournament.  The  game  ended  in  a  tie  after  several  overtime  periods.  The 
record  during  the  regular  season  of  play  was  eight  wins,  one  tie,  and  five 
losses.  In  the  play-offs  Norwood  won  two,  tied  one,  and  lost  one. 

Boys’  Tennis,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Howard  Bush,  held  matches 
with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

Mr.  Thomas  Roche,  the  track  coach,  greeted  over  thirty  boys  on  opening 
day.  Matches  were  held  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League,  Belmont 
relays,  and  State  Meet  held  at  White’s  Stadium. 

The  Varsity  baseball  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Orlando  Scafati,  played  a 
sixteen-game  schedule  in  the  Bay  State  League.  Our  record  for  the  season 
was  ten  wins  and  six  losses. 
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The  Junior  Varsity  baseball  team,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Fred 
Richardson,  also  played  a  sixteen-game  schedule  with  teams  in  the  Bay 
State  League. 

The  Golf  Team,  coached  by  Mr.  John  Monbouquette,  held  matches  with 
teams  in  the  Bay  State  League.  This  group  is  handicapped  because  of  lack  of 
a  golf  course  to  practice.  Arrangements  were  made  to  receive  some  instruc¬ 
tion  and  also  use  the  Route  1  driving  range.  Our  home  course  this  year  was 
the  Norfolk  Golf  Club. 

Cross  Country  is  attracting  more  boys  every  year.  This  team  is  coached 
by  Mr.  Fred  Richardson.  Results — 5  wins  and  3  losses. 

Football  candidates  reported  as  usual  on  the  date  set  by  the  Head¬ 
masters  (September  first).  We  won  five  games  while  losing  three,  and  for 
the  tenth  straight  year  we  beat  Dedham  in  a  very  close  and  exciting  game — 
the  score  Norwood  26,  Dedham  20.  My  assistant  coaches,  Arthur  Gulla, 
Richard  Fusco,  and  Edward  Feeney  played  a  very  important  part  in  our 
team  play. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Committee, 
Principals,  Coaches  of  various  sports,  Faculty,  and  the  Physical  Education 
Department  for  their  splended  cooperation  and  assistance  this  past  year  in 
aiding  me  to  realize  the  aims  and  objectives  of  our  Physical  Education 
Program.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Health  Department  is  herewith 
submitted. 


Health  Appraisals 

Our  school  physicians,  Dr.  George  R.  Allen  and  Dr.  Harriet  Rogers  have 
examined  all  children  in  grades  1,  4,  7  and  10,  children  participating  in 
competitive  sports,  and  others  referred  for  special  reasons.  A  total  of  1489 
were  examined  and  92  were  referred  to  the  family  physician  for  further 
diagnosis  or  treatment.  We  have  had  excellent  cooperation  from  both 
parents  and  physicians  in  this  corrective  work. 

Dental  Examination 

Each  child  from  Kindergarten  through  Senior  High  had  a  dental  exami¬ 
nation  by  Dr.  Timothy  Curtin,  School  Dentist.  Parents  were  notified  if  there 
was  a  need  for  corrective  work  and  urged  to  consult  the  family  dentist.  The 
School  Dental  Clinic  runs  on  a  full-time  basis  and  will  care  for  any  child  in 
the  school  system  for  a  minimal  charge  on  request  of  the  parent.  The  follow¬ 
ing  table  shows  the  results  of  the  dental  program  from  September  1959  to 
June  1960.

Hearing  Tests 


The  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer  was  used  for  testing  the  hearing 
acuity.  Group  tests  were  given  in  grades  2  through  12  inclusive,  but  indi¬ 
vidual  tests  were  given  to  those  in  grades  1  and  Kindergarten.  Individual 
tests  are  given  to  all  failing  the  group  test.  An  audiogram  and  a  notice  of 
the  defect  was  sent  to  the  family.  Consultations  with  the  family  doctor 
was  recommended.  In  many  instances  the  family  physician  referred  the 
children  to  an  otologist  for  more  specialized  treatment.  When  advisable 
the  child  handicapped  with  a  hearing  loss  was  given  special  instruction  in 
lip-reading  and  speech  to  help  him  maintain  his  standing  in  his  grade. 

Vision  Tests 

The  Massachusetts  vision  test  is  used  to  screen  all  pupils  to  determine 
what  ones  are  in  need  of  further  examination  by  an  opthalmologist  because 
of  loss  of  visual  acuity,  laten  hypermetrophia,  or  muscle  imbalance. 

Two  hundred  sixty-eight  children  were  examined  at  the  School  Eye 
Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  Ryan,  and  treatment  was  pre¬ 
scribed  to  fit  their  particular  needs. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

At  the  immunization  clinics  twenty-six  children  received  their  initial 
series  of  three  injections  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoid  while  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  received  the  booster  injection. 

Three  thousand  seventy-one  children  received  a  Polio  booster  at  the 
clinics  conducted  in  the  various  schools.  These  clinics  were  conducted  in 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Health. 

Two  hundred  eleven  students  and  school  personnel  were  X-rayed;  and 
all  X-rays  were  negative. 


Milk  Lunch 

The  Woman’s  Club  through  the  Community  Chest  Fund  make  it  possible 
for  sixty-one  children  to  have  a  milk  lunch  each  day.  Children  who  are  able 
to  provide  their  own  milk  also  have  an  opportunity  to  have  this  mid¬ 
morning  lunch. 

Handicapped  Children 

The  school  programs  are  set  up  to  meet  the  limited  capacities  of  handi¬ 
capped  children.  For  those  unable  to  attend  school  a  home  tutor  is  provided. 
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This  has  enabled  many  youngsters  to  maintain  their  standing  with  their 
classmates  even  after  long  absence. 

Improvements 

Although  it  is  understood  that  additional  classroom  space  was  needed, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Health  room  at  the  Prescott  School  will  be  available 
to  the  nurses  next  Fall.  When  more  space  is  available  at  Junior  High,  I 
hope  that  the  Nurses  Room  can  be  relocated  and  made  a  more  functional 
unit. 

Personnel 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  request  consideration  of  appointing  another 
school  nurse.  The  increased  enrollments  have  placed  an  added  burden  on 
the  nurses,  and  when  the  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  is  completed 
the  enrollment  will  require  a  full  time  nurse  in  that  building. 

The  appointment  of  Mrs.  Maguire  to  conduct  the  vision  tests  has  been 
very  helpful. 

We  express  our  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  to  you,  the  School 
Committee  and  members  of  the  School  departments  and  community  for  the 
help  and  cooperation  you  have  given  us.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1960. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Street  Maintenance 

A  program  of  maintenance  for  town  ways,  guard  rails,  culverts  and 
sidewalks  was  strictly  followed  during  the  year. 

Fifty  thousand  gallons  of  liquid  asphalt  was  distributed  on  the  streets 
most  in  need  of  attention.  Oil  treated  broken  stone  was  used  as  a  cover. 

A  section  of  Chapel  Street  was  hot  topped  under  our  Maintenance 
program.  The  Chapter  90  Maintenance  Project  was  the  recapping  of  Walpole 
Street  from  near  Guild  Square  to  a  point  beyond  Rosemary  Street.  In 
another  year  it  is  expected  to  continue  to  the  State  Highway,  which  is  just 
beyond  where  Chapel  Street  meets  Walpole  Street. 

Sidewalks 

Granite  curbing  was  removed  and  granolithic  aprons  were  laid  at  the 
United  Church,  the  new  Congregational  Church  and  at  Frank’s  Market. 
Curbing  was  removed  and  hot  top  aprons  laid  at  1247  Washington  Street 
and  at  Eysie’s  Market. 

The  names  of  some  of  the  streets  where  sidewalks  were  recapped  are: 
Cypress  Street,  Morse  Avenue,  Silver  Street,  Windsor  Road,  Veteran’s  project 
on  Jefferson  Drive  and  Roosevelt  Avenue. 

A  twenty-seven  thousand  dollar  appropriation  was  available  for  new 
sidewalks.  Some  of  the  longer  stretches  constructed  were  on  the  following 
streets:  Casey,  East  Monroe,  High,  Monroe,  Nahatan,  Nichols,  Propect, 
Rosemary,  Sycamore  (granolithic),  Walpole,  Winter  Streets.  Mountain 
Avenue,  Glendale  and  Lancaster  Roads. 

Street  Signs  and  Bridges 

Street  signs  and  culverts  were  regularly  inspected  and  maintained. 
New  signs  were  erected  where  needed. 

Drainage 

Piped  drains  and  catchbasins  were  cared  for  regularly.  Several  basins 
were  rebuilt.  Manholes  were  raised  to  a  new  road  grade  preceeding  recap¬ 
ping  work. 
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Several  open  drains  were  cleaned.  The  Fulton  Street  Main  Drain  was 
found  to  be  broken  near  #62.  The  fault  was  repaired  and  the  entire  line 
cleared  of  debris. 

Plantingfield  Brook  culvert  between  Upland  Road  and  Washington 
Street  was  clogged  with  miscellaneous  materials.  The  line  was  freed  only 
after  extreme  difficulty  and  a  new  manhole  was  built  west  of  the  railroad. 

Drains  were  laid  to  the  Norwood  Hospital,  Senior  High  School  and 
the  New  Telephone  exchange. 

Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 

Traffic  lines,  cross-walks,  parking  stalls  both  on  the  highway  as  well 
as  in  our  five  town  owned  parking  areas,  center  lines  etc.  were  painted. 

New  regulatory  signs  such  as  “Go  Children  Slow,”  “Stop”  signs  and 
various  types  of  “Parking  Signs”  were  placed  where  ordered.  Existing 
traffic  markers  were  repaired  or  replaced  where  required. 

Collections  were  made  weekly  at  parking  meters.  We  found  it  necessary 
to  add  a  four  hour  daily  check  for  jammed  clocks.  Repairs  were  made  to 
Meter  Heads  and  posts  as  required. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

Sewer  mains  and  laterals  were  cleaned  during  the  year  with  the 
Flexible  Sewer  Rod  Equipment.  Certain  dead  end  sewers  continue  to  be 
inspected  every  second  week. 

The  two  pumps  at  the  Spruce  Road  station  were  overhauled.

Gallons  of  Water  supplied  to  distributing  mains  during  year  1,100,239,000 

The  fourteen  inch  pipe  in  Route  One  between  Morse  Street  and  Sumner 
Street  was  tested  and  put  into  service. 

The  Route  One  water  main  was  by-passed  around  the  location  of  the 
new  bridge  for  the  Neponset  River.  Eight  hundred  feet  of  eight  inch  main 
was  laid  in  the  east  side  of  Route  One  to  complete  the  piping  between  East 
Cross  Street  and  Dean  Street.  Seventy-five  feet  of  eight  inch  pipe  was  added 
to  the  dead  end  main  in  West  Border  Road. 

The  abandoned  Water  Street  bridge  (wooden)  settled  carrying  with  it 
the  support  for  the  eight  inch  main  which  was  above  the  bridge.  The  part 
of  the  main  which  was  above  ground  was  replaced  by  forty  feet  of  12 
inch  steel  pipe  that  was  laid  five  feet  below  ground. 

Chapter  90  Construction  was  completed  on  Neponset  Street  from  Fales 
Avenue  to  McKinley  Road.  Chapter  90  Construction  was  started  on  Sumner 
Street  between  Route  One  and  Pleasant  Street.  Sewer  and  water  mains 
were  laid  where  required  before  road  construction  began.  Likewise  many 
existing  sewer  and  water  service  connections  were  renewed,  hydrants 
relocated  and  both  sewer  and  water  connections  laid  to  vacant  lots. 

Wells  and  buildings  were  regularly  inspected  and  all  pumping  equip¬ 
ment  was  frequently  tested.  The  dome  of  the  elevated  tank  was  painted 
and  its  overflow  pipe  was  relocated.  Waste  fill  from  the  Neponset  St.  sewer 
and  road  construction  was  deposited  at  Burrough’s  Pit. 

Hydrants  on  dead  ends  were  blown  off  spring  and  fall.  Constant  hydrant 
inspections  were  carried  on  during  winter  months. 

Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  monthly. 
Check  valves  where  private  supplies  were  cross  connected  to  the  Municipal 
Supply  were  inspected  quarterly.  Stopped  meters  were  repaired  and  re¬ 
placed.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services  and  service  calls  were  promptly 
made  when  requested. 

The  construction  of  house  connections  by  developers  were  supervised 
by  the  Public  Works  Department.  We  assisted  engineers  from  the  Town, 
State  and  insurance  groups  in  determining  the  location  and  depth  of  pipes 
below  ground  as  well  as  conducting  hydraulic  studies. 
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FORESTRY— MOTH  SUPPRESSION— DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  CONTROL 

Prior  to  leafing,  all  elm  trees  were  sprayed  with  a  12%  D.D.T.  oil 
base  solution  from  a  mist  blower  for  control  of  the  Elm  Bark  Beetle. 
When  in  leaf  the  elm  trees  were  sprayed  with  a  6%  solution  from  the  same 
machine  for  the  control  of  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle. 

A  September  hurricane  felled  some  trees,  broke  many  .branches  and 
prematurely  defoliated  trees.  The  debris  was  promptly  cleared  away  and 
the  leaves  were  collected  by  our  leaf  collecting  machine. 

A  contractor  removed  many  diseased  trees  and  trimmed  trees  on  various 
streets  of  the  Town.  Poison  Ivy  and  roadside  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July. 
Ivy  was  removed  from  the  Light  Department  building  and  Buckmaster 
station. 

One  hundred  twenty-five  new  sugar  Maple  trees  were  planted  in  front 
of  property  owners’  homes  along  town  ways. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

The  monthly  collection  schedule  has  been  adhered  to.  Christmas  trees 
were  collected  in  January.  The  community  is  still  growing  and  consequently 
the  work  of  the  rubbish  division  is  increasing.  A  door-to-door  collection 
was  provided  during  the  May  Clean-Up  Campaign  for  household  items  not 
normally  allowed  to  be  set  out  for  pick  up  by  the  town  Force. 

DUMP 

The  Winter  Street  dump  area  was  kept  in  good  condition,  not  by  our 
efforts  alone,  but  with  mutual  assistance  from  our  Board  of  Health  Agent 
and  our  Fire  Chief.  It  is  no  small  task  to  regulate  a  dump  area  adjacent  to 
a  residential  district  and  the  cemetery.

SNOW  REMOVAL 

The  usual  work  under  this  category  plowing,  sanding,  sanding  and 
posting  of  coasting  signs  were  promptly  done. 

The  acquisition  of  new  sanding  and  salting  machines  help  control  the 
ice.  This  winter  we  are  using  bulk  salt  rather  than  bag  salt.  We  have 
increased  the  amount  of  salt  distributed  and  added  to  our  number  of 
wayside  sand  boxes. 

Moderate  snow  falls  oecured  on  January  11th  and  19th.  The  21  inches 
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that  fell  March  4th  was  a  record  for  a  single  storm  in  a  twenty-four  hour 
period.  December  12th  was  a  16  inch  blizzard  lasting  twenty  hours. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

Lawn  areas  at  all  parks  and  playgrounds  were  limed  and  fertilized 
in  the  spring  after  these  areas  were  first  cleaned  and  rolled.  Grass  was 
promptly  cut  during  the  growing  season.  Frequent  watering  of  shrubbery 
was  carried  out  during  extreme  hot  weather.  Shrubbery  was  trimmed  at 
the  end  of  the  growing  season. 

Brush  was  cut  from  wooded  park,  playground  and  roadside  areas. 
Waste  fill  from  Sumner  Street  road  construction  was  brought  to  the  old 
swimming  pool  area  in  the  rear  of  Endean  Baseball  Field.  Drains  and 
drain  manholes  at  Dunn’s  Pond  were  repaired.  Skating  areas  were  main¬ 
tained  during  the  ice  season.  Assistance  was  given  to  promote  events 
connected  with  the  town  Fourth  of  July  activities. 

All  the  playground  equipment  and  bleachers  were  inspected,  repaired 
and  painted.  New  playground  equipment  purchased  by  the  Recreation  Dept, 
was  erected  at  different  playgrounds. 

The  tennis  courts  were  readied  and  the  baseball  diamonds  started  late 
the  preceding  year  at  Wilson  Street,  Fr.  McAleer’s  and  Endean  were 
completed.  Other  baseball  diamonds  were  maintained.  The  area  outside 
the  new  Fr.  McAleer’s  pool  was  loamed  and  seeded  in  the  fall.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
Monday,  January  16,  1961,  adjourned  to  March  23,  1961 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  December 
27,  1961,  and  signed  by  Charles  L.  Rich,  James  J.  Drummey,  Walter  J. 
Dempsey,  and  John  A.  Abdallah,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich.  The  proper  service 
of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James  E.  Quinn,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  meetings  were  complied  with.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting 
was  read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Bartley  W.  Connolly.  The  articles 
contained  in  the  warrant,  and  action  thereunder  being  as  follows:

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  January 
10,  1961,  and  signed  by  Charles  L.  Rich,  James  J.  Drnmmey,  Walter  J. 
Dempsey,  and  John  A.  Abdallah,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich.  The  proper  service 
of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James  E.  Quinn,  Constable  of 
Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  meetings  were  complied  with.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting 
was  read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Bartley  W.  Connolly. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Rev.  Paul  McManus. 

The  articles  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  and  abandon 
as  public  ways  a  portion  of  Lenox  Street  and  a  portion  of  Rock  Street, 
said  portion  being  shown  on  two  plans  by  Rogert  A.  Hamilton,  Town  Engi¬ 
neer,  dated  October  26,  1960,  and  filed  with  the  Town  Manager. 

The  portion  of  Lenox  Street  is  bounded  and  described  as  follows,  ac¬ 
cording  to  said  plan: 

The  easterly  line  begins  at  a  point  in  the  northerly  line  of  Plimpton 
Avenue  said  point  being  at  the  point  of  curvature  of  a  85.00  foot  radius 
curve  thence  running  westerly,  northwesterly  and  northerly  by  a  curve 
of  a  radius  of  35.00  feet  a  distance  of  58.48  feet  ;  thence  N  150  24’ 30”  E  a 
distance  of  310.94  feet;  thence  northerly,  northeasterly  and  easterly  by  a 
curve  of  a  radius  of  40.00  feet  a  distance  of  58.88  feet;  thence  N  26°  19’ 21” 
E  a  distance  of  41.74  feet;  thence  westerly,  northwesterly  and  northerly  by 
a  curve  of  a  radius  of  40.00  feet  a  distance  of  66.79  feet;  thence  N  15°  24’  30” 
E  a  distance  of  169.26  feet  to  a  stone  bound  at  the  terminus  of  this  aban¬ 
donment. 

The  westerly  line  begins  at  a  point  in  the  extension  of  the  northerly 
line  of  Plimpton  Avenue,  said  point  being  N  80°  19’  00”  W  a  distance  of 
144.21  feet  from  the  point  of  beginning  of  the  above  described  easterly  line; 
thence  N  15°  24’  30”  E  a  distance  of  44.51  feet;  thence  S  74°  35’  30”  E  a 
distance  of  45.00  feet;  thence  N  15°  24’  30”  E  a  distance  of  608.60  feet  to 
a  point  in  the  terminus  of  this  layout;  said  point  being  N  71°  38’  13”  W  and 
distant  60.08  feet  from  a  stone  bound  at  the  terminus  of  the  above  described 
easterly  line,  and  contains  44,473  square  feet. 

The  portion  of  Rock  Street  is  bounded  and  described  as  follows,  ac¬ 
cording  to  said  plan: 
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The  southerly  line  begins  at  a  point  IV  80°  15’  80”  W  and  distant  441.89 
feet  from  the  westerly  corner  of  Rock  Conrt  at  the  point  of  curvature  of 
a  40.00  foot  radius  curve;  thence  S  80°  15’  30”  E  a  distance  of  341.64  feet  to 
the  terminus  of  this  abandonment.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMUNITY  CENTER  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  matter  of  the  need  and 
procurement  of  a  Community  Center  for  the  Town  pursuant  to  action  taken 
under  Article  31  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of  March  22,  1956 
adjourned  to  April  12,  1956  desires  to  submit  the  following  report. 

Need  for  Center 

The  Committee  is  in  agreement  that  a  need  for  a  Community  Center 
does  exist.  A  center  designed  and  used  by  a  town  of  some  15,000  people 
twenty  years  ago  certainly  is  inadequate  for  today’s  population  of  over 
25,000,  particularly  since  there  has  been  no  enlargement  of  existing 
I  facilities. 

The  need  would  seem  to  be  most  acute  concerning  two  separate  groups. 
(1)  Youth  Center:  There  is  at  present  no  central  place  “to  go  to.”  The 
town  is  faced  with  problems  involving  juveniles  and  some  of  these  can 
be  alleviated  by  the  provision  of  a  supervised,  town-controlled  and  owned 
area,  open  all  day  and  in  the  evening,  where  the  youth  of  the  town  congre¬ 
gate  and  engage  in  various  activities  all  of  which  would  be  available  to 
them  under  one  roof. 

(2)  Adult  Use:  This  Committee  feels  that  Norwood  lacks  a  central 
area  where  community  activity  can  be  centralized.  There  is  a  large  audi¬ 
torium  at  the  Junior  High  School  which  meets  the  need  for  all  but  the 
overflow  crowds  which  are  few  and  far  between.  There  are  smaller  audi¬ 
toriums  at  the  various  schools  and  privately  owned  halls  and  buildings 
which  will  accommodate  groups  up  to  approximately  300.  There  are  also 
privately  owned  clubs  and  buildings  which  accommodate  their  own  groups 
for  their  own  functions.  There  is,  however,  no  place  in  the  town  where 
smaller  social  groups,  town  committees,  and  various  civic  organizations 
can  be  assured  a  place  to  meet  and  conduct  their  business.  At  present, 
such  groups  depend  on  the  availability  of  private  homes  or  unused  rooms 
at  the  Civic  or  Municipal  Building,  the  latter  two  places  being  almost  in 
constant  use  by  groups  housed  there.  A  community  Center  would  give  these 
groups  a  central  area,  properly  equipped  and  planned  for  such  use. 
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Location 

This  Committee  is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  a  Community  Center 
for  the  Town  should  be  built  at  the  site  of  the  present  Civic  Center.  We 
feel  that  any  additional  building  should  be  done  to  expand,  modernize  and 
enlarge  what  we  already  possess.  The  town  owns  the  land,  and  there  would 
be  no  further  expense  involved  in  land  acquisition  at  the  site.  Maintenance 
costs,  though  increased,  would  not  be  duplicated  as  the  new  and  old  areas 
would  be  incorporated,  thereby  effecting  savings  in  hearing,  duplication 
of  equipment,  etc.  Also  this  Committee  feels  that  it  is  important  for  activi¬ 
ties  concerning  youth  and  adult  recreation  to  be  concentrated  in  one  area. 

The  present  civic  site  is  on  the  bus  line  running  north  and  south,  is 
centrally  located  adjacent  to  but  not  in  the  business  and  municipal  govern¬ 
ing  area  thereby  keeping  the  younger  element  away  from  the  stores  and 
other  business  establishments. 

Type  of  Building  Needed 

The  Committee  is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  a  building  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  this  community  should  combine: 

(a)  Several  rooms  designed  to  function  as  meeting  rooms  for  adults 
as  well  as  areas  for  supervised  youth  activities.  These  should  include  at 
least  one  or  two  with  portable  dividers  so  that  an  occasional  larger  group 
can  be  accommodated  as  well. 

(b)  An  auditorium-gymnasium  designed  with  a  stage  at  one  end  which 
would  provide  a  large  area  for  various  activities  including,  as  required, 
athletic  events,  dancing,  theatrics,  and  the  like.  The  seating  capacity  should 
be  about  300  to  350  which  would  be  what  a  standard-sized  gym  would 
provide. 

Cost: 


Plans  already  in  existence  could  be  easily  adapted  to  provide  the  type 
of  building  recommended  and  the  estimated  cost  would  be  between  $12'5,000. 
and  $150,000. 

Financing: 

By  appropriation:  The  Committee  feels  that  the  town  cannot  appropriate 
at  this  time  the  sum  of  money  necessary  to  erect  such  a  building. 

Other  Funds:  The  Committee  did  look  into  the  matter  of  the  use  of  the 
Servicemen’s  Fund  for  this  purpose.  We  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
in  the  absence  of  any  other  worthy  plan  for  a  memorial,  no  better  use 
could  be  found  for  the  fund  than  a  center  which  would  benefit  all.  The  Fund 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  finance  the  total  cost  of  the  project.  Additional 
moneys  would  have  to  be  raised  by  appropriation  and  taxation  by  the  town 
of  Norwood. 
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We  were  informed  that  legal  action  would  be  necessary  before  the 
Fund  could  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose  and  legal  action  would  neces¬ 
sitate  unanimity  of  opinion  among  the  many  and  diverse  organizations 
involved.  At  a  meeting  held  in  1957  with  representatives  of  the  Norwood 
Veteran’s  Council  to  present  to  them  the  Committee’s  findings  and  elicit 
their  support  for  possible  use  of  the  Fund  for  this  purpose,  it  became  ap¬ 
parent  that  such  a  project  would  not  meet  with  their  approval  at  that  time. 

Operating  Costs: 

Costs  of  operating  such  a  center  would  have  to  be  tax  supported.  It 
is  probable  that  fees  could  be  charged  in  some  cases  but  they  would 
represent  only  a  token  income. 

A  survey  of  all  organizations  that  might  potentially  make  use  of  such 
a  Center  was  planned  but  could  not  be  carried  out  because  of  funds  being 
denied  for  this  purpose  by  the  Finance  Commission.  No  appropriation  of 
hinds  was  made  for  the  use  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  requests  that  this  report  serve  as  a  final  report  and 
that  the  Committee  be  dissolved.

Progress  report  of 

COMMITTEE  OF  FIVE  TO  STUDY  THE  NEED  FOR  THE 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  NEW  CENTRAL  FIRE  STATION 

Your  committee  has  been  ready  for  some  time  to  submit  its  final  report. 
In  consideration  of  other  town  problems,  and  in  cooperation  with  other 
officials  we  have,  with  your  vote  of  approval,  postponed  the  presentation 
of  our  completed  and  final  report. 

Town  Planning  has  been  in  progress  to  improve  Lenox  Street  to  make 
it  a  major  main  traffic  relief  artery,  and  a  second  main  street  to  and  from 
the  South  Norwood  area.  Your  Fire  Station  Study  Committee  plans  and 
reports  were  based  on  using  Lenox  Street  as  a  thru  highway. 
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At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  26,  1961  it  was  voted  to  dis¬ 
continue  and  abandon  a  portion  of  Lenox  Street.  This  action  voided  the 
Committee’s  plans  and  reports  for  the  new  fire  station  location  which  would 
be  moe  efficient  and  adequately  serve  the  entire  town. 

The  Committee  has  had  to  abandon  these  plans  and  start  over  again. 
No  funds  have  been  made  available  for  this  purpose;  however,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  has  gone  forward  and  reconsidered  an  alternate  plan  gratis.  We  are 
ready  to  recommend  the  enlarging  and  improving  of  the  present  Central 
Fire  Station  at  the  corner  of  Central  Street  and  Nahatan  Street. 

At  this  time  we  present  the  following  motion  for  your  approval. 

VOTED:  The  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  prepare  the  required  articles 
for  the  reconstruction  and  additions  to  the  present  central  fire  station,  and 
they  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  special  town  meeting.

NORWOOD  SPRINKLER  INSTALLATION  COMMITTEE 

Progress  Report 
March  28,  1961 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  at  Town  Meeting  of  April  27,  1960,  this  Committee 
was  appointed  to  install  sprinkler  protection  in  the  Norwood  Schools  in 
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accordance  with  the  recommendations  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Norwood 
Sprinkler  Study  Committee  dated  December  31,  1959. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee,  it  was  evident  that  the  work  to 
install  sprinklers  could  not  be  accomplished  during  the  1960  summer  vaca¬ 
tion  period  of  the  school  year,  and  it  was  not  desirable  during  the  time  the 
schools  were  in  session.  Therefore  the  time  for  the  installation  must  be 
during  the  summer  vacation  period  of  1961. 

To  date  the  specifications  for  the  installation  of  the  sprinkler  systems 
in  five  schools  have  been  completed.  They  have  been  advertised  and  bids  are 
being  accepted  at  the  Town  Manager’s  office  until  April  7,  1961,  2:00  P.M. 
at  which  time  they  will  be  publicly  opened. 

Specifications  for  the  installation  of  the  water  supply  lines  to  the 
buildings  themselves  from  the  street  are  being  made  up  by  the  Committee. 
They  are  expected  to  be  advertised  for  bidding  by  April  14th  and  the  contract 
awarded  by  May  10,  1961. 

The  installation  of  sprinklers  in  all  school  buildings  as  recommended 
by  the  Norwood  Sprinkler  Study  Committee,  except  for  the  High  School,  are 
expected  to  be  completed  by  September  1,  1961. 

Sprinkler  installation  at  this  time  in  the  Norwood  High  School  has 
become  a  problem  due  to  the  reconstruction  being  done  by  the  High  School 
Building  Committee.  Our  Committee  feels  that  further  study  is  necessary  to 
resolve  the  difficulty,  and  therefore  the  High  School  will  be  dealt  with 
separately.

If  the  snow  cannot  be  wholly  cleared  therefrom 
such  owner  or  agent  shall  cause  it  to  be  removed  to  such  extent  as  will 
leave  the  sidewalk  safe  for  travel.  If  the  snow  is  not  removed  as  above 
provided,  it  shall  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  agent  by 
the  Selectmen.  Any  such  owner  or  agent  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
By-Law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  violation 
thereof.

Plan  Showing  Town  Land  Off  Bellevue  Ave.  To  Be  Disposed  Of,”  dated 
April  10,  1961,  by  R.  A.  Hamilton,  Town  Engineer,  which  parcel  is  no  longer 
required  for  public  purposes,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

VOTED:  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  sell  and 
convey  by  appropriate  deed  for  a  sum  not  less  than  $100.00  a  certain  parcel 
of  land  being  shown  as  Parcel  #1,  containing  986  square  feet,  on  a  plan 
entitled  “Town  of  Norwood,  Mass.  Plan  Showing  Town  Land  Off  Bellevue 
Ave.  To  Be  Disposed  of,”  dated  April  10,  1961,  by  R.  A.  Hamilton,  Town 
Engineer,  which  parcel  is  no  longer  required  for  public  purposes,  and  being 
described  as  follows  according  to  said  plan  to  be  recorded  herewith: 
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Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly  side  line  of 
Bellevue  Avenue  and  the  line  marking  the  westerly  end  of  layout  of  Bellevue 
Avenue,  thence  running  S  11°  29'  E,  99.50  feet  by  land  of  owner  unknown, 
thence  S78°31,W,  10  feet;  thence  N 11°  29'  W,  97.81  feet;  and  N  68° 
56'  E,  10.14  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning.  The  last  three  bounds  being  by 
other  land  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  assume  liability  in  the  manner 
provided  by  Section  29  of  Chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  Chapter  5,  Acts  of  1955,  for  all  damages  that  may  be  incurred 
by  work  to  be  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  for  the  improvement,  development,  maintenance  and  protection  of 
tidal  and  non-tidal  rivers  and  streams,  harbors,  tidewaters,  foreshores  and 
shores  along  a  public  beach,  including  the  Merrimack  and  Connecticut 
Rivers,  in  accordance  with  Section  11  of  Chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  a  bond  of  indemnity 
therefor  to  the  Commonwealth. 

VOTED:  To  so  assume  liability. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
by  taxation  or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  and  appropriate 
to  meet  the  expense  of  Water  Construction. 

VOTED:  That  $8,096.40  be  transferred  from  Surplus  Revenue. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
by  taxation  or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  and  appropriate 
to  meet  the  expense  of  Drains  Construction. 

VOTED:  That  $4,500.00  be  transferred  from  Surplus  Revenue. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
by  taxation  or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  and  appropriate 
to  meet  the  expense  for  construction  alterations  for  the  Memorial  Municipal 
Office  Building. 

VOTED:  That  $25,000.00  be  transferred  from  Surplus  Revenue. 
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Veterans  Memorial  Fund  Study  Committee 


In  April  of  1945,  citizens  of  Norwood  formed  the  Norwood  Servicemen’s 
Fund  Committee.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  raise  funds. 


In  June  of  1946,  the  original  committee  decided  to  erect  a  Veterans’ 
Memorial  Building  in  Norwood,  with  the  funds  so  raised. 

From  1946  to  1959,  approximately  half  a  dozen  committees  had  been 
appointed  to  make  a  study  of  an  appropriate  memorial  building  at  a  suit¬ 
able  location.  According  to  Mass,  law,  and  the  by-laws  of  the  original  com¬ 
mittee,  this  memorial  must  meet  the  general  requirements  of  the  original 
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plan,  and  the  overall  approval  of  committees  and  organizations  connected 
with  such  a  memorial.  Unfortunately,  these  conditions  could  not  be  met 
because  one  or  more  of  the  controlling  groups  failed  to  approve  the  many 
and  varied  recommendations  of  these  study  committees. 

In  April  of  1960,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  insert  an  article  at 
the  next  special  town  meeting  authorizing  the  town  moderator  to  appoint 
a  study  committee  for  the  Norwood  Servicemens  Fund.  At  the  next  special 
town  meeting,  its  members  voted  to  have  such  a  committee  appointed.  The 
following  month,  May  1960,  the  present  committee  was  appointed. 

Our  committee  began  its  task  toy  studying  the  intent  of  the  original 
plan  and  continued  its  study  keeping  this  important  requirement  in  mind. 
For  a  period  of  about  six  months  we  reviewed  many  of  the  recommendations 
of  prior  study  committees,  discussed  and  studied  many  possible  plans,  and 
carefully  weighed  the  response  received  from  a  survey  we  conducted  by  mail 
of  town  social  and  civic  groups.  A  plan  unanimously  acceptable  to  this 
Study  Committee  was  formulated. 

Shortly  thereafter  we  presented  this  plan  to  the  Norwood  Veterans 
Council  (representing  Norwood  Vets  groups)  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Servicemens  Fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  General  Committee  of 
the  Servicemens  Fund.  All  of  these  groups  voted  favorably  on  our  recom¬ 
mendations.  For  the  first  time  in  16  years  all  parties  involved  were  in 
agreement.  To  quote  one  of  our  Selectmen  “It  looks  like  this  project  is 
finally  going  to  get  off  the  ground.” 

At  present,  the  balance  of  the  fund  is  approximately  $86,000  with  about 
$9,000  outstanding  in  pledges  which  will  be  realized,  totaling  $95,000. 

16  years  of  waiting  has  substantially  reduced  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  monies  donated  to  the  memorial  fund.  The  present  balance  of  funds  is 
inadequate  to  erect  a  suitable  memorial  building.  There  is  a  solution  how¬ 
ever.  The  administrators  of  the  fund  have  agreed  to  turn  over  the  funds  to 
the  town  if  the  town  will  make  up  the  difference  in  cost  to  erect  such  a 
memorial.  The  memorial  would  then  become  town  property.  The  building 
recommended  by  this  committee  would  contain  2  large  meeting  halls,  5 
small  rooms,  2  rest  rooms,  2  kitchens,  and  an  auditorium  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  approximately  400.  These  halls  or  rooms  would  be  available  to 
local  social  and  civic  organizations  as  well  as  other  groups  that  the  town 
sees  fit  to  approve. 

The  recommendations  of  our  Study  Committee  have  been  verbally 
approved  by  the  Attorney  Generals  Office  and  written  assent  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  when  we  make  our  request  for  funds. 

Our  committee  is  recommending  that  the  Memorial  Building  be  located 
on  Nahatan  Street  opposite  the  Star  Market  and  adjacent  to  the  Forrest 
Construction  Co. 

According  to  plans  filed  with  the  Town  Engineers  Office  there  is 
adequate  room  for  a  fire  house  and  the  memorial  building  at  this  location. 
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Several  weeks  ago  this  committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Finance  Commission.  At  that  time,  this  committee  presented  the  follow¬ 
ing  articles  to  be  placed  on  tonights  warrant:. 

ARTICLE  #1 

To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Veterans’  Memorial  Fund  Study 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  #2 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  seven  to  procure  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  for  the 
construction  of  a  memorial  building  to  be  used  as  a  community  center  to 
be  located  upon  town-owned  land  known  as  Dunn’s  Field  or  at  some  other 
suitable  central  location,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  certain  sum  of 
money  for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

The  vote  on  this  article  will  be  subject  to  the  Probate  Court’s  approval 
of  any  change  in  the  original  plan. 

ARTICLE  #3 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  money  in  the  Veterans’ 
Memorial  Building  fund  to  be  used,  together  with  additional  town  funds, 
for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  building. 

The  vote  on  this  article  will  be  subject  to  the  Probate  Court’s  approval 
of  any  change  in  the  original  plan. 

Items  2  and  3  were  omitted  from  tonights  warrant  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Commission  and  a  vote  of  this  Committee, 
in  view  of  the  present  heavy  financial  commitments  of  the  town  this  year. 

In  1962  this  Committee  is  going  to  ask  town  meeting  members  to 
accept  the  Servicemens  Memorial  Funds,  appropriate  additional  sums  and 
appoint  a  building  committee  to  give  Norwood  an  enduring  memorial  to  its 
veterans  both  living  and  dead.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
by  transfer  from  available  funds  and/or  by  borrowing  and  appropriate  the 
said  sum  for  Sewer  Construction. 

VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $211,800.00  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  the  Norwood-Walpole  interceptor  sewer,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $60,760.00,  representing  the  amount  contri¬ 
buted  by  the  Town  of  Walpole  as  its  share  of  the  cost  of  the  project,  be

REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  fifth  annual  report  of  my 
conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  laws  applicable  to  municipal  government 
bring  requests  for  interpretation  of  the  law  which  require  constant  study 
of  the  new  legislation  in  its  relation  to  our  activities  in  order  to  competently 
advise  those  charged  with  the  conduct  of  our  own  government. 

Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  furnished 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal  opin¬ 
ions  upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder,  drafting  of  deeds,  agreements  and 
various  other  instruments. 

The  service  rendered  dealt  with  practically  every  phase  of  municipal 
activity. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  connection  with  the  above  activity 
that  many  questions  arose  which  required  much  research  to  find  the  proper 
answers  and  many  hours  were  applied  to  this  end. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Various  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  were  made 
against  the  Town  arising  out  of  alleged  defective  conditions  in  public  ways 
concerning  which  opinions  as  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  were 
given  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  disposition  of  claims. 

Selectmen 

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made, 
theif  the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel. 

A  number  of  these  cases  were  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  thousands  of  dollars  were  recovered,  a  large  part  of  which 
came  back  to  the  Town  treasury. 
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Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by 
and  against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little 
or  no  ‘backlog”,  so  called. 

Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of  the 
great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  community 
such  as  ours.  The  uniform  spirit  of  co-operation  and  friendliness  extended 
to  me  by  Town  boards,  committees,  officials  and  friends  throughout  this 
past  year  has  greatly  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  and  I  shall 
be  ever  mindful  of  their  loyalty  and  friendship.

Dear  Mr.  Blasenak: 

The  Committee  on  Industrial  Development  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
hereby  submits  its  eleventh  annual  report. 

Industrial  progress  made  in  the  past  year  is  as  follows: 

A  new  brick-faced  building,  built  in  two  stages  and  totaling  50,706 
square  feet,  at  the  Plimpton  Press. 

An  addition  to  the  Nortronics  precision  products  division  at  100  Morse 
Street  containing  21,450  square  feet. 

A  new  warehouse  and  office  building  on  Morse  Street  built  by  Scovill 
Manufacturing  Company  and  containing  19,360  square  feet  is  nearing 
completion. 

A  l'o, 000  square  foot  factory  building  on  Lenox  Street  built  by  the  New 
England  Metallurgical  Corporation  to  house  new  heat-treating  machinery. 
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The  Towns  of  Norwood  and  Walpole  have  approved  funds  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  trunk  sewer  through  a  large  area  of  the  Norwood  Industrial 
Zone  from  the  M.D.C.  trunk  line  to  a  point  near  Route  1  and  Union  Street. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  has  joined  with  several  other  towns  along  the 
proposed  Route  No.  95  to  form  the  Regional  Industrial  Group  Route  95 
Association. 

During  the  year  1961  a  major  improvement  has  been  made  to  the  Ne- 
ponset  River  from  Traphole  Brook  to  Morse  Street  lowering  the  flood  level 
in  this  area  substantially.  This  improvement  has  helped  all  the  industries 
from  Bird  &  Sons  Inc.  to  Route  1  and  including  also  the  Cornell-Dubilier 
Electronic  Corporation  on  Route  1  adjacent  to  Meadow  Brook. 

In  a  letter  from  M.D.C.  Commissioner  Robert  F.  Murphy  dated  No¬ 
vember,  1961,  he  outlines  that  the  Neponset  River  from  Milton  Lower  Mills 
to  the  Traphole  Brook  will  be  developed  in  three  stages,  the  Norwood  end 
being  the  third  stage.  This  section  would  not  be  under  contract  for  at  least 
twelve  months.

REPORT  OF  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES

Dear  Sir: 

I  present  you  herewith,  the  annual  report  for  the  Dept,  of  Weights 
&  Measures  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 
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The  total  measuring  devices  used  commercially  that  were  inspected, 
tested  and  sealed  during  the  year  were  715  units.  The  688  units  sealed  as 
correct  for  use  within  legal  tolerance  required  164  adjustments.  There  were 
five  units  not  sealed  as  commercial  devices  and  prohibited  for  such  use, 
and  22  units  were  condemned  that  were  removed  from  service. 

There  were  545  surprise  spot  check  inspection  tests  of  reweighings 
made  on  various  essential  packaged  food  items.  Such  findings  indicated  302 
units  as  correct,  51  were  under  weight  and  192  were  over  weight.  Excep¬ 
tional  findings  were  ordered  to  be  removed  from  sale,  with  appropriate 
instructions  for  adjustments  and  proper  merchandising. 

The  towns  standard  avoirdupois  weights  were  transported  from  the 
town  office  to  the  state  dept,  laboratory  in  the  state  house  for  standardiza- 
tion  and  corrections  according  to  legislative  mandates,  and  returned.  The 
sealers’  field-working  equipment  was  test-balanced  against  these  standards 
as  required. 

The  total  fees  of  $457.70  were  collected  by  the  sealer  and  deposited  with 
the  town  treasurer  during  the  year. 

The  Planning  Board  found  discrepancies  in  measurements  and  place¬ 
ments  of  stone  bounds  in  a  development  which  were  not  being  corrected. 
The  sealer,  being  a  member  of  such  board  had  the  town  engineering  dept, 
survey  tape  standardized  and  its  exact  length  correctly  established  and  a 
record  thereof  presented  by  the  State  Div.  of  Standards.  The  sealer  then 
info  mied  the  particular  development  enginer  of  his  failure  to  comply  with 
Ch.  97  Sec.  3  G.L.  and  requested  him  to  do  so  forthwith,  make  proper  bound 
placements  or  suffer  prosecution  by  the  sealer;  all  of  which  he  willingly 
complied  with. 

Had  the  sealer  not  been  a  member  of  the  planning  board,  a  service 
from  which  he  reluctantly  retires  this  year,  this  problem  may  never  have 
been  corrected  due  to  the  lack  of  cooperation,  coordination  of  town  depart¬ 
ments  and  the  sadly  neglected  recognition  of  this  most  important  department, 
its  needs  and  services  which  are  so  pertinent  to  the  equity  and  lives  of 
all  our  citizens,  business  and  industry. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Manager,  Selectmen,  Police  Department,  State 
Department  Officials,  together  with  local  merchants,  industrial  representa¬ 
tives,  and  the  public,  for  their  respective  cooperation  with  this  department 
thus  making  it  possible  to  quietly  and  efficiently  realize  the  achievement 
of  this  report.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

The  department  answered  a  total  of  647  alarms  during  the  year  1961, 
classified  as  follows: 

122  Building  Fires 
204  Brush,  Grass  and  Woods 
108  Automobile 
57  False  Alarms 

86  Resuscitator — or  First  Aid  Calls 
68  Miscellaneous  Alarms,  (refrigerator,  gas,  etc.) 

2  Mutual  Aid  to  surrounding  Towns 
526  Ambulance  Calls 

584  Inspections  made  and  permits  issued  for  fuel  oil,  gases,  occu¬ 
pancy,  blasting  as  well  as  numerous  complaints  investigated.  Fire  Drills 
and  inspections  were  made  periodically  in  our  public  and  parochial  schools, 
hospital,  nursing  homes,  and  public  buildings.  In  addition  75,840  ft.  of 
various  size  hose,  1402  feet  of  ladders,  and  1,138,880  gallons  of  water  were 
used  at  fires  during  1961. 

During  the  year  periodic  departmental  drills  were  held  by  the  officers 
of  the  department.  Instructions  were  given  on  fire-fighting  and  rescue  evolu¬ 
tions  as  well  as  fire  prevention  and  first  aid. 

Membership  in  and  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  various  Fire  Chiefs 
Organizations  and  numerous  Civil  Defense  meetings,  will  always  be  an 
asset  to  me  in  the  administration  of  the  department.  At  these  meetings 
mutual  problems  are  openly  discussed  and  experiences  of  others  explained. 
Changes  in  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  Fire  Depart¬ 
ments  are  also  brought  to  our  attention.  This  information  is  relayed  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  department. 

In  my  recommendation  for  1962  I  must  repeat  my  previous  request  for 
the  expansion  of  your  fire  department.  The  reality  of  Route  95  will  defi¬ 
nitely  mean  the  development  of  the  Neponset  Valley  area  into  an  industrial 
site.  This  together  with  the  rapid  development  of  the  Westover  area  and 
the  proposed  Sumner  Street,  Route  1  area,  calls  for  immediate  action. 

1.  The  present  fire  station  is  totally  inadequate  with  overcrowded 
conditions  prevailing  in  every  respect.  There  is  a  definite  traffic  problem, 
increasing  daily  and  interfering  with  prompt  response  to  your  call.  Any

such  delay  could  mean  the  loss  of  life  and  permit  fires  to  gain  considerable 
headway. 

2.  Due  to  a  considerable  increase  in  our  population  and  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  dwellings,  industrial  and  business  buildings,  large  and 
small  fires  have  been  constantly  increasing  for  the  past  number  of  years 
without  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  manpower  of  the  fire  department. 
These  two  factors  go  hand  in  hand  if  the  safety  of  the  public  is  to  receive 
the  best  of  fire  protection  required. 

3.  In  order  to  maintain  the  best  efficiency  of  your  department  I  am 
again  requesting  that  the  manpower  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  at  least 
one  officer  and  eight  additional  fire  fighters. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  department,  Town  officials,  members  of 
the  public  works,  Police  and  Light  Departments,  as  well  as  the  neighboring 
Fire  Departments  of  Dedham,  Westwood,  Walpole,  Canton,  Needham,  Brook¬ 
line  and  Boston  for  their  fine  co-operation  and  willingness  to  assist  this 
department  at  any  time.

Organization 

On  April  4,  1961,  James  T.  Flaherty  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  ending  April  1,  1964. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1961 

On  May  3,  1961,  the  Board  of  Assessors  determined  the  tax  rate  for 
the  year  1961  to  be  $63.00  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation,  a 
decrease  of  $1.00  from  the  1960  rate  of  $64.00.  The  School  Tax  Rate  was 
determined  to  be  $27.50  and  the  General  Tax  Rate  $35.00. 
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Motor  Vehicle  and  Trailer  Excise 


9,296  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  were  assessed  for  the  year  1961  and 
excise  in  the  amount  of  $364,158.50  was  committed  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes. 

The  1961  rate  for  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  was  $66.00  per  thousand. 


Appellate  Tax  Board  Cases 


During  the  year  1961,  eight  appeals  relating  to  valuations  of  the  years 
1958,  1959,  and  1960  were  settled  or  withdrawn. 

Hearings  on  six  appeals  relating  to  valuations  of  the  years  1958,  1959, 
and  1960  were  held  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  in  1961.  On  all  six 
appeals  the  Assessors  valuations  were  upheld.  Applicants  requests  for 
abatements  were  denied.  As  of  December  31,  1961,  there  were  pending  before 
the  Appellate  Tax  Board  the  following  appeals  from  valuations  determined 
by  the  Assessors:

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1961. 

The  present  Board  was  re-appointed  May  1,  1961  by  the  Selectmen  for 
a  one  year  term. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Welfare  Board  on  June  19,  1961  Mr.  Joseph 
G.  Breen  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Made  a  part  of  this  report  is  a  monthly  summary  detailing  the  number 
of  cases  active  at  the  end  of  each  month.  This  table  also  gives  the  total 
number  of  individuals  involved.  Three  types  of  aid  are  represented  namely — 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance  and  General  Relief. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  category  shows  an  increasing  trend. 
This  can  be  attributed  to  several  reasons — liberalization  of  the  Aid  to  De¬ 
pendent  Children  policies,  general  increase  in  Norwood’s  population  and 
transfers  from  other  municipalities. 

There  has  been  much  activity  by  the  Department  in  the  obtaining  of 
complaints  against  deserting  and  non-supporting  husbands  by  action  at 
Dedham  District  Court.  Findings  have  been  made  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  funds  have  been  made  available  to  the  families  involved. 

Disability  Assistance  has  leveled  off  during  the  last  six  months  of  1961. 
The  cost  per  case  remains  in  the  higher  bracket  due  to  the  medical  needs 
of  the  persons  in  the  group. 

Recipients  not  eligible  for  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  or  the  Dis¬ 
ability  Assistance  category  are  given  General  Relief. 

Those  persons  receiving  General  Relief  included  those  temporarily 
out  of  work  due  to  sickness,  accidents,  loss  of  income  and  some  unemployable 
persons.  Also  included  were  persons  boarded  in  private  families  and  some 
in  Institutions. 

There  were  only  a  few  persons  receiving  General  Relief  because  of 
lay-offs  in  industry.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  State  Unemployment  office 
and  by  close  supervision  this  type  of  cases  was  of  slight  duration. 

The  Town  Counsel  during  1961  has  been  called  upon  often  for  advice 
and  to  do  necessary  legal  work  in  connection  with  the  needs  of  the  Welfare 
Department. 

Inquiries  are  made  to  the  Welfare  Department  from  many  sources  for 
advice  and  information  and  these  are  referred  to  other  agencies  if  not 
within  the  scope  of  the  local  Welfare  Department. 
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The  State  Department  of  Public  AVelfare  Medical  Care  Plan  still  does 
not  allow  the  local  Department  to  pay  for  the  services  of  physicians  or 
surgeons  attending  Welfare  recipients  who  are  patients  at  the  Norwood 
Hospital.  This  policy  means  that  in  some  instances  patients  must  be  taken 
to  hospitals  in_  Boston,  necessitating  transfer  by  ambulance. 

Hospital  rates  as  certified  for  the  AVelfare  Departments,  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Administration  and  Finances  were  increased  generally  as  of 
January  1,  1961. 

Federal  Government  monthly  grants  are  received  which  are  applied 
directly  to  the  Welfare  payments  to  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Dis¬ 
ability  Assistance  cases. 

Federal  Government  grants  are  also  received  which  are  applied  directly 
to  the  Administrative  costs  of  the  AVelfare  Department. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  shares  in  the  cost  of  the  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  and  Disability  Assistance  programs.  These  funds  are  not  applic¬ 
able  directly  to  the  costs  of  these  categories,  but  must  be  deposited  with 
the  Town  Treasurer  in  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account. 

During  1961  legislation  was  passed  allowing  the  Commonwealth  of 
Mass,  to  share  in  the  cost  of  the  Administrative  expense  of  the  Welfare 
Department.  These  funds  are  not  directly  available  to  the  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  but  are  deposited  in  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  with  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  yearly  report  of  the  Town  Accountant  gives  the  detail  as  to  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  AA'elfare  Department. 

The  AVelfare  Board  and  employees  of  the  Department  express  their 
appreciation  to  all  Town  Departments  and  officials  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  past  year.

Listed  below  is  a  table  showing  the  caseload  by  month  of  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Medical  Aid  for  the  Aged. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  has  been  in  effect  for  a  full-  year  in 
1961.  Some  forty  cases  were  transferred  from  Old  Age  Assistance  in 
November  1961.  This  accounts  for  the  drop  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  case¬ 
load  over  1960 —

In  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  category  the  eligibility 
requirements  have  been  broadened.  It  is  also  possible  for  the  time  a  person 


receives  this  type  of  aid  to  be  of  short  duration,  but  with  a  cost  per  case 


high.  Cases  admitted  to  hospitals  for  acute  sickness  come  under  this  group. 


As  in  any  new  program  of  assistance,  the  caseload  gradually  increases, 
and  during  1961  the  number  of  active  cases  was  increased  by  fifteen. 

In  the  Old  Age  Assistance  category  the  caseload  showed  little  variation 
during  the  last  nine  months  of  the  year. 

The  Federal  Government  participates  in  the  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  by  rendering  monthly  grants  for  the 
direct  use  of  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  also  shares  in  the  cost  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and  these  funds  are 
deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Federal  Government  also  contributes  funds  to  be  used  directly  to 
defray  the  administrative  costs  in  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  commencing  in  1961  participated  in  the 
administrative  costs  and  these  funds  are  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer. 
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Medical  Costs  continue  to  increase  in  1961 — hospital  per  diem  costs  as 
charged  the  Department  are  higher  and  Nursing  Home  rates  increased 
slightly. 

The  Norwood  Housing  Board  Project  for  the  Aged  opened  in  December 
1961.  This  facility  will  provide  modern  and  centrally  located  apartments 
for  the  elderly  at  a  reasonable  rental. 

Several  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  have  been  selected  and  are  now  living 
in  the  apartments. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Accountant  shown  elsewhere  in  the 
Town  Report  contains  the  financial  report  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau. 

The  Bureau  express  their  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  of  all  Town 
Departments  and  Officials  during  1961.

REPORT  OF  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

January  1,  1962

Dear  Sir: 

It  is  once  again  our  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  our  report  of  activities 
of  the  Recreation  Department,  the  thirteenth  such  report  we  have  submitted, 
and  the  seventeenth  since  the  Department  began  operation  on  a  full  time 
basis. 

We  have  continued  our  efforts  in  the  year  just  past  to  provide  interesting 
and  worthwhile  leisure  time  activities  for  all  segments  of  Norwood’s 
citizenry.  Their  acceptance  of  the  program  is  reflected  in  the  general 
increase  in  participation  in  and  attendance  at  the  various  activities. 
Activities  for  the  school  age  group  and  the  senior  citizen  group  particularly 
showed  increases  in  participation  and  attendance,  while  activities  for  young 
adult  and  adult  groups  remained  about  the  same. 
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The  many  and  varied  programs  and  activities  of  the  Recreation 
Department  are  described  in  narrative  form  in  the  ensuing  paragraphs. 
Where  appropriate,  recommendations  have  been  included  for  improving 
facilities  and  programs. 


Summer  Playgrounds 

Playground  attendance  for  the  year  1961  showed  an  increase  of  2739 
boys  and  girls  over  the  previous  year  and  the  total  attendance  figures  for 
the  season  were  the  highest  since  such  records  have  been  kept.  Eight 
playgrounds  showed  net  gains  for  the  year  and  four  showed  slight  net 
losses  in  attendance  over  the  preceeding  year.  Four  and  one  half  days  were 
lost  out  of  the  nine  week  schedule  because  of  rain,  and  this  makes  the 
high  figures  even  more  remarkable. 

Playgrounds  were  conducted  under  supervision  for  a  nine  week  season 
beginning  Monday  June  26th  through  Thursday  August  24th.  Playgrounds 
were  open  daily  for  a  six  hour  period.  They  were  open  mornings  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  noon,  and  afternoons  from  1:30  to  4:30  p.m.  Playgrounds  were 
conducted  at  six  School  Department  locations  —  Balch,  Callahan,  Shattuck, 
Winslow,  Prescott,  and  Cleveland.  Playgrounds  were  also  conducted  at  the 
six  Recreation  Department  areas  —  Endean,  Wilson  Street,  Pleasant  Park, 
Father  McAleer’s,  Bond  Street  and  the  Recreation  Center.  The  Recreation 
Center  was  operated  exclusively  for  boys  and  Bond  Street  exclusively  for 
girls  and  small  boys.  All  other  playgrounds  were  operated  for  both  boys 
and  girls  of  all  ages,  with  a  male  and  a.  female  Playground  Leader  on  duty 
to  supervise  activities  at  all  times  the  playground  was  open.  Because  of 
construction  work  still  going  on  at  the  Senior  High  School,  no  playground 
was  run  there,  but  it  is  contemplated  that  this  area  will  be  reopened  in 
1962  with  supervision  for  boys  and  girls  as  at  all  other  areas. 

Members  of  the  Playground  staff  attended  a  one  day  Playground 
Leadership  meeting  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  season.  A  program  was 
presented  on  that  day  designed  to  acquaint  the  staff  with  their  duties  and 
to  cover  various  phases  of  the  summer  program  and  activities.  Subjects 
covered  included  Playground  Management,  Leadership,  Games,  First  Aid, 
Arts  and  Crafts,  and  Tennis. 

Weekly  Staff  Meetings  were  held  for  all  members  of  the  playground 
staff.  At  these  meetings,  additional  instruction  was  provided,  suggestions 
were  made  and  criticisms  offered,  all  intended  to  help  the  staff  members  in 
carrying  out  their  duties  more  effectively  and  efficiently. 

Norwood  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  such  a  fine  group  of  young 
people  interested  in  serving  as  Playground  Leaders.  Without  them,  our 
Playground  program  could  not  continue  to  realize  the  success  that  it  has 
enjoyed  for  many  years. 

The  organization  and  conduct  of  all  the  various  leagues  in  baseball 
and  softball  for  boys  and  girls  was  handled  by  the  Supervisor  of  Sports. 
Baseball  leagues  were  run  for  three  different  age  groups  with  approximately 
160  games  being  played  during  the  season.  Boys  from  age  6  up  through  age 
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15  participated  in  these  leagues.  The  softball  leagues  were  conducted  for 
girls  in  two  age  groups,  with  girls  age  6  through  age  15  participating.  A 
total  of  70  softball  games  were  played  during  the  year.  The  Supervisor 
handled  all  scheduling,  equipment,  direction  of  games,  and  publicity  for  all 
five  leagues.  In  addition,  the  Supervisor  had  the  responsibility  of  directing 
the  activities  of  the  Playground  Leaders,  advising  and  criticizing  where 
indicated,  and  in  general  assisting  the  Leaders  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 
He  also  assisted  in  planning  and  conducting  the  many  special  events  that 
were  part  of  the  program. 

The  Supervisor  of  Arts  and  Crafts  had  direct  responsibility  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Arts  and  Crafts  program  that  was  carried  on  at  each  play¬ 
ground.  Major  projects  were  scheduled  each  week,  with  the  Supervisor 
visiting  each  area  once  during  the  week  to  instruct  the  Leaders  and  the 
children.  In  addition,  the  Supervisor  prepared  and  distributed  a  large 
amount  of  material  to  the  Leaders  during  the  season.  She  also  met  with  the 
Leaders  at  the  weekly  Staff  Meetings.  Girls  and  small  boys  attending  play¬ 
ground  find  Arts  and  Crafts  activities  perhaps  their  most  interesting  and 
enjoyable  activity,  and  the  success  of  the  program  in  the  year  past  is  again 
due  largely  to  the  imagination  and  enthusiasm  demonstrated  by  the  Super¬ 
visor  of  the  program. 

Each  day  of  the  season,  the  Supervisor  of  Tennis  was  on  duty  at  the 
Recreation  Center  courts  to  conduct  a  program  for  boys  and  girls  of  all 
ages.  A  schedule  was  set  up  for  the  children  from  each  playground  to 
report  for  instruction  on  a  regular  basis,  with  each  Playground  having  two 
such  periods  a  week.  Instruction  was  also  provided  those  coming  to  the 
courts  on  their  own.  All  equipment  was  furnished  by  the  Department.  A 
tournament  was  conducted  near  the  end  of  the  season  with  participants 
graded  according  to  age  and  skill.  Several  hundred  boys  and  girls 
participated  in  the  program  during  the  season,  many  of  them  improving 
their  skills  noticeably. 

Many  other  activities  were  engaged  in  by  the  various  playgrounds,  these 
varying  according  to  the  interests  of  the  children  at  each  playground. 
Individual  playgrounds  sponsored  such  activities  as  Doll  Shows,  Pet  Shows, 
Talent  Shows,  Picnics,  Nature  Walks,  etc.  The  Department  sponsored  a 
town  wide  Horseshoe  Tournament,  a  Playground  Swim  Meet,  and  other 
similar  events  that  proved  interesting  to  large  numbers  of  participants. 

The  three  annual  special  events  that  have  been  so  well  received  for 
the  past  several  years  were  conducted  again  in  1961.  These  events  were  the 
Nantasket  Outing,  the  trip  to  Fenway  Park  for  a  Red  Sox  baseball  game, 
and  the  visit  to  Norwood  by  the  Boston  Children’s  Theatre  Stagemobile.  All 
three  events  proved  to  be  more  enthusiastically  received  than  ever  before 
with  record  numbers  participating. 

In  order  to  continue  to  improve  the  playground  program  for  1962  and 
for  coming  years,  certain  specific  recommendations  may  be  made,  these 
based  on  our  own  experience  and  observations  as  well  as  those  of  members 
of  the  staff. 
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1.  Develop  facilities  in  Ellis  Gardens  area  at  least  to  such  an  extent 
that  small  children  can  be  taken  care  of.  The  nearest  playground,  the 
Callahan  School  playground,  is  much  to  far  for  small  children.  Existing 
town  owned  land  in  the  area  can  be  utilized. 

2.  Continue  improvement  of  Pleasant  Park  playground  hy  further 
filling,  loaming,  and  seeding  of  area  beyond  the  ball  field. 

3.  Construct  two  hard  surface  tennis  courts  at  the  Recreation  Center, 
adjacent  to  the  present  courts,  at  the  corne  of  East  Hoyle  and  Washington 
Streets.  This  woud  permit  play  much  earlier  in  the  season  than  now  possible 
and  would  extend  the  season  further  in  the  fall.  The  area  could  also  be  used 
for  basketball,  could  be  flooded  for  winter  skating,  and  could  be  used  for 
other  such  purposes. 

4.  Correct  drainage  problem  at  the  Father  McAleer  baseball  diamond. 
Wet  weather  the  past  two  spring  seasons  has  prohibited  use  of  the  field 
until  mid  June. 

5.  Carry  out  miscellaneous  smaller  projects  which  have  been  recom¬ 
mended  in  1962  budget  requests. 

Twilight  Baseball  League 

The  Twilight  Baseball  League  was  conducted  during  the  1961  summer 
season  for  boys  and  young  men  up  to  age  21.  Six  teams  took  part  in  league 
activities  which  involved  approximately  ninety  participants.  A  total  of  fifty 
games  were  played  during  the  season.  Games  were  played  on  two  evenings 
of  the  week  at  three  different  fields.  Equipment  and  supervision  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Recreation  Department.  In  addition  to  the  many  participants, 
the  games  provided  enjoyment  for  many  spectators. 

Girls  Softball  League 

More  than  one  hundred  girls  and  young  women  playing  on  six  different 
teams  participated  in  the  Girls  Softball  League  in  the  1961  season. 
Beginning  in  early  May  and  continuing  until  the  end  of  August,  games  were 
played  on  three  evenings  of  the  week  at  the  Recreation  Center  softball 
field.  Each  team  took  part  in  three  rounds  of  play  with  a  total  of  45  games 
being  played.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  season,  the  girls  in  the  league 
enjoyed  a  banquet  which  was  held  at  a  popular  nearby  restaurant. 

Fourth  of  July  Celebration 

The  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  was  greatly  expanded  in  1961.  Early 
in  the  year  a  committee  was  called  together  from  the  various  veteran  anjl 
civic  organizations  and  a  greatly  improved  and  expanded  program  was 
undertaken.  In  addition  to  the  funds  appropriated  for  the  Celebration,  funds 
were  solicited  from  the  public  to  support  the  program.  Beginning  with  a 
dance  the  night  before  the  holiday,  and  continuing  through  a  mammoth 
fireworks  display  the  night  of  the  holiday,  there  was  almost  continuous 
activity  with  events  and  activities  for  all.  The  Recreation  Department  had 
responsibility  for  an  N.E.A.A.A.U.  Swim  Meet  which  was  held  the  afternoon 
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of  the  holiday  and  which  attracted  outstanding  swimmers  from  the  entire 
east  coast.  Upwards  of  two  thousand  spectators  witnessed  the  Meet.  The 
Department  also  cooperated  in  conduct  of  the  Junior  Olympics  held  the 
morning  of  the  holiday.  All  in  all,  the  Celebration  was  one  of  the  finest 
Norwood  has  seen  in  many  years,  and  all  connected  with  it  in  any  way  are 
to  be  warmly  congratulated  for  their  efforts. 

Swimming  Program 

Father  McAleer  Pool  and  Hawes  Brook  Pool  opened  on  Saturday 
June  24th  and  were  open  each  day  of  the  week  until  Labor  Day.  The  pools 
were  open  Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00  a.m.  to  noon  for  swimming 
classes  and  from  12:30  p.m.  until  dark  for  general  public  swimming.  On 
Saturdays  the  pools  opened  at  noon,  and  Sundays  at  1:00  p.m.  and  remained 
open  each  day  until  dark. 

The  opening  for  the  first  time  of  the  new  bathhouse  at  Hawes  Brook 
Pool  enabled  us  to  offer  a  clean  and  sanitary  facility,  something  not 
possible  before  the  bathhouse  was  built  and  the  old  building  some  two 
hundred  feet  from  the  pool  had  to  be  used.  Both  pools  now  meet  recom¬ 
mended  standards  for  safety  and  sanitation. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  safety  record  for  1961  was  another 
unblemished  one.  No  serious  accidents  occured.  The  few  emergency  situa¬ 
tions  that  did  arise  were  handled  in  a  most  efficient  manner  by  the  members 
of  the  Lifeguard  staff  on  duty.  The  entire  Lifeguard  staff  and  the  Super¬ 
visor  of  the  Swimming  Program  are  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent 
way  in  which  they  carried  out  their  most  responsible  duties. 

A  complete  instructional  program  was  offered  with  classes  during  the 
summer  for  those  who  could  not  swim  at  all  up  through  expert  swimmers. 
Registrations  for  classes  was  conducted  in  the  spring  through  the  local 
schools  with  some  1800  boys  and  girls  signing  up  for  classes  and  ultimately 
assigned  to  classes.  Classes  were  arranged  for  a  two  week  period,  with 
each  class  meeting  for  a  one  hour  period  mornings,  Monday  through 
Friday.  Those  successfully  completing  courses  were  awarded  suitable 
Recreation  Department  certificates.  A  total  of  667  such  certificates  were 
awarded  as  follows:  305  Elementary,  119  Advanced  Elementary,  173  Ad¬ 
vanced,  58  Junior  Lifeguard,  and  12  Senior  Lifeguard.  Hundreds  of  others, 
although  unable  to  pass  the  final  test  for  their  certificates,  nevertheless 
benefitted  greatly  from  the  instruction  they  received. 

Two  Swim  Meets  were  held  during  the  season,  a  Playground  Swim 
Meet  for  Norwood  children  only  and  the  Annual  Regional  Swim  Meet  with 
swimmers  from  several  nearby  communities  participating.  The  latter  Meet 
was  won  by  the  Norwood  team  in  1961.  These  meets  provide  healthy 
competition  while  at  the  same  time  stimulating  interest  in  the  individual 
to  improve  his  swimming  skills.  As  mentioned  previously,  an  N.E.A.A.A.U. 
Swim  Meet  was  held  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool  as  part  of  the  Fourth  of  July 
Celebration. 

Recommendations  for  improving  facilities  and  program  are  contained 
in  the  1962  budget  requests. 
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Senior  Set 

The  two  senior  citizens  groups,  the  Golden  Age  Club  for  men,  and  the 
Women’s  Senior  Citizen’s  Club,  operated  separately  until  the  spring  of  the 
year.  Both  groups  held  regularly  scheduled  meetings  at  which  speakers, 
films,  entertainers,  etc.  were  presented,  and  in  addition  the  members  went  on 
tours,  attended  sporting  events,  shows,  and  the  like.  In  the  interests  of 
better  programming,  and  in  keeping  with  the  practice  in  other  communities, 
the  two  groups  were  combined  in  September  to  form  what  is  now  known 
as  “The  Senior  Set.”  Gatherings  of  the  Senior  Set  are  now  held  on  the 
average  of  every  three  weeks  with  the  same  general  types  of  programs 
being  presented.  Trips  also  are  conducted  for  the  combined  group  which  at 
prsent  has  approximately  two  hundred  on  the  mailing  list.  Activities  are 
conducted  at  the  first  floor  hall  of  the  Recreation  Center. 

Baton  Twirling 

Attendance  in  Baton  Twirling  classes  has  continued  very  high  with 
more  than  one  hundred  girls  in  the  age  group  of  six  to  eighteen  receiving 
expert  instruction  one  afternoon  of  the  week  at  the  Recreation  Center. 
Within  the  group  is  a  marching  unit  known  as  the  Norwood  Rec-Ettes.  This 
uniformed  group  takes  part  in  local  parades.  Another  most  successful  Open 
House  was  conducted  in  the  spring  of  the  year  when  Competition  was 
staged  among  the  Norwood  girls  in  the  classes  and  parents  and  friends 
had  the  opportunity  to  see  the  girls  perform.  In  the  fall  of  the  year,  the 
Norwood  Twirling  Club,  an  organization  of  parents  and  friends  of  the  girls 
joined  with  the  Department  to  present  the  Fourth  Annual  National  Baton 
Twirling  Association  Open  Competition  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School. 
Contestants  were  on  hand  from  all  New  England  states,  with  many 
champions  in  their  class  present.  The  Competition  was  again  an  out¬ 
standing  success,  and  thanks  are  due  the  members  of  the  Norwood  Twirling 
Club  for  their  efforts. 


Rifle  Club 

Boys  in  the  age  group  from  fourteen  through  eighteen  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  proper  use  of  firearms  under 
expert  instruction  and  supervision  in  the  Norwood  Recreation  Junior  Rifle 
Club.  The  Club  is  divided  into  a  Beginners  Group  and  an  Advanced  Group, 
with  each  group  meeting  one  evening  a  week  during  all  except  the  summer 
months  at  the  range  at  the  Municipal  Building.  After  learning  the  funda¬ 
mentals  of  marksmanship  and  safety,  the  boys  can  fire  for  individual 
awards,  take  part  in  team  postal  matches,  conducted  by  the  National  Rifle 
Association,  of  which  the  Club  is  a  member,  and  they  can  take  part  in 
shoulder-to-shoulder  matches  with  similar  organizations  in  this  area.  A 
total  of  sixty  boys  participate  in  the  Rifle  Club  program. 

Recreation  Basketball  League 

From  early  December  through  early  March  of  each  year  the  Recreation 
Basketball  League  is  operated  for  young  men  beyond  high  school  age  to 
provide  them  with  much  needed  physical  exercise  and  healthy  competition. 
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Six  teams  with  a  total  registration  of  more  than  ninety  young  men  took 
part  in  the  season  that  ended  in  late  February  1961,  and  a  like  number 
returned  upon  resumption  of  the  program  in  December.  Supervision,  equip¬ 
ment,  and  rental  fees  for  the  Senior  High  School  gym  are  provided  by  the 
Recreation  Department.  Games  are  played  on  two  evenings  of  the  week 
with  many  spectators  also  enjoying  the  games.  Construction  work  at  the 
Senior  High  School  has  only  slightly  interfered  with  the  program  and 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  School  officials  has  been  excellent  in  helping 
us  to  keep  the  program  functioning. 

Girls  Drama 

Approximately  one  hundred  fifty  girls  regularly  take  part  in  this  most 
popular  program  which  has  grown  yearly  since  its  beginning  many  years 
ago.  The  girls,  ranging  in  age  from  seven  through  thirteen,  meet  in 
regular  weekly  sessions  at  the  Recreation  Center  after  school  under  the 
direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drama  and  her  Associate  Supervisor.  During 
the  sessions,  many  activities  related  to  Drama  are  conducted  on  an  informal 
basis.  On  three  occasions  during  the  year,  Open  House  is  staged  when 
parents  and  friends  of  the  girls  have  an  opportunity  to  observe  first  hand 
the  work  of  the  girls.  Through  this  program,  the  girls  are  able  to  gain 
poise  and  confidence  in  expressing  thcmiselves  as  well  as  learning  funda¬ 
mentals  of  Drama,  all  the  time  enjoying  themselves. 

Halloween  Program 

Two  parties  were  conducted  on  Halloween  Night  in  1961  for  the  young 
people  of  Norwood.  Seventh  and  eighth  graders  had  their  party  at  Social 
Hall  of  the  Recreation  Center,  while  high  school  age  young  people  had 
their  party  at  the  Norwood  Armory.  Both  parties  were  supervised  by 
members  of  the  Department  staff  with  help  from  the  local  Police  Department 
and  members  of  the  National  Guard  Company  at  the  Armory.  Both  parties 
as  always  were  very  well  attended  and  were  run  off  without  trouble,  a  fact 
that  should  be  considered  a  tribute  to  the  young  people  attending.  Norwood’s 
continuing  negligible  record  of  vandalism  on  Halloween  attests  to  the 
value  of  the  parties. 


Friday  Dances 

Dances  are  conducted  each  Friday  evening  from  September  through 
May  for  eighth  and  seventh  graders  at  the  Recreation  Center.  An  orchestra 
is  engaged  to  play  for  dancing  in  Social  Hall,  the  dance  beginning  at  7:30 
and  ending  at  10:00  p.m.  Activities  during  the  evening  are  supervised  by 
members  of  the  Recreation  Department  staff  and  a  Police  Officer  is  on  duty 
at  each  dance.  A  token  admission  charge  of  25  cents  is  made  with  receipts 
being  turned  over  weekly  to  the  Treasurer.  Attendance  at  this  very 
popular  series  of  dances  runs  from  to  a  low  of  100  to  a  high  of  200 
according  to  the  weather,  season  of  the  year,  and  conflict  with  other 
activities. 
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Boys  Activities 

Supervision  is  provided  at  the  gym  at  Swimming  Pool  Hall  of  the 
Recreation  Center  each  afternoon  after  school  and  on  Saturdays  until  noon 
from  early  November  through  mid  April.  Boys  of  all  ages  and  sizes  are  able 
to  play  basketball  and  take  part  in  other  suitable  programs  under  super¬ 
vision,  with  each  boy  attending  invited  to  participate.  Many  boys  not 
capable  for  various  reasons  of  taking  part  in  more  highly  organized  sports 
activities,  can  through  this  more  or  less  informal  program,  take  part  in 
wholesome  and  enjoyable  competition.  Attendance  varies  according  to  the 
schedule  of  outside  activities,  but  there  are  never  less  than  twenty  five 
present  at  a  session,  and  often  there  are  upwards  of  fifty. 

Symphony  Orchestra 

After  having  been  inactive  through  the  1960-1961  season,  the  Norwood- 
Norfolk  County  Orchestra  was  revived  in  the  fall  of  1961  and  continues  to 
function  at  the  present  time  with  renewed  interest  and  membership.  The 
Orchestra  is  made  up  of  amateur  musicians  from  Norwood  and  surrounding 
communities  who  are  interested  in  getting  together  once  a  week  for  the 
purpose  of  playing  classical,  light  classical  and  popular  music.  Raymond 
F.  Fleck  has  returned  as  volunteer  director  of  the  Orchestra  for  the  new 
season  and  present  indications  are  that  the  Orchestra  will  stay  together 
through  the  season. 

Along  with  the  revival  of  the  Orchestra  came  a  revival  of  the  Norwood 
Christmas  Festival  of  Music  which  was  presented  at  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School  Auditorium  on  the  first  Sunday  of  December  as  a  suitable 
event  to  usher  in  the  Christmas  season  in  Norwood.  The  choirs  from  six 
local  churches  presented  selections  from  their  repertoire,  the  Orchestra 
presented  several  selections  and  accompanied  carol  singing  by  the  audience, 
and  for  the  finale  of  the  evening  all  choirs  joined  with  the  Orchestra  for 
a  thrilling  climax  rendition  of  two  appropriate  selections.  This  Seventh 
Annual  Christmas  Festival  of  Music  was  enjoyed  by  a  capacity  audience 
which  was  loud  in  its  praise  of  this  fine  event.  Sincere  congratulations  are 
due  to  all  who  cooperated  to  make  the  event  such  a  success. 

Miscellaneous 

The  Recreation  Department  and  its  staff  was  able  to  assist  many 
individuals  and  organizations  during  the  year  with  projects  related  to 
recreation.  The  Department  cooperated  with  other  municipal  departments 
in  such  programs  as  coasting  streets,  skating  areas,  lighting  of  areas, 
maintenance  of  areas,  etc.  The  Superintendent  appeared  before  local  groups 
to  tell  of  the  functions  and  programs  of  the  Department.  Material  was 
prepared  and  distributed  to  new  comers  to  Norwood  through  the  Welcome 
Wagon.  The  Superintendent  served  as  Secretary  for  the  Senior  Citizens 
Committee,  as  a  member  of  the  Veterans’  Fund  Study  Committee,  and 
until  June  w’as  Chairman  of  the  Water  Safety  Committee  of  the  Norwood 
Branch  of  the  American  National  Red  Cross. 
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Conclusion 

The  programs  and  activities  described  herein  could  not  have  been 
planned  or  carried  out  without  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  many 
other  individuals  and  groups.  We  are  especially  appreciative  of  the 
assistance  given  by  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  by  the  Selectmen’s  Advisory  Committee,  and  by  many  other 
official  and  unofficial  town  bodies.  Sincere  thanks  also  go  to  the  many 
persons  employed  in  various  capacities  during  the  year  for  their  continuing 
loyalty,  enthusiasm,  and  efficiency.  Lastiy,  we  wish  to  express  appreciation 
to  the  countless  participants  in  the  various  programs  for  their  under¬ 
standing  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.  All  we  ask  is  the  continuing 
cooperation  and  help  of  all  these  individuals  and  groups  in  order  that  we 
may  continue  to  serve  Norwood’s  growing  population  by  offering  good 
programs  and  good  facilities  for  their  recreation.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  a  public  corporation  formed  in 
August  of  1948  to  administer  all  types  of  Public  Housing. 

It  is  composed  of  four  elected  officials  and  one  State-appointed  member. 
One  member  is  appointed  or  elected  each  year  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Mr.  Frank  Walsh  was  reappointed  as  the  State  Representative  on  July 
2.  1961. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75-unit  State-aided  Veterans 
Development  constructed  in  1950  and  a  50-unit  State-aided  Elderly  Develop¬ 
ment  completed  December  1,  1961. 

Since  both  of  these  developments  were  constructed  as  a  result  of  State 
Legislation  under  Chapters  200  and  667  of  the  State  Housing  Laws,  all  major 
decisions  and  expenditures  must  receive  final  approval  of  the  State  Housing 
Board.  The  Commonwealth  guarantees  payment  of  bonds  over  a  40  year 
period  and  pays  a  subsidy  of  2 y2%  of  the  Development  cost  on  each  project. 

The  primary  purpose  of  all  State-aided  Public  Housing  is  to  provide 
decent  housing  for  the  low-income  groups  at  rents  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

The  Veterans  Development  has  33  single  houses  with  3  bedrooms,  12 
duplex  and  6  triplex  apartment  buildings  with  2  bedrooms.  The  Authority 
intends  to  paint  the  exteriors  of  these  buildings  in  the  spring  of  1962. 

The  Elderly  Development  has  50  3-room  apartments  housed  in  6  build¬ 
ings  and  a  Community  Building  located  on  Adams  Street.  All  50  tenants 
signed  leases  on  December  15,  1961  and  the  Project  was  100%  occupied  on 
January  1,  1962. 

In  the  fall  of  1961,  Mr.  John  E.  Bamber,  a  member  of  the  Authority  for 
11  years,  passed  away.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  give  recognition 
to  Mr.  Bamber’s  unselfish  devotion  and  sacrifice  during  his  long  years  of 
service  on  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority.

REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  was  held 
on  Monday,  January  23,  1962  in  the  Municipal  Building.  Frederick  F.  Brown 
was  elected  Chairman  and  James  T.  O’Sullivan  was  elected  Clerk.  Other 
members  of  the  Board  included  J.  Edward  Bamber,  Thomas  K.  McManus, 
and  Paul  M.  Murphy.  Miss  Inez  Gallazzi  was  retained  as  Secretary,  and 
Walter  R.  Ryan  as  engineer  for  the  year  of  1961. 

The  Planning  Board,  at  their  initial  meeting,  also  met  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  discuss  the  development  of  Arnold  and  Audubon  Roads  rela¬ 
tive  to  sewer  which  would  be  entering  the  town  trunk  line  in  the  area.  The 
Planning  Board  agreed  to  take  the  recommendations  of  the  Selectmen  under 
advisement,  via  the  Town  Engineer.

5.  Plan  of  Boston  Edison  Company  requesting  endorsement  as  not 
requiring  subdivision  approval.  The  Board  forwarded  the  plan  to  the 
Selectmen  because  it  was  felt  the  plan  does  not  meet  provisions  of  the 
subdivision  control  law. 

6.  Discussesd  possibility  of  hiring  a  full-time  engineer. 

Meeting  of  August  3,  1961 

1.  Special  meeting  to  discuss  deplorable  conditions  of  the  streets  in 
sections  developed  by  Leo  Wolf  in  Westover  area.  After  a  lengthy  dis¬ 
cussion,  the  Planning  Board  voted  that  bonds  for  the  completion  of  Stearns 
Drive,  Cushing  Road,  Churchill  Drive,  Avon  Road,  Buckingham  Road, 
Downing  Street,  Bonney  Lane,  Manchester  Road,  Mayfair  Street,  Dorset 
Street  and  Mayfair  Circle,  be  declared  in  default  and  that  Town  Counsel  be 
advised  to  proceed  forthwith  in  the  completion  of  said  streets  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  of  the  Town  of  Norwood.  The  Board  also  voted  to 
inquire  of  Town  Counsel  whether  there  are  additional  steps  to  be  taken  by 
the  Planning  Board  regarding  each  bond  and  if  so,  please  advise  the  Board 
immediately. 

2.  Copies  of  letter  to  Counsel  also  forwarded  to  Town  Clerk,  General 
Manager,  Town  Engineer,  Health  Agent,  and  representative  of  the  Westover 
area  in  question. 

3.  The  Board  requested  a  list  of  all  streets  with  outstanding  bonds. 

4.  Made  inquiry  of  the  General  Manager  as  to  extent  of  police  protec¬ 
tion,  etc.,  in  the  area  in  question.  Inquired  of  Board  of  Health  with  respect 
to  poor  condition  due  to  sewers  backing  up  in  the  area. 

5.  Voted  to  conditionally  release  lot  53  on  Barberry  Lane,  pending 
receipt  of  $500  from  the  developer,  and  report  of  Town  Engineer  on 
condition  of  utilities. 

6.  Refused  to  reduce  bonds  on  Burnley  and  Surrey  Roads  as  a  result 
of  engineering  report  noting  discrepancies.  Bond  reduction  on  Devon  Road 
and  Mayfair  Circle  refused  for  same  reason. 

7.  Voted  to  notify  all  developers  to  submit  certification  from  their 
engineers  in  accordance  with  Town  Engineer’s  recommendation  assuring 
the  Planning  Board  that  all  stone  bounds  have  been  properly  set. 

Meeting  of  August  21, 1961 

1.  Considered  request  of  John  Macchi  that  business  district  be  extended 
to  entire  depth  of  his  land  in  South  Norwood. 
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2.  Discussed  at  length  proposed  development  of  Frank  Simoni  adjacent 
to  his  Rustic  Acres  area  to  be  located  in  Walpole  re  potential  drainage 
problem. 

3.  Discussed  possible  development  of  eight  lots  on  Roxanna  Street. 
Requested  preliminary  plan  of  area. 

4.  Appointment  scheduled  with  Leo  Wolf  cancelled  due  to  action  of  the 
Board  to  declare  bonds  in  default  at  previous  meeting.  Forwarded  letter  to 
Counsel  informing  him  of  the  Board’s  position. 

5.  Voted  to  release  bond  for  section  of  Greenwich  Road.  Requested 
engineering  report  on  Varwood  Circle.  Signed  conditional  release  on  four 
lots  on  Westover  Parkway.  Also  asked  for  engineering  report  on  certain 
lots  located  on  Heather  Drive,  Meadow  Street,  and  Ridgewood  Drive. 
Requested  engineering  report  on  sections  of  Yarmouth  Road  and  lots  on 
Croyden  Road. 

6.  Requested  progress  report  from  Town  Counsel  re  Nottingham  Drive 
situation. 

7.  The  Board  voted  to  send  letter  to  Town  Counsel  requesting: 

a.  That  Counsel  proceed  to  claim  bonds  in  the  Westover  area  and 
submit  a  report  of  progress  on  the  seizure  of  bonds. 

b.  That  the  Planning  Board  be  informed  as  to  any  agreements 
made  between  the  developer  and  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  what, 
if  any,  work  had  been  done  in  the  area  by  the  Town. 

8.  The  Planning  Board  voted  to  send  a  copy  of  the  above  letter  to  the 
Selectmen,  in  addition  to  requesting  of  the  Selectmen  for  a  reason,  if  any, 
as  to  why  the  Planning  Board  had  not  received  any  notification  from  Town 
Counsel  of  action  taken  in  this  matter.  The  Board  also  informed  the 
Selectmen  that  it  would  be  appreciated  if  the  Planning  Board  were 
notified  when  meetings  are  scheduled  to  discuss  Planning  Board  matters. 

9.  A  list  of  unaccepted  streets  was  forwarded  to  the  Selectmen  with  an 
inquiry  as  to  what  progress  is  being  made  with  respect  to  getting  the 
streets  ready  for  acceptance. 

10.  The  Planning  Board  informed  the  Selectmen  of  a  new  policy  whereby 
the  Planning  Board  intends  to  try  to  get  the  unaccepted  streets  on  the 
acceptance  program  immediately  after  the  bond  is  released  so  that  there 
will  be  a  minimum  of  expense  on  the  taxpayers  for  maintenance  between 
bond  release  and  street  acceptance. 

11.  Discussed  at  length  the  Arnold-Audubon  Road  modification.  Because 
a  quorum  would  not  sign  the  modification  plan  the  matter  was  referred  to 
Town  Counsel  for  advice  as  to  whether  an  unreasonable  amount  of  time 
had  elapsed  since  the  vote  to  modify. 

Meeting  of  September  11,  1961 

1.  Discussed  petition  for  rezoning  of  area  located  on  Bornwood  Road, 
and  adjacent  streets  with  petitioners.  Request  made  to  rezone  area  from 
manufacturing  to  single  residence. 
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2.  Refused  to  release  bond  for  Croyden  Road  until  discrepancies  are 
taken  care  of.  Released  bond  on  section  of  Yarmouth  Road.  Released  bond 
on  second  section  of  Yarmouth  Road.  Refused  to  release  bond  for  several 
lots  on  Ridgewood  Road  because  of  discrepancies.  The  same  action  was 
taken  on  lots  on  Heather  Drive  and  Meadow  Street.  Refused  to  release 
conditional  approval  of  Arcadia  Road  until  drainage  problem  taken  care  of. 

3.  Follow-up  letters  to  Town  Counsel  to  be  sent  because  no  answers 
received  from  Counsel  regarding  requests  of  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Board  once  again  requested  reports  on  the  following: 

a.  Progress  report  on  Nottingham  Drive  problem. 

b.  Progress  report  on  Planning  Board’s  directive  to  seize 
bonds  in  the  Westover  area. 

c.  Reply  to  Board’s  letter  re  Arnold-Audubon  Roads. 

Meeting  of  September  25,  1961 

1.  Voted  to  release  bond  on  David  Terrace. 

2.  Met  with  Leo  Wolf  to  discuss  varied  problems  in  the  Westover  area. 
Voted  to  release  bond  for  Leyton  Road  and  several  lots  on  Greenwich  Road. 
Town  Counsel  report  on  Nottingham  Road  problem  discussed.  Counsel 
indicated  that  he  was  attempting  to  solve  the  problem  by  getting  together 
with  the  developers. 

3.  Released  bond  covering  Burnley,  Surrey,  and  Kettering  Roads  and 
requested  General  Manager  to  execute  a  street  construction  agreement 
covering  the  completion  of  Kettering  Road. 

4.  Discussed  letter  from  Counsel  giving  procedure  relative  to  modi¬ 
fication  of  plan  foj  Arnold-Audubon  Roads.  Chairman  Brown  stated  that 
three  or  more  signatures  were  needed  to  modify  a  plan  and  that  because 
only  two  signatures  were  on  the  plan  the  modification  could  not  take 
precedent.  Town  Counsel  was  to  be  asked  as  to  the  validity  of  a  2-1  vote 
with  only  four  members  present  with  one  abstaining. 

Meeting  of  October  9,  1961 

1.  The  Board  observed  a  moment  of  silence  in  memory  of  the  late 
JOHN  E.  BAMBER  who  served  as  a  former  Chairman  and  Member  of  the 
Planning  Board.  The  Board  also  drew  up  a  resolution  noting  the  out¬ 
standing  contributions  made  by  Mr.  Bamber  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  as 
well  as  the  Planning  Board. 

2.  Voted  to  release  bond  for  lots  13-21  inclusive  on  Earle  Street. 

3.  Voted  to  release  conditional  approval  for  Arcadia  Road  insofar  as 
sewer  and  water  are  concerned.  Requested  the  developer  to  submit  a  bond 
for  street  construction  and  a  bond  for  drainage  work. 

4.  Met  with  Mr.  Wolf,  Mr.  Phillips  and  Town  Engineer  to  discuss 
drainage  problems  in  Westover  area.  Also  discussed  patching  of  several 
streets  in  area  and  other  problems.  Discussed  Nottingham  Drive  as  well. 
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5.  Mr.  John  Mulvehill  met  with  the  Board  to  request  rezoning  of  a 
parcel  of  land  located  at  Route  1  and  Pleasant  Street  to  Limited  Manufac¬ 
turing. 

6.  The  Board  requested  information  from  the  General  Manager  as  to 
the  amount  of  money  being  expended  by  the  Town  in  the  Westover  area. 

Meeting’  of  October  23,  1961 

1.  Discussed  the  plan  for  the  development  of  Roxanna  Street.  Inquired 
of  Town  Counsel  whether  public  hearing  necessary  as  layout  approved  in 
1925  by  the  then  Board  of  Survey. 

2.  Met  with  Leo  Wolf  to  discuss  his  request  for  release  of  bond  on 
Devon  Road.  The  Board  voted  to  inform  Mr.  Wolf  that  the  bond  would  be 
released  provided  the  drainage  system  is  cleaned  and  put  into  best  work¬ 
able  order.  The  Engineering  Department  is  to  be  notified  when  corrections 
are  made. 

3.  Communication  to  be  forwarded  to  Town  Counsel  regarding  Planning 
Board  letter  of  September  27  re  action  taken  by  Board  on  Arnold-Audubon 
Roads. 

4.  Recommended  budget  for  1962  approved  by  Planning  Board. 

Meeting’  of  November  6,  1961 

1.  Met  with  Mr.  Purdy  and  Mr.  Morandi  relative  to  development  of 
Orleans  and  Chatham  Roads.  Mr.  Purdy  asked  for  release  of  his  bond  on 
Orleans  Road  so  that  it  could  get  foundations  in  before  colder  weather. 

2.  Met  with  Mr.  Sheehan  and  Mr.  Traudt  of  Bird  &  Son  to  discuss 
areas  owned  'by  that  company  which  might  be  rezoned  in  near  future  in 
new  zoning  law. 

3.  Met  with  Mr.  Wolf  who  stated  he  was  not  agreeable  to  cleaning 
drains  on  Devon  Road  as  they  were  cleaned  once  and  approved.  The  Board 
later  requested  an  inspection  of  the  drains  on  Devon  Road. 

4.  Released  bonds  on  sections  of  Albermarle,  Yarmouth,  Sherwood, 
Harrow,  Heather  and  Meadow  Streets. 

5.  Discussed  proposed  opening  for  driveway  purposes  off  Sumner  Street. 
The  Board  concurred  with  the  General  Manager’s  recommendation  that  the 
opening  be  24  feet. 

6.  Petition  received  requesting  rezoning  of  land  bounded  by  Route  1, 
Pleasant  and  Neponset  Streets  from  Leonard  Fisher.  Petition  for  rezoning 
of  Bornwood  Development  and  adjacent  land  also  received  with  plan  of  area. 

Meeting  of  November  20,  1961 

1.  Met  with  Mr.  Purdy  and  Mr.  Morandi  to  discuss  bonds  of  utilities 
and  road  for  Orleans  and  Chatham  Roads. 

2.  A  lengthy  meeting  with  Leo  Wolf  and  members  of  the  Westover 
Association  was  held  to  discuss  the  Westover  problem.  The  Board  finally 
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voted  to  wait  until  a  full  Board  was  present  before  making  a  final  decision 
on  the  release  of  the  bonds. 

3.  Voted  to  release  bond  on  Devon  Road,  station  6  plus  00  to  24  plus  75. 

4.  Set  hearing  date  for  petition  to  rezone  Bornwood  Development  area. 

5.  Met  with  doctors  who  propose  to  construct  an  office  building  on  the 
lot  formerly  occupied  iby  the  Congregational  Church  property.  Several  rough 
plans  were  shown  to  the  Board.  The  Board  asked  the  group  to  check  the 
law  regarding  period  of  time  before  petition  can  be  resubmitted. 

6.  Notice  received  from  Thomas  K.  McManus  informing  the  Board  of 
his  resignation  from  the  Planning  Board. 

7.  Released  bond  on  McKinley  Road.  Released  bond  for  part  of  Car¬ 
penter  Street.  Released  section  of  Fales  Avenue.  Released  sections  of 
Malvern,  Burnley,  Devon  and  Kettering  Roads. 

8.  Town  Counsel  notified  Board  he  was  unsuccessful  in  his  attempt  to 
gain  a  compromise  with  developers  in  the  Nottingham  Road  utility  problem 
and  that  he  was  turning  the  problem  back  to  the  Planning  Board. 

Meeting  of  November  27,  1961 

1.  After  another  lengthy  meeting  with  Mr.  Wolf  and  members  of  the 
Westover  Association  the  Planning  Board  voted  that  based  on  the  letter 
of  November  15,  1961  from  the  General  Manager  to  the  Planning  Board 
regarding  the  agreement  between  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
developer  in  connection  with  Sections  1A  and  IB  of  Westover  Estates,  the 
Planning  Board  reduce  the  bond  of  $20,000  filed  with  the  agreement  dated 
June  25,  1957  covering  Mayfair  and  Dorset  Streets  and  amended  on  July  25, 
195S  to  include  Mayfair  Circle  so  named  in  the  agreement  as  “cul-de-sac” 
to  an  amount  of  $1,000  and  further  that  the  General  Manager  be  requested 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  covering  the  amount  of  $1,000  for  a  period  of 
one  year  for  the  work  needed  to  be  done  on  Mayfair  Circle  cul-de-sac. 

It  was  also  voted  that,  based  on  the  letter  of  November  15,  1961  from 
the  General  Manager  to  the  Planning  Board  regarding  an  agreement  between 
the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  developer  in  connection  with 
Sections  1A  and  IB  of  Westover  Estates,  the  Planning  Board  release  the 
bond  of  $21,000  covering  the  agreement  dated  January  17,  19'58  for  Marlboro 
Street  and  a  portion  of  Bonney  Lane  and  also  Eden  Street  which  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  agreement. 

2.  Three  members  of  the  Board  signed  the  modification  plan  for  Arnold- 
Audubon  Roads. 

3.  The  Board  requested  a  list  of  outstanding  bonds  over  two  years  old 
so  that  action  can  be  taken  to  have  the  developers  meet  with  the  Planning 
Board  to  discuss  why  the  required  work  has  not  been  completed. 

Meeting  of  December  4,  1961 

1.  Mr.  Rizzo  submitted  two  plans  not  requiring  subdivision  approval, 
and  another  plan  showing  two  cul-de-sacs  which  were  discussed  'by  the 

Board.

2.  Plan  presented  for  subdivision  of  Roxanna  Street.  The  Board  also 
discussed  the  possibility  of  sidewalks  on  both  sides  of  the  street,  not  just 
on  the  side  where  the  developer  owns  the  lots. 

3.  Town  Counsel,  in  answer  to  a  request  by  the  Planning  Board,  stated 
that  if  a  defect  or  lack  of  completion  is  not  readily  apparent  in  the  first 
inspection  by  the  Town  Engineer,  it  can  be  added  to  a  later  list  of  dis¬ 
crepancies.  He  further  stated  that  there  can  be  no  deliberate  omission  of 
an  item  of  incompletion  merely  for  the  purpose  of  prolonging  the  bond.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  elected  James  F.  Foley  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
on  January  27,  1961.  John  P.  Dixon  and  Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon  served  as 
associate  members  with  Nora  P.  Hayes,  Clerk  and  Bartley  J.  King,  Health 
Agent. 

The  Board  issued  Day  Care  Licenses  to  the  Tiny  Tot  Nursery  and  the 
Lainey  Kay  Country  Day  School. 

The  Board  approved  House  Bill  No.  62  which  will  permit  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Public  Health  to  re-organize  tuberculosis  treatment 
facilities  in  Massachusetts.  Under  the  bill  the  Commonwealth  and  the  local 
communities  will  share  in  the  cost  of  operating  Tuberculosis  Hospitals.  In 
1960  the  Town  of  Norwood  would  have  saved  $28,055.00  for  hospitalization  of 
tuberculosis  patients  based  on  1958  costs. 

The  Bill  was  passed  and  the  tuberculosis  facilities  are  being  consolidated 
in  Massachusetts  at  the  present  time,  which  will  show  a  substantial  savings 
to  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the  Division  of  Sanitary 
Engineering,  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health;  with 
respect  to  the  abatement  of  stream  pollution  in  the  Neponset  River  and  its 
tributaries. 

The  Board  also  consulted  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  with 
respect  to  air  pollution  problems  in  Norwood. 

The  Board  of  Health  signed  a  three  year  Garbage  Removal  Contract 
with  the  South  Shore  Disposal  Company  for  $38,000.00  a  year. 
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The  Board  appointed  Winfelt  C.  Eckhardt  Inspector  of  Slaughtering  to 
succeed  John  Stonfield  who  died  during  his  term  of  office. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  to  close  the  Willett  Pond  Bathing  heach 
after  an  inspection  trip  to  the  recreation  area  on  June  20,  1961.  The  Board 
directed  Health  Agent  Bartley  J.  King  to  take  all  steps  that  he  considered 
necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  from  the  unsanitary  conditions  which 
in  its  opinion  existed  at  the  pond. 

The  Board  found  the  bath  house  and  grounds  to  be  in  a  disgraceful 
condition. 

The  examination  showed  that  no  toilet  facilities  or  drinking  water  was 
available  for  the  thousands  of  people  who  had  been  using  the  area  since 
the  beginning  of  June. 

Garbage  and  rubbish  were  found  abandoned  by  the  people  who  had  been 
using  the  area  for  recreational  purposes. 

The  facilities  were  found  to  be  unattended  at  the  time  of  inspection 
and  the  area  had  not  been  cleaned  for  weeks. 

The  Board  of  Health  ordered  the  owners  of  the  property  to  remove  the 
nuisance  existing  at  the  beach.  The  owners  were  advised  not  to  use  the  area 
for  recreational  purposes  until  the  proper  facilities  and  supervision  was 
provided  for  the  public. 

The  Board  issued  licenses  to  Funeral  Directors  and  Embalmers  who 
have  places  of  business  in  Norwood. 

A  Certificate  of  Approval  was  issued  to  the  Norwood  Hospital  after  the 
hospital  facilities  were  inspected  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  asked  the  Board  of  Health  to  appoint  the 
Plumbing  Inspector  as  “The  Inspector  of  gas  piping  and  gas  appliances  in 
buildings”  to  comply  with  Chapter  737  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  which  requires 
any  community  served  by  Gas  distribution  companies  to  inspect  all  gas 
installations  to  prevent  fire,  explosion,  injury  and  death. 

After  a  careful  interpretation  of  the  Law  the  Board  voted  “To  prepare 
a  By-Law  to  be  presented  to  Town  Meeting  for  action.” 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Health  and  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and 
Health  Association  sponsored  a  mobile  x-ray  unit  which  visited  Norwood  on 
May  22,  and  again  on  Oct.  23,  1961,  over  one  thousand  people  were  x-rayed 
on  both  visits. 

The  Board  of  Health  admitted  twenty  patients  to  Norfolk  County 
Hospital,  Westfield  State  Sanatorium,  Middlesex  County  Sanatorium  and 
Boston  Sanatorium  in  1961.  Eight  patients  remained  hospitalized  on 
December  31,  1961. 

The  Board  made  plans  to  conduct  Polio  clinics  for  school  and  pre-school 
children  in  Norwood  during  1961. 
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The  Scherer  Hydrospray  Jet-Injector  was  used  for  injection  of  Salk 
polio  vaccine  for  the  first  time  in  Norwood  at  these  clinics.  The  Hydrospray 
injector  proved  to  be  painless  and  most  efficient.  The  technique  was 
observed  by  Public  Health  Officers  from  other  communities. 

The  Board  approved  the  proposed  method  of  providing  for  a  sanitary 
water  supply,  sewage  disposal  system  and  drainage  in  one  subdivision  and 
disapproved  the  method  in  another  subdivision  in  1961. 
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Our  nursing  staff  extends  all  services  connected  with  the  care  of  the 
sick  which  includes  bedside  care  of  the  patient,  instruction  to  the  family 
regarding  his  care  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection  and  health 
supervision  of  patient  and  family.  Care  is  given  for  practically  every  type 
of  sickness,  including  tuberculosis,  cardiac  diseases,  diabetes,  surgical 
dressings  and  communicable  diseases. 

The  Norfolk  County  Hopital  Chest  X-Ray  Unit  comes  to  Norwood  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  every  month.  The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Board  of  Health 
offices  in  the  Town  Hall  from  1:30  P.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  with  Dr.  E.  K.  Jenkins, 
attending  physician  and  Mr.  Thomas  Turner,  x-ray  technician.  The  Clinic 
is  open  to  tuberculosis  patients  and  their  contacts.  Physicians  may  refer 
patients  with  questionable  chest  conditions  for  consultation.  During  1961 
the  number  of  patients  attending  the  clinics  was  136. 

For  the  first  time  in  thirty  years  a  case  of  diphtheria  had  been  reported. 
Throat  cultures  were  taken  on  all  members  of  the  family.  The  family  was 
given  instructions  in  the  care  of  the  patient  and  isolation  technique.  The 
case  was  followed  up  until  all  members  of  the  family  had  three  negative 
throat  cultures. 

A  Polio  Clinic  for  pre-school  children  was  held  in  Memorial  Hall  in 
May.  The  Nurses  also  assisted  with  the  polio  clinics  at  St.  Catherine’s 
School  and  all  of  the  public  schools. 

The  nurses  make  visits  to  homes  in  Norwood  hy  order  of  the  attending 
physician.  Visits  are  also  made  to  new  mothers  to  give  any  needed  instruc¬ 
tions  and  answer  questions. 

Ambulatory  patients  may  come  to  the  office  which  is  in  the  Town  Hall 
between  the  hours  of  1:00  and  3:00  P.M.  During  1961  there  were  316 
patients  who  visited  our  office.

REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR 

Licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were  issued  to  milk  dealers, 
stores  and  restaurants. 

Licenses  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  frozen  desserts  were 
issued. 

One  license  to  maintain  and  establishment  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk 
was  issued. 

Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were  registered. 

Dairy  plants  were  inspected  for  general  sanitation  and  compliance  with 
Massachusetts  State  Laws  relative  to  the  processing  and  pasteurization  of 
milk. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  eight  samples  of  milk  and  cream  were  tested 
in  the  Board  of  Health  Laboratory  in  1961.  Five  laboratory  tests  were 
used  to  determine  the  quality  and  safety  of  Norwood’s  milk  supply. 

1.  Babcock  test  for  per  cent  of  butterfat. 

2.  Total  solids  determination. 

3.  Standard  plate  count. 

4.  Coliform  count. 

5.  Phosphatase  test  for  pasteurization. 

The  results  of  the  laboratory  tests  made  in  1961  are  as  follows: 

1.  Except  in  a  few  instances,  butterfat  content  continues  to  be  disap¬ 
pointingly  low.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  “Cream  line”  is  no  longer  a 
factor  in  the  sale  of  milk.  Homogenization  is  almost  universally  accepted 
and  Standardization  is  now  widespread  in  the  dairy  industry.  The  indiscri¬ 
minate  use  of  these  two  processes  is,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  determent  of  the 
ultimate  consumer  in  that  buyers  can  no  longer  see  what  they  are  buying. 
When  we  add  to  these  two  factors  the  non-transparent  container,  the  low 
prevailing  price  of  milk,  modern  merchandising,  and  the  de-emphasis  on 
milk  supervision  by  several  city  health  departments  in  our  area  the  future 
butterfat  content  in  Norwood’s  milk  will  be  as  low  or  even  lower  than  it 
was  in  1961. 
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2.  Total  solid  contents  was  also  low  in  most  samples  tested  in  1961.  As 
the  butterfat  content  of  milk  drops  so  does  the  total  solids  content.  It  must 
be  noted  in  reference  to  lower  total  solids,  content  that  a  standardizer  does 
not  remove  fat  from  milk,  'but  actually  removes  cream.  It  is  possible  that 
some  vitamin  A  is  removed  in  standardization. 

3.  Standard  plate  counts,  an  indication  of  the  cleanliness  and  care 
taken  in  the  handling  of  milk,  were  excellent.  This  was  due  to  good 
management  on  the  part  of  milk  companies  and  milk  retailers.  Also  the 
use  of  higher  pasteurization  temperatures  is  producing  lower  bacteria 
counts  and  increasing  the  “shelf  life”  (the  length  of  time  milk  will  keep) 
of  milk. 

4.  Coliform  counts,  an  indication  of  contamination  after  pasteurization, 
were  excellent.  This  can  be  attributed  to  good  dairy  plant  sanitation,  and 
properly  operating  filling  and  packaging  equipment. 

5.  Tliosphatase  tests,  a  test  for  improperly  pasteurized  milk,  were 
excellent.  This  is  because  of  automatic  and  sometimes  automated  pasteuriza¬ 
tion  equipment  in  operation  in  the  dairy  plants  which  serve  Norwood. 

A  total  of  five  hundred  and  ninety  five  laboratory  tests  were  made  in 
19G1.  Norwood’s  laboratory  testing  is  intensive  enough  but  should  be  more 
extensive.  Four  tests  for  the  sanitizing  of  bottles  were  made. 

From  time  to  time  I  find  milk  stored  out  of  refrigeration  in  retail 
stores.  Also,  the  open  type  refrigerated  sales  cases  are  often  overloaded. 
Owners,  managers  and  supervisors  are  outwardly  very  co-operative  about 
correcting  their  practices  but  with  ever  changing  personnel  this  problem 
seems  to  be  a  continuing  one.  I  think  that  a  food  handlers  school  might  be 
of  some  value  in  combating  this  inconsistency  in  an  otherwise  well  managed 
dairy  industry.  The  school  could  consist  of  a  movie  concerning  food  handling, 
a  few  short  talks  about  local  and  pertinent  problems  and  laboratory 
demonstrations  of  the  decomposition  of  milk  when  stored  under  adverse 
conditions.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the  year  1961. 
During  the  past  year  we  conducted  230  interments,  and  made  3  trans¬ 
fers  at  Highland  Cemetery. 

We  built  54  foundations  for  monuments  and  set  28  markers. 

The  following  avenues  were  refaced  with  Bituminous  Concrete, 
N.  Highland  View,  St.  Catherines  Ave.,  St.  Andrews  Ave.,  Franklin  Ave., 
Angelus  Ave.,  Calvery  Ave.,  Bethany  Ave.,  St.  James  Ave.,  and  St.  Paul  Ave. 
Rebuilt  and  surfaced  Sylvan  Ave.  to  the  woods  with  Bituminous  concrete. 
About  200  Lineal  feet  of  Bituminous  walks  were  built  in  the  general 
section. 

Mowing  and  trimming  of  grass  and  trimming  of  shrubs  were  continuous 
all  summer. 

The  Winter  St.  section  is  ready  to  be  laid  out  for  lots  and  should  be 
done  soon. 

The  old  cemetery  was  mowed  and  cared  for  during  the  year.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  detailed  reports  of  the  various  departments  under  the 
administrative  control  of  the  General  Manager. 

1961  was  a  year  with  many  and  various  activities  in  all  municipal 
departments.  The  usual  services  were  rendered  together  with  prompt  atten¬ 
tion  being  given  by  the  various  departments  to  special  and  emergency 
problems.  With  close  cooperation  from  all  department  heads,  the  General 
Manager  is  of  the  opinion  that  efficient  and  courteous  service  has  been 
rendered,  and  will  continue  to  be  rendered. 

While  it  is  our  intention  to  render  public  service  to  all  members  of 
our  community  promptly  and  efficiently  and  within  the  appropriations  for 
the  same,  we  must  also  take  into  consideration  the  operating  costs  which 
are  vital  in  continuing  a  stable,  favorable  tax  rate. 

The  General  Manager  would  like  to  review  with  the  citizens  some  of  the 
projects  completed  in  1961  and  with  further  attention  being  given  to 
anticipated  projects  in  the  year  to  come. 

1.  The  Municipal  Light  Department  continues  to  grow  with  a  12.5% 
increase  in  kilowatt  hours  consumed.  This  growth  places  additional 
responsibilities  in  the  operation  of  the  Department.  However,  the 
Department  has  met  these  responsibilities  and  has  operated  the  Depart¬ 
ment  on  a  profitable  basis.  1962  points  to  another  year  of  record 
performance. 

The  closing  of  Lenox  Street  in  order  that  Plimpton  Press  could 
expand,  required  a  great  deal  of  re-routing  of  transmission  lines  which 
was  accomplished  with  no  inconvenience  to  customers  in  that  area. 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  as  Electric  Light  Commis¬ 
sioners  with  respect  to  Christmas  Decoration  Lighting,  and  which  was 
complied  with  very  successfully  by  our  customers  during  the  week 
before  Christmas,  is  an  indication  that  the  citizens  display  their 
willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  Town  authorities  in  running  and 
operating  the  Department  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 

The  General  Manager  wishes  to  express  personal  appreciation  to 
all  electric  light  customers  who  cooperated  with  the  Town  Officials  in 
this  request. 

2.  Participation  in  the  various  programs  of  the  Recreation  Department, 
particularly  those  concerned  with  youth  groups  and  golden  age  groups, 
continued  to  grow  in  1961  in  direct  proportion  to  the  growth  in  numbers 
of  these  groups  of  our  population,  and  the  Department  continued  to 
extend  itself  in  efforts  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  and  other  groups.  The 
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growing  popularity  of  the  programs  offers  proof  of  their  attractiveness 
and  worth  to  the  citizenry.  The  past  year  also  saw  a  revival  of  the  well 
known  Norwood-Norfolk  County  Orchestra  and  along  with  it  the  revival 
of  the  Norwood  Christmas  Festival  of  Music,  an  event  which  once 
again  provided  Norwood  with  a  fitting  means  of  ushering  in  the 
Christmas  season. 

Completion  of  the  bathhouse  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool  in  1961  enabled 
the  Recreation  Department  to  operate  its  outdoor  swimming  program 
there  and  at  Father  McAleer  Pool  at  a  high  degree  of  efficiency, 
safety,  and  sanitation.  The  facilities  and  program  offered  in  swimming 
in  Norwood  certainly  compare  favorably  with  any  waterfront  program 
and  facilities  in  this  area. 

3.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  together 
with  cooperation  of  Civic,  Fraternal  and  Religious  Groups,  and  other 
civic  minded  citizens,  a  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  Program  was 
introduced  to  the  citizens  of  our  community.  The  activities  covered  the 
full  day  of  July  4th  and  ended  with  a  gala  fire  works’  display  at 
Hartshorn’s  Swale.  Here  is  another  indication  where  the  citizens  of 
Norwood  cooperated  splendidly  with  Town  Officials  and  the  Fourth  of 
July  Celebration  Committee  in  making  this  an  outstanding  affair  and 
which  is  to  be  continued  each  year  to  come.  For  1962  the  Committee 
is  working  for  an  even  greater  celebration  and  all  indications  are  that 
such  a  celebration  will  be  second  to  none. 

4.  Improvement  continues  at  the  Highland  Cemetery  and  the  burial 
grounds  in  the  so-called  “park  area”  is  expected  to  be  open  in  1962.  This 
improvement  will  provide  much  needed  burial  grounds  in  the  Highland 
Cemetery. 

The  Town  is  in  the  process  of  acquiring  additional  areas  in  the 
rear  of  the  present  cemetery  and  when  this  has  been  consummated,  it 
is  planned  to  have  a  comprehensive  engineering  study  made  with  the 
thought  in  mind  of  producing  a  master  plan  for  cemetery  development. 

5.  Chapter  90  Construction,  Sumner  Street,  was  completed  from  Route  1 
to  Pleasant  Street. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  work  was  done  substantially  in 
guard  rail  restoration  along  Chapter  90  roads  in  Norwood. 

6.  The  Public  Works  Department  has  in  the  past  continued  to  render  the 
usual  maintenance  work  as  required  by  such  a  department. 

Particular  attention  should  be  made  at  this  time  relative  to  the 
fine  work  done  by  this  department  in  the  construction  of  bituminous 
concrete  sidewalks.  This  program  has  proceeded  in  an  orderly  fashion 
with  a  moderate  appropriation  made  each  year.  However,  there  is  much 
to  be  done  in  this  direction  and  with  increased  appropriations,  this  can 
be  accomplished.  The  General  Manager,  because  of  the  limited  personnel 
in  the  Public  Works  Department,  has  and  is  considering  that  this  side¬ 
walk  work  be  done  under  contract. 
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The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  shows  in 
detail  all  the  activities  of  the  department.  This  being  one  of  the  largest 
municipal  departments  with  respect  to  public  service,  the  General 
Manager  recommends  that  every  citizen  read  this  report  and  become 
familiar  with  the  activities  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

7.  The  status  of  the  Neponset  River  Flood  Control  Project  as  of  the  end 
of  1961  is  as  follows: 

The  work  to  be  done  by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  will 
be  carried  out  in  three  stages.  The  first  will  cover  that  portion  of  the 
Neponset  River  between  the  WTalter  Baker  Dam  at  Milton  Lower  Falls 
and  the  Mattapan  Mills  Dam  at  the  Tileston  and  Hollingsworth  Plant 
in  Milton.  The  second  stage  will  run  from  Mattapan  Mills  Dam  to  the 
Neponset  Valley  Parkway,  and  the  third  from  the  Neponset  Valley 
Parkway  to  Traphole  Brook  in  Sharon. 

Preliminary  surveys  and  design  for  the  first  section  have  advanced 
to  a  point  and  it  was  expected  that  the  construction  contract  would  be 
advertised  in  the  early  part  of  December  1961.  Work  on  the  other 
sections  are  planned  to  follow  on  a  reasonable  schedule  and  it  appears 
that  actual  construction  in  the  Norwood  area  may  not  be  under  way  for 
at  least  twelve  months’  time. 

8.  Installation  of  automatic  traffic  control  was  completed  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Nahatan  and  Prospect  Streets.  With  this  installation,  we  have 
eliminated  a  very  dangerous  situation  and  it  is  one  stage  further  in 
our  program  of  traffic  control  at  strategic  intersections  in  the  Town. 
Such  other  similar  installations  are  planned  for  other  locations  within 
the  Town  in  1962. 

The  General  Manager,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Industrial  Committee 
are  in  constant  contact  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  on 
this  project  and  as  indicated  above,  it  would  appear  that  we  can 
reasonably  expect  some  activity  in  the  Norwood  area  during  1962. 

9.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Norfolk  District  Council  of  Carpenters, 
Local  42,  Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plasters’  International  Union,  and 
Local  747  Painters’  Union,  a  model  fall-out  shelter  was  constructed 
adjacent  to  the  Fire  Station  on  Central  Street.  As  Acting  Director  of 
Civil  Defense,  the  General  Manager  urges  all  citizens  to  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  fall-out  program.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
expanded  activities  in  the  Civil  Defense  Program  within  the  community 
and  its  is  expected  that  by  the  middle  of  1962,  a  more  definite  program 
at  the  Federal  level  will  be  in  operation  together  with  some  financial 
assistance  to  the  local  level  of  government. 

The  General  Manager  expresses  his  personal  appreciation  to  the 
Norfolk  District  Council  of  Carpenters,  Local  42,  Bricklayers,  Masons 
and  Plasters’  International  Union,  and  Local  747  Painters’  Union  for 
their  generous  offer  and  contribution  of  labor  in  the  construction  of 
the  model  fall-out  shelter. 
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10.  The  tree  planting  program  has  been  expanded  by  the  additional  planting 
of  a  number  of  flowering  shade  trees  on  the  perimeter  of  private 
property.  It  is  planned  to  continue  this  type  of  planting  along  with  the 
usual  planting  of  hardy  northern  maple  trees. 

The  General  Manager  wishes  to  express  deepest  appreciation  to  the 
various  town  committees  which  have  cooperated  with  him  throughout  the 
year.  Again  special  commendation  must  go  to  the  Christmas  Decoration 
Committee  for  their  continued  efforts  in  bringing  to  Norwood  one  of  the 
finest  displays  of  Christmas  decorations.  So  much  favorable  comment  has 
been  received  by  the  Office  of  the  General  Manager  that  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  continue  and  expand  this  program. 

To  all  civic  groups,  service  clubs  and  individual  public  spirited  citizens, 
the  Manager  expresses  appreciation. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Town  Officials  and  employees  together  with  citizens  who  have 
worked  and  cooperated  so  generously  in  all  activities  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  General  Manager  during  the  past  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Town  Engineer  for  the  year  1961. 

In  1961,  the  proposed  work  program  for  the  year  was  substantially 
completed.  Private  engineering  help  was  needed  for  part  of  the  construction 
projects,  with  the  remainder  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Engineering 
Department  which  at  the  time  consisted  of  the  Town  Engineer,  Assistant 
Town  Engineer,  and  six  members  of  varying  engineering  grades. 

By  the  end  of  1961,  however,  the  department  had  lost  three  of  the  six 
members.  There  has  been  one  replacement  at  this  moment,  and  the  work 
load  in  1962  appears  to  be  at  least  as  heavy  as  the  past  year.  Therefore 
the  acquisition  of  permanent  capable  personnel  still  remains  a  problem. 
The  Engineering  department  positions  must  be  made  attractive  salary-wise 
or  the  plan  for  a  balanced,  stable,  and  capable  department  will  never  be 
fulfilled.

Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1961. 

The  Light  Department  once  again  experienced  a  full  year  in  completing 
our  program  as  set  forth  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  completion  of  a 
transfromer  vault  at  the  corner  of  Day  and  Central  Streets  will  enable  us 
to  keep  pace  with  the  increased  usage  in  our  business  district.  Many  new 
factories  and  residences  were  connected  to  our  lines. 

An  increase  in  kilowatt  consumption  of  12.5%  over  1960  was  registered, 
and  1962  shows  promise  of  continued  growth.

On  January  1,  1961,  the  debt  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  $3,423,000.00 
with  maturities  due  of  $278,000.00,  and  interest  payments  of  $110,691.00 
($7.28  per  thosuand  of  our  1961  tax  rate;  11%%  of  the  total  tax  bill). 

No  additional  borrowings  were  made  during  the  year  although  an 
authorization  to  borrow  $50,000.00  for  the  Norwood-Walpole  Interceptor 
sewer  was  made  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  June  28,  1961,  with  the 
stipulation  that  the  borrowing  be  reduced  by  the  amount  received  by  the 
town  for  this  purpose  from  any  grant  made  by  the  U.  S.  Government. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Finance  Commission  has  met  frequently  to 
examine  every  appropriation  and  transfer  request. 

For  the  General  Budget  making  the  Finance  Commission  met  with  every 
Committee  and  Department  Head  concerned  and  each  item  was  examined 
and  related  to  the  general  operating  plan. 

In  preparation  for  the  Annual  Meeting  7500  copies  of  the  32  page 
booklet,  detailing  the  Finance  Commission’s  Appropriation  Recommenda¬ 
tions  were  mailed  to  the  townspeople  and  a  budget  hearing  was  held  on 
March  20,  1961.

We  have  now  completed  three  years  of  operation  of  a  plan  that  dates 
back  to  at  least  1957,  a  plan  designed  to  provide  for  all  of  the  needs  of  the 
town  at  a  scale,  and  at  a  pace,  that  will  —  barring  unforeseeable  occur¬ 
rences  —  make  possible  a  stable  tax  rate  throughout  the  years  1960-1970. 

No  fiscal  wizardry  is  in  this  plan.  It  is  one  that  recognizes  that 
although  we  are  in  an  era  of  rising  costs,  we  are  as  well  the  beneficiaries 
of  a  rising  income. 

To  scale  and  pace  our  program,  as  mentioned,  to  our  NEEDS  and  key 
them  to  our  ABILITY  TO  PAY  requires  no  extraordinary  policies,  but 
rather  operating  plans  that  are  sound,  and  made  effective  by  efficient 
operating  procedures. 

As  a  contribution  to  this  the  Finance  Commission  has  sought  out  and 
prepared  extensive  information  on  many  items  related  to  the  cost  of 
operation  of  our  town,  and  as  well,  its  sources  of  income.  This  material 
has  been  furnished  to  all  operating  departments  concerned  with  the  aim 
of  promoting  understanding,  and  efficiency,  and  uniformity  of  operating 
procedures. 

In  addition,  in  1959,  the  Finance  Commission  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Moderator  redrew  the  appropriation  section  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  as  an  aid  to  the  general  understanding  — 
grouping  items  that  had  been  appearing  as  separate  articles.  We  have 
also  striven  to  have  budget  items  truly  represent  the  ANNUAL  operating 
requirements,  and  have  been  able  thus  to  desirably  curtail  the  requirement 
for  special  town  meetings  for  requests  for  additional  funds  and  transfers 
throughout  the  year. 
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Our  plans  over  this  period  have  been  generally  accepted  and  while 
limiting  the  tax-rate  change  the  following  items  have  been  amply  provided 
for:

and  a  5%  general  pay  raise  this  year  to  all  town  employees. 

We  have  as  well  for  each  of  these  three  years  made  an  annual  $95,000.00 
payment  (against  a  total  due  of  $950,000.00)  to  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  for  our  connection  charge  to  the  M.D.C.  Water  System. 


From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  Norwood  can  hope  to  grow,  and 
provide  for  growth,  without  permitting  our  tax  rate  to  be  an  uncontrollable 
item,  or  to  unnecessarily  borrow  when  economical  operation  and  proper 
scheduling  will  provide  for  our  needs. 

Our  debt  structure  has  climbed  to  a  burdensome  height  and  as  will  be 
seen  in  the  graph  at  right  has  far  outstripped  (in  perctange  of  change) 
other  significant  factors,  and  to  resort  to  borrowing  merely  as  a  means 
of  controlling  our  tax-rate  is  not  only  NOT  the  answer  to  our  problems, 
but  is  clearly  the  road  to  curtailed  municipal  operations  plus  a  confiscatory 
tax-rate. 

The  Finance  Commission  thanks  the  townspeople  and  all  Boards  and 
Committees  for  their  cooperation  in  1961.

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REPORT  OF  CAPITAL  OUTLAY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Townspeople: 

This  second  annual  report  includes  similar  information  as  our  previous 
report,  presented  in  a  simplified  manner.  The  basic  financial  data  is 
presented  by  means  of  a  newly-evolved  method  of  analysis  which  seems 
better  suited  to  our  purpose  of  projecting  the  Town’s  capital  needs.  An 
explanation  of  this  data,  the  assumptions  and  our  conclusions  are  presented 
with  the  data  and  charts.  Although  this  section  has  been  simplified,  the 
complete  data  is  available  in  our  files  for  those  whose  interest  requires  a 
more  detailed  analysis.  Additional  reports  will  be  made  throughout  the 
year  if  they  are  deemed  necessary.  This  report  will  be  published  separately 
as  required  by  the  by-law  and  will  include  charts  duplicating  some  of  the 
tabular  data. 

The  Town  has  been  committed  to  a  stabilized  tax  at  approximately 
the  $63  to  $64  level  since  1959.  Such  a  goal  will  be  difficult  and  it  appears 
that  the  greatest  pressure  will  come  from  the  operating  expenses  of  the 
Town. 

From  our  latest  survey,  it  appears  that  the  operating  expenses  are 
moving  upward  at  the  same  rate  as  in  recent  years,  partly  due  to  the 
growth  of  the  town.  If  these  operating  expenditures  continue  to  increase, 
then  the  funds  available  for  capital  needs  will  not  be  available  under  a 
stabilized  tax  rate.  Should  the  capital  expenditures  be  held  at  approximately 
$1,100,000,  which  is  a  reasonable  level,  the  continued  rise  in  the  operating 
expenses  must  be  checked  or  a  higher  tax  rate  must  be  expected  as  is 
explained  in  the  financial  data  which  follows.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
capital  expenditures  for  1961  were  $1,388,000. 

A  sound  policy,  which  became  a  major  factor  in  the  Town’s  financial 
management  in  1961,  is  the  accelerated  use  of  the  Stabilization  Fund, 
established  in  1958.  Careful  management  of  this  valuable  financial  tool  will 
help  in  implementing  our  recommendation  of  last  year  by  preventing  “long 
term  debt,  especially  that  portion  created  under  today’s  high  interest 
market  from  creating  a  high  and  continuing  level  of  debt  service  that 
diminishes  the  Town’s  ability  to  build  in  the  future.  The  total  debt  should 
be  such  that  it  can  be  managed  or  altered  within  a  ten-year  period.” 

We  must  plan  ahead  toward  the  period  when  it  may  be  more  difficult 
to  maintain  a  stable  tax  rate  and  still  provide  the  essential  services 
required.  The  high  surplus  funds  of  recent  years  and  the  sharp  increase 
in  valuations  over  last  year’s  anticipated  level  are  welcome  factors,  but 
such  conditions  cannot  be  assured  in  the  future.  Prudent  management  of 
operating  and  capital  expenditures  is  vital,  together  with  wise  fiscal  policies. 
Care  must  also  be  taken  that  the  legitimate  needs  of  the  Town  are  not 
left  unsatisfied  through  a  rigid  devotion  to  an  unrealistic  tax  rate.  The 
required  needs  of  the  Town  must  be  satisfied  within  a  sound  financial 
structure.

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In  conclusion,  our  three  recommendations  of  last  year  are  appropriate 
for  1962: 

(1.)  Operating  expenses  mut  be  carefully  controlled, 

(2).  Capital  Outlays  must  be  prudently  selected,  and 

(3.)  The  debt  must  be  reduced  and  controlled. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  progress  toward  these  goals  in  the  past  year 
and  the  improved  cooperation  which  we  have  received  from  all  in  the 
official  family. 

We  urge  all  concerned  to  continue  to  work  for  a  sound  and  prosperous 
town,  offering  all  essential  services  within  a  safe,  controlled  and  reasonable 
fiscal  structure.  The  detail  reports  follows: 

SECTION  I 

General  Policies  and  Procedures 

The  Capital  Outlay  Committee  was  created  by  action  of  Town  Meeting 
on  March  19,  1959.  The  Committee  consists  of  nine  members  and  is 
specifically  charged  by  Town  By-Law  with  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  To  ascertain  annually  what  capital  outlays  will  be  required  by  the 

Town  during  the  next  six  years. 

2.  To  publish  and  distribute  to  each  Town  Meeting  Member  an  annual 

report  and  such  other  reports  as  it  deems  advisable. 

3.  To  include  in  its  report: 

(a)  Estimates  of  income. 

(b)  Estimates  of  operational  expenses  and  tax  rates. 

(c)  Recommendations  for  scheduling  and  financing  Capital  Outlays. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  report  “Capital  Expenditures”  are  considered 
as  those  expenditures  of  substantial  amounts  for  facilities  having  a  relatively 
long  useful  life,  as  distinguished  from  current  operating  costs  which  are 
continually  recurring.  Included  are  those  costs  which  are  an  element  in 
establishing  the  tax  rate  such  as  debt  service  and  appropriations  to  the 
Stabilization  Fund.  Excluded  are  the  actual  disbursements  of  borrowed 
funds  and  disbursements  from  the  Stabilization  Fund.  Debt  service  includes 
the  principal  payments  on  borrowed  debt  plus  the  interest  thereon. 

One  of  the  fundamental  purposes  underlying  the  existence  of  this 
Committee  is  a  desire  of  the  Town  to  provide  for  its  capital  requirements 
in  an  orderly  manner,  to  enable  the  Town  to  acquire  what  it  needs,  when  it 
is  needed,  without  a  widely  fluctuating  tax  rate. 

Each  year  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  requests  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  to  advise  it  of  anticipated  capital  expenditures  in  the 
current  year  and  in  the  ensuing  five  years.  The  Committee  has  received  the 
cooperation  of  Town  officials  and  Town  employees  in  this  matter. 
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The  Committee  does  not  consider  it  to  be  within  its  province  to 
determine  whether  a  specific  capital  acquisition  should  be  made  from  the 
viewpoint  of  utility,  serviceability,  or  necessity  as  such  elements  should 
form  the  foundation  of  each  department’s  request.  However,  the  Town 
Meeting  will  find  that  an  indispensable  tool  in  determining  the  advisability 
of  appropriations  for  such  projects  is  the  availability  of  sufficiently  detailed 
information  as  to  projected  debt  and  tax  impact. 

Although  any  capital  project  has  a  definite  impact  on  the  current  tax 
rate  and  those  of  future  years,  it  is  the  overall  picture  which  must  be 
considered  in  the  determination  of  the  advisability  of  any  particular  project. 
The  information  being  presented  in  this  report  is  the  only  source  of  such 
overall  information  available  to  the  Town  Meeting.  We  believe  that  our 
recommendations  will  assist  the  Town  to  stabilize  its  tax  rate  and  to  spread 
the  financial  impact  of  various  projects  over  feasible  periods  in  such  a  way 
as  to  “budget”  our  capital  outlay  program. 

We  have  attempted  to  give  due  consideration  to  probable  and  proper 
methods  of  financing  and  included  the  cost  of  borrowing  money  for  the 
years  involved  inasmuch  as  it  is  impossible  to  properly  budget  capital 
expenditures  without  some  consideration  as  to  the  cost  of  financing  such 
items.  We  should  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Town  Meeting  to  the 
fact  that  certain  capital  expenditures  will  inevitably  create  additional 
operating  expenses.  It  is  quite  evident  that  a  substantial  new  facility  will 
require  additional  maintenance  and  operating  expenses. 

Our  projections  of  financing  costs  are  completely  dependent  upon  the 
assumption  that  basic  recommendations  of  the  Committee  coincide  with 
Town  Meeting  action.  It  should,  of  course,  be  kept  in  mind  that  there  will 
from  time  to  time  be  a  variance  from  our  recommendations  and  each  such 
variance  will  require  adjustments  in  the  overall  financial  impact  as 
projected  by  the  Committee.

The  Capital  Program 


Conclusions 

The  capital  expenditures  listed  below  would  certainly  exceed  our  ability 
to  pay  for  them  under  a  stabilized  tax  rate. 

The  borrowings  indicated  would  raise  the  outstanding  debt  at  the  end 
of  1965  above  a  prudent  level  of  5%  of  assessed  valuation. 

Debt  service  in  the  years  beyond  1965  would  seriously  reduce  the  funds 
available  for  other  capital  expenditures. 

Therefore,  as  each  item  of  capital  expenditure  comes  up  for  your 
approval,  you  should  be  aware  of  the  over-all  problem,  and  cognizant  of 
the  effect  of  your  actions  on  the  long  term  financial  stability  of  the  town.

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Comments  on  Capital  Expenditure  Program 

1962  —  total  $2,335,000 

The  use  of  $550,000  from  the  Stabilization  Fund  plus  borrowing  $400,000 
would  leave  $1,385,000  to  be  provided  out  of  current  revenues,  which  is 
$285,000  above  the  estimated  funds  available  (see  right).  Hence,  unless  the 
porgram  is  curtailed,  the  tax  rate  would  have  to  rise  above  $63.00  to  $67.00. 

1963  —  total  $2,607,000 

$1,732,000  of  the  total  would  have  a  direct  impact  on  the  tax  rate,  and, 
being  $532,000  in  excess  of  estimated  available  funds,  would  cause  an 
increase  in  the  tax  rate  to  $71.00  if  the  program  is  not  curtailed. 

1964  —  total  $1,512,000 

Again,  estimated  available  funds  would  be  short  by  $362,000,  and  a  tax 
rate  of  $68.00  would  be  indicated  unless  some  items  are  deleted  or 
deferred. 

1965  — total  $3,524,000 

Borrowing  of  $2,400,000  and  the  use  of  $150,000  from  the  Stabilization 
Fund  would  seem  to  indicate  that  estimated  available  funds  would  be  close 
to  the  amount  of  other  capital  expenditures.  However,  it  is  probable  that 
items  which  will  necessarily  be  deferred  from  prior  years  plus  items  which 
will  be  desired  but  are  not  now  foreseen,  will  cause  us  to  have  continued 
problems  in  1965. 

Note:  The  full  detail  of  major  capital  expenditures  has  not  been 
presented  in  an  effort  to  make  the  report  more  easily  understood.  The 
details  are  in  the  committee  files  and  available  to  anyone  who  wishes  to 
inquire  about  them.

Assumptions  Made  in  Estimating  Receipts  and  Expenditures 

The  following  assumptions  have  been  made  in  order  to  estimate  the 
receipts  and  operating  expenditures  for  the  years  1962  through  1965,  and 
in  order  to  estimate  the  funds  that  would  be  available  for  capital  expendi¬ 
tures  : 

1.  Estimated  receipts  from  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes 
are  based  on  assessed  values  projected  by  the  assessors,  times  a  stable 
tax  rate  of  $63.00,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  announced  policy  of 
the  Finance  Commission. 

2.  Other  receipts  have  been  estimated  based  on  1956  through  1960 
actual  experience. 

3.  Operating  expenditures  have  been  estimated  based  on  1961  appro¬ 
priations  plus  the  added  operating  cost  of  new  school  facilties,  and  plus  a 
growth  factor  of  $200,000  per  year  which  is  indicated  by  the  trend  from 
1956  through  1960. 
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4.  That  a  $100,000  addition  to  the  Stabilization  Fund  will  be  made 
in  1963,  64,  and  65. 

5.  Surplus  revenue  should  not  be  reduced  below  the  12/31/60  level, 
as  a  prudent  safeguard  against  unforseen  expenditures.

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ONE  YEAR  AT  OUR  TOWN  LIBRARY 
Three  Reading  Families 

The  use  of  the  library  by  11,640  registered  library  patrons  is  made 
more  graphic  by  high-lighting  it  with  the  experience  of  three  reading 
families;  each  with  three  generations  or  more  of  library  users. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Garner,  21  Beacon  Street,  are  a  business  couple 
whose  appreciation  of  reading,  implemented  by  their  library,  has  been 
transmitted  to  their  daughter  Lois.  Her  college  use  of  library  books  she 
calls  “tremendous.”  Our  recordings  also  are  a  “must”  with  her.  Her 
grandmother,  Mrs.  Catherine  Brennan,  is  another  member  of  this  reading 
family  making  avid  use  of  the  library.  Mrs.  Brennan’s  great-grandchildren 
also  use  it  when  visiting  here. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stephen  C.  Traudt,  147  Cottage  Street,  (He  is  an  industrial 
engineer  with  Bird  and  Sons)  care  about  the  best  in  books  as  do  their  12th 
grade  twins  Robert  and  Richard,  “always  at  the  library;”  their  daughter 
Marion,  employed  by  Nortronics;  and  young  Stephen,  making  use  of  our 
books  for  children  in  the  2nd  grade.  Richard  says  the  ease  of  finding  things 
at  the  library  started  his  interest  in  reading.  He  refers  to  our  getting  books 
on  inter-library  loan,  and  the  new  Film-Lending  Service  as  being  among 
the  aids  that  really  count  with  him.  Mrs.  Robert  Steele,  their  grandmother, 
has  been  a  library  user  since  her  school-days.  She  also  makes  use  of  library 
books  and  pictures  for  window  displays  in  the  insurance  office  where  she 
is  employed. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  O’Day,  278  Railroad  Avenue,  and  their  family 
make  vital  use  of  the  library  service  their  town  provides.  Mrs.  O’Day,  a  fine 
reader,  says  “we  have  to  live,  we  have  to  work,  but  reading  is  voluntary 
and  of  prime  importance  to  me.”  She  makes  time  for  it  and  for  the  use  of 
recordings  despite  being  a  home-maker,  a  mother,  and  a  full-time  secretary. 
Thomas,  Jr.  and  Anthony  are  high  school  library  patrons.  A  good  reading 
example  has  been  set  by  the  boys’  grandmother,  Mrs.  Francis  Duffy. 

Growth  of  Audio-Visual  Services 

A  Film-Lending  Service  was  launched  in  September  with  Mary  E. 
Locke,  Adult  Department  Librarian,  in  charge  of  Reference,  as  head  of  it. 
We  are  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Film  Cooperative.  In  these 
few  months,  from  a  frequently  changing  supply,  46  films  have  been  used 
by  teachers,  organizations  and  home  gatherings.  Mr.  John  J.  Flaherty,  Jr., 
Head,  English  Department,  Senior  High  School,  speaks  appreciatively  of 
their  value  in  his  work.  A  remarkable  gift  of  a  new  model,  Bell  and  Howell 
sound  projector  came  from  the  library’s  good  friend,  the  Women’s  Com¬ 
munity  Committee.  It  has  been  used  for  programs  at  the  library,  for  lending 
to  organizations  and  for  a  home  showing. 
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The  Record-Lending  Service — also  started  by  a  previous  gift  from  the 
Women’s  Community  Committee — continues  to  make  a  place  for  itself  in 
Norwood  life.  6,367  recordings  were  borrowed;  309  more  than  last  year. 
Miss  Locke  gave  a  concert  of  recordings  with  commentary,  to  the  Senior 
Citizens. 

Designers,  students  and  teachers  borrowed  1,267  pictures  from  our 
Picture  Collection. 

The  Adult  Department  has  presented  three  art  exhibits.  During  National 
Library  Week  there  was  an  outstanding  show  of  original  work  in  the  fine 
and  applied  arts  by  local  artists.  Floral  decorations  by  Mrs.  Hubert  Gordon 
throughout  the  library,  during  the  WTeek,  were  a  delight.  A  smaller  exhibit 
was  sponsored  by  the  Art  Committee  of  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club.  A 
high  point  was  the  very  well-received  one-man-show  of  paintings  by  Mr. 
John  Rizzo. 

An  important  part  of  the  library’s  visual  presentations  are  the  excellent 
window  displays  at  the  South  Norwood  Branch,  arranged  by  Doris  Allen, 
Branch  Librarian.  For  artistic  planning  and  subject  appeal  they  are  con¬ 
sidered  among  the  best  windows  in  town. 

Adults  Increase  Tlieir  Library  Use  —  And  Meet  Crowding 

Demand  for  seats  in  the  Reference  Room  continues  to  exceed  capacity. 
The  town’s  awareness  of  this  problem  is  shown  by  the  telephone  calls  we 
actually  received  to  ask  if  any  seats  were  available!  Parking  shortage  and 
jamming  of  cars  is  constant.  Despite  these  inconveniences,  the  Adult  De¬ 
partment  had  a  circulation  gain  of  5,762  over  last  year;  and  the  proportion 
of  non-fiction,  47,115,  was  almost  as  high  as  fiction,  48,542. 

A  much-used  aid  to  readers  has  been  installed:  a  chute  for  books  and 
periodicals  for  return  when  the  library  is  closed. 

Esther  C.  Pearson,  Adult  Department  Librarian,  in  charge  of  Circu¬ 
lation,  made  an  expanded  revision  of  our  list  of  55  Norwood  industries.  It 
gives  name  of  firm,  address,  telephone,  president  or  manager,  what  is 
manufactured  and  number  employed.  It  has  been  actively  requested.  Among 
our  other  services  to  business  and  industries  is  the  loan  of  several  book 
collections  to  the  Cornell-Dubilier  Electronics  Corporation  Research  Center; 
and  the  constant  use  at  our  library  by  businessmen,  investors  and  students 
of  directories,  Moody’s  Investors  Services,  and  other  statistical  tools.  In¬ 
dustry  is  also  represented  by  Mr.  Theodore  Crawford,  an  executive  at  the 
Plimpton  Press,  who  is  Vice-President  of  our  Friends  of  the  Library. 

Mrs.  Albin  Stitt’s  memory  was  honored  by  a  gift  from  her  neighbors 
of  “Gardner’s  Golden  Treasury;”  from  the  Women’s  Community  Committee 
of  “The  Orchids.”  Among  other  valued  gifts  were  a  recording  of  Wagner’s 
“Das  Rheingold,”  from  the  Lions  Club;  and  a  gift  of  money  for  a  book 
from  Mrs.  Otis  T.  Swain,  a  former  trustee,  in  memory  of  her  husband. 
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7,090  books  and  magazines  and  4  recordings  were  borrowed  by  patients 
and  personnel  using  our  weekly  Library  Service  at  the  Norwood  Hospital. 
Mrs.  Pearson,  in  charge,  believes  that  a  current  gain  in  circulation  and  the 
expected  opening  of  the  new  wing  in  1962 — in  full  operation  early  in  1963 — 
will  require  expanded  library  service.  This  will  coincide  with  14  years  of 
a  valued  part  of  library  work.

Your  Children  As  Readers 

They  have  access  to  a  well-selected  collection  of  books  and  audio-visual 
materials  and  zealous  service  at  the  Main  Library,  the  South  Norwood 
Branch,  and  at  the  Hospital,  with  the  prospect — we  hope  soon — of  better 
quarters. 

The  “Fun  With  Books”  summer  reading  club  encouraged  vacation 
reading  and  broadened  horizons.  For  the  first  time  2nd  graders  were  in¬ 
cluded,  bringing  commendation  from  a  number  of  parents.  Individual  com¬ 
petence  as  readers  was  stressed  rather  than  competition  in  the  number  of 
books  read.  Despite  this  emphasis  enrollment  increased  to  466,  with  219 
completing  the  requirements. 

N.  Dorothy  Shumaker,  Junior  Department  Librarian,  observed  the  need 
for  more  mature  subjects  in  book  selection.  Even  first  and  second  graders 
now  ask  for  easy  books  in  science. 

New  this  year: 

Summer  evening  service  for  children  an  evening  a  week. 

Regular  weekly  Picture  Book  Hours  for  pre-school  children 
with  ten  mothers  as  volunteer  readers. 

A  christening  of  the  new  projector,  during  National  Book 
Week  with  a  film  program  for  children,  using  films 
from  our  new  Film-Lending  Service. 

497  children  from  elementary  schools  and  the  Lainy  Kay  Country  Day 
School  came  to  the  Children’s  Room  in  groups  with  their  teachers  for 
library  instruction  and  to  help  select  classroom  collections.  58  collections 
went  to  eight  schools. 

During  National  Library  Week,  Mr.  Harry  Fraser  gave  the  boys  and 
girls  an  illustrated  talk  on  “A  European  Holiday.”  Mr.  John  Levitsky,  Art 
Supervisor,  Norwood  Public  Schools,  selected  and  arranged  an  exhibit  of 
arts  and  crafts  done  in -the  elementary  schools.

Library  Addition 

Indoors  and  out  there  is  daily  evidence  of  expansion  needs.  Some 
patrons  go  to  the  Branch  because  they  can’t  find  parking  space  at  the  Main 
Library — then  they  are  sent  back  again  because  the  Main  Library  has  the 
needed  books.  Our  popular  records  collection  is  so  crowded,  all  the  78’s 
have  liad  to  be  stored  in  the  basement.  Readers  often  have  to  use  the 
librarians’  desks  because  there  is  no  other  place  to  sit. 

It  was  a  great  day  for  Norwood  when,  authorized  by  Town  Meeting, 
the  Moderator  appointed  a  Library  Building  Committee  with  appropriation 
for  preliminary  expenses.  The  members  are  Mr.  Daniel  Callahan,  Chairman; 
two  library  trustees,  Mrs.  James  A.  Dunn  and  Mr.  Robert  C.  Fox;  Messrs. 
Frank  W.  Garner,  George  L.  Kozak,  John  Lanzoni,  and  Paul  M.  Murphy. 

Mr.  John  A.  Humphry  and  Mr.  Philip  J.  McNiff,  library  planning  spec¬ 
ialists,  were  engaged  to  survey  the  needs  and  present  a  plan  for  an  Addition. 
The  plan  was  accepted  by  the  Building  Committee. 

Several  discussions  have  been  held  with  the  owners  of  adjoining 
property. 

Mr.  Harry  Korslund,  Architect,  is  working  on  the  possible  integration 
of  the  Humphry-McNiff  plan  for  an  Addition,  with  the  present  library  build¬ 
ing,  and  will  report  later. 

In  connection  with  building  needs,  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  had 
Edna  Phillips,  Librarian,  attend  a  three-day  Building  Institute  at  Kent. 
Ohio,  sponsored  by  the  American  Library  Association.

A  Librarian,  turning  away  from  the  charging  desk  for  a  moment, 
was  conscious  of  a  presence.  Looking  back,  she  found  a  huge  black  dog 
on  his  hind  legs,  forepaws  resting  on  the  counter  as  if  asking  for  a 
book — or  was  it  a  bit  of  doggerel ? 
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What  Makes  the  Wheels  Go  Round 

Vital  to  good  public  service  are: 

Selection  of  books,  recordings  and  pamphlets. 

Cataloging. 

Book  and  other  acquisition,  processing  and  maintenance. 

Shelf  care  of  books,  periodicals,  newspapers  and  recordings. 

Statistical,  business  and  secretarial  work. 

Buildings  and  grounds  maintenance. 

The  Cataloging1  Service — effected  the  technical  processing  of  4,155  books 
and  150  recordings.  In  this  Martha  C.  Eaton,  Assistant  Librarian  and  Cata- 
loger,  was  helped  by  Helen  Fraser,  Senior  Assistant,  and  Mary  E.  Locke, 
who  catalogs  recordings. 

New  angle  guide  cards  for  the  entire  catalog  and  large,  hand-lettered 
labels  for  all  catalog  drawers  is  a  project  begun  some  time  ago  and 
finished  this  year. 

Five-year  inventory  of  books  and  recordings  was  taken.  Under  Miss 
Eaton’s  direction,  the  heads  of  the  two  departments,  the  'branch,  and  the 
hospital  library,  took  their  own  inventory.  Ruth  King,  Senior  Assistant, 
was  also  especially  helpful.  The  books  and  recordings  now  found  missing, 
that  are  still  missing  a  year  hence,  will  then  be  counted  lost.  It  is  estimated 
that  inventory  required  1,320  work-hours.  Six  recordings  and  1,2'50  books 
were  missing;  an  average  of  250  per  year  for  the  five  year  period  covered. 
This  is  from  a  total  book  collection  of  54,888  and  a  circulation  of  205,390. 
The  Librarian  believes  that  when  the  next  inventory  is  due  in  1966,  it 
could  be  greatly  expedited  if  done  on  a  day  the  library  is  closed  and  with 
everybody  on  duty.

We  Learn,  We  Confc-ibute 

The  trustees,  the  librarian  and  the  staff  have  among  them  attended 
the  Cleveland  ALA,  all  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association 
and  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club;  meetings  on  State  Aid  to  Libraries  held 
at  Brockton,  Brookline  and  Boston;  the  Round  Table  for  Young  Adults 
Librarians,  the  Hospital  Library  Group,  the  New  England  Library  Associ¬ 
ation,  and  a  Program-Planning  meeting  in  Boston.  The  Library  Adminis¬ 
trators  of  Greater  Boston  met  here;  at  two  of  their  other  meetings  we  were 
represented. 

Miss  Phillips  took  part  in  a  panel  discussion  at  Simmons  College  School 
of  Library  Science,  which  was  part  of  a  three-day  Seminar  on  Book  Selec- 
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tion;  she  gave  an  interview  on  the  library  for  Radio  Station  WJDA,  made 
book  suggestions  at  a  group  meeting,  Congregational  Church;  and  advised 
on  the  start  of  a  library  for  an  independent  school  in  Cambridge.  She  is 
Library  Chairman,  Joint  Committee  on  Nutrition  Literature,  MLA  and 
Massachusetts  Public  Health  Association;  member,  MLA  Executive  Board, 
MLA  Adult  Education  Committee,  and  she  takes  part  in  numerous  town 
activities.  In  the  field  of  books,  history  and  art,  her  vacation  in  the  British 
Isles  was  of  value  to  her  library  work. 

Miss  Shumaker  took  part  in  a  panel  meeting  of  the  Round  Table  of 
Children’s  Librarians;  served  on  the  Nominating  Committee,  Old  Colony 
Library  Club,  a  second  year  on  the  MLA  Recruiting  Committee,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club’s  Art  Committee.  Mrs.  Pearson  is 
a  member,  MLA  Intellectual  Freedom  Committee;  Miss  Locke,  of  the  Good 
Reading  Committee  Round  Table  Young  Adults  Librarians.  In  her  own 
time  she  took  three  courses  at  the  Boston  Center  for  Adult  Education.

Now  it  is  too  crowded 
for  a  reference  collection  adequate  for  present  needs.  Inquirers  must  be 
sent  to  the  Main  Library. 

Doris  Allen,  Branch  Librarian,  her  work,  and  the  library  back  of  her 
are  all  a  constructive  part  of  area  life. 

The  use  of  the  Branch  by  a  whole  family  is  a  delight  to  see.  South 
Norwood  children  are  proud  to  come  in  with  both  parents  to  select  books 
for  family  reading— a  wonderful  beginning  for  a  lifetime  of  book  enjoyment.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
HOUSING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


On  petition  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  under  Article  8  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  April  27,  1960  a  nine  member  committee 
was  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  to  be  known  as  the  Elementary 
School  Housing  Study  Committee.  The  purpose  of  this  Committee  was  to 
study  the  need  for  an  additional  elementary  school  and  that  following  this 
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the  Committee  study  and  publish  a  further  report  of  all  foreseeable  school 
housing  requirements. 

The  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  June  6,  1960,  Mr.  Joseph 
R.  Olshan  was  elected  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  made  its  initial  report  and  recommendations  to  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  on  May  18,  1961.  The  Committee  made  the  following 
recommendations : 

That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  to 
secure  the  services  of  an  architect,  have  preliminary  plans  and  an  estimate 
of  cost  prepared  for  one  elementary  school  to  contain  16  classrooms,  two 
of  which  would  be  for  Special  Student  classrooms.  To  proceed,  as  soon  as 
funds  are  made  available  by  Town  Meeting,  with  the  construction  of  the 
school  and  it  was  further  recommended  that  this  school  be  constructed  on 
the  so-called  Prospect  Street  site. 

The  Committee  through  its  study  based  its  recommendations  in  part  on 
present  enrollment  figures  and  the  pupil  capacity  of  each  of  the  present 
elementary  schools.  Projected  enrollment  figures  supplied  to  the  Committee 
by  the  P.T.A.  Census  Committee,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  and  the 
Department  of  Education  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  indicated 
a  definite  and  continuous  increase  of  pupils  over  available  classroom  seats 
during  the  next  five  years. 

In  determining  the  location  for  a  new  elementary  school  the  Committee 
considered,  new  home  construction  potential  in  various  areas  of  Norwood, 
the  cost  of  purchasing  suitable  land  and  the  ability  to  relieve  pressure  on 
other  elementary  schools.  The  Committee  felt  that  the  Prospect  Street  site 
would  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  town  and  the  school  needs. 

Mr.  Arthur  B.  Rodgers  replaced  Mr.  Joseph  Olshan  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  in  November  1961. 

The  Committee  will  continue  its  study  of  all  foreseeable  school 
housing  needs  in  Norwood  and  will  endeavor  to  publish  a  further  report 
of  its  study  in  1962.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

As  a  result  of  the  study  made  by  the  Elementary  School  Housing  Study 
Committee  and  its  recommendations  to  the  town  meeting  action  was  taken 
under  Article  10  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  18,  1961  to  appoint 
a  seven-member  committee  to  be  known  as  the  school  building  committee. 
This  Committee  was  given  the  responsibility  of  securing  the  services  of  an 
architect  to  have  preliminary  plans  drawn  and  an  estimate  of  cost  prepared 
for  a  16  classroom  elementary  school  with  auxiliary  facilities  to  be  erected 
on  the  Prospect  Street  site. 

After  appointment  by  the  Town  Moderator  the  committee  first  met  on 
July  6,  1961.  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Olshan  was  elected  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee.  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools  was  elected 
as  a  member  ex-officio  to  the  Committee  and  Miss  Elizabeth  V.  Syverson 
was  selected  to  act  as  clerk  to  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  interviewed  architects  in  the  field  of  School  building 
construction  who  were  both  interested  and  available  to  undertake  this 
project.  The  Committee  thereupon  inspected  schools  that  these  architects 
had  worked  on  which  were  either  completed  and  in  operation  or  under 
construction  at  the  time.  Discussions  concerning  the  relative  merits  of  the 
several  architects  were  held  with  Superintendents  of  Schools,  Principals, 
custodians  and  members  of  other  school  building  committees.  After  much 
consideration  the  architectural  firm  of  Stoner  Associates  of  Boston  was 
chosen  to  undertake  this  project. 

The  architect  was  given  the  education  specifications  for  the  new  school 
as  prepared  by  the  School  Committee.  Several  plans  in  compliance  with  the 
educational  specifications  were  prepared  by  the  architect  and  reviewed  by 
the  Committee  and  one  was  chosen  and  further  refined  to  best  suit  the 
needs  and  requirements  of  our  educational  program.  Approval  of  the 
preliminary  plan  was  made  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission 
in  December. 

After  discussion  and  due  consideration  it  was  the  decision  of  the 
Committee  to  name  the  new  school  in  honor  of  John  P.  Oldham.  The  name 
of  the  school  would  therefore  be,  the  John  P.  Oldham  Elementary  School. 

The  Committee  had  the  opportunity  of  presenting  its  report  to  the  town 
at  a  panel  discussion  held  in  the  Junior  High  School  in  December  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Norwood  Council  of  P.T.A.’s. 
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The  Committee  will  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  on  January  25,  1962  for 
approval  of  the  preliminary  plans  and  an  appropriation  of  the  necessary 
funds  for  construction.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  1961. 
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The  Public  Schools  are  a  public  concern;  they  are  not  a  private  matter. 
The  public  image  of  the  public  schools  all  too  often  has  been  “education  is 
a  good  thing”  but  it  costs  a  lot  of  money.  The  public  image  of  the  profession 
in  this  instance  seems  to  have  generally  been  that  they  want  us  to  give 
them  more  money  but  they  really  don’t  tell  us  what  they  want  to  do  with  it. 
Perhaps  this  has  some  base  in  fact,  because  of  the  vagaries  involved  in  any 
large  municipal  enterprise.  However,  it  is  contended  that  actually  neither 
of  the  foregoing  is  indicative  of  true  understanding  of  the  largest  single 
enterprise  in  this  community. 

The  educational  system  of  Norwood  is  a  mutual  and  cooperative  ven¬ 
ture —  and  a  very  public  matter.  We  hold  a  major  responsibility,  entrusted 
to  us  by  you.  Not  to  oversimplify  this  thesis,  but  rather  to  provoke  re¬ 
sponsiveness  to  the  obligations  at  hand,  might  we  suggest  that  the  public 
has  a  responsibility  to  keep  informed,  said  responsibility  Ibeing  equal  to 
ours,  that  of  informing  the  public. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  and  the  Administration  conceives  itself 
as  one  aspect  among  many  that  goes  into  the  making  of  public  policy  on 
allocating  resources  for  investment  as  well  as  consumption.  Concentrating 
on  money  for  schools  per  se  as  if  they  were  good  in  themselves  and  unre¬ 
lated  to  the  needs  of  the  economy,  has  tended  to  obscure  a  fact  which  is 
a  fundamental  aspect  of  society.  The  fact  is  that  education  is  an  investment 
directly  related  to  productivity,  as  well  as  a  cost  that  can  be  listed  under 
the  heading  of  consumption. 

I 

The  School  Committee  has  attempted  to  keep  information  flowing  to 
the  public  by  submitting  the  minutes  of  meetings  to  both  local  newspapers 
throughout  the  year.  Information  pertaining  to  all  schools  and  their  activi¬ 
ties  were  submitted  regularly  to  both  papers  and  much  information  has 
been  published  throughout  the  year. 

Our  new  Superintendent  of  Schools,  in  his  first  full  year  of  office,  has 
instituted  new  methods  of  programming,  improved  utilization  of  personnel 
in  all  areas,  and  has  expanded  the  physical  fitness  and  athletic  activities 
throughout  the  system.  He  is  presently  preparing  more  refined  and  com¬ 
prehensive  methods  of  testing  for  intelligence,  aptitude  and  achievement, 
and  ability  grouping  at  all  levels  should  be  well  underway  by  the  next  school 
year.  The  record  to  date  speaks  well  for  the  future  and  we  are  happy  to 
have  the  able  direction  of  Dr.  Coakley  in  our  school  system. 

The  failure  of  the  General  Contractor  to  complete  the  addition  to  the 
High  School  according  to  contract,  made  it  necessary  for  the  Senior  High 
School  Building  Committee  to  call  for  its  completion  under  the  performance 
bond.  Double  sessions  could  not  be  avoided.  The  patience  and  understanding 
of  parents,  pupils  and  teachers  in  this  difficult  period  is  very  much  appre¬ 
ciated.  It  seems  assured  now,  that  the  addition  will  be  completed  and  single 
sessions  resumed  at  the  end  of  the  winter  vacation  period. 

The  rapid  increase  of  enrollment  at  the  Junior  High  School  made  it 
necessary  to  transfer  the  ninth  grade  to  the  Senior  High  School.  The  dis- 
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ruption  of  the  6-3-3  organizational  plan  is  temporary  and  will  be  resumed 
when  adequate  facilities  are  available  for  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth 
grades.  The  problem  will  be  presented  to  the  Building  Survey  Committee 
for  study  and  report. 

The  anticipated  construction  of  a  new  elementary  school  in  the  Forbes 
Area  will  alleviate  the  tremendous  pressure  that  now  exists  in  our  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  Several  schools,  now  crowded  beyond  planned  capacity, 
find  it  necessary  to  use  library,  multi-purpose  and  recreational  areas  as 
classrooms.  In  addition,  many  classrooms  are  well  over  the  desirable  limits 
for  quality  instruction.  This  is  most  undesirable,  as  it  prevents  the  use  of 
these  areas  for  their  intended  purpose  and  hampers  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram  to  great  extent. 


Personnel 

The  success  of  any  organization  is  dependent  upon  its  personnel.  Nor¬ 
wood  has  developed  a  systematic  recruitment  program  wherdby  teams  of 
interviewers  begin  initial  screening  of  the  various  colleges  and  universities 
involved  in  teacher  training  programs  as  early  as  January  of  every  year. 
In  actuality,  our  recruitment  program  is  ongoing  for  we  are  constantly 
looking  for  qualified  teachers  for  our  school  system.  As  a  matter  of  record, 
in  the  past,  we  have  had  litlle  difficulty  in  filling  our  positions  with  well- 
qualified  people.  Norwood  also  has  been  fortunate  by  the  fact  that  we  have 
had  moderate  turnover  among  our  professional  staff.  We  are  constantly 
attempting  to  keep  abreast  with  a  competitive  salary  schedule  and  to  this 
point,  we  have  had  few  problems.  It  is  indicated,  however,  that  a  revision 
of  our  present  salary  schedule  is  in  order  and  your  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee  is  presently  working  on  this  problem. 

During  the  past  year,  under  our  reorganization  plan  to  refine  direct 
supervision  and  responsibility  of  all  departments  and  to  help  coordinate  all 
phases  of  this  operation  with  proper  line  and  staff  relationships,  we  have 
established  the  positions  of:  Director  of  Special  Services,  Director  of  Ath¬ 
letics  and  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  for  the  Senior  High  School,  and 
Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  for  the  Junior  High  School  and  Ele¬ 
mentary  Schools.  There  is  need  to  establish  and  to  activate  the  position  of 
Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  will  round  out  the  basic 
organizational  plan  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

We  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  administrators 
for  more  complete  information.  The  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Princi¬ 
pals,  Directors  and  Supervisors  present  vital  facts  related  to  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools. 


Conclusion 

We,  the  Members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  appreciate  the 
willingness  of  the  employees  of  the  Norwood  Schools  to  perform  in  excellent 
manner  each  according  to  his  capacity  in  the  many  and  difficult  tasks  that 
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are  involved  in  their  daily  routine.  We  submit  this  report  with  the  assur 
ance  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  in  the  capacity  of  School  Com 
mitteemen  and  we  request  your  continued  interest  and  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
December  31,  1961 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Introductory 

Ten  years  ago,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  had  an  enrollment  of  2,800 
pupils.  Today,  we  have  some  '5,000  children  enrolled  in  the  schools.  As  an 
example  of  growth,  in  October  of  1952,  we  had  some  536  pupils  enrolled  in 
Norwood  Senior  High  School.  Today,  we  have  1,280  students  in  High  School. 
Ten  years  ago,  the  Norwood  Schools  had  a  professional  staff  of  some  137 
people;  today,  we  have  double  that  number  on  the  professional  staff  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools.  Mention  is  made  of  these  figures  to  point  up  the 
fact  that  Norwood  is  no  longer  a  small  school  system.  It  has  become  a  large 
enterprise,  the  largest  single  enterprise  in  the  community,  and  in  terms 
of  dollars  and  cents,  it  involves  a  plant  that  assumes  some  $10,000,000 
equipped,  and  involves  an  annual  operating  budget  of  close  to  $2,000,000. 

Since  the  acquisition  of  the  new  Cleveland  and  Prescott  Schools  and 
the  present  Senior  High  School  Addition,  we  not  only  have  added  to  our 
physical  facility,  but  of  necessity,  because  of  increased  population  and 
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educational  demands,  we  have  had  to  add  tremendously  to  our  professional 
staff.  This  is  a  continuing  problem,  recognized  by  all.  During  the  past  year, 
an  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  has  selected  an  architect  and 
has  presented  with  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  approval,  pre¬ 
liminary  plans  for  a  new  16  room  elementary  school  to  be  completed  by 
July  of  1963  for  occupancy  September  1,  1963.  Unlike  many  communities, 
Norwood  is  fortunate  in  that  it  can  foresee  the  limits  of  the  population 
potential.  Within  the  next  few  years,  there  just  won’t  be  any  more  room 
for  new  homes  or  new  people.  It  would  seem  then  that  within  the  next 
decade,  two  additional  schools  will  complete  the  physical  expansion  for  the 
Norwood  Public  School  System  and  thereafter,  adequately  house  all  chil¬ 
dren  of  school  age.  With  proper  maintenance,  repair  and  renovation,  Nor¬ 
wood  should  have  a  physical  plant  comparable  to  the  best  that  exist. 

Curriculum 

The  only  reason  for  a  school’s  existence  is  children.  We  are  remaining 
alert  to  new  trends  in  curriculum  that  we  might  better  serve  the  needs  of 
children.  Of  particular  consequence  during  the  past  year,  we  have  had 
teams  exploring  the  reading  system  with  an  eye  toward  adoption  of  a  basal 
reader  at  the  primary  level  throughout  the  Town  of  Norwood.  We  feel  that 
this  will  greatly  enhance  and  solidify  our  skills  program  with  regard  to 
word  attack,  phonics,  and  total  word  mastery.  This  also  will  tend  to  produce 
greater  consistency  in  the  given  teaching  method  within  and  among  all  of 
the  grade  levels  of  the  Town  of  Norwood.  We  have  concerned  ourselves  with 
the  refinement  of  the  services  of  the  Special  Service  Division.  We  are  de¬ 
riving  greater  utilization  from  the  resource  people  in  this  division  with  re¬ 
spect  to  actual  classroom  demonstrations,  as  well  as  giving  teachers  greater 
service  through  the  medium  of  our  own  experts  and  their  findings.  We  still 
continue  to  maintain  individual  and  small  group  instruction  in  remedial 
reading,  in  speech  classes,  and  in  speech  therapy. 

We  have  also  concerned  ourselves  with  an  enrichment  program  at  the 
upper  intermediate  level.  Those  children  who  are  able  to  cope  more  than 
adequately  with  the  basic  curriculum  and  who  have  met  the  multiple  cri¬ 
teria  for  selection  are  engaged  in  expanded  and  enriched  learnings  in 
Language  Arts,  Arithmetic,  and  the  French  Language. 

At  selected  fifth  and  sixth  grade  levels,  we  have  some  team  teaching 
and  coordinate  teaching  going  on.  Also,  we  have  an  experimental  reading 
program  now  in  its  second  year  at  the  Callahan  School.  This  is  an  adapta¬ 
tion  of  the  New  Castle  Experiment  in  Reading.  And,  at  the  Norwood  Senior 
High  School,  in  the  Social  Studies  Department,  we  have  some  team  teaching 
being  done  by  members  of  that  department. 

We  have  expanded  our  developmental  reading  program.  It  is  our  aim 
to  have  continuity  from  the  intermediate  through  the  twelfth  grade  level 
and  presently,  we  are  offering  developmental  reading  at  the  Junior  High 
School  and  the  Senior  High  School  level. 
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The  Foreign  Language  program  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  begins 
at  the  third  level  for  all  children.  This  aural-oral  French  offering  is  given 
to  every  third  and  fourth  grade  child  and,  again  those  who  can  cope  ade¬ 
quately  with  the  basic  curriculum,  may  continue  this  on  a  selective  basis 
at  the  fifth  grade  level.  Children  who  have  been  selected  for  this  program 
at  the  fifth  level  may  continue  this  throughout  the  rest  of  their  career. 
Those  children  who  do  not  have  the  opportunity  at  the  fifth  level  may  again 
elect  a  foreign  language  at  the  eighth  level  and  thereafter  follow  through 
with  the  normal  college  requirement  in  the  language  area. 

At  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School,  we  have  a  diversity  of  offering 
and  every  program  is  individually  made  for  the  particular  student.  Begin¬ 
ning  at  the  eighth  level,  the  more  able  student  is  selected  for  a  more 
rigorous  program  and  students  who  are  able  to  maintain  good  academic 
standing  may  continue  this  throughout  their  High  School  career.  The  more 
able  students  selected  for  this  type  of  program  receive  advanced  instruc¬ 
tion,  their  program  being  enriched  and  extended  vertically  and  laterally. 
Individual  differences  are  of  great  concern  and  the  students  who  can  main¬ 
tain  this  pace  are  receiving  advanced  instruction  over  and  beyond  the 
normal  college  preparation. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  have  had  a  good  reputation  academically 
over  the  years.  It  is  our  intention  to  firmly  hold  this  position.  College  ad¬ 
missions  are  one  thing;  completion  of  the  four  year  program  is  another. 
Norwood  again,  has  had  an  enviable  record,  as  evidenced  by  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  graduates  from  Norwood  High  School  who  have  successfully  com¬ 
pleted  a  four  year  college  program  at  leading  colleges  and  universities 
throughout  the  country. 

Guidance 

At  the  Junior  High  School  and  Senior  High  School  levels,  we  have 
concerned  ourselves  with  better  staffing  of  the  Guidance  Department  and 
presently  we  have  two  guidance  counselors  at  the  Junior  High  School 
and  four  guidance  counselors  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Renovation 
of  the  physical  facilities  for  this  department  have  been  completed 
and  the  environment  for  interviews  and  counseling  is  now  of  excel¬ 
lent  quality.  The  expansion  of  guidance  services  in  Norwood  and  the 
corresponding  increase  in  personnel  have  pointed  to  the  necessity  for 
clarifying  the  status  of  this  department  with  its  numerous  interrelation¬ 
ships.  First  steps  have  already  been  taken  and  a  proposal  of  a  guidance 
program  to  define  and  delimit  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  guidance 
personnel  has  already  been  projected.  The  coordinate  activity  of  the 
Director  of  Special  Services  and  the  Guidance  Department  will  insure 
integration  and  better  articulation  within  and  among  all  educational  levels. 

Special  Education 

With  regard  to  special  education,  last  year  we  instituted  a  Class  for 
Trainables.  We  also  maintain  educable  classes  at  the  Primary,  Intermediate 
and  Junior  High  School  levels  for  the  slow  learner.  Direct  responsibility 
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for  the  special  education  program  falls  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Special 
Services  Division  and  more  complete  information  about  this  program  will 
be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Director  of  Special  Services.

Annually  at  Town  Meeting,  the  people  of  Norwood  have  made  an  ap¬ 
propriation  consistent  with  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  which  has 
allowed  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  with  matching  funds,  to  substantially 
increase  our  Science,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language,  and  guidance  areas 
with  regard  to  instructional  equipment,  physical  facilities  and  increased 
personnel.  This  federal  aid  for  Norwood  has  been  of  great  help  to  us  in 
the  areas  mentioned  and  we  have  profitted  greatly  therefrom  at  all  levels. 

In  Conclusion 

A  school  system  will  be  only  as  good  as  the  people  of  their  community 
will  allow  it  to  be.  The  Town  of  Norwood  is  fortunate  indeed  for  the  people 
in  this  community  are  desirous  of  an  educational  system  second  to  none. 
During  the  past  year,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  every  parent- 
teacher  association  group  within  the  community.  Also,  I  have  had  the 
privilege  of  sharing  educational  ideas  with  many  community  and  service 
organizations  and  the  sincerity  and  expressed  desires  of  all  of  the  people 
have  been  most  heartwarming  to  me  for  there  is  singleness  of  purpose  and 
aim;  to  provide  the  best  educational  facilities  possible  for  the  young  people 
of  Norwood.  An  extension  of  this  excellent  educational  interest  and  attitude 
has  been  evidenced  by  the  cooperation  of  all  Town  Boards  and  Town  De¬ 
partments  which  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  work  with  during  the  year.  We 
have  the  constant  educational  challenge  before  us  because  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  desires  of  the  people  of  Norwood.  We  shall  do  our  utmost  to  con¬ 
stantly  warrant  the  confidence  and  trust  that  has  been  placed  before  us. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for 
their  cooperation,  enthusiasm  and  willingness  to  perform  the  many  and 
varied  tasks  required  of  this  highly  moral  vocation.  And,  to  the  members 
of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  excellent  cooperation  and  understanding  help  that  has 
been  extended  to  me.  It  has  been  a  distinct  privilege  and  a  pleasure  working 
with  you  in  our  common  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Senior  High  School. 

An  Overview 

Predictions  of  burgeoning  enrollment  have  indeed  come  true.  The 
new  thirty-four  room  addition  to  the  school  is  rapidly  approaching  comple¬ 
tion.  Since  September  we  have  been  operating  on  double  sessions  with 
Grades  Ten  through  Twelve  attending  school  in  the  morning,  and  the  Ninth 
Graders  coming  in  the  afternoon.  Outstanding  cooperation  of  students, 
teachers,  and  parents  has  sharply  minimized  possible  educational  losses. 
We  have  been  able  to  continue  and  even  further  to  refine  our  programming 
practices  designed  to  place  throughout  the  day  each  individual  learner  in 
a  series  of  classroom  situations  structured  specifically  to  meet  his  individual 
needs  and  capabilities.  Furthermore,  temporary  schedules  have  been  so 
formulated  that  when  it  is  possible  for  us  to  go  on  single  session,  this 
change  will  be  effected  without  disrupting  present  teacher-pupil  assign¬ 
ments.  Thus  with  new  and  enlarged  facilities  in  immediate  prospect,  the 
year  just  past  in  a  sense  marks  the  end  of  an  era.  Interested  citizens  will, 
however,  we  believe,  find  in  this  report  a  delineation  of  the  major  charac¬ 
teristics  which  will  typify  the  emerging  school.

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Table  #1  shows  that  as  of  November  1,  1961,  there  was  a  total  of  1250 
students  in  Grades  9,  10,  11,  and  12.  These  four  Grades  are  now  housed 
at  the  Senior  High  School.  This  in  an  increase  of  almost  40  per  cent  over 
last  year’s  Senior  High  School  enrollment.  Table  #2  indicates  as  an  estimate 
that  during  the  next  two  years  there  will  be  a  further  rise  in  High  School 
enrollment  of  approximately  8  per  cent.  Thus  in  the  Fall  of  1963  a  student 
population  of  approximately  1463  is  predicted.  This  will  approach  the 
capacity  of  the  facilities  existing  at  that  time. 

Guidance  Is  Strengthened 

In  September  two  counselors  were  added  to  our  existing  Guidance  Staff 
to  give  us  four  full-time  guidance  workers.  The  counselor-student  ratio  at 
the  school  is  now  approximately  one  to  three  hundred.  Also,  for  guidance 
purposes  we  have  divided  the  student  body  into  four  groups  —  each  group 
to  include  approximately  one-fourth  of  each  of  the  four  classes.  One  such 
group  has  been  assigned  to  each  counselor.  Also  additional  floor  space  has 
been  made  available  for  guidance  and  remodeled  to  provide  a  guidance 
waiting  room  and  library  plus  four  individual  conference  rooms. 

Over  the  years  as  secondary  education  has  grown  more  complex, 
guidance  has  become  an  increasingly  valuable  adjunct  to  the  total  school 
effort.  This  will  continue.  In  the  future  every  aspect  of  the  individual’s 
adjustment  to  the  school  situation,  including  attendance  and  discipline,  will 
at  least  initially  be  the  concern  and  responsibility  of  his  counselor. 

Study  Skills  And  Reading  Courses 

In  September  a  second  full-time  Reading  Teacher  was  added  to  the 
Senior  High  School  faculty.  This  has  now  made  possible  at  the  Senior 
High  School  a  new  required  course  in  Study  Skills  and  Reading  at  the 
Ninth  Grade  level.  Teachers  have  found  over  the  years  that  not  infrequently 
young  people  even  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  have  yet  to  learn 
how  to  study  efficiently  and  effectively.  Of  course  a  knowledge  of  how  to 
read  for  the  purpose  at  hand  is  an  essential  ingredient  of  effective  study 
skills.  All  ninth-grade  students  are  receiving  instruction  in  these  important 
areas.  In  addition,  through  a  variety  of  measures  including  Diagnostic 
Testing  of  Reading  Ability,  ninth  graders  who  need  special  remedial  help 
in  reading  are  being  identified  and  assigned  to  special  classes  for  this 
special  instruction. 

Meanwhile,  strong  developmental  Reading  Classes  are  being  scheduled 
on  an  elective  basis  for  upper  classmen,  college  bound  and  otherwise. 

The  School  Library  Grows  in  Service 

During  1961,  almost  1000  new  volumes  were  added  to  our  School 
Library.  Also,  for  the  first  time  last  Spring,  the  School  Library  sponsored 
a  paper  back  book  fair  featuring  exclusively  books  which  combine  reading 
interest  with  high  literary  merit.  At  the  fair  1026  volumes  in  this  category 
were  sold  at  modest  prices  to  students.  In  another  library  undertaking, 
throughout  the  Fall  each  of  the  thirty  ninth  and  tenth  grade  English 
classes  individually  was  given  a  four-lesson  orientation  in  the  use  of 
Library  facilities. 
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Furthermore  since  we  have  been  on  double  sessions,  the  Library  has 
been  open  for  morning  and  afternoon  use.  Students  have  been  able  to  come 
to  the  Library  during  their  free  half  of  the  day.  Many  have  done  so.  We 
expect  this  after-school  use  of  the  Library  to  continue  when  we  are  on 
single  session. 

The  last  five  years  have  seen  the  School  Library  become  an  important 
and  integral  part  of  our  educational  program.  With  further  expansion  in 
immediate  prospect,  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  each  of  our  young 
people  will  come  increasingly  to  recognize  the  almost  limitless  contribution 
which  books  can  make  to  successful  living. 

Advanced  Secretarial  Training  Transferred 

Because  of  crowded  facilities  at  the  Peabody  School  and  the  need  to 
rotate  the  schedule  of  the  comprehensive  High  School,  this  year  for  the 
first  time  twelfth-grade  students  who  wish  advanced  secretarial  training 
are  receiving  this  instruction  on  a  full-time  basis  at  the  Senior  High  School. 
Over  the  years  we  have  been  proud  of  the  quality  of  the  courses  in  Business 
Training  available  for  our  young  people.  Excellence  in  education  has  been 
underlined  at  all  levels.  Under  the  new  plan  this  will  continue.  A  fully 
integrated  High  School  Business  Department  is  now  possible  under  a 
rotating  schedule. 

]Vew  Offerings  in  Foreign  Language 

In  September  for  the  first  time  at  the  High  School,  a  fourth  year  of 
French  and  a  third  year  of  Spanish  were  included  in  our  Foreign  Language 
offerings.  Both  of  these  new  courses  give  promise  of  success  and  will  be 
continued.  Four  years  of  Latin  instruction,  of  course,  have  traditionally 
been  available.  In  our  modern  foreign  languages,  for  the  past  several  years 
we  have  placed  particular  emphasis  on  the  aural  lingual  approach.  In  this 
connection  I  am  happy  to  report  that  with  the  opening  of  the  new  building, 
we  shall  have  available  for  language  instruction  a  thirty-station  electronic 
language  laboratory.  The  language  laboratory  can  indeed  be  a  powerful 
teaching  aid  and  will,  we  confidently  expect,  further  implement  this 
important  approach  to  foreign  language  instruction. 

Team  Teaching  in  Social  Studies 

Three  of  our  competent  social  studies  teachers  are  this  year  as  an 
experiment  employing  a  form  of  team  teaching  in  our  Problems  of 
Democracy  classes.  To  prepare  for  this  new  approach,  each  teacher  on  the 
team  had  to  become  particularly  well  informed  in  a  large  and  different 
segment  of  the  total  course  content.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  and 
third  terms,  each  teacher  moves  to  an  entirely  new  set  of  classes  to  consider 
in  depth  with  these  new  students  for  that  term  the  specific  areas  which 
are  that  teacher’s  particular  competence.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fourth 
term,  teachers  will  return  to  their  original  classes  to  cover  the  new  material 
of  the  last  quarter  and  to  review  and  intergrate  the  year’s  work.  While 
final  evaluation  must  await  the  end  of  the  course,  we  believe  that  there  is 
much  of  promise  in  this  approach.  It  will,  we  .expect,  continue. 
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New  Approaches  in  Mathematics 

Two  years  ago  we  extended  and  broadened  our  Mathematics  IV  course 
so  that  it  would  afford  a  more  adequate  preparation  for  college  mathe¬ 
matics.  In  September  we  introduced  for  the  first  time  courses  in  Modern 
Mathematics  at  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  grade  levels.  The  four 
teachers  who  are  conducting  these  experimental  courses  are  enthusiastic 
about  them  and  are  in  agreement  that  we  should  continue  and  even 
accelerate  the  transition  from  classical  to  modern  mathematics. 

Furthermore,  the  first  group  of  Norwood  students  who  began  Algebra 
in  the  8th  grade  are  now  Sophomores.  The  work  of  these  Sophomores  this 
year  in  Junior  Mathematics  seems  to  indicate  that  the  experience  of  having 
selected  students  to  begin  Algebra  one  year  earlier  is  notably  successful. 
Students  who  begin  Algebra  in  the  eighth  grade  and  who  successfully 
complete  Mathematics  IV  in  the  eleventh  grade  will  be  able  to  take  a  full 
year  of  college  mathematics  in  the  twelfth  grade  and  thus  be  eligible  for 
advanced  placement  in  college.  This  would  seem  to  be  a  most  desirable 
outcome. 


Losses  Sustained  —  The  Drop-Out  Date 

Over  the  years  the  holding  power  of  the  School  has  been  truly 
remarkable.  Our  drop-out  rate  continues  to  be  extremely  low.  While  the 
National  drop-out  average  is  a  disturbing  40  per  cent  and  the  State-wide 
drop-out  rate  in  Massachusetts  is  22  per  cent,  the  drop-out  rate  at  the 
Norwood  Senior  High  School  from  September  15,  1960,  to  September  15, 
1961,  was  actually  less  than  6  per  cent.  By  definition  it  is  the  unique  role 
of  the  public  comprehensive  high  school  in  the  United  States  to  serve  all 
the  children  of  all  the  people.  A  drop-out  rate  of  6  per  cent  is,  we  submit, 
favorable  evidence  that  the  School  is  meeting  its  democratic  commitment 
in  this  important  particular. 

The  Quality  of  the  Product 

Of  the  240  graduates  in  the  Class  of  1961,  147  or  61  per  cent  of  the 
total  are  continuing  with  some  form  of  post  high  school  traning.  Eighty 
young  people  or  33  per  cent  of  the  class  are  attending  four-year  degree 
granting  colleges  of  National  and  World-wide  reputation.  In  this  connection, 
again  this  year  every  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  applied  for 
college  admission  with  even  a  reasonably  adequate  college  preparatory 
record  was  successful  in  gaining  admission,  most  of  them  to  the  colleges 
of  their  first  choice.  Furthermore,  many  of  these  graduates  were  awarded" 
scholarships  based  to  a  considerable  degree  on  National  competitive  exam¬ 
inations.  Thirty-nine  per  cent  of  those  attending  four-year  colleges 
received  scholarships  of  some  amount.  The  total  scholarship  help  for  which 
individual  graduates  of  last  year’s  class  qualified  and  which  was  actually 
offered  to  these  graduates  exceeded  $100,000.  This  amazing  sum  was  a  new 
record  in  our  scholarship  experience.  Also  in  the  matter  of  success  in 
college  after  admission,  the  record  will  show  that  almost  without  exception

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  HENRY  0.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

The  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  has  reached  the  limit  of  enrollment  as 
originally  planned.  With  this  capacity  enrollment,  our  grade  range  has 
widened,  as  we  are  now  serving  students  from  grade  10  through  13.  Fifty 
per  cent  of  the  students  attending  are  graduates  of  High  School  before 
admission.  Any  expansion  of  our  present  training  program  will  require 
additional  classrooms,  laboratory  facilities,  and  staff. 

The  school  now  offers  five  courses,  one  new  course  having  'been  estab¬ 
lished  last  year  —  Practical  Nurse  Training.  Requests  have  been  made  by 
the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education  for  us  to  explore  the  need 
for  training  in  other  health  occupations. 

Although  the  School  is  primarily  one  for  the  training  of  girls  and 
women  for  profitable  employment,  we  have  admitted  a  generous  number  of 
boys  to  our  Food  Service  Course  each  year  because  of  the  excellent  employ¬ 
ment  opportunities  this  field  presents  to  both  boys  and  girls.  However, 
future  development  of  the  School  will  be  in  the  direction  of  training  and 
placement  for  girls  and  women. 

In  reviewing  my  Annual  Report  of  1951  on  the  tenth  anniversary  of 
the  School,  I  note  the  following: 

“The  first  period  in  the  history  of  the  school  has  been 
one  of  pioneering  —  the  development  of  a  new  type  of 
school  to  serve  an  area  almost  entirely  unacquainted  with 
vocational  education.” 

In  our  twentieth  year,  we  are  still  pioneering,  and  community  needs 
will  influence  future  expansion  of  our  training  programs.  Our  Business 
Department  should  expand  in  the  future  to  include  even  more  specialized 
training.  There  is  also  the  possibility  of  including  training  for  several  new 
health  occupations,  as  well  as  in  the  field  of  electronics. 

Requests  for  admission  this  year  to  the  Beauty  Culture  Department 
were  overwhelming.  Our  present  policy  of  admission  is  to  limit  the  enroll¬ 
ment  in  this  department,  graduating  about  fifty  students  each  year.  Our 
graduates  have  been  successful  in  positions  in  and  around  Boston,  and  are 
assured  of  employment.  Prospective  employers  are  interested  in  interview¬ 
ing  our  students  well  in  advance  of  graduation. 

At  present  the  Beauty  Culture  Department  has  three  laboratories  and 
is  staffed  by  three  full-time  Beauty  Culture  teachers  and  two  part-time 
teachers,  one  of  whom  is  required  for  the  teaching  of  science  and  the  other 
for  teaching  units  of  related  art. 

We  do  not  plan  to  expand  this  department  in  the  future,  but  expect  to 
maintain  the  number  and  quality  of  our  graduates,  being  careful  not  to  train 
more  students  annually  than  placement  would  justify. 

The  Business  Program  is  emerging  into  a  thirteenth-year  offering  on 
a  graduate  level.  The  accelerated  course  in  secretarial  training,  started  in 
September  1960,  offering  a  business  education  to  students  who  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  college  preparatory  course  in  High  School,  has  proved  successful. 
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The  secretarial  and  the  business  machines  programs  are  filled  to 
capacity  this  year.  Positions  in  the  business  field  are  varied  and  numerous, 
and  placement  calls  continue  to  outnumber  our  graduates. 

In  planning  for  an  expansion  program,  it  would  be  possible  and  prac¬ 
tical  to  include  in  our  business  school  a  course  for  medical  secretaries,  as 
well  as  units  of  business  training  for  medical  and  dental  assistants. 

With  monies  furnished  to  us  from  the  Department  of  Vocational  Educa¬ 
tion  on  a  matching  basis  to  subsidize  new  health  occupation  programs, 
these  courses  could  be  established  with  minimum  expense  and  could  become 
attractive  offerings  in  our  curriculum.  With  these  plans  in  mind,  additional 
staff  and  class  room  space  will  be  required. 

The  Dressmaking  and  Fashion  Course  attracts  a  limited  number  of 
students,  but  these  programs  are  being  maintained  in  the  vocational  schools 
throughout  the  state  and  are  being  upgraded  to  reach  those  who  plan 
fashion  and  design  careers. 

The  Foods  Service  Course  seems  at  this  time  to  attract  a  number  of 
young  men  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  addition  of  a  Chef  Instructor  to  our  faculty. 
There  is  a  great  need  for  men  cooks  and  bakers,  and  placement  is  assured 
for  any  young  man  who  shows  ability  in  food  management.  In  1962,  we  will 
accept  fewer  postgraduate  students  in  this  department,  as  we  are  planning 
again  to  enroll  younger  students.  Having  the  students  with  us  for  two  or 
three  years  allows  for  depth  of  training,  wider  placement  opportunities  upon 
graduation,  and  encouragement  of  those  students  who  do  show  managerial 
ability  to  further  their  education  in  this  field. 

At  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Show,  held  in  Boston  in  April,  1961,  the 
Peabody  School  received  the  major  school  award  of  the  Culinary  Salon  for 
its  display,  which  was  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts  of  three  food 
classes. 

Our  school  dining  room  is  again  open  to  the  public.  Mrs.  M.  Adele 
Marcoux,  who  formerly  was  the  instructor  of  quantity  cookery,  and  who 
managed  and  operated  the  school  lunch  program,  is  presently  instructing 
the  classes  in  dining  room  management. 

This  year  we  are  accommodating  the  High  School  teachers,  as  well  as 
a  few  regular  guests,  for  luncheon.  The  small  public  dining  room  serves 
approximately  forty  to  fifty  guests  daily;  the  school  cafeteria,  approxi¬ 
mately  154  students  daily.  All  baked  goods  for  both  operations  are  prepared 
in  the  school  bakery.  This  is  a  large-scale  operation  which  affords  fine  basic 
training  for  entrance  into  the  field  of  work.  Placement  this  year  was 
excellent. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Practical  Nurse 
Program  was  held  on  Thursday,  December  14,  at  the  School.  Dr.  Philip  O. 
Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  addressed  the  group  present.  Mr. 
Charles  Richardson,  Administrator  of  the  Norwood  Hospital,  reported  on 
the  hospital  affiliation  and  plans  were  made  to  publicize  further  the  new 
offering  and  to  aid  in  the  recruitment  of  students. 
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Our  Practical  Nurse  Program  is  progressing  well,  as  planned.  The  first 
class  will  be  graduated  in  February  1962.  A  second  class  which  entered  the 
School  on  October  2,  1961,  will  begin  hospital  affiliation  on  March  1,  1962.  A 
third  class  is  now  being  recruited.  A  very  attractive  and  informative  bro¬ 
chure  was  published  this  year  to  aid  in  the  recruitment  program. 

I  believe  that  the  following  remarks  quoted  from  a  letter  written  to  me 
by  Miss  Grace  L.  Nangle,  Supervisor  of  Practical  Nurse  Education,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Vocational  Education,  are  indicative  of  the  progress 
we  have  made  in  this  program: 

“I  would  like  to  state  that  I  am  very  happy  to  note  the  con¬ 
tinued  progress  of  the  program  of  practical  nurse  education  at  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School  in  Norwood.  I  would  summarize  my 
impressions  as  follows: 

The  high  quality  of  the  members  of  the  first  classes  has  been 
obvious.  This  indicates  selection  and  guidance  techniques.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  integration  of  the  clinical  experience  and  pre-clinical 
studies  is  proving  its  value  as  a  method  of  curriculum  organization. 

“The  contributions  of  your  excellent  faculty  members  in  pre¬ 
senting  a  vital  and  challenging  course  of  studies  are  outstanding. 

I  am  delighted,  as  I  know  you  must  be,  with  the  capability, 
enthusiasm  and  loyalty  of  your  faculty  members  who  are  working 
so  hard,  under  your  leadership,  to  develop  a  successful  program. 

“The  cooperation  of  the  Norwood  Hospital  in  offering  facilities 
for  clinical  experience  for  the  students  has  been  most  generous  and 
helpful. 

“I  am  eager  to  see  more  spacious  facilities  for  teaching  practical 
nursing  and  training  for  other  health  occupations.  I  know  that  you 
will  recommend  additional  class  space  as  soon  as  it  becomes 
available.” 

For  our  Evening  School  Program  additional  facilities  were  made  avail¬ 
able  this  year  at  the  Junior  High  School  to  accommodate  the  ever-increasing 
enrollment  in  the  Adult  Education  Program.  Miss  Veronica  Simpson  was 
appointed  as  Evening  School  Supervisor. 

We  now  have  two  large  centers;  one  at  the  Junior  High  School,  and 
one  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  and  look  forward  to  having  additional 
space  at  the  High  School  when  it  is  completed. 

A  new  and  interesting  development  in  the  Adult  Education  Program 
was  the  setting  up  of  three  courses  to  retrain  women  to  enter  the  electronics 
industry.  The  courses  offered  were  Module  Assembly,  Inspection  and 
Solderer,  and  Assembly.  This  was  accomplished  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education,  the  United  States  Em¬ 
ployment  Service,  and  the  Norwood  School  Department  qualified  instructors 
from  the  Raytheon  Company  conducted  the  courses,  which  were  very 
successful  and  resulted  in  immediate  employment  for  many  of  the  trainees. 
Ninety  students  took  the  prescribed  courses.  A  fourth  course  is  scheduled 
to  start  in  January  1962. 
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This  school  year  has  been  all  too  short  for  me!  I  wish,  at  this  time, 
to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  faculty  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School 
who  carried  on  so  admirably  in  my  long  absence,  and  to  Dr.  Philip  0. 
Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Miss  Marjorie  McCready  and  Mrs.  Helen 
Beardsell  through  whose  leadership  and  direction  “school  kept  as  usual.” 

We  have  had  another  very  happy  and  satisfying  year  together,  and  I 
feel  we  all  look  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  a  new  era  in  vocational 
education.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-second  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Norwood  Junior  High  School. 

A  substantial  drop  has  occurred  in  our  enrollment  with  the  transfer 
of  Grade  Nine  to  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  There  has  been  no 
change  in  our  belief  that  it  is  desirable  to  include  Grade  Nine  in  an  inter¬ 
mediate  school  to  provide  more  adequately  for  the  special  needs  of  early 
adolescents.  However,  the  shift  of  this  one  grade  has  resulted  from 
increased  enrollments. 

Since  we  are  relieved  of  the  large  enrollments  of  the  last  several  years, 
we  have  found  it  possible  to  return  to  some  of  our  more  desirable  practices. 
Class  sizes  are  generally  below  thirty,  which  enables  teachers  to  work  more 
effectively  with  their  pupils.  Our  library  is  no  longer  used  as  a  classroom, 
and  therefore  it  can  fulfill  its  function  in  our  program.  Music  instruction  is 
now  conducted  in  a  classroom  which  is  proving  more  satisfactory. 

Our  curriculum  continues  to  be  modified  so  that  we  may  improve  our 
offerings,  especially  as  they  affect  our  more  able  students.  Algebra  I,  a 
course  for  our  superior  pupils  in  Grade  Eight,  is  now  replaced  by  the  School 
Mathematics  Study  Group  Algebra  I.  This  newer  course  includes  the 
essentials  of  the  first  year  Algebra,  and  this  type  of  modern  mathematics 
will  be  continued  for  the  more  able  students  throughout  each  year  of 
Norwood  Senior  High  School.  A  modified  program  that  includes  much  of 
the  modern  mathematics  is  offered  to  two  classes  in  Grade  Eight,  and  to 
three  classes  in  Grade  Seven.  All  who  are  concerned  with  these  courses, 
both  pupils  and  teachers,  find  them  of  interest  and  value. 

French  is  now  taught  three  periods  each  week  to  three  classes  in  Grade 
Eight,  and  two  periods  each  week  to  two  classes  in  Grade  Seven.  Science 
has  been  expanded  from  three  to  five  periods,  while  social  studies  has  been 
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reduced  from  seven  to  five  periods.  Group  guidance  classes  meet  once 
weekly,  and  homeroom  guidance  operates  during  two  of  our  four  homeroom 
periods. 

Our  building  was  much  improved  by  the  renovation  of  the  girls’  shower 
and  locker  rooms  during  the  summer.  When  the  boys’  shower  and  locker 
rooms  will  have  been  similarly  redone  next  September,  we  shall  have  made 
an  excellent  beginning  in  providing  the  proper  facilities  which  our  boys 
and  girls  should  have  as  part  of  their  education.  The  gymnasium  floor  has 
been  sanded  and  resurfaced,  improving  another  area  that  is  constantly 
used  by  our  pupils  and  by  outside  groups.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Director  of  Special 
Services. 

The  Department  of  Special  Services  was  established  in  September, 

1961.  to  consolidate  and  coordinate  all  the  educational  programs  which 

♦ 

require  the  services  of  specially  trained  personnel.  Children  who  deviate 
from  the  normal  patterns  of  learning  and  development  need  that  kind  of 
help  which  takes  into  account  particular  disabilities  as  well  as  exceptional 
abilities.  The  chief  functions  of  the  department  are  to  detect  and  diagnose 
atypical  characteristics  which  affect  the  learning  process;  to  adapt  to  each 
child  an  instructional  program  suited  to  his  needs;  to  evaluate  the  progress 
of  each  pupil;  to  keep  accurate  records  of  physical,  mental,  and  academic 
examinations;  to  contact  agencies  and  organizations  related  to  each  area 
of  specific  work  to  insure  coordination  of  effort. 

The  services  offered  by  the  Department  at  present  consist  of  classes 
for  the  mentally  retarded  as  well  as  provisions  for  the  more  able  pupil, 
remedial  and  developmental  reading  instruction,  speech  correction  and 
speech  improvement  classes,  the  foreign  language  program  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  junior  high  schools.  It  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the 
department  to  coordinate  the  overall  curriculum  as  well  as  the  guidance 
services.  Each  of  these  special  divisions  as  they  now  function  is  described 
on  the  following  pages. 

Class  For  The  Mentally  Retarded 

There  are,  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  twenty-six  educable  children 
receiving  special  instruction  according  to  their  ability  in  three  adjustment 
classes:  the  primary  class,  located  at  the  Prescott  School;  the  intermediate, 
at  the  Cleveland  School,  and  the  junior  high  group,  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  In  addition,  a  class  for  severely  retarded  children,  designated  as 
trainable,  was  opened  in  September,  1961,  with  seven  pupils  from  Norwood 
and  one  from  Canton  attending. 
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All  classes  in  this  division  meet  state  criteria  for  membership  and 
work  in  close  conjunction  with  Mental  Health  Centers,  Testing  Centers, 
and  State  Agencies. 

Speech  Correction  Classes 

Two  speech  therapists  have  examined  all  incoming  pupils  to  the 
elementary  grades  and  have  scheduled  for  intensive  work,  those  children 
who  have  speech  defects:  lisps,  sound  substitutions,  indistinct  enunciation, 
stuttering,  and  similar  speech  impediments.  Small  groups  meet  weekly  with 
a  therapist  in  each  school.  In  addition,  speech  teachers  periodically  give 
speech  improvement  classes  to  all  kindergarten  and  first  grade  pupils. 

Lip-reading  instruction  is  given  also  at  the  Balch  School,  the  Junior 
High  School,  and  the  Senior  High  School,  to  pupils  who  have  suffered  a 
hearing  loss. 


Remedial  and  Developmental  Reading 

The  Norwood  Schools  offer  valuable  services  in  the  critical  area  of 
reading.  Those  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  who  do  not  progress  in 
this  skill  at  the  normal  rate,  receive  individual  help  from  reading  special¬ 
ists.  Three  such  teachers  diagnose  the  reading  difficulties  of  children  and 
prepare  special  types  of  reading  instruction  needed  to  overcome  those 
difficulties.  Small-group  classes  meet  twice  a  week  with  the  specialists. 
These  teachers  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the  classroom  teacher  who 
is  advised  of  materials  and  methods  to  be  used  with  the  slow  learners. 

This  year,  the  services  of  reading  specialists  were  expanded  to  include 
demonstration  classes  at  each  grade  level,  and  enrichment  classes  in 
creative  expression  for  the  more  able  learner  in  Grade  Six.  The  demonstra¬ 
tion  classes  act  as  an  incentive  to  the  classroom  teacher  to  devise  new 
presentations,  to  vary  procedures. 

At  the  secondary  level,  remedial  reading  classes  are  continued  for 
those  who  have  potential  for  improvement.  All  pupils  in  Grades  Seven, 
Eight,  and  Nine,  have  regularly  scheduled  classes  in  developmental  reading. 
These  classes  present  a  systematic  approach  to  the  mastery  of  basic  skills 
in  reading  such  as:  the  study  of  word  analysis,  and  vocabulary;  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  comprehension;  the  broadening  of  background  experience;  the 
development  of  speed.  Developmental  reading  is  offered  as  an  elective  to 
all  10th,  11th,  and  12tli  Grade  pupils.  At  these  levels,  this  course  is  par¬ 
ticularly  helpful  in  teaching  students  to  get  the  most  from  the  reading 
required  in  different  subject-matter  areas  with  an  economy  of  time,  as  well 
as  in  preparing  them  for  college  board  examinations  which  are  given  under 
time  limits. 

*  Foreign  Language,  Grades  3-8 

Classes  in  oral  French  are  given  twice  a  week  to  all  pupils  in  Grades 
Three  and  Four.  Teachers  develop  topical  units  of  conversation  to  teach 
vocabulary,  patterns  of  speech,  and  simple  sentence  structure. 
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The  year  the  more  able  pupils  in  Grades  Five  and  Six  were  selected 
for  the  study  of  French  as  an  “advanced”  subject.  Selection  was  made  on 
the  basis  of  intelligence  test  results,  achievement  scores  in  the  verbal 
areas,  and  generally  high  scholastic  standing  and  motivation.  The  audio- 
lingual  approach  is  used  in  structural  units,  followed  by  the  reading  and 
writing  of  French.  It  is  expected  that  these  pupils  will  continue  the  study 
of  French  at  least  through  Grade  Ten. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  three  high  divisions  in  Grade  Eight  and  two 
in  Grade  Seven  have  French  classes  twice  a  week,  also  using  the  audio- 
lingual  approach  as  developed  in  the  Glastonbury  units. 

Enrichment  Classes,  K-12 

Enrichment  classes  have  been  initiated  at  the  elementary  level  this 
year,  as  described  under  the  headings  of  Remedial  and  Developmental 
Reading,  and  Foreign  Language.  The  more  able  pupils  in  Grades  Five  and 
Six  have  been  selected  to  take  “advanced”  classes  in  French.  Those  in 
Grade  Six  also  have  an  enrichment  class  in  creative  expression,  both 
written  and  oral. 


Guidance  Coordination 

The  Director  of  Special  Services  acts  in  the  capacity  of  coordinator 
of  guidance  services  to  insure  better  articulation  between  educational 
levels.  A  projected  program  of  Guidance  Services  has  already  been  dis¬ 
cussed  and  studied,  and  is  being  refined  and  finalized  for  subsequent 
adoption. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  guidance  is  to  assess  the  potential  of 
individual  students  and  to  help  guide  them  in  their  educational  careers 
so  that  they  may  develop  their  capacities  to  become  useful,  independent, 
and  responsible  members  of  the  human  society.  The  chief  sources  of  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  the  educational  development  of  individual  students  are 
standardized  tests.  A  testing  program  has  been  planned  and  is  being- 
carried  out  throughout  the  year  for  all  Grades,  Kindergarten  through 
Twelve.  The  complete  list  of  tests  scheduled  is  included  in  this  report. 

Curriculum  Coordination 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Director  of 
Special  Services  is  conducting  a  survey  of  the  teaching  of  reading  in  the 
elementary  schools,  with  the  purpose  of  proving  our  skills  program  by 
adopting  a  common  basal  reader  throughout  the  system.  Two  committees 
of  twelve  teachers  each,  one  for  primary  grades  and  the  other  for  inter¬ 
mediate  grades,  have  been  organized  to  study  the  relative  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  various  basic  reading  series  now  in  use  in  Norwood,  as 
well  as  others  not  represented  here.  The  committees  meet  weekly  after 
school  hours  to  hear  reading  consultants  for  different  publishers  who  have 
been  invited  to  discuss  the  series  with  which  they  are  associated.  Members 
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are  preparing  reports  of  their  survey  which  should  be  completed  in  early 
Spring.  These  reports  will  be  studied  in  turn  by  administrators  for  a 
subsequent  decision.  Whichever  series  may  be  adopted,  a  common  basal 
reader  will  be  in  effect  for  all  pupils  in  Grades  One,  Two,  and  Three,  in 
September,  1962.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DIRECTOR 


Restatement  of  Educational  Art  Program 


There  are  certain  instinctive  indications  of  self  expression  that  are 
evident  at  the  earliest  age.  These  activities  are  natural  to  personality 
development. 

The  Art  Program  takes  these  instinctive  drives  and  uses  them  in 
assisting  the  child  to  direct  his  creative  play  in  more  meaningful  experiences 
as  the  personality  develops: 


Clay  modelling  -  paper  mache  mural  work; 
3-dimensional  construction  with  paper  etc. 
Painting  and  coloring  activities. 


The  “self”  as  creator  is  emphasized. 


Library  Exhibitions  -  Library  Week 


All  Elementary  Schools  contributed  art  work  for  display  at  the  Junior 
Department  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

The  Balch  School  exhibition  was  shown  at  the  South  Norwood  Branch 


Library. 


High-lights  of  the  displays: 

Ceramics  -  Cleveland  School  Grade  6; 

Puppets  -  Balch  School  Grade  4; 

Puppet  Stage  and  Puppets  -  Callahan  School  Grade  4;

Stage  Craft  At  the  Cleveland  School 


A  musical  production  at  the  Cleveland  School,  “The  Twelve  Dancing 
Princesses,”  necessitated  three  changes  of  scenery.  Students  from  Grade  4 
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and  5  constructed,  designed  and  painted  two  large  surfaces — a  town  square 
— a  landscape.  A  throne  was  constructed  and  needed  props  were  made — a 
crown,  metallic  sword,  a  street  sign,  spears,  etc. 

When  one  realizes  that  each  painted  surface  was  as  large  as  the 
visible  rectangular  wall  at  the  rear  of  the  stage,  the  enormity  of  the 
project  is  then  apparent. 

This  activity  gave  to  the  students  an  excellent  opportunity  to  'become 
introduced  to  stage  craft. 

Materials  used — paint,  wood,  nails,  hammers,  saws,  mural  paper,  large 
brushes,  etc. 


Children  Design  Covers  For  Art  Outline  Notebooks 

Crayoned  mosaic  designs  done  by  the  students  of  Grades  1  &  2,  now 
embellish  the  covers  of  black  2-ringed  notebooks  that  contain  the  art 
activities  for  each  classroom. 

Monthly  dividing  pages  were  designed  by  the  students  and  are  now 
incorporated  into  the  notebooks. 

Crayon  Mosaic  Textiles 

Remnant  pieces  of  cloth  measuring  4'x4'  were  given  to  some  First 
Grade  classes.  Using  crayon  and  a  free  spontaneous  mosaic  technique, 
attractive  designs  soon  covered  the  surface.  The  colors  were  made  per¬ 
manent  by  pressing  with  a  warm  iron. 

Christinas  Displays  And  Projects 

This  past  Christmas  proved  a  milestone  in  the  area  of  seasonal  art. 
Some  of  the  outstanding  projects: 

1.  Ceramic  Ash  Trays  -  Prescott  Grades  1  and  6; 

2.  Ceramic  Dishes  -  Shattuck  Grade  4; 

3.  Ceramic  Jewelry  -  Shattuck  Grade  6; 

4.  Copper  Foil  Work  -  Prescott  Grade  4; 

5.  Constructed  Mobiles  -  Cleveland  Grade  3;  (suspended  in  Auditorium) ; 

6.  Painted  Stained  Glass  Window  -  Winslow  Grade  6;  (displayed  on 
stair  landing) ; 

7.  Stained  Glass  Window  -  made  of  bits  of  colored  glass  cemented  onto 
large  pane  of  glass  -  Cleveland  Grade  3; 

8.  Chalk  Mural  -  Prescott  Grade  4. 

Scenery  &  Decorations  For  Christinas  Assembly  Balch  School 

The  5th  and  6th  Grade  students  of  the  Balch  School  created  a  most 
interesting  display  of  background  scenery  for  their  Christmas  Play,  as 
well  as  decorating  panels  that  were  hung  on  the  side  walls.  A  most 
ambitious  undertaking  that  merits  compliments  to  Principal,  teachers  and 
students. 
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Our  Growing1  Collection  of  Prints 

In  order  to  give  our  children  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
works  of  art,  other  than  the  brown  sepia  prints  that  surround  us,  I 
started  to  accumulate  good  colorful  reproductions  that  would  be  properly 
framed  and  hung  in  the  various  schools.  Prints  recently  framed  and  hung 
are: 

"Sugaring  Off”  -  Grandma  Moses  -  at  the  Prescott  &  Balch  Schools; 

“Street  Scene”  -  Vlamink  -  Classroom  at  Balch  School; 

“Still  Life”  -  Paul  Cezanne  -  Balch  School  Office; 

To  date  there  are  15  prints  now  on  display  in  our  Elementary  Schools. 
Apart  from  an  occasional  purchase  of  a  frame  there  has  been  no  budget 
expenditure  in  acquiring  these  works. 

Book  Fair  -  Cleveland  School 

A  P.T.A.  sponsored  poster  contest  was  held  in  conjunction  with  their 
Book  Fair. 

Grade  1  &  2  were  asked  to  create  illustrations  of  their  favorite  story  or 
book.  Grades  3  thru  6  designed  colorful  posters  for  competition. 

Ribbons  were  awarded  for  the  best  poster  or  illustration  in  each  room. 
Second  and  third  choices  were  designated  as  such. 

Mr.  Bush  and  Miss  Dameron  of  the  High  School  Art  Department  were 
the  Judges. 

Audio-Visual  Display  At  Callahan  School 

The  Art  Department,  in  collaboration  with  Miss  Louise  Nugent  and  the 
Callahan  faculty,  assisted  in  organizing  and  displaying  audio-visual  aids 
to  be  viewed  by  the  Callahan  P.T.A. 

Students  groups  designed  and  painted  large  titles  that  were  fixed 
to  the  walls.  They  also  decorated  and  arranged  the  exhibition  area  which 
was  the  School  Auditorium. 

The  success  of  this  educational  display  was  due  to  Miss  Nugent’s 
untiring  efforts  and  concern  in  the  organization  of  the  display.

4.  Served  as  Judge  in  Poster  Competition  at  Needham  Public  Schools. 

5.  “Art  in  the  Classroom,”  illustrated  talk  to  Evening  Group  of 
Norwood  Women’s  Club. 

6.  Decorative  resolutions  designed  and  lettered  for  retired  School 
Personnel. 

7.  Created  posters  for  civic  groups. 
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Junior  High  School  Art  Program 

The  materials  used  by  the  Art  Classes  have  been  expanded  so  that  a 
more  expressive  type  course  can  be  instituted. 

Smaller  classes  make  it  possible  for  the  Teacher  to  introduce  painting, 
clay,  3-dimensional  paper  constructions,  etc.,  and  have  these  activities 
meaningful  and  pleasurable. 

Two  stage  productions  required  that  the  Art  Classes  create  scenery. 
One  performance  was  "The  Saucy  Hollandaise.”  The  other  was  a  Christmas 
Assembly. 

Currently  the  students  are  creating  posters  for  the  Curtain  Timers, 
and  this  group  is  going  to  offer  prizes  for  the  best  works. 

Progress  in  the  Junior  High  Program  is  going  to  be  slow,  for  there 
have  been  so  many  physical  obstacles  to  overcome.  Some  have  been 
eliminated  and  this,  at  least  enables  one  to  direct  attention  to  Course 
content. 

Senior  High  School  Art  Program 

New  materials  and  techniques  have  been  introduced  for  more  interesting 
activities.  Wood  block  printing  and  scratch  board  drawing  are  now  being 
offered  to  the  students. 

Six  of  our  High  School  students  are  currently  preparing  portfolios  for 
entrance  to  schools  and  colleges  of  art. 

High  School  students  displayed  a  variety  of  Art  work  at  the  Adult 
Department  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

In  spite  of  the  platoon  classes  at  the  High  School,  Mr.  Bush  and  Miss 
Dameron  have  not  been  deterred  from  using  this  full  selection  of  materials 
and  techniques.  Painting  in  oils  is  becoming  a  popular  technique  for  the 
Seniors. 

Conclusion 

It  is  within  the  scope  of  the  Art  Program  to  develop  in  the  student  an 
empathy  toward  artistic  things  or  creative  activities.  This,  we  are  doing.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  AND  SUPERVISOR 
OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

In  its  broadest  sense,  Physical  Education  includes  all  types  of  pro¬ 
grams — class,  intramural,  and  varsity. 

The  specific  objectives  for  each  separate  program  would  be  as  follows: 

A.  Physical  Education  Class  Program 

Objectives 

1.  Teach  a  wide  variety  of  sports  to  encourage  participation  in  intra¬ 
mural  and  varsity  programs. 
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2.  Develop  attitudes  toward  sports  that  will  carry  over  into  leisure 
time  activity  —  adulthood. 

3.  To  attain  a  certain  standard  of  muscular  strength  and  organic 
vigor. 

4.  To  develop  correct  attitudes  and  correct  habits  toward  healthful 
living. 

5.  To  encourage  proper  responses  toward  co-educational  activity. 

6.  To  help  develop  the  fundamental  processes,  i.e.,  running,  jumping, 
throwing,  catching,  reaction  to  emotional  situations,  etc. 

B.  The  Intramural  Program 
Objectives 

1.  To  provide  part-time  recreation. 

2.  To  give  the  student  with  average  ability  an  opportunity  to  partici¬ 
pate  further  and  to  even  excel. 

3.  To  provide  activity  in  certain  sports  that  are  not  offered  in  the  class 
program  or  varsity  program  because  of  space,  time,  and  facilities. 

4.  In  short,  to  give  the  student  more  encouragement  to  develop  the 
attributes  and  qualities  that  are  characterized  in  the  class  program. 

C.  The  Varsity  Athletic  Program 
Objectives 

1.  To  give  the  athletes  who  desire  a  chance  for  further  advancement 
and  excellence. 

2.  To  develop  leadership  qualities  among  those  students  who  qualify. 

3.  To  help  promote  and  encourage  school  morale. 

4.  To  provide  full-time  after  school  recreation. 

5.  To  give  fuller  expression  and  meaning  to  the  terms  Team  Coopera¬ 
tion  and  Competition. 

6.  Emotional  responses,  such  as  winning  and  losing  gracefully,  take 
an  additional  meaning  in  a  varsity  program  when  the  pressures  are 
greater. 

7.  Again,  in  short  to  give  the  student  more  encouragement  to  develop 
the  attributes  and  qualities  that  are  characterized  in  the  class  program. 

Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Program 
Senior  High  School  -  Girls 

This  program  includes  exercises,  badminton,  marching,  volley  ball, 
field  hockey,  all  games  in  season,  tumbling,  apparatus,  and  dancing. 

The  athletic  program  includes  the  following  sports:  Field  hockey, 
varsity  and  junior  varsity  basketball,  tennis,  and  softball.  Field  Hockey  was 
introduced  to  our  girls  this  year,  and  the  girls  were  taught  the  basic 
fundamentals  of  the  game.  We  held  games  between  our  own  girls,  as  we 
felt  we  were  in  no  position  to  compete  with  other  schools  this  first  year. 
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The  basketball  team  played  games  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 
The  girls  enjoyed  the  keen  competition  that  is  derived  from  playing  in 
these  games. 

Girls’  tennis  had  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  this  sport  has 
enjoyed  in  many  years. 

The  girls’  softball  team  gave  a  very  good  account  of  themselves. 
Senior  High  School  -  Boys 

This  program  includes  calisthenics,  apparatus,  marching,  sports  in 
season,  tumbling,  and  weight  lifting. 

The  athletic  program  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Varsity  and 
junior  varsity  football,  freshman  football,  varsity  and  junior  varsity  basket¬ 
ball,  hockey,  cross  country,  outdoor  track,  varsity  and  junior  varsity  base¬ 
ball,  golf,  and  tennis. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  basketball  teams  played  a  sixteen-game 
schedule  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  Hockey  team  won  the  Championship  of  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  Tennis  team  held  matches  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 
This  group  was  greatly  handicapped  because  they  had  to  hold  all  their 
matches  away  from  home  and  had  very  little  opportunity  to  practice,  as  our 
tennis  courts  were  being  replaced. 

The  Track  team  beld  meets  with  other  Bay  State  League  teams.  These 
meets  were  all  held  in  Needham. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  baseball  teams  played  a  sixteen-game 
schedule  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  Golf  team  enjoyed  a  fine  season.  All  our  home  matches  and 
practice  sessions  were  held  at  Ponkapoag  Golf  Course  in  Canton. 

Cross  Country  —  this  was  a  building  year  in  Cross  Country.  We  had 
many  fine  Sophomores  on  the  squad  who  in  time  will  develop  into  fine 
runners. 

The  Freshman  team  had  some  good  prospects,  who  in  time,  will  give 
a  very  good  account  of  themselves. 

Football  candidates  reported  on  August  twenty-eighth.  This  was  a 
difficult  season  hampered  by  many  injuries  to  key  players,  and  replacements 
lacked  experience.  The  coaches  and  players  worked  very  hard  throughout 
the  season,  and  the  boys  were  never  outplayed  in  any  game. 

For  the  first  time  in  eleven  years,  Dedham  defeated  Norwood  22-20. 
It  was  a  well-played  game,  and  our  boys  dominated  the  play. 

The  Freshman  football  team  played  six  games  with  teams  from 
surrounding  towns.  We  have  many  fine  looking  prospects  on  this  squad. 
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Elementary  Intra-Mural 

During  the  winter  months,  a  basketball  program  is  run  for  fifth  and 
sixth  graders  from  all  elementary  schools.  To  run  this  program  the 
following  school  gyms  are  used:  Prescott,  Cleveland,  Junior  High  School, 
and  Senior  High  School.  A  ten-game  schedule  is  played  by  each  school. 
This  program  has  been  well  received  by  the  students  and  their  parents. 
This  activity  is  carried  on  Saturday  mornings  from  9  to  12  A.M. 

In  the  spring,  a  soft  ball  program  is  carried  on  for  all  girls  who 
wish  to  take  part.  Games  are  played  with  other  schools  in  the  town. 

intra-Mural  and  Athletic  Program  in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grade 

Touch  football  is  run  during  the  fall  every  day  when  weather  permits. 
This  activity  is  run  on  a  homeroom  level.  Each  homeroom  plays  every 
other  homeroom  at  least  once  during  the  season. 

A  contact  program  is  also  run  for  those  boys  interested  in  contact 
football.  This  program  consists  of  blocking,  tackling,  plays,  and  scrimmage 
among  themselves. 

During  the  winter  months,  class  basketball  program  is  run  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  This  activity  is  run  when  the  gym  is  not  in  use  by  the 
basketball  team  or  other  activities. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  basketball  teams  have  a  twelve-game 
schedule  with  teams  from  surrounding  towns. 

In  the  spring,  a  softball  program  is  carried  on  for  boys  not  interested 
in  baseball.  The  girls  also  have  a  softball  and  tennis  program  during  this 
time. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  baseball  teams  play  a  ten-game 
schedule  with  teams  from  surrounding  towns. 

Health  and  Hygiene  Education 

The  general  objectives  of  the  health  program  are:  To  improve  the 
general  condition  of  the  individual  so  that  he  may  function  normally, 
avoid  disease,  and  fit  himself  for  his  life’s  work,  and  to  develop  in  the 
pupils  an  interest  in  good  body  mechanics  through  self-appraisal  and 
group  judgment. 

Health  Education  classes  are  organized  in  the  Sophomore  classes  for 
boys  and  girls.  This  class  meets  once  a  week. 

Hygiene  is  given  weekly  to  the  Seniors  at  the  High  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND 
JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


Introduction 

Physical  Education  is  one  part  of  general  education  and  as  such 
contributes  to  make  the  child  better  able  to  take  his  place  in  society.  The 
main  objective  is  to  project  to  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  Elementary  and 
Junior  High  Schools  the  following: 

1.  To  afford  opportunities  for  developing  neuro-muscular  skills  and 
organic  power  through  big  muscle  activity. 

2.  To  develop  posture  habits,  attitudes  and  ideals  toward  healthful 
living. 

3.  To  stimulate  interest  and  joy  in  skills,  sports,  and  other  activities 
which  are  meaningful  now  and  which  may  be  carried  over  into  adult  life. 

4.  To  afford  many  opportunities  for  exercising  such  desirable  social 
traits  as  leadership,  followship,  and  co-operation. 

5.  To  create  opportunities  for  exercising  such  desirable  social  traits 
as  fair  play,  courtesy,  honesty,  self-control,  loyalty,  truthfulness,  and  good 
sportsmanship. 

6.  To  recognize  and  to  provide  as  much  as"  possible  individual  differ¬ 
ences  physically,  psychologically,  and  socially. 

Elementary  Schools 

Every  boy  and  girl  in  the  Elementary  Schools  receives  two  formal 
physical  education  periods  per  week,  unless  excused  and/or  are  under 
medical  care.  The  time  allotment  is  as  follows: 

1.  1st  and  2nd  Grades  -  20  minutes. 

2.  3rd  and  4th  Grades  -  30  minutes. 

3.  5th  and  6th  Grades  -  45  minutes. 

The  activities  in  the  physical  education  curriculum  in  the  Elementary 
Schools  include:  Calisthenics,  rhythmical  activities,  games  of  high  and  low 
organization,  relays,  athletic  games,  posture,  tumbling,  stunts  and  self¬ 
testing  activities,  winter  sports,  and  track  and  field  events. 

Last  Spring  this  department  held  an  Activity  Day  at  the  Balch  School 
grounds.  This  involved  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  6th  Grades,  and  an  entire 
day  was  spent  in  athletic  games,  track  and  field  events,  and  demonstrations 
such  as  marching  and  exercises.  It  was  so  successful  that  we  are  looking 
forward  to  having  such  a  program  every  Spring. 

A  program  of  posture  improvement  was  started  this  year  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  This  program  is  to  give  special  help  to  improve  the  posture 
of  students  through  various  exercises.  In  most  cases  poor  posture  develops 
from  poor  posture  habits  and  with  such  a  program  we  are  striving  to 
correct  this  situation. 
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A  unique  function  of  the  Elementary  School  Physical  Education 
Program  is  that  every  teacher  from  Grade  One  through  Grade  Six  has  a 
month  by  month  physical  education  curriculum  of  activities  which  is  most 
beneficial  to  both  the  classroom  teacher  and  students.  This  allows  the 
teacher  to  follow  the  program  throughout  the  school  year  and  assist  in 
the  program. 

Junior  High  School 

The  physical  education  program  at  the  Junior  High  School  is  centered 
around  activities  that  all  boys  and  girls  should  enjoy.  Each  instructor  has 
a  definite  curriculum  guide  of  activities  to  put  forth  during  the  school  year. 

Girls 

Every  girl  in  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  receives  two  formal 
physical  education  periods  per  week,  unless  medically  excused.  The 
activities  that  the  girls  participate  in  are:  Calisthenics,  soccer,  kickball, 
games  of  high  and  low  organization,  relays,  marching,  basketball,  rhythmics, 
tumbling  and  stunts,  apparatus  and  ropes,  volley  ball,  softball,  and  track 
and  field  events.  It  is  anticipated  that  field  hockey  will  be  included  in  next 
year’s  curriculum.  Along  with  these  activities,  good  posture  habits  are 
stressed  throughout  the  school  year. 

Boys 

Every  boy  in  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  receives  two  formal 
physical  education  periods  per  week,  unless  medically  excused.  The  activities 
that  the  boys  participate  in  are:  Calisthenics,  football,  soccer,  games  of  high 
and  low  organization,  basketball,  volley  ball,  marching,  apparatus  and  ropes, 
track  and  field  events,  kickball,  softball,  tumbling  and  stunts,  and  relays. 

This  pear  a  physical  education  uniform  was  introduced  to  all  Seventh 
Grade  boys.  Every  boy  is  required  to  wear  this  uniform  to  every  physical 
education  class.  This  promotes  uniformity  and  good  organizational  pro¬ 
cedure,  and  also  brings  out  the  importance  of  physical  education  more 
clearly  to  every  boy.  It  is  anticipated  that  by  September  1962,  every  boy 
in  the  Junior  High  School  will  be  wearing  the  standard  uniform. 
Physical  Fitness 

It  is  the  utmost  concern  of  this  Department  to  center  our  physical 
education  curriculum  to  meet  individual  needs. 

This  past  November  we  gave  every  boy  and  girl  in  Grades  4,  5,  6,  7 
and  8,  the  Youth  Physical  Fitness  Test  suggested  by  the  President’s 
Council  on  Youth  Fitness.  Results  of  this  Test  are  not  available  at  this 
time,  but  we  did  notice  a  good  majority  of  our  boys  and  girls  passing  the 
Test.  A  certificate  is  being  given  to  every  boy  and  girl  who  successfully 
past  this  Test.  Those  who  failed  will  be  re-tested  in  the  Spring,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  through  vigorous  exercises  these  boys  and  girls  will  pass.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Our  School  Physicians,  Dr.  George  R.  Allen  and  Dr.  Harriet  E.  Rogers 
have  examined  all  children  in  Grades  1,  4,  7,  10,  children  participating  in 
competitive  sports,  students  new  to  the  school  system,  and  those  referred 
for  examination.  Physical  defects  found  at  the  time  of  examination  were 
reported  to  the  parents.  The  parents  were  urged  to  consult  the  family 
physician  for  advice  and  necessary  treatment  for  correction.  We  have  had 
excellent  cooperation  from  both  parents  and  physicians  in  this  corrective 
work. 

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  posture  of  the  children  this  year, 
and  when  the  corrective  posture  program  is  established,  many  of  the 
defects  found  can  be  corrected. 

This  year  the  children  entering  Kindergarten  presented  certificate  of 
health  from  their  family  physician.  The  cooperation  of  the  parents  was 
excellent,  and  in  many  cases  defects  found  were  corrected  before  the  child 
entered  school. 

Dental  Examinations 

Dental  examinations  were  made  on  all  children  Kindergarten  through 
Grade  12  by  Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin,  School  Dentist.  Dental  defects  noted  at 
this  time  were  referred  to  the  parents  for  correction  by  the  family  dentist. 

The  School  Dental  Clinic  operates  on  a  full  time  basis  and  will  care 
for  any  child  in  the  system  for  a  small  fee  on  request  of  the  parent.

Vision  Tests 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  is  used  to  screen  all  pupils  to  measure 
the  visual  acuity  of  all  children  from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  12. 
Those  with  defects  were  referred  for  treatment  by  an  Ophthalmologist. 

The  School  Eye  Clinic  under  the  direction  of  William  F.  Ryan,  M.D., 
held  twenty-four  clinics.  181  children  made  405  visits  to  the  clinic  for 
necessary  refractive  and  medical  treatment  for  eye  defects. 

Hearing  Tests 

The  Puretone  Audiometer  was  used  for  testing  hearing  acuity.  Students 
failing  the  group  test  were  given  an  individual  test  to  determine  the 
extent  of  their  hearing  loss.  An  audiogram  and  a  notice  of  the  defect  were 
sent  to  the  parent.  4702  children  were  tested  and  99  were  referred  for 
treatment. 

Lip  reading  classes  are  available  to  children  referred  by  their  physician. 
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Communicable  Disease  Control 

Diphtheria  toxoid  inoculations  were  given  in  the  Spring.  Twenty-three 
children  received  the  initial  series,  and  one  hundred  ninetyeight  children 
received  a  booster  dose. 

Two  hundred  thirty  Juniors  were  given  the  Mantoux  Test  for  tuber¬ 
culosis.  All  were  negative. 

In  the  Spring  3,608  children  received  a  booster  dose  of  polio  vaccine 
at  the  school  clinics.  The  clinics  were  conducted  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Department. 

The  usual  precautions  have  been  taken  to  avoid  the  widespread  incidence 
of  colds  and  communicable  disease.  May  we  again  stress  the  need  for 
parents  to  keep  a  child  at  home  in  the  early  stages  of  infection  as  a 
means  of  attaining  a  more  effective  control. 

Milk  Lunches 

Daily  free  milk  was  provided  for  eighty-six  children  from  the  Norwood 
Community  Fund  through  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club.  Milk  lunches  are 
available  to  other  children  who  wish  to  purchase  their  own  milk. 

Personnel  Changes 

Mrs.  Philip  Maguire  has  joined  our  staff  this  Fall.  She  is  a  graduate 
of  Children’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and  is  a  Veteran  of  World  War  II.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1961. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

STREET  MAINTENANCE 

A  1961  Special  Town  Meeting  vote  authorized  abandonment  of  a  section 
of  Lenox  Street  and  Rock  Street. 

May  25,  1961  Lenox  Street  and  Rock  Street  were  officially  closed  to 
through  traffic  by  barricading  Rock  Street  west  of  number  24  and  Lenox 
Street  from  between  Plimpton  Avenue  and  the  service  entrance  to  the  Star 
Market. 

A  temporary  Lenox  Street  traffic  island  was  then  constructed  south  of 
Nahatan  Street.  Recently  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
approved  our  plan  for  a  permanent  island  at  this  location  and  it  will  be 
constructed  in  the  Spring. 

A  program  of  maintenance  for  Town  ways,  guard  rails,  culverts  and 
sidewalks  was  strictly  followed  during  the  year. 

Fifty  thousand  gallons  of  liquid  asphalt  was  distributed  on  the  streets 
in  need  of  attention.  Gravel  stone  was  used  as  a  cover. 

The  Town  cleaned  the  roads,  drains  and  sewers  in  Sections  1A  and  IB 
of  the  Westover  Estates.  The  Developer  repaired  the  holes  in  the  streets 
and  then  applied  liquid  asphalt  and  stone  to  the  entire  surface  of  each 
street. 

SIDEWALKS 

Hot  Top  curbing  was  laid  by  machine  on  sections  of  Day,  Edgehill, 
Fisher,  Maple,  Mylod,  Nichols,  Prospect  and  Walpole  Streets  and  also 
Prospect  Avenue. 

Curbing  was  removed  and  driveway  aprons  built  when  owners  of 
property  paid  the  guaranteed  deposit  covering  the  cost  of  the  requested 
work. 

Eighteen  thousand  dollars  was  expended  for  the  construction  of  new 
bituminous  concrete  sidewalks.  Some  of  the  longer  stretches  were  on  the 
following  streets:  Dean,  East  Vernon,  Elm,  Highland,  Hill,  Howard,  Pleasant,

School,  Washington,  West  and  Winter  Streets.  Bornwood  Drive  and  Lan¬ 
caster  Lane,  Edgehill,  Glendale  and  Peabody  Roads,  Mountain,  St.  Paul,  and 
Summit  Avenues. 

A  two  thousand  linear  foot  gravel  sidewalk  was  built  on  the  north 
side  of  Nichols  Street  from  Harrow  Road  easterly  to  Westover  Parkway. 

The  base  course  of  a  hot  top  sidewalk  was  laid  on  Adams  Street  and 
Railroad  Avenue  opposite  the  newly  constructed  Housing  for  the  Elderly. 
This  walk  will  be  finished  in  the  Spring. 

CHAPTER  NINETY  MAINTENANCE  PROGRAM 

The  principal  expenditures  was  for  the  restoration  of  Highway  guard 
rails  on  Hill,  Neponset,  Pleasant  and  Nichols  Streets.  A  ten  inch  drain  was 
repaired  on  Neponset  Street  and  then  extended  130  feet.  One  manhole  and 
one  headwall  was  constructed.  The  surface  maintenance  work  on  Nichols 
Street  ws  partially  paid  for  out  of  this  account. 

STREET  SIGNS,  HIGHWAY  GUARD  and  BRIDGES 

Street  signs  and  culverts  were  regularly  inspected  and  maintained. 
New  street  signs  were  erected  where  they  were  needed.  Highway  Guard 
Rail  was  repaired  on  Brook,  Chapel,  Morse,  Neponset  Streets  and  Pellana 
Road. 


MAINTENANCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  TRAFFIC 

Traffic  lines,  cross-walks,  curb  painting  and  parking  stalls  on  the 
highway  and  in  our  five  town  parking  areas  were  marked  and  painted. 

New  regulartory  signs  such  as  “STOP”  signs  and  various  types  of 
“NO  PARKING”  signs  were  placed  where  ordered.  Existing  traffic  markers 
were  repaired  or  replaced  where  needed. 

PARKING  METERS 

Meters  were  checked  daily,  collections  made  weekly  and  meters 
repaired  as  needed.  Considerable  vandalism  increased  maintenance  cost 
this  year. 


DRAIN  MAINTENANCE 

Main  drains  which  flow  beneath  the  Warren  Chemical  Company  building 
on  Pleasant  Street  and  the  Bay  State  Foundry  building  on  Railroad  Avenue 
became  blocked.  The  faults  were  found  and  corrected.  An  additional  manhole 
was  constructed  at  each  of  these  drains. 

Fast  growing  roots  from  two  willow  trees  blocked  a  15  inch  Pleasant 
Street  drain  near  Birch  Road.  The  affected  pipes  were  removed  and  replaced, 
and  the  two  trees  cut  down. 

The  drain  in  Eden  Road  collapsed  in  two  places  and  was  repaired. 
A  lateral  connecting  a  catch  basin  with  the  main  drain  on  Westover  Park- 
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way  was  found  to  be  broken.  A  similar  situation  was  found  to  exist  on 
Ridgewood  Drive.  Both  pipes  were  repaired. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  with  drains  in  Cottage,  Highview  and  Lydon 
Streets,  Deerfield  and  Hillcrest  Roads,  and  Norton  Drive.  An  accumulation 
of  debris  caused  blockages  in  these  lines. 

Open  and  closed  drains  were  constantly  inspected  and  cleaned  where 
necessary.  Several  isolated  catch  basin  blocks  which  were  situated  too 
close  to  driveways  were  removed.  Many  old  catch  basins  and  manholes 
were  rebuilt. 


SEWER  DIVISION 

The  Seweroder  machine  manufactured  by  the  Flexible  Sewer  Equipment 
Company  was  purchased  and  put  to  good  use  cleaning  main  sewer  lines. 

A  group  of  dead  end  lines  were  inspected  every  second  week.  Flat 
grades  cause  these  lines  to  frequently  clog. 

Detergents  and  disposals  have  greatly  increased  the  maintenance 
required  on  both  mains  and  house  connections. 

The  sewer  station  at  Spruce  Road  was  regularly  inspected  and 
maintained. 

The  Town  of  Westwood  severed  their  connection  to  our  Nahatan 
Street  sewer  main  on  October  16,  1961.

Gallons  of  Water  supplied  to  distributing  mains  during  year  1,103,579,000 

The  double  barreling  of  Route  One  from  south  of  East  Cross  Street  to 
a  point  500  feet  south  of  Dean  Street  was  completed  in  October.  The 
department  supervised  the  relaying  of  the  14  inch  water  main  crossing 
Meadowbrook  Culvert  and  the  16  inch  water  main  crossing  the  new 
Neponset  River  bridge.  Hydrants  were  removed  and  relocated  by  the 
department. 

Inspection  was  provided  on  sewer  and  water  utilities  on  Sumner  Street 
while  the  Chapter  90  Construction  was  going  on  east  of  Pleasant  Street. 

Water  Mains  laid  by  Contractors  were  tied  to  existing  street  mains 
by  the  department.  This  included  sprinkler  lines  to  the  Balch,  Callahan, 
Shattuck  and  Winslow  Schools. 

Hydrants  on  dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  in  the  Spring  and 
Fall.  Constant  hydrant  inspections  were  carried  on  during  the  Winter 
months.  A  four  foot  depth  of  frost  caused  many  house  connections  to  freeze 
during  January  and  February. 

The  standpipes,  wells  and  Pumping  Stations  were  regularly  inspected 
and  all  pumping  equipment  was  frequently  tested.  Flow  tests  were  conducted 
for  underwriters  and  test  excavations  made  for  consultants. 

Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  were  read 
monthly.  Check  valves  where  private  supplies  are  cross  connected  to  the 
municipal  supply  were  inspected  quarterly.  Stopped  meters  were  repaired 
and  replaced.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services  and  service  calls  were 
promptly  made  when  requested. 

Private  swimming  pools  were  filled  on  call.  Pipe  and  fittings  were  trans¬ 
ported  from  stock  to  locations  where  mains  were  to  be  laid. 

The  construction  of  water  house  connections  and  water  mains  by 
Developers  were  supervised  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 
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FORESTRY 


MOTH  SUPPRESSION  -  DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  CONTROL 


Prior  to  leafing,  all  Elm  trees  were  sprayed  for  control  of  the  Elm 
Bark  Beetle,  with  a  12%  D.D.T.  oil  base  solution.  When  in  leaf,  the  trees 
were  sprayed  again  with  a  6%  solution  of  the  same  material. 

This  year  many  large  elm  trees  were  particularly  hard  hit  by  Dutch 
Elm  disease  and  had  to  be  removed. 

Poison  Ivy,  roadside  brush  and  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July  and  a 
general  maintenance  for  shade  trees  was  followed  throughout  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  five  sugar  maples  were  planted  along  public 
streets  and  flowering  shade  trees  were  planted  at  Winslow  Park  and  the 
Senior  High  School. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

We  have  maintained  a  monthly  door-to-door  rubbish  collection  schedule. 
According  to  our  records  this  work  has  increased  forty  percent  in  recent 
years. 

A  town-wide  collection  of  Christmas  trees  was  made  during  the  month 
of  January  and  a  special  collection  was  provided  during  Clean-up  Week 
in  May.

The  Winter  Street  dump  area  was  kept  in  good  condition,  not  by  our 
efforts  alone,  but  with  mutual  assistance  from  our  Board  of  Health  Agent 
and  our  Fire  Chief.

Monday,  January  15,  1962,  adjourned  to  March  22,  1962 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  December 
26,  1961  and  signed  by  James  J.  Drummey,  Charles  L.  Rich,  Walter  J. 
Dempsey,  Harry  B.  Butters  and  John  A.  Abdallah,  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich.

The  proper 
service  of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James  E.  Quinn,  Constable  of 
Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  meetings  were  complied  with.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting  was 
read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Bartley  W.  Connolly. 

The  articles  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Library  Addition  Building  Committee 

To  the  Town  Meeting  Members: 

The  Library  Addition  Building  Committee  has  met  nine  times,  made  a 
complete  tour  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and  its  grounds,  and  visited 
new  additions  to  the  libraries  in  Lexington  and  Needham  as  well  as  the 
new  library  in  Wellesley. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Mrs.  Galick,  Director  of  Library  Extension 
Services  for  the  Commonwealth,  the  committee  engaged  Mr.  John  A. 
Humphrey,  Director  of  the  City  Library,  Springfield,  Mass,  and  Mr.  Philip  J. 
McNiff,  Associate  Librarian  of  the  Harvard  College  Library  to  make  a  survey 
of  library  needs  in  Norwood  and  make  recommendations  for  meeting  those 
needs.  Their  report  was  received  on  October  18,  1961.  They  recommended 
that  an  addition  to  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  be  built,  adding  it  directly 
to  the  front  of  the  present  building,  the  addition  being  a  two-story  structure 
facing  Walpole  Street.  Because  of  some  objections  and  many  questions 
concerning  their  plan,  Mr.  Humphrey  and  Mr.  McNiff  came  to  Norwood  on 
November  16,  at  the  request  of  the  committee,  to  explain  further  their  plan 
and  the  reasons  for  their  recommendation.  The  trustees  and  the  librarian 
of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  were  invited  to  attend  this  meeting. 
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The  committee  met  again  on  November  21  and  then  voted  to  accept  the 
plan  of  building  an  addition  to  the  front  of  the  present  library.  A  joint  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  library  trustees,  the  doctors  who  now  own  the  former  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church  property,  the  librarian,  the  building  committee  and  the  archi¬ 
tect  was  planned  for  December  5. 

The  firm  of  Korslund,  Le  Normand  &  Quann  Inc.  of  Norwood  was  unani¬ 
mously  chosen  as  architects  to  make  preliminary  plans  and  estimate  costs 
for  an  addition.  Since  they  were  not  engaged  until  November  22,  the  pre¬ 
liminary  plans  are  not  yet  ready. 

The  Library  Addition  Building  Committee  submits  this  report  of 
progress  for  your  acceptance.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  22D  which  authorizes 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  adopt  a  traffic  regulation  for  the  towing  away 
of  vehicles  violating  traffic  or  parking  rules  or  impeding  snow  plowing 
and  removal.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8C  which  authorizes 
the  Town  to  establish  a  Conservation  Commission  for  the  promotion  and 
development  of  the  natural  resources  and  for  the  protection  of  water  shed 
resources  of  the  Town. 
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VOTED:  That  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
40,  Section  8C,  be  and  hereby  are  accepted  by  the  Town;  and  be  it  further 
voted  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  raised  by  taxation  and  appropriated  for 
the  expenses  of  the  Commission. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building 
By-Law,  otherwise  known  as  the  Building  Code,  by  striking  out  Section 
8  of  Article  VIII  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  8.  SPRINKLERS 

(a)  Requirement.  No  building  shall  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  as 
a  hospital,  nursing  home,  rest  home,  convalescent  home,  home  for  the 
aged,  or  for  any  similar  purposes  for  eight  or  more  patients,  convalescents, 
or  aged  persons  unless  such  building  is  protected  throughout  by  a  standard 
approved  type  automatic  sprinkler  system.  Such  system  shall  be  provided 
with  a  water-flow  alarm  device  to  give  warning  of  the  operation  of  the 
sprinklers  due  to  fire.  Any  building  existing  and  used  for  the  purpose  speci¬ 
fied  in  this  paragraph  shall  comply  with  this  requirement  within  180  cal¬ 
endar  days  of  the  enactment  of  this  amendment  by  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

(b)  Exemption.  Bnildings  of  first  class  construction  ais  described  in 
Article  III,  Section  I  may  be  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  Section  8. 
(a)  of  this  article  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

(c)  Installation.  Automatic  sprinkler  systems  required  in  this  By-Law 
shall  be  installed  in  conformance  with  the  standards  of  the  National 
Bureau  of  Eire  Underwriters  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  (On  petition  of  Board  of  Appeals  for  Building  By-Law.) 

VOTED:  That  action  under  Article  10  be  indefinitely  postponed  to 
be  returned  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  further  action. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  adding  thereto  the  following  by-law  provid¬ 
ing  for  a  gas  inspector: 


ARTICLE  XVI 

INSPECTOR  OF  GAS  PIPING  AND  GAS  APPLIANCES 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Gas 
Appliances  in  bnildings,  who  shall  receive  snch  pay  as  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  determine.  He  shall  hold  such  position  until  another  is  appointed 
in  his  stead  and  subject  to  removal  by  said  Board,  as  provided  by  law. 

He  shall  inspect  all  gas  piping  and  appliances,  as  directed,  in  any 
building  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  enforce  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
adopted  by  the  Board  established  under  Section  Twelve  H.  of  Chapter 
Twenty-Five  of  the  General  Laws.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Gas  Inspector  to  fulfill  any  other  duties  consistent  with  his  office  that  may 
be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  any  time. 
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The  fee  for  Gas  Inspection  shall  he  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  such  fees  shall  he  paid  hy  the  person  qualified  to  do  Gas  fitting  in 
the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Section  2.  Every  gais  fitter  before  commencing  work  in  a  building, 
shall  first,  except  in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  file  at  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Health  upon  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  notice  of  the 
work  to  he  performed;  and  no  such  work  shall  he  done  in  any  building 
except  in  accordance  with  plans,  to  be  submitted,  if  required,  which  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  a  permit  issued  therefor.  Permits 
to  perform  gas  fittings  shall  be  issued  to  persons  qualified  to  do  gas 
fitting  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Permits  may  be  recalled  if  the  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  they  are  issued  are  violated. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Massachusetts  Code  for  the  Installation  of  gas  appliances 
and  gas  piping  shall  be  punished  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  737, 
Acts  of  1960.  (On  petition  of  Board  of  Health.) 

VOTED.  That  action  under  Article  11  be  postponed  to  the  next  special 
town  meeting. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  ON  QESTION  OF 
AMENDING  THE  EXISTING  ZONING  BY-LAW  OF  THE  TOWN  OF 
NORWOOD  FROM  GENERAL  RESIDENCE  TO  LIMITED  MANUFACTURING 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

The  Town  Planning  Board  through  the  “Norwood  Messenger”  in  the 
issue  of  December  19,  1961  gave  notice  of  its  intention  to  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  Monday,  January  8,  1962  at  8:15  P.M.  in  the  Municipal  Building

Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 

Do  you  approve  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  sum¬ 
marized  below  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  a  joint  session 
of  the  two  branches  held  May  13,  1959,  received  143  votes  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive  and  118  in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
March  29,  1961,  received  144  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  121  in  the  negative? 
YES,  fifteen  hundred  and  eight  (1508)  votes 
No,  eight  thousand  and  fifty-two  (8052)  votes 
BLANKS,  fifteen  hundred  and  fifteen  (1515) 

Summary 

The  proposed  amendment  imposes  no  new  taxes  but  gives  the  General 
Court  the  power  to  pass  an  income  tax  at  graduated  or  proportioned  rates 
and  is  a  change  in  the  constitutional  limitations  now  in  effect  on  the  power 
of  the  General  Court  to  pass  tax  measures.  The  proposed  amendment  would 
add  a  new  Article  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  Toy  which  full 
power  and  authority  is  granted  to  the  General  Court,  in  the  alternative  to 
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the  power  and  authority  to  tax  incomes  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article 
XLIV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  to  impose  a  tax  on  incomes 
at  rates  which  are  proportioned  or  graduated  according  to  the  amount  of 
income  received,  irrespective  of  the  source  from  which  it  may  be  derived, 
and  to  grant  reasonable  exemptions,  deductions  and  abatements.  It  further 
provides  that  any  property  the  income  of  which  is  taxed  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  proposed  Article  may  be  exempted  from  the  imposition  and 
levying  of  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and  taxes  as 
at  present  authorized  by  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  Article  shall  not 
be  construed  to  limit  the  power  of  the  General  Court  to  impose  and  levy 
reasonable  duties  and  excises.

Summary 

This  act  increases  the  compensation  each  member  of  the  General  Court 
shall  receive  for  each  regular  annual  session  from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars 
to  sixty-seven  hundred  dollars  and  increases  the  additional  compensation 
the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  rceive  from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to  sixty-seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  act  also  increases  the  additional  compensation  the  floor  leaders  of  the 
major  political  parties  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  and  the  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  shall  re¬ 
ceive  from  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  to  thirty-three  hundred  and  fifty-

Norwood. 

(b)  Exemption.  Buildings  of  first  class  construction  as  described 
in  Article  III,  Section  1,  and  buildings  of  second  class  construction  as 
described  in  Article  III,  Section  3,  may  be  exempted  from  the  provisions 
of  Section  8,  (a)  of  this  article  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

(c)  Installation.  Automatic  sprinkler  systems  required  in  this  By-Law 
shall  be  installed  in  conformance  with  the  standards  of  the  National  Bureau 
of  Fire  Underwriters  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department, 

VOTED:  To  amend  the  Building  By-Law,  otherwise  known  as  the 
Building  Code,  by  striking  out  Section  8  of  Article  VIII  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  8.  Sprinklers. 

(a)  Requirement.  No  building  shall  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  as 
a  hospital,  nursing  home,  rest  home,  convalescent  home,  home  for  the 
aged,  or  for  any  similar  purposes  for  aged  persons  unless  such  building 
is  protected  throughout  by  a  standard  approved  type  automatic  sprinkler 
system.  Such  system  shall  be  provided  with  a  water-flow  alarm  device 
to  give  warning  of  the  operation  of  the  sprinkler  due  to  fire.  Any  building 
existing  and  used  for  any  purpose  specified  in  this  paragraph  shall  comply 
with  this  requirement  within  180  calendar  days  of  the  enactment  of  this 
amendment  by  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
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(b)  Exemption.  Buildings  of  first  class  construction  as  described 
in  Article  III,  Section  1,  and  buildings  of  second  class  construction  as 
described  in  Article  III,  Section  3,  may  be  exempted  from  the  provisions 
of  Section  8,  (a)  of  this  article  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

(c)  Installation.  Automatic  sprinkler  systems  required  in  this  By-Law 
shall  be  installed  in  conformance  with  the  standards  of  the  National  Bureau 
of  Fire  Underwriters  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  repair  or  renovation  of  the  civic  swimming 
pool,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  be  transferred  from  Surplus 
Revenue  and  appropriated  for  the  repair  or  renovation  of  the  civic  swim¬ 
ming  pool. 

VOTED:  To  adjourn  the  meeting.

Dear  Sir: 

During  1962  the  Committee  continued  its  study  of  the  methods  best 
suited  to  present  to  the  Town  Meeting  Members  the  advice  and  information 
which  will  enable  them  to  make  such  decisions  on  capital  expenditures  as 
will  both  maintain  the  financial  stability  of  the  Town  and  at  the  same  time 
allow  the  acquisition  of  needed  capital  assets. 

One  phase  of  this  study  was  Committee  representation  at  a  regional 
municipal  finance  conference,  at  which  meeting  it  was  learned  that  the 
data  being  presented  by  the  Norwood  Capital  Outlay  Committee  compares 
favorably  with  that  being  presented  by  other  similar  committees,  some  of 
which  have  been  in  existence  for  over  fifteen  years. 

The  Committee  mailed  its  Second  Annual  Report  to  Town  Meeting 
Members  in  January  1962,  and  held  a  public  hearing  thereon  in  February 
1962.  A  special  report  of  recommendations  was  distributed  at  the  November 
1962  special  town  meeting. 

The  Committee’s  Third  Annual  Report,  covering  potential  capital  ex¬ 
penditures  for  the  years  1963-1967  is  as  follows: 

Third  Annual  Report  of 
CAPITAL  OUTLAY  COMMITTEE 

To  Town  Meeting  Members: 

During  the  next  five  years  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  going  to  be  faced 
with  a  huge  amount  of  proposed  capital  expenditures.  The  total  may  exceed 
$13,000,000,  as  compared  with  $6,900,000  appropriated  over  the  past  five  years.

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The  estimated  funds  available,  assuming  a  stable  tax  rate  over  the  next 
five  years,  are  only  $6,800,000  (see  page  5),  indicating  either  that  we  are 
headed  into  a  period  of  heavy  borrowing,  with  its  later  burden  of  interest 
costs;  or,  that  you  as  Town  Meeting  Members  must  make  a  choice  as  to 
which  items  we  really  need,  and  which  items  must  be  postponed  or  elimi¬ 
nated;  or,  that  we  must  accept  a  significant  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  The 
total  potential  capital  expenditures  by  departments  and  year  are  shown  on 
page  4. 

All  of  the  above  major  items  will  cause  substantial  amounts  of  additional 
and  unavoidable  operating  expenses.  The  trend  of  revenue  and  operating 
expenses  for  the  years  1957-1961  are  presented  on  pages  6  and  7. 

It  may  be  that  additional  state  taxes  may  be  imposed  in  the  future  to 
take  some  of  the  pressure  off  rising  school  operating  costs,  but  it  is  not 
likely  that  this  will  solve  the  problem  of  capital  expansion. 

This  information  is  presented  to  you  in  a  stark  and  condensed  manner 
in  the  'hope  that  it  may  startle  you  into  the  realization  that  the  Town  of 
Norwood  is  in  need  of  a  continuing  program  of  long  range  capital  schedul¬ 
ing,  which  it  has  never  had,  but  which  we  are  attempting  to  encourage. 

The  Town  is  in  fact  a  big  business,  with  annual  expenditures  reaching 
$7,000,000  a  year.  It  can  no  longer  be  managed  wisely  by  merely  considering 
the  current  budget  appropriations.  All  Town  officials,  boards,  committees, 
department  heads,  and  the  Town  Meeting  Members  must  cooperate  by  con¬ 
sidering  the  current  budget  problems  in  light  of  the  problems  known  to  be 
forthcoming  in  the  next  few  years.

Factors  in  Sound  Financial  Planning 

1.  Wise  use  of  the  Stabilization  Fund  as  a  prime  financial  tool  will 
result  in  lower  debt  charges  and  aid  in  attaining  a  reasonable  tax  burden. 

2.  The  total  outstanding  debt  should  be  at  a  level  below  5%  of  the 
assessed  valuations,  and  if  possible,  should  not  extend  beyond  a  ten  year 
period. 

3.  Capital  items  costing  less  than  $100,000  should  be  financed  out 
of  current  revenues.  Larger  amounts  that  must  be  borrowed  should  be 
planned  to  require  debt  service  (principal  and  interest)  of  between  $50,000 
and  $100,000  per  year. 

4.  Operating  expenses,  the  chief  part  of  the  Town’s  budget,  must 
be  carefully  controlled  if  the  necessary  capital  items  are  to  be  acquired 
with  a  minimum  impact  on  the  tax  rate. 

5.  Efforts  should  be  made  through  the  cooperation  of  all  Town  boards 
and  officials  to  create  a  capital  outlay  program  with  advance  scheduling 
of  necessary  items. 

6.  Norwood  can  afford,  with  reasonable  sacrifice,  to  acquire  and  operate 
the  capital  items  it  needs  during  the  next  five  years,  but  it  cannot  afford 
marginal  or  unnecessary  projects,  no  matter  how  attractive  they  may 
appear. 

Composition  ami  Function  of 
The  Capital  Outlay  Committee 

The  Capital  Outlay  Committee  was  created  by  action  of  Town  Meeting 
on  March  19,  1959.  The  Committee  consists  of  nine  members  as  follows: 

1.  One  member  to  be  designated  by  and  from  each  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Finance  Commission,  Planning  Board,  Board 
of  Assessors,  and  School  Committee. 

2.  Four  members  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  such 
appointments  having  been  made  from  members  of  the  Town 
Meeting. 
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The  Committee  is  specifically  charged  with  the  following  responsi¬ 
bilities: 

1.  To  ascertain  annually  what  capital  outlays  will  be  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Town  during  tire  next  six  years. 

2.  To  publish  and  distribute  to  each  Town  Meeting  Member 
an  anual  report  and  such  other  reports  as  it  deems  ad¬ 
visable. 

3.  To  include  in  its  report:  estimates  of  income,  estimates  of 
operational  expenses  and  tax  rates,  and  recommendations 
for  scheduling  and  financing  Capital  Outlays. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  report  “Capital  Outlays”  are  considered  as 
those  expenditures  of  substantial  amounts  for  facilities  having  a  relatively 
long,  useful  life.  Those  special  costs  which  constitute  significant  elements 
in  establishing  the  tax  rate  sucli  as  debt  service  and  appropriations  to 
the  Stabilization  Fund  are  inextricably  associated  with  such  “Capital  Out¬ 
lay”  items  and  are  therefore  appropriately  reflected  in  this  report. 

The  Committee  will  submit  specific  recommendations,  if  deemed  ap¬ 
propriate,  when  specific  appropriations  are  requested.  In  view  of  the 
serious  financial  problems  which  will  confront  us  during  the  next  five 
years,  our  most  sincere  recommendation  at  this  time,  however,  is  to  keep 
in  mind  that  a  stable  tax  rate  cannot  be  maintained  while  appropriating 
funds  for  all  requested  “Capital  Outlays.”  The  primary  questions  should 
be  which  of  the  requested  items  are  necessary  and  when  are  they  essential.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the  year 
1962. 

During  the  past  year,  we  prepared  for  and  conducted  208  internments. 
We  also  prepared  for  and  made  nine  transfers. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Cemetery  Department  dug  out  and  poured  sixty - 
five  foundations  for  monuments.  We  also  installed  thirty  individual  markers. 

An  area  of  section  45  was  laid  out  and  markers  installed  for  single 
graves.  In  section  51  an  area  was  also  made  ready  for  future  internments. 

Tho  first  section  of  the  new  Winter  Street  area  was  opened  Wednesday, 
October  10,  1962.  This  section  will  be  known  as  G.  1.  and  is  directly  in  front 
of  the  Day  Chapel.  Monuments  will  be  allowed  in  accordance  with  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  rules  governing  monument  sizes. 
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The  Winter  Street  area  was  landscaped  and  the  shrubs  were  kept  well 
watered  up  until  the  ground  froze.  The  original  Spirea  hedge  that  was  along 
Winter  Street,  was  transplanted  along  the  dump  road.  In  its  place  is  a  new 
row  of  Canadian  Hemlocks. 

Underground  electrical  wires  were  installed  into  the  Day  Chapel  and 
dehumidefiers  were  purchased.  This  will  certainly  help  to  keep  the  moisture 
out  of  the  Chapel. 

Bituminous  walks  were  built  in  sections  5,  7,  15,  and  51.  The  usaible 
sods  taken  from  these  walks  were  used  to  resod  and  fix  various  perpetual 
care  lots  and  graves  that  were  depressed. 

Several  areas  of  Avenues  were  patched  with  hot  top  and  berms  were 
made  to  prevent  future  erosion. 

Mowing  and  trimming  of  grass  was  done  during  the  season.  Shrubs 
and  hedges  were  trimmed  when  needed.  Several  Elm  trees  had  to  be  removed 
due  to  the  Dutch  Elm  disease.  The  trees  along  Cemetery  Avenue  were 
pruned  and  cared  for.  The  gravel  walks  were  edged  and  weeded.  Weed 
killer  was  used  to  help  keep  out  weeds  in  these  walks  and  have  them  looking 
more  presentable. 

There  were  no  burials  in  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  last  year.  The  grass 
there  was  mowed  and  trimmed  during  the  season.  It  is  with  great  regret  that 
I  have  had  to  report  to  you  the  deliberate  tipping  over  of  some  of  the  monu¬ 
ments  in  this  Cemetery.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  repair  some 
of  the  broken  monuments  this  coming  year.  As  a  point  of  interest,  the  Old 
Parish  Cemetery  has  approximately  forty-six  Veterans  interned  there  that 
were  in  the  Colonial  Revolution  and  Civil  Wars.  This  information  comes 
from  a  map  dated  November  -1890. 

With  the  opening  of  the  New  Winter  Street  area,  Highland  Cemetery 
now  consists  of  29 V2  acres  of  land. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  through  you,  Mr.  Blasenak,  to 
thank  Mr.  James  Murphy,  the  retired  Superintendent  of  Cemeteries,  for  his 
kind  generosity  in  assisting  me  in  my  new  duties.  I  would  also  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the  Engineering  Department,  and  Public 
Works  for  their  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION

Dear  Sir: 

The  Norwood  Conservation  Commission  was  formulated  shortly  after 
the  reconvened  annual  town  meeting  of  January  29,  1962  voted  to  adopt  the 
statutes  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  relative  to  authorization  of 
such  commissions  within  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Selectmen  accepted  the  names  of  seven  members  submitted  by 
Town  Manager,  Walter  A.  Blasenak  and  as  all  members  accepted,  an  or¬ 
ganization  meeting  was  called  by  appointed  Acting  Chairman,  Harry  E. 
Fraser. 

At  the  organization  meeting  Harry  E.  Fraser  was  elected  Permanent 
Chairman;  Joseph  Olshan,  Vice  Chairman;  and  Mrs.  Howard  Watson, 
Secretary.  Members  included  Donald  J.  Bonica,  Thomas  Clifford,  Justin 
Barton  and  Leo  Young. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  meetings  once  a  month  at  the  Municipal  Bldg. 

In  a  short  period  of  time  the  commission  has  made  a  survey  of  all 
marshes,  wet  lands,  and  open  areas,  and  through  its  Chairman,  Mr.  Fraser, 
has  prepared  a  map  indicating  location  of  the  foregoing  areas. 

The  commission  hope  to  acquire  areas  which  may  be  maintained  in 
their  natural  state  and  is  presently  negotiating  for  parcels  of  land  to  be 
included  for  this  purpose.  It  is  also  attempting  to  carry  an  educational 
program  of  conservation  among  our  younger  generation  within  the  com¬ 
munity. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  action  is  being  taken  to  undertake  the  fore¬ 
going  activities  and  projects. 

Since  we  are  still  a  relatively  new  commission,  we  must  submit  a 
more  general  rather  than  specific  report  at  this  time.  We  are  certain  that 
our  townspeople  will  be  gratified  with  our  work  as  time  passes.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  sixth  annual  report  of  my 
conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  laws  applicable  to  municipal  government  bring 
requests  for  interpretation  of  the  law  which  require  constant  study  of  the 
new  legislation  in  its  relation  to  our  activities  in  order  to  competently 
advise  those  charged  with  the  conduct  of  our  own  government. 

Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  furnished 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal  opinions 
upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder,  drafting  of  deeds,  argeements  and 
various  other  instruments. 

The  service  rendered  dealt  with  practically  every  phase  of  municipal 
activity. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  connection  with  the  above  activity,  many 
questions  arose  which  required  much  research  to  find  the  proper  answers 
and  many  hours  were  applied  to  this  end. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Various  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  were  made 
against  the  Town  arising  out  of  alleged  defective  conditions  in  public  ways 
concerning  which  opinions  as  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  were 
given  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  disposition  of  claims. 

Selectmen 

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made, 
then  the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel. 

A  number  of  these  cases  were  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  thousands  of  dollars  were  recovered,  a  large  part  of  which 
came  back  to  the  Town  treasury. 

Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by  and 
against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little  or  no 
“backlog,”  so  called. 
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Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of  the 
great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  community 
such  as  ours.  The  uniform  spirit  of  co-operation  and  friendliness  extended 
to  me  by  Town  boards,  committees,  officials  and  friends  throughout  this 
past  year  has  greatly  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  and  I  shall 
be  ever  mindful  of  their  loyalty  and  friendship.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Town  Engineer  for  the  year  of  1962. 

All  of  the  proposed  1962  construction  work  to  be  done  by  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  Department  was  substantially  completed  within  the  year.  The  major 
part  of  all  this  work  was  by  competitive  public  bid.  All  phases  of  the  work, 
including  preliminary  engineering  studies,  preparation  of  contract  plans 
and  specifications,  layout  of  the  work  in  the  field,  inspection,  and  final  pay¬ 
ment  for  work  done,  was  accomplished  by  the  Engineering  Department.  Two 
late  sewer  jobs  and  a  1961  carryover  road  job  were  done  by  contract  and 
private  engineering. 

The  present  staff  of  Town  Engineer,  Assistant  Town  Engineer  and  four 
additional  engineers  of  grades  running  from  Grade  I  through  Grade  IV  ac¬ 
complished  a  great  deal  of  work  in  the  past  year.  There  still  remains,  how¬ 
ever,  the  ever  present  problem  of  obtaining  capable,  well  qualified,  and  well 
trained  men  to  bring  the  department  up  to  minimum  strength.  Salaries 
must  be  made  attractive  so  as  to  obtain  the  type  of  men  needed.  When  resolu- 
ion  of  this  problem  takes  place,  then  the  Engineering  Department  can  hope 
to  improve  its  performance,  and  complete  all  tasks  assigned  within  the 
calendar  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Finance  Commission  was  organized  for  the  year  1962  as  follows:

On  January  1,  1962  the  debt  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  $3,145,000.00 
with  maturities  in  1962  of  $271,000.00.  No  additional  borrowings  were  made 
during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Town  in  1962  made  its  sixth  payment  of 
$95,000.00  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  applied  against 
the  cost  of  constructing  the  water  main  from  the  Metropolitan  System  to 
the  Norwood-Westwood  line.  The  total  cost  is  $950,000.00  with  $95,000.00 
being  paid  off  each  year. 

The  Finance  Commission  examined  the  request  for  appropriations 
submitted  by  the  various  departments,  met  with  department  heads  and 
committees  charged  with  the  disbursement  of  appropriations,  and  discussed 
in  detail  the  basis  of  such  requests. 
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Upon  completion  of  the  work  of  the  Commission,  a  public  hearing  was 
held  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  sum  of  $35,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and 
transfers  were  made  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  January  10,  1903

Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  to  and  through  you  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  the  annual  report  of  your  fire  department.  Due  to  the  increase  in 
population  and  new  buildings,  together  with  the  normal  ageing  of  our  other 
buildings  your  fire  department  has  had  a  most  active  year.  We  responded  to 
215  alarms  over  the  previous  year  for  a  total  of  862  alarms  tabulated  as 
follows: 


180  Building  Fires 
68  Miscellaneous  Alarms 
105  Resuscitator  or  First  Aid  Calls 
123  Automobile  Fires 
345  Brush,  Woods  and  Grass  Fires 
40  False  Alarms 

2  Mutual  Aid  Responses  to  Other  Towns 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  total  of  520  ambulance  calls  were  made 
by  your  fire  department. 

The  time  has  come  when  your  fire  department  should  be  sufficiently 
manned  to  handle  more  than  one  response  to  fires  without  leaving  the  rest 
of  the  town  without  adequate  protection.  The  Town  of  Norwood  is  now  pro¬ 
tected  by  only  11  firefighters  and  one  officer,  on  building  fires  10  firefighters 
and  the  officer  respond  to  the  alarm  of  fire  leaving  the  town  only  the  pro¬ 
tection  afforded  by  firemen  who  are  on  their  time  off  and  those  firefighters 
from  surrounding  towns  if  they  are  available.  I  therefore  have  recommended 
\  that  the  personnel  of  this  department  be  increased  by  six  permanent  fire¬ 
fighters  and  one  officer.  This  increase  will  allow  two  firefighters  and  an 
officer  to  be  utilized  in  a  fire  prevention  program  by  making  fire  inspections 
while  at  the  same  time  being  available  for  second  fires  when  the  situation 
occurs. 


I  further  recommend  that  the  proposed  new  fire  station  be  started  im¬ 
mediately.  The  present  station  is  inadequate  to  meet  present  requirements, 
it  was  built  for  horse  drawn  fire  apparatus  and  is  of  insufficient  capacity 
for  the  increased  size  of  modern  equipment.  There  is  no  space  for  cleaning 
or  maintenance  of  equipment  and  one  engine  must  be  moved  outside  while 
hose  is  being  loaded  back  on  engines.  Hose  cannot  be  properly  taken  care 
of  as  one  half  of  cellar  has  been  made  over  into  Civilian  Defense  Head¬ 
quarters,  these  conditions  make  operations  dangerous,  inefficient  and  costly. 

Changes  are  being  made  in  your  fire  department  to  comply  with  the 
New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association’s  grading  of  the  town. 
These  changes  are  being  made  to  improve  the  fire  protection  and  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  your  department  so  that  the  town  may  maintain  its  fire  in¬ 
surance  classification. 
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I  would  like  at  this  time  to  publicly  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  confidence  in  appointing  me  as  Chief  and  pledge  myself  to  giving  the 
Town  of  Norwood  the  best  fire  protection  possible. 

To  retired  Chief  Harry  J.  Butler,  officers  and  men  of  the  fire  department, 
town  officials  and  the  fire  departments  of  Westwood,  Walpole,  Dedham  and 
Canton,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their  fine  co-operation.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  detailed  reports  of  the  various  departments  under 
the  administraive  control  of  the  General  Manager. 

The  year  1962  was  an  extremely  busy  year  for  all  municipal  depart¬ 
ments,  each  department  rendering  prompt  and  efficient  service  within  the 
organization  and  to  the  assistance  of  the  community,  particular  attention 
always  being  paid  to  emergency  problems. 

The  Engineering  Department  had  an  extremely  heavy  load  on  the  1962 
construction  program  and  this  was  substantially  completed  within  the 
year  1962. 

Within  the  framework  of  the  appropriation  made  at  Town  Meeting  for 
all  departments,  service  was  rendered  to  the  public  promptly  and  effi¬ 
ciently  always  bearing  in  mind  that  service  is  the  first  pre-requisite  for 
good  public  relations  and  that  operating  costs  be  maintained  at  a  minimum. 

The  General  Manager  would  like  to  review  some  of  the  projects  com¬ 
pleted  in  1962  and  to  hit  upon  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  activities  con¬ 
cerning  the  departments  under  the  General  Manager’s  supervision. 

1.  Town  Meeting  of  January  29,  1962  accepted  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40 
of  the  General  Laws,  Section  8C  which  provides  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Conservation  Commission.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
law,  the  General  Manager  appointed  the  Conservation  Commission  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Committee  was  comprised 
of  the  following:  Harry  E.  Fraser,  Thomas  E.  Clifford,  Justin  C.  Barton, 
Leo  T.  Young,  Mrs.  Howard  Watson,  Donald  Bonica,  and  Joseph  R.  01- 
shan.  Subsequently,  Mr.  Harry  E.  Fraser  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  Later,  Leo  T.  Young  resigned  from  membership  of  the 
Committee  and  James  J.  Drummey  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
This  Committee  has  been  a  hard  working  committee  and  has  made  pro¬ 
gress  in  this  field.  You  can  be  sure  that  we  will  hear  more  from  this 
Commission  as  time  goes  on.

Department  June  16,  1929.  Retiring  on  May  14,  1962  after  36  years 
of  service  to  the  townspeople. 
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2.  We  are  indeed  proud  of  our  Recreation  Department  and  various  pro¬ 
grams  it  offers  to  the  various  groups  in  the  community.  Upon  investiga¬ 
tion  and  study  and  with  an  appropriation  made  at  Town  meeting,  the 
Swimming  Pool  in  the  Civic  Center  was  reactivated  and  the  reopening 
was  scheduled  for  February  22,  1963.  We  are  sure  that  this  facility  will 
be  utilized  to  its  fullest  extent  by  the  various  youth  and  other  groups  in 
the  community. 

3.  Work  was  completed  in  filling  in  and  grading  a  portion  of  Borrow  Pit; 
also,  the  contract  for  drainage  of  the  area  adjacent  thereto  was  let  in 
December  and  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  completed  early  in 
1963.  These  are  the  first  steps  in  the  development  of  this  area  as  a 
recreation  facility. 

4.  The  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  continued  as  a  yearly  affair.  The  cele¬ 
bration  for  1962  was  expanded  greatly  under  the  able  leadership  of  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  together  with  the  cooperation  of  various 
civic  and  religious  groups  and  individually  civic  minded  citizens.  It  is 
with  continued  interest  we  look  forward  to  the  expansion  of  this  day 
of  celebraton,  and  for  1963  additional  activities  are  planned. 

.».  The  renovations  were  completed  in  the  Memorial  Municipal  Office  Build¬ 
ing  and  much  needed  quarters  for  the  engineering  department,  town 
treasurer,  building  inspector,  office  of  veteran’s  services,  and  general 
manager  were  provided.  All  this  places  these  departments  in  a  better 
position  to  render  prompt  and  efficient  service  to  the  people  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

6.  The  so  called  “park  area”  in  the  Highland  Cemetery  was  opened  for 
burial  purposes.  Landscaping  was  completed  to  make  this  a  very  at¬ 
tractive  burial  ground.  New  fees  were  established  by  the  Cemetery  Com¬ 
missioners  for  the  sale  of  lots,  care,  and  burials  in  the  cemetery. 

7.  The  General  Manager  continues  as  Acting  Civil  Defense  Director.  Some 
progress  has  been  made  on  securing  licenses  covering  buildings  for  fall¬ 
out  shelters.  As  time  goes  on  it  is  the  Director’s  opinion  that  other  build¬ 
ings,  both  privately  and  publicly  owned  will  be  certified  for  public  fall¬ 
out  shelters  and  subsequently  be  stocked  by  the  Federal  Government. 

8.  The  General  Manager  worked  very  closely  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  all  Town  Boards,  and  department  heads  with  respect  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  Windsor  Gardens,  a  garden  type  of  apartment  development. 
This  development  is  proceeding  rapidly  and  we  may  look  forward  to 
accelerated  activity  in  1963  in  this  development. 

9.  The  Public  Works  Department,  the  largest  service  department  in  the 
Town,  rendered  the  usual  type  of  maintenance  work.  The  Annual  Report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  will  give  a  detailed  accounting 
of  the  activity  of  this  department  during  the  year  1962. 

10.  Neponset  River  Flood  Control  Project:  After  a  delay  in  late  1962,  the 
first  section  of  the  Neponset  River  Project  was  started  in  February  1963 
Bids  for  the  second  section  will  be  let  out  in  late  spring  or  early  sum- 
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mer  of  1963.  The  General  Manager,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Industrial 
Committee  periodically  are  in  contact  with  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  on  this  project  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  activity  in  the 
Norwood  area  will  be  forthcoming  in  1963. 

11.  Once  again  the  Municipal  Light  Department  shows  a  continued  growth 
with  a  7%  increase  in  kilowatt  hours  consumed.  A  detailed  study  has 
been  made  with  the  Boston  Edison  Company,  our  supplier,  and  it  has 
been  determined  that  in  order  to  meet  our  expected  load  demand  for 
1964,  additional  capital  expenditures  will  have  to  be  made  in  1963  to 
provide  additional  transformer  capacity,  switchgear  and  line  capacity. 

12.  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  Report:  The  various 
town  departments  have  been  working  on  recommendations  for  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  town  as  contained  in  the  New  England 
Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  Report  dated  February  26,  1962. 
Progress  has  been  made  and  reports  submitted  to  the  rating  bureau.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  bureau’s  rating  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  will 
be  received  early  in  1963. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  heads 
of  all  departments  under  the  control  of  the  General  Manager  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  conscientious  service  rendered  this  office. 

I  also  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  all  town  officers,  various  commit¬ 
tees  and  other  town  departments  who  have  cooperated  with  the  General 
Manager  in  the  past  year.  To  all  civic  groups,  service  clubs,  individuals,  and 
public  spirited  citizens,  the  Manager  expresses  deep  appreciation.  Finally,  1 
wish  to  express  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  cooperation  so  generously  given  to  his  office  and  to  the  activities  under 
the  direction  of  the  General  Manager  in  the  year  1962.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon  was  elected  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Health  on  January  19,  1962.  Mr.  James  F.  Foley  and  Mr.  John  P. 
Dixon  served  as  associate  members.  Board  of  Health  meetings  were 
held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Fridays  of  each  month. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  licenses  for  Day  Care  Centers  to  the 
Lainey  Kay  Nursery,  The  Tiny  Tot  Nursery,  Temple  Shaare  Tefllah 
Nursery  and  the  Norwood  Co-operative  Nursery. 

The  Board  of  Health  granted  Certificates  of  Approval  to  the  Victoria 
Rest  Haven,  Healthland  Nursing  Home,  Denny  Nursing  Home  and  the 
Norwood  Nursing  Home. 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH:  Bartley  J.  King,  Agent;  James  F.  Foley,  Roy  T.  Lydon,  Chairman;  John  P.  Dixon  and  Harry 
A.  Shannon,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  from  1934  to  1939.  Mr.  Shannon  who  has  served  the  Town  of  Norwood 
as  Plumbing  Inspector  since  1940  will  retire  in  1963. 
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The  Norwood  Board  of  Health  considered  the  effect  of  the  proposed 
sale  of  Water  Department  land  at  Ellis  Station  for  industrial  purposes 
on  May  4,  1962. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  that  they  would  oppose  the  sale  of  Water 
Department  land  that  it  might  be  preserved  for  the  future  needs  of  the 
community. 

It  was  further  voted  that  the  facilities  at  Ellis  Station  and  Buck- 
master  Pond  should  be  used  more  frequently  to  augment  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  water  system. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  a  license  for  the  manufacture  of  car¬ 
bonated  non-alcoholic  beverages  to  Cantrell  and  Cochrane,  Boston,  Inc., 
at  189  Dean  Street,  Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  received  a  Federal  Grant  of  $60,000  for  the 
Traphole  Brook  interceptor  sewer.  The  purpose  of  the  grant  was  for 
the  abatement  of  stream  pollution. 

The  Board  of  Health  advised  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  Town 
of  Norwood  is  eligible  to  receive  an  interest  free  loan  under  Public  Law 
560,  to  study  the  need  and  prepare  plans  for  a  Municipal  incinerator,  from 

the  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  notified  the  Norwood  Board 
of  Health  of  a  domestic  water  problem  in  five  homes  on  Union  Street. 
Water  samples  were  taken  from  the  well  supply  at  each  location  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  construction  of  Route  95.  Organic  matter, 
chlorides  and  detergents  were  found  in  two  instances.  The  Board  con¬ 
demned  one  of  the  wells.  The  Board  of  Health  asked  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  install  a  safe  water  supply 
in  the  area.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  took  immediate  action  and  the  public 
water  supply  was  extended  to  serve  the  five  homes.  This  section  of 
Union  Street  was  the  only  area  in  the  Town  not  served  by  an  approved 
water  supply. 

Winfelt  C.  Eckhardt  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Slaughtering  for  the 
Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association,  Inc.,  and 
the  Norwood  Board  of  Health  sponsored  a  mobile  x-ray  program  on 
September  27,  and  28th  in  which  797  people  were  x-rayed  in  Norwood. 
Thirty-two  people  were  found  who  had  abnormal  chest  conditions.  All 
persons  whose  x-ray  indicated  some  chest  condition  were  notified  and 
are  being  followed  up  by  their  physicians  and  the  Norfolk  County  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  the  Nor¬ 
folk  County  Hospital  and  other  institutions  by  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Health  during  the  year. 

The  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  reported  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  work  was  done  in  Norwood  last  year:

The  Board  of  Health  approved  the  proposed  method  of  providing  for 
the  sanitary  water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  drainage  in  the  Subdi¬ 
vision  of  Roxanna  Street. 


The  Board  of  Health  did  not  approve  the  preliminary  plans  of  two 
Subdivisions  that  were  submitted  for  approval. 

The  Board  of  Health  conducted  sanitary  surveys  of  ponds  and  streams 
within  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  prevent  stream  pollution. 

The  Board  of  Health  conducted  Sabin  and  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  Clinics 
during  the  year. 

The  Biologic  Distribution  Center  in  the  Municipal  Building  main¬ 
tained  an  adequate  supply  of  biologies  for  the  protective  innoculation 
or  treatment  against  contagious  disease. 

The  Eye  Clinic  was  held  weekly  during  the  School  year  in  the  Junior 
High  School  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  F.  Ryan. 

Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin  conducted  the  Dental  Clinic  in  the  Junior 
High  School. 

The  Board  conducted  inspections  of  Funeral  Homes,  Nursing  Homes, 
Day  Care  Centers,  Hospitals  and  Food  establishments  throughout  the  year.

The  two  registered  nurses  of  the  staff  visited  homes  in  Norwood  and 
administered  care  and  treatment  according  to  the  orders  of  the  at¬ 
tending  physician.  There  were  also  462  patients  coming  to  our  office  in 
the  Municipal  Building  for  treatment. 
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A  total  of  224  patients  attended  our  monthly  X-Ray  Clinic  at  the 
Board  of  Health  offices  on  the  Third  Wednesday  of  the  month  from  1:30 
to  3:00  P.M.  Dr.  E.  K.  Jenkins  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  was  in 
attendance.  Contacts  of  tuberculosis  patients  were  x-rayed  and  examined. 
Tuberculin  skin  tests  are  done  on  all  children  under  nineteen  years  of 
age.  Arrested  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  examined  at  regular  intervals 
and  all  children  with  a  positive  skin  test  are  x-rayed  and  followed-up. 
All  new  patients  are  referred  by  their  physician  and  a  report  is  sent  to 
him  of  the  examination. 

The  Sabin  vaccine  was  administered  to  school  children  in  kinder¬ 
garten  and  first  grade.  Type  I  was  given  in  May  and  Type  III  in  June, 
with  Type  II  to  be  given  at  a  future  date. 

A  Polio  Clinic  was  held  in  Memorial  Hall  in  May  and  June  for  the 
administration  of  Sabin  Vaccines  Type  I  and  III  to  all  pre-school  children 
from  age  three  months.  A  total  of  5,874  children  from  age  three  months 
to  seven  years  were  given  the  oral  vaccine. 

The  Salk  Vaccine  was  given  to  all  other  school  children  from  grades 
II  to  twelve  using  the  hydro-spray  gun.

Communicable  Disease  Control 

Diphtheria  toxoids  inoculations  were  given  to  children  in  Grades

hundred  and  two  children  received  a  dose  of  Type  I  and  III.

Dental  examinations  were  given  to  all  children  by  Dr.  T.  J.  Curtin, 
School  Dentist  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Curran.  Dental  defects  found  at  this 
time  were  referred  to  the  parents  for  correction  either  to  be  done  by 
the  School  dentist  or  the  family  dentist. 

Vision  Test 

All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  visual  defects  by  way 
of  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  Those  with  defects  were  referred  for 
treatment  by  an  Opthalmologist. 
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Hearing  Tests 


All  children  in  the  school  Avere  screened  for  hearing  defects  by  way 
of  the  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer.  All  failures  were  referred  for  further 
treatment. 

Mrs.  Marie  Kane,  our  speech  teacher  continues  her  work  with  the 
children  who  have  any  speech  defects.

Licenses  to  sell  milk  were  issued  to  milk  dealers,  stores  and  res¬ 
taurants. 

Licenses  to  manufacture  frozen  desserts  were  issued  to  ice  cream 
plants. 

One  license  to  maintain  a  plant  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk  was 
granted. 

Registration  certificates  for  the  sale  of  oleomargarine  were  issued 
to  stores. 

Two  complaints  about  unsatisfactory  milk  were  received  in  1962. 

Five  hundred  and  eight  laboratory  tests  were  made  on  one  hundred 
thirty  one  samples  of  milk  and  cream.  These  tests  were  made  in  the 
Norwood  Board  of  Health  laboratory  and  the  results  were  similar  to 
those  of  recent  years. 

1.  Milk  and  cream  sold  in  Norwood  is  within  the  limits  prescribed 
by  law  and  existing  regulations. 

2.  Although  the  butterfat  tests  and  total  solids  determinations 
were  above  current  legal  requirements,  they  continue  to  be 
disappointedly  low. 

With  merchandisers  and  promoters  dominating  a  large  sector  of 
the  dairy  industry  and  “milkmen”  controlling  a  smaller  part  of  ihe 
industry,  the  trend  to  a  controlled  product,  containing  less  butterfat 
and  total  solids,  can  be  expected  to  continue.

The  Norwood  Board  of  Health  attempted  to  evaluate  its  worth  to 
the  Community  in  the  closing  days  of  1962.  We  found  to  our  satisfaction 
that  among  the  many  services  extended  to  the  Community: 

We  immunized  4,771  children  with  Salk  Vaccine. 

We  furnished  enough  smallpox  vaccine  to  innoculate  1,812  people. 

We  furnished  1600  cc  of  Gamma  Glubulin  for  control  of  viral  diseases. 

We  furnished  3000  cc  of  Salk  Vaccine  for  adults. 

We  returned  eight  people  to  a  useful  life  in  the  community  after 
being  hospitalized  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  We  will  continue 
to  help  maintain  their  well  being  by  contact  with  these  former  patients 
through  our  chest  x-ray  clinic. 

We  furnished  silver  nitrate  to  protect  the  eye  sight  of  1,748  new 
born  infants  in  Norwood. 
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We  helped  improve  standards  in  Nursing  Homes. 

We  helped  improve  and  protect  the  eye  sight  of  school  children  in 
our  Eye  Clinic. 

We  extended  Dental  Clinic  services  to  school  children. 

We  conducted  environmental  inspections  throughout  the  community 
to  help  improve  the  public  health. 

We  immunized  5,874  children  with  Sabin  Oral  Vaccine. 

Public  Health  is  a  changing  field.  It  must  constantly  adapt  its  activi¬ 
ties  to  meet  new  problems  and  develop  new  programs.  The  Board  of 
Health  feels  confident  that  it  has  adapted  its  activities  to  meet  current 
problems  and  it  will  adjust  to  new  problems  of  the  future.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  authorized  by  Section  26F  of  Chapter 
121  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended. 

Meetings:  Annual  Meeting-First  Friday  after  the  Annual  Town  Election. 
Regular  Meetings — First  and  third  Wednesdays  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m. 
at  the  Authority  Office,  14  Adams  Street. 

Members:  John  L.  Griffin,  Chairman-1964;  Frank  L.  Walsh,  Vice  Chair¬ 
man  and  State  Appointee-1966;  Francis  E.  Donlan,  Treasurer-1965;  Roger  J.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  a  public  corporation  organized  in 
August  of  1948  to  administer  all  types  of  public  housing. 

It  is  composed  of  four  elected  officials  and  one  state-appointed  member. 
One  member  is  elected  or  appointed  each  year  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
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The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75-unit  State-aided  Veteran’s 
Low-income  Development  constructed  in  1950  under  Chapter  200  of  the 
General  Laws  and,  a  50  Unit  Elderly  Development  constructed  under  Chap- 
ter  667  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Authority  received  approval  of  Town  Meeting  in  November  of  1962 
to  apply  to  the  State  Housing  Board  for  the  construction  of  44  additional 
Elderly  Units  under  Chapter  667.  The  Authority  selected  the  Percy  Everett 
Property,  adjacent  to  the  present  Elderly  Project,  as  the  site  for  their 
second  Development.  The  State  Housing  Board  has  not  yet  approved  this 
selection.  An  independent  appraiser  has  set  a  price  on  the  property.  Pending 
State  Housing  Board  approval  of  the  site  and  the  price  established,  nothing 
can  be  done  in  the  way  of  construction.  However,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  this  site  will  eventually  be  approved,  since  it  will  improve  the  location 
immensely  and  will  be  less  costly  in  the  long  run  than  an  alternate  site. 

All  of  this  construction  came  about  as  a  result  of  State  Legislation 
under  Chapters  200  and  667  of  the  General  Laws.  Since  the  Commonwealth 
guarantees  payment  of  bonds  over  a  40  year  period  and  pays  a  subsidy  of 
2%%  of  the  development  cost,  all  major  decisions  and  expenditures  must 
receive  final  approval  of  the  State  Housing  Board.  There  are  no  Federally- 
aided  Developments  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  primary  purpose  of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent 
housing  for  low  and  middle- income  groups  at  rents  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

The  Veterans  Development  200-1,  known  as  Washington  Heights  and 
located  at  Roosevelt  Avenue  and  Jefferson  Drive,  has  33  single  homes  with 
3  bedrooms,  12  duplex,  and  6  triplex  apartment  buildings  with  2  bedrooms. 
The  present  average  rent  is  $47.00  per  month.  It  is  100%  occupied  and  there 
are  82  applications  for  admittance  on  file.  In  September  of  1962,  the  State 
Housing  Board  approved  a  Contract  for  the  Exterior  Painting  of  this  Project. 
The  Contract  was  awarded  to  the  low-bidder,  General  Painting  Company  of 
Hingham,  Massachusetts,  for  $15,215.00.  Work  on  this  Contract  was  stopped 
in  early  November  because  of  cold  weather.  The  job  is  about  90%  com¬ 
pleted  and  will  continue  when  the  weather  permits. 

The  Elderly  Development  667-1,  known  as  Willow-wood  Terrace  and 
located  on  the  corner  of  Railroad  Avenue  and  Adams  Street,  has  50  3-room 
apartments  in  6  brick  buildings.  It  also  has  a  Community  Building  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  completely  furnished  recreation  hall,  a  coin-operated  laundry, 
fully-equipped  kitchen,  and  the  Housing  Authority  Office.  This  is  the  first 
year  that  we  have  had  a  permanent  office.  Prior  to  this,  Authority  business 
was  conducted  from  the  Executive  Director’s  home,  and  meetings  were  held 
in  Room  24  of  the  Municipal  Building.  Needless  to  say,  operation  of  Au¬ 
thority  business  has  vastly  improved.  Many  of  the  furnishings  and  equip¬ 
ment  for  this  building  were  donated  by  local  organizations  and  individuals. 
We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  following  for  their  donations: 

Norwood  Council  Knights  of  Columbus,  Norwood  J.  C.  Ettes, 

Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion,  Womens  Community  Committee,  and  Mr.  Alec 
Abdallah. 
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Willow-wood  Terrace  was  dedicated  in  October  of  1962  with  appropriate 
ceremonies.  It  too  is  100%  occupied.  There  are  20  couples  and  30  single 
occupants  in  the  50  units.  At  present  we  have  99  applications  for  admittance 
on  file.  The  average  rent  is  $56.00  per  month,  which  amount  includes  all 
utilities. 

In  order  to  construct  these  housing  units,  the  Authority  must  receive 
the  cooperation  and  approval  of  the  Town  of  Norwood’s  elected  officials, 
department  heads,  and  the  town  meeting  members.  We  have  been  very 
fortunate  in  this  respect,  and  at  this  time,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude 
to  all  the  town  departments  for  their  assistance  in  this  worthy  endeavor.

The  Committee  on  Industrial  Development  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
herewith  submits  its  twelfth  annual  report. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings  of  the  General  Committee  and  other 
special  meetings  of  the  Steering  Committee  contacts  were  made  with 
several  new  firms. 

Industrial  progress  during  the  past  year  is  as  follows: 

The  Scovill  Manufacturing  building  on  Morse  Street,  containing 
21,450  square  feet  was  completed. 

Marrud  Building  on  Dean  Street  was  leased  and  Marrud  expanded 
to  location  on  Route  1. 

Mr.  Philip  Cushing  built  a  new  factory  on  Lenox  Street,  area  of 
30,000  square  feet. 

Charles  Briggs  'built  a  new  factory  on  Endicott  Street,  comprising 
about  18,000  square  feet  for  manufacture  of  HB  Cough  Drops. 

Mr.  William  Dolan,  President  of  the  George  E.  Kent  Company,  dis¬ 
tributors  and  sales  people  for  electrical  trucks  used  in  handling  materials 
for  factories  has  established  his  business  at  the  corner  of  Morse  Street 
and  Route  1. 

Windsor  Gardens  apartments  on  Walpole  Street  is  progressing  rapidly. 

Discussions  were  held  on  proposed  sale  of  the  Ellis  Water  Shed  land 
with  the  Bernat  Company  and  members  of  the  Steering  Committee  met 
with  the  Conservation  Commission  on  protection  of  waterways  through¬ 
out  the  town  and  industrial  sites. 

New  zoning  laws  were  discussed  with  the  Planning  Board. 

Reports  were  submitted  by  Frederick  A.  Valentine  on  the  status 
of  the  dredging  of  the  Neponset  River. 

Albert  P.  Nelson  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Regional  Route  95 
Committee. 

George  T.  Mahoney,  Chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee,  prepared 
a  new  brochure  for  the  town. 

In  addition,  the  Industrial  Development  Committee  participated  in 
the  Kiwanis  Show  of  Progress  at  the  Norwood  Armory. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Committee  is  deeply  grateful  for  the  cooperation 
they  have  received  from  the  entire  General  Committee,  official  town  boards 
and  town  personnel  without  whose  help  the  above  could  not  have  been 
accomplished.

And  The  Year  Ahead 

Annual  reports  generally  record  past  events  and  facts,  sometimes  giving 
a  brief  look  at  the  future.  This  one  also  records  the  past,  but  to  study  it 
the  reader  will  need  to  see  the  appended  section  “Services  and  Events”  and 
the  annual  statistical  summary.  This  report  concerns  itself  with  the  present 
and  future — and  with  the  past  when  it  shapes  and  limits  that  future. 

Nonetheless,  there  was  one  event  of  1962  noteworthy  enough  to  stand 
by  itself  and  in  the  lead  position — the  retirement  of  Edna  Phillips  as  Li¬ 
brarian.  Miss  Phillips’  accomplishments,  dedication,  and  character  have 
been  substantially  and  properly  lauded  in  other  documents  in  the  past  few 
months,  so  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  repeat  those  praises  here.  Of  Edna 
Phillips  herself  it  may  simply  and  truthfully  be  said  that  she  was  and  is 
something  special  as  a  librarian  and  a  person  and  that  she  made  it  possible 
for  the  Library — like  the  Town — to  grow  in  23  years  from  comfortable, 
hamlet  anonymity  to  the  threshold  of  medium-sized  prosperity  and  vigor. 

Leaving  aside  the  question  of  the  prospects  of  the  Town,  the  significant 
fact  to  the  Library  is  its  position  at  the  threshold  of  maturity.  In  spite  of 
its  90  years  as  a  Town  department,  the  Library,  like  the  adolescents  who 
increasingly  jam  its  limited  space,  is  still  peering  ahead  at  the  rewards  and 
responsibilities  of  maturity.  Of  course,  the  Library  has  enjoyed  adolescence 
so  long  that  it  has  no  fear  of  slipping  back  even  momentarily  into  childhood. 
Nor  does  the  Library  lack  the  will  to  move  into  the  future.  It  needs  only 
the  assurance  of  its  guardians,  the  citizens  of  Norwood,  that  they  desire — 
indeed,  command — it  to  grow  up  and  to  make  Its  full  and  proper  contribution 
to  their  well-being. 
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Naturally,  this  assurance  should  take  the  form  of  action  not  merely 
words.  It  would  be  gratifying  to  say  that  this  action  could  be  the  act  sup¬ 
porting  or  voting  for  a  building  addition,  but  the  situation  isnt  that  simple. 

Not  that  the  condition  of  the  Library  as  revealed  by  1962’s  events,  sta¬ 
tistics,  and  services  is  complicated.  Let’s  look  at  this  condition: 

The  Library  has  a  large  and  increasing  registered  clientele,  about  46% 
of  the  Town’s  estimated  26,000  population.  Many  of  these  people  seldom  or 
never  use  the  Library,  but  they  and  the  14,000  unregistered  contribute  alike 
to  its  middling  support— around  $3.15  per  capita. 

This  pays  for  the  equivalent  of  15  full  time  staff,  six  of  whom  are 
classed  as  professional  librarians  but  only  two  of  whom  have  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  training  that  long-established  professional  standards  require  and, 
more  important,  which  first  rate  service  requires. 

This  support  has  built  up  a  collection  of  over  56,000  books  and  1,500 
recordings.  This  may  seem  like  a  great  many,  but  it  is  not  nearly  enough  to 
satisfy  either  the  depth  or  breadth  of  Norwood’s  reading  interests.  Although 
all  of  these  materials  have  been  carefully  selected,  many  are  now  dated 
and  should  be  replaced  by  newer  items. 

The  staff  is  kept  busy  making  this  collection  useful  to  the  public,  as 
attested  by  4,200  information  questions  answered  and  214,000  items  circu¬ 
lated.  This  is  so  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Main  Library,  which  had  most 
of  the  9,500  increase  in  circulation,  cannot  satisfactorily  accomodate  the 
rising  number  of  children,  youth,  and  adults  who  want  and  need  to  use  it. 

Indeed,  physical  facilities,  inadequate  as  they  are,  dominate  Norwood’s 
library  scene.  The  Main  Library,  built  in  1898  of  massive  granite  blocks,  is 
imposing  and,  to  some,  beautiful.  To  those  who  use  it  and  work  in  it,  the 
building  is  small,  crowded,  cold,  badly  arranged,  lighted,  and  ventilated, 
hard  to  supervise  and  maintain,  and  in  general  better  suited  to  be  a  monu¬ 
ment  than  a  library. 

The  system  also  includes  the  small  South  Norwood  Branch  located  in 
rented  quarters  less  than  iy2  miles  from  the  Main  Library.  Volume  there 
has  risen  gradually  to  a  25,000  annual  cirulation,  only  3,000  of  which  is 
adult  non-fiction.  The  Hospital  station  is  far  less  active  even  than  that 
and  declining.  It  seems  to  be  more  useful  to  the  Hospital  Staff  than  to  the 
TV-equipped  patients. 

None  of  this  is  new  or  complicated,  although  the  solution  to  it  may 
be  both.  Trustees  and  Librarian  started  campaigning  for  expanded  building 
facilities  in  1943,  and  the  problem  ever  since  has  been  viewed  primarily  as 
one  of  space  and  proximity  of  physical  facilities.  Perhaps  it  is  time  to  see 
it  as  something  more. 

Service— first  class  library  service  for  the  people  of  Norwood — is  the 
problem.  WThat  kinds  of  service?  meeting  what  needs?  for  what  elements  in 
the  population?  to  be  achieved  in  what  ways?  are  the  questions  to  be  asked 
before  planning  any  building — or  any  other  means  to  the  end  of  high  quality 
service. 
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The  Library  has  an  elected  Board  of  Trustees  to  consider  such  long 
range  questions.  At  the  1961  Town  Meeting  a  Library  Building  Addition 
Committee  was  set  up  “to  have  charge  of  such  construction  or  take  any 
other  action  in  the  matter.”  The  ideas  of  these  two  groups  should  crystallize 
during  the  coming  year,  probably  in  something  beyond,  “What  kind  of  addi¬ 
tion  should  we  build?” 

After  analyzing  the  present  service,  its  value  to  the  Town,  and  the 
direction  it  should  take,  they  will  need  to  come  to  grips  with  the  immediate 
problem  of  a  Main  Library  inadequate  to  serve  its  purpose.  They  will  need 
to  consider  the  needs  of  South  Norwood  patrons  and  those  across  Route  1. 
They  will  have  to  consider  the  whole  concept  of  extending  services  by 
means  of  branches,  stations,  and  bookmobiles — in  a  relatively  compact  area 
with  10.4  square  miles  and  26,000  people. 

They  will  certainly  consider  the  value  of  preserving  the  aesthetic,  his¬ 
torical,  and  sentimental  qualities  of  the  present  building  by  adding  to  it, 
compared  to  the  disadvantage  of  compounding  and  perpetuating  its  defects 
by  such  action. 

The  idea  of  a  completely  new  building  on  the  same  or  another  site  has 
been  excluded  from  consideration  so  consistently  that  one  might  wonder 
what  proportion  of  Norwood’s  citizens  would  really  regard  this  as  “out  of 
the  question”  if  it  were  brought  to  their  attention. 

So  much  has  previously  been  taken  for  granted  that  it  is  to  be  hoped 
the  Board,  the  Building  Committee,  and  the  people  will  re-examine  all 
aspects  of  the  Library  situation  with  minimum  preconception. 

Instead  of  a  doubly  massive,  inefficient,  frustrating,  and  costly  monu¬ 
ment  surrounded  by  an  equally  ineffective  system  of  hospital  station,  branch 
or  two,  and  bookmobile,  they  might  see  a  different  kind  of  vision. 

The  vision,  and  the  reality,  could  be  a  single  modern,  efficient  building 
planned  as  a  library  according  to  the  needs  of  the  people  of  Norwood, 
beautiful  as  well  as  economical,  and  a  monument  only  to  the  foresight  of  its 
creators. 


SERVICES  AND  EVENTS,  1902

Mrs.  Irene  Olson,  carried  on  the  work  of  the 
Junior  Department  in  her  absence. 

October  23 — Edna  Phillips  retired  as  Librarian,  having  served  since  April  1, 
1939.  She  was  honored  by  the  Town  with  a  testimonial  attended  by  200 
people  at  Holiday  Haven  November  15.  She  received  numerous  gifts  and 
tributes  including  a  message  from  President  Kennedy  among  the  con¬ 
gratulatory  telegrams.  On  the  initiative  of  the  Staff  the  Trustees  pre¬ 
sented  Miss  Phillips  with  a  scroll  gratefully  commending  her  service 
and  appointing  her  Librarian  Emeritus. 
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October  24-31 — Martha  Eaton,  assistant  librarian  and  cataloger,  served  as 
acting  librarian. 

November  1 — Charles  Joyce,  former  assistant  librarian  at  Winchester,  was 
appointed  Director  of  the  Library. 

Contributions 

— of  time,  money,  displays,  or  services  were  made  by  many  organiza¬ 
tions,  including: 

Norwood  Woman’s  Club,  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank,  Girl  Scouts, 
Camp  Fire  Girls,  Knights  of  Lithuania,  Kiwanis  Club,  Dedham  Trust 
Company,  Central  Labor  Union  AF  of  L-CIO,  seventeen  local  in¬ 
dustries  during  National  Library  Week,  and  of  course  the  Friends 
of  the  Library. 

Tours  and  Instruction 

— were  provided  for: 

Peabody  School  student  nurses.  Cub  Scouts,  Camp  Fire  Girls,  Lainy 
Kay  Country  Day  School,  the  special  public  school  class,  eleven 
Balch  School  classes  at  the  Branch,  and  384  pupils  from  5  schools 
at  the  Main  Library. 

Conferences,  Conventions,  and  Meetings 

Like  other  professions,  the  library  world  has  its  quota  of  gatherings. 
Mention  will  be  made  of  three  among  those  attended  by  Library  representa¬ 
tives:  The  first  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  in  Boston,  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Library  Association  Convention  in  Miami  Beach,  the  University  of 
Chicago  Institute  on  the  Medium-sized  Library. 

New  This  Tear 

Edna  Phillips’  “Tips  on  Good  Books”  Talk  at  the  Hospital  over  closed 
circuit  TV.  This  is  believed  to  be  a  library  and  hospital  “first.”  Hospital 
service  was  complicated  by  the  building  program.  The  Hospital’s  new  policy 
of  free  TV  in  every  room  may  have  an  adverse  effect  on  reading  there. 

Films  shown  to  50  children  at  the  South  Norwood  Branch.  Two  floures- 
cent  lights  and  a  (not  quite  complete)  coat  of  paint  for  the  interior  of  the 
Branch. 

Students  transferred  from  the  Junior  to  the  Adult  Department  at  the 
end  of  the  8th  grade  instead  of  during  the  9th  grade  year.  This  was  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  shift  of  the  9th  grade  from  the  Junior  High  to  the  High  School. 

The  Junior  Department  was  opened  Monday  nights  till  8  p.m.,  then  later 
in  the  year  till  8:30  p.m. 

Classroom  collections  were  selected  by  the  Teachers  themselves  for 
the  1962-63  year.  Tlio  started  because  of  Miss  Shumaker’s  absence,  this 
program  had  the  effect  of  getting  more  teachers  into  the  Library  and  giving 
them  more  understanding  of  its  services  and  problems.  It  will  be  continued. 
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In  Their  Second  Year 

The  Film-Lending  Service  utilizing  the  collection  of  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Film  Coop  circulated  229  films. 

The  16  MM  projector  given  by  the  Women’s  Community  Committee 
continued  its  usefulness  to  the  many  local  organizations  which  borrowed  it. 

The  state  aid  to  libraries  law  resulted  in  the  Town’s  receiving  $6,224.50 
from  the  State  for  library  purposes. 

Miscellany 

The  weeding  of  the  entire  collection,  done  every  5  years,  was  completed. 

The  final  check  on  materials  missing  in  the  1961  inventory  showed  that 
1180  books  and  6  recordings  were  missing  for  the  5  year  period.

The  Town  grew  considerably  in  the  23  years  Miss  Phillips 
was  its  Librarian,  but  not  as  much  as  her  Library.  Only  the 
structure  itself  remains  the  same  and  she  has  even  laid  the  ground¬ 
work  for  expanding  that. 

While  the  population  increased  by  73%,  her  policies  and 
methods  increased  circulation  85%,  book  stock  92%,  and  registered 
library  users  by  143%. 

The  Library  in  1939  didn’t  have  a  South  Norwood  branch,  a  hos¬ 
pital  service,  films  and  phonorecords,  instruction  of  school  classes 
in  library  use,  an  electric  charging  machine,  a  Friends  of  the 
Library  group,  and  $6,000  annually  in  state  aid.  It  has  them 
now,  and  many  more  improvements  and  innovations,  thanks  largely 
to  the  talents  and  efforts  of  Edna  Phillips. 

But  the  truest  measure  of  her  success  in  Norwood  is  the 
respect  and  admiration  in  which  Edna  Phillips  is  held  by  colleagues, 
staff,  Trustees,  Town  officials,  and  by  the  people  of  Norwood,  whom 
she  has  so  splendidly  served.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Light  Department  experienced  a  full  year  in  completing  our  pro¬ 
gram  as  set  forth  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Later  in  the  year  an  apart¬ 
ment  complex  to  be  known  as  Windsor  Gardens  located  in  Norwood  and 
much  additional  work  was  required  in  order  to  supply  service. 

An  increase  in  kilowatt  consumption  of  7%  over  1961  was  registered 
and  continued  growth  in  1963  is  expected. 

Our  electric  power  cost  declined  in  1962,  due  in  some  part  to  the 
policy  of  having  the  public  cooperate  in  not  using  Christmas  lighting 
between  4:30  p.m.  and  6:30  p.m.  the  week  prior  to  Christmas.  Continued 
cooperation  by  the  public  will  enable  us  to  maintain  our  present  rates 
which  are  quite  favorable.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

The  Norwood  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

The  Bureau  at  its  regular  meeting  on  July  31,  1962  elected  Mr.  Ernest  G. 
Paciorkowski  as  Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  table  showing  the  caseload  by  month  of 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  cases  for  1962. 

The  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  program  has  increased  in  the 
number  of  cases,  as  well  as  expense  to  the  Town.  It  might  be  noted  here 
that  eligibility  requirements  under  this  program  are  much  broader  than  that 
of  Old  Age  Assistance,  although  in  many  cases  the  period  of  aid  is  less,  the 
expense  is  far  greater. 

The  caseload  under  Old  Age  Assistance  has  shown  very  little  change, 
as  to  number  of  cases  aided. 

The  Welfare  Department  continues  to  receive  monthly  Grants  from  the 
Federal  Government  to  apply  against  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged. 

Funds  are  also  received  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
share  in  the  cost  of  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and  Old  Aage  Assistance. 

Funds  are  also  received  from  the  Federal  Government  and  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  to  defray  Administrative  Costs. 

Medical  costs,  Hospital  and  Nursing  Home  care  have  increased  during 
1962. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Accountant  shown  elsewhere  in  the 
Town  Report  shows  financial  report  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau. 

The  Old  Age  Bureau  express  their  appreciation  to  all  Town  Departments 
and  Officials  for  their  co-operation  during  1962.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  organized  on  Monday,  January  22,  1962 
at  8:00  P.M.  in  the  Municipal  Building.  J.  Edward  Bamber  was  elected  chair¬ 
man  and  Paul  M.  Murphy  was  elected  clerk.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1962. 

On  February  23,  1962  Leslie  J.  Latham  retired  as  Director  of  the  De¬ 
partment  having  served  the  Town  well  for  30  years. 

Mrs.  Nora  C.  Butler  was  appointed  as  Acting  Director,  and  has  served 
in  this  capacity  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  present  Board  was  re-appointed  by  the  Selectmen  on  April  24,  1962 
for  a  one  year  term. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Welfare  Board  on  July  31,  1962  Mr.  Earnest 
G.  Paciorkowslti  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year. 

As  in  the  past,  attached  to  this  report  is  a  monthly  summary  of  the 
number  of  active  cases  at  the  end  of  each  month.  The  number  of  individuals 
represented  is  also  given. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  category  has  .shown  some  increase  and 
decreases  during  the  past  year.  The  Department  has  succeeded  in  .several 
cases  in  locating  deserting  husbands  through  the  Dedham  District  Court — 
services  of  the  Town  Counsel  and  Social  Security. 

The  number  of  Disability  Assistance  cases  has  remained  about  the  same, 
the  cost  of  some  of  these  cases,  however,  being  a  great  expense. 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  General  Relief  in  1962  has  increased 
steadily— due  to  unforeseen  circumstances,  and  applicants  not  being  eligible 
for  categorical  aid  at  the  time  of  application. 

We  wish  to  bring  out  at  this  time  that  the  Town  Counsel  during  1962 
has  been  called  upon  by  this  Department  for  advice  and  legal  procedures 
which  he  has  taken  care  of  in  a  most  gratifying  way. 

The  policy  of  the  Department  as  to  no  payment  for  Doctors  and  Surgeons 
services  in  the  local  hospital  is  still  in  effect,  under  the  State  Department 
Medical  Care  Plan.  This  still  continues  to  make  it  necessary  to  transfer 
patients  to  Boston  hospitals. 

The  Welfare  Board  and  employees  of  the  Department  express  their 
appreciation  to  all  Town  Departments  and  Officials  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  past  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1962. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Street  Maintenance 

A  program  of  maintenance  for  town  ways,  guard  rails,  culverts  and 
sidewalks  was  strictly  followed  during  the  year. 

Fifty-five  thousand  gallons  of  liquid  asphalt  was  distributed  on  the 
streets  in  need  of  attention.  Gravel  stone  was  used  as  a  cover. 

Sidewalks 

The  base  course  of  a  hot  top  sidewalk  on  Adams  Street  and  Railroad 
Avenue  opposite  the  newly  constructed  Housing  for  the  Elderly  was  laid 
in  1961.  This  work  was  finished  in  June  1962. 

Sections  of  sidewalks  were  rebuilt  on  the  following  streets:  Allen 
Road,  Bond  Street,  Broadway,  Hillside  Avenue,  Hoyle  Street,  Parkway, 
Prospect  Street,  Railroad  Avenue,  Ridgewood  Drive,  Vernon  Street,  and 
Winslow  Avenue. 

Free  loam  was  distributed  to  all  those  who  manifested  an  interest  in 
improving  the  tree  lawns  at  their  property. 

Chapter  Ninety  Maintenance  Program 

Funds  from  the  Chapter  Ninety  Maintenance  Appropriation  were  used 
to  extend  the  following  drains: 

1.  Seventy  feet  fifteen  inch  plain  concrete  pipe  rear  of  544  Nichols 
Street. 

2.  Five  hundred  and  forty  feet  twelve  inch  plain  concrete  pipes 
added  to  the  Neponset  Street  drain  which  was  laid  in  1961. 

3.  One  hundred  and  thirty  feet  of  perforated  eight  inch  corrugated 
iron  pipe  laid  in  Nahatan  Street  at  the  corner  of  Rock  Street  to 
prevent  frost  heaves. 

Street  Signs,  Highway  Guard  and  Bridges 

Street  signs  and  culverts  were  regularly  inspected  and  maintained. 
New  street  signs  were  erected  where  they  were  needed. 

Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 

Traffic  lines,  cross-walks,  curb  painting  and  parking  stalls  on  the 
highway  and  in  our  five  town  parking  areas  were  marked  and  painted. 
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The  Massachusetts  standards  for  painting  of  traffic  lines  have  been  revised 
and  we  will  have  to  conform  to  these  changes  in  1963. 

New  regulatory  signs  such  as  “STOP”  signs  and  various  types  of  “NO 
PARKING”  signs  were  placed  where  ordered.  Existing  traffic  markers  were 
repaired  or  replaced  where  needed. 


Parking1  Meters 


Meters  were  checked  daily,  collections  made  weekly  and  meters  re¬ 
paired  as  nedded. 

New  parking  meter  posts  replaced  old  posts  along  that  section  of 
Washington  Street  where  granolithic  sidewalks  were  reconstructed.  These 
posts  were  set  in  sleeves  which  were  placed  at  the  time  the  concrete  was 
paved. 

The  new  style  parking  meter  heads  are  attractive  and  their  construction 
reduces  our  maintenance  work. 


Drain  Maintenance 


The  Eden  Road  drain  collapsed  due  to  poor  construction.  Nine  feet  of 
pipe  was  replaced. 

Forty  feet  of  a  twenty-four  inch  Richland  Road  drain  was  replaced 
when  it  was  washed  away  by  the  Neponset  River. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  with  drains  in  Clark,  Nichols,  and  Union 
Streets;  Avon,  Deerfield,  and  Greenleaf  Roads;  David  Terrace,  Hillside 
Avenue,  and  Westview  Drive.  An  accumulation  of  debris  caused  blockages 
in  these  lines. 

A  new  five  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  eight  inch  perforated  transite  pipe 
with  five  catch  basins  was  constructed  at  Father  McAleer’s  Field  to  keep 
water  from  the  new  baseball  field. 

Open  and  closed  drains  were  constantly  inspected  and  cleaned  where 
necessary.  Many  old  catch  basins  and  manholes  were  rebuilt. 


SEWER  DIVISION 


The  Flexible  Seweroder  Machine  was  used  to  clean  main  sewer  lines. 

A  group  of  dead  end  lines  were  inspected  every  second  week.  Flat  grades 
cause  these  lines  to  frequently  clog. 

Detergents  and  disposals  have  greatly  increased  the  maintenance  re¬ 
quired  on  both  mains  and  house  connections. 

The  sewer  station  at  Spruce  Road  was  regularly  inspected  and  main¬ 
tained.  The  Foxboro  Company  replaced  the  automatic  control  during  the 
year. 

The  fifteen  inch  Lenox  Street  main  was  cut  off  at  Nahatan  Street.

Gallons  of  water  supplied  to  distributing  mains  during  year  1,143,869,500 

Water  mains  laid  by  contractors  were  tied  to  existing  street  mains  by 
the  department.  This  includeed  new  sprinkler  lines. 

Hydrants  on  dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  in  the  spring  and  fall. 
All  hydrants  were  operated  and  inspected  twice  during  the  year.  Constant 
hydrant  inspections  were  carried  on  during  the  winter  months. 

The  standpipes,  wells,  and  Pumping  Stations  were  regularly  inspected 
and  all  pumping  equipment  was  frequently  tested.  Test  excavations  were 
made  for  consultants  as  required. 

Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  were  read 
monthly.  Check  valves  where  privated  water  supplies  are  cross  connected 
to  the  municipal  supply  were  inspected  quarterly.  Stopped  meters  were  re¬ 
paired  and  replaced.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services  and  service  calls  were 
promptly  made  when  requested. 
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Private  swimming  pools  were  filled  on  call.  Pipe  and  fittings  were  trans¬ 
ported  from  stock  to  locations  where  mains  were  to  be  laid  by  contractors. 

The  construction  of  water  house  connections  and  water  mains  by  De¬ 
velopers  were  supervised  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  water  properties  including  Buckmaster  Pond  were  regularly  pa¬ 
trolled  and  maintained. 

A  short  section  of  eight  inch  main  was  added  to  bring  the  Pine  Street 
water  main  to  the  new  school  property. 

Considerable  work  was  involved  in  boring  water  shutoffs  to  grade  ahead 
of  many  sidewalk  projects  also  at  Route  One  where  the  State  hot  topped 
the  road  from  the  Walpole  line  to  the  Arena. 

A  minimum  complement  of  seven  men  on  a  full  time  basis  are  required 
by  the  water  department  to  meet  the  demands  set  forth  by  the  New  England 
Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association. 

Main  gate  valve  boxes  have  to  be  located  and  in  many  cases  either  reset 
or  adjusted  to  grade.  Each  main  gate  valve  has  to  be  operated  at  least  once 
annually.  A  machine  has  been  purchased  for  this  purpose.  A  clerk  is  required 
to  keep  the  required  plans  and  statistics  which  include  a  record  card  for 
each  main  gate  and  each  hydrant. 

A  fire  alarm  tapper  has  been  installed  at  the  office.  These  men  have  been 
put  on  “off”  hour  shifts  so  that  the  water  department  meets  the  requirement 
that  automatically  we  shall  respond  to  all  fires  in  industrial  or  high  valve 
mercantile  districts. 


FORESTRY 

Moth  Suppression  -  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 

Prior  to  leafing,  all  Elm  trees  were  sprayed  for  control  of  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle,  with  a  12%  D.D.T.  oil  base  solution.  W7hen  in  leaf,  the  trees  were 
sprayed  again  with  a  6%  solution  of  the  same  material. 

Poison  Ivy,  roadside  brush  and  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July  and  a  gen¬ 
eral  maintenance  for  shade  trees  was  followed  throughout  the  year. 

Sixty  five  sugar  maples  were  planted  along  public  streets. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

We  have  maintained  a  monthly  door-to-door  collection  schedule. 

A  town-wide  collection  of  Christmas  trees  was  made  during  the  month 
of  January  and  a  special  collection  was  proAuded  during  Clean-up  Week  in 
May. 

DUMP 

The  Winter  Street  dump  area  was  kept  in  good  condition,  not  by  our 
efforts  alone,  but  with  mutual  assistance  from  our  Board  of  Health  Agent 
and  our  Fire  Chief. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  we  will  have  to  cease  burning  at  our  dump  and 
go  to  a  land  fill  program  of  daily  covering  the  rubbish.

SNOW  REMOVAL 

The  usual  work  under  this  category  plowing,  sanding,  salting  and  post¬ 
ing  of  coasting  signs  were  promptly  done. 

We  have  continued  to  distribute  straight  bulk  salt  in  ever  increasing 
amounts  along  with  a  mixture  of  sand  and  salt.  The  number  of  wayside  sand 
boxes  has  been  increased. 

The  two  Haiss  conveyer  type  snow  loaders  have  been  repaired.  The 
Cletrac  Tractor  with  Sargarent  Overhead  bucket  used  for  many  years  on 
snow  removal  was  traded  in  and  a  Snow-Go  blower  mounted  on  a  24,000 
G.V.W.  FWD  truck  purchased.  These  units  are  expected  to  be  put  to  good  use.

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUND 


Land  areas  at  all  parks  and  playgrounds  were  limed  and  fertilized  in 
the  spring  after  their  areas  were  first  cleaned  and  rolled.  Grass  was 
promptly  cut  during  the  growing  season.  Frequent  watering  of  shrubbery 
was  carried  out  during  extreme  hot  weather.  Shrubbery  was  trimmed  at 
the  end  of  the  growing  season. 

Brush  was  cut  from  wooded  park,  playground,  and  roadside  areas.  Skat¬ 
ing  areas  were  maintained  during  the  ice  season.  Assistance  was  given  to 
promote  events  connected  with  the  town  Fourth  of  July  activities. 

All  the  playground  equipment  and  bleachers  were  inspected,  repaired 
and  painted.  New  playground  equipment  purchased  by  the  Recreation  De¬ 
partment  was  erected  at  different  playgrounds. 

The  tennis  courts  and  the  baseball  diamonds  were  conditioned  and 
ready  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  playing  season. 

Hawes  and  Father  McAleers  outdoor  pools  and  buildings  were  main¬ 
tained  from  the  opening  day  in  June  until  Labor  Day.

Dear  Sir: 

We  are  again  pleased  to  submit  to  you  our  report  of  activities  of 
the  Recreation  Department  during  the  year  just  concluded.  This  is 
our  fourteenth  such  report  of  activities  and  is  the  eighteenth  report 
submitted  since  the  operation  of  the  Department  on  a  full  time  basis. 

The  year  1962  saw  a  continuance  of  efforts  by  all  concerned  with  the 
Recreation  Department  to  provide  interesting  and  appealing  leisure  time 
activities  for  all  groups  of  Norwood’s  population.  Acceptance  of  the 
programs  was  reflected  in  increasing  participation  in  and  attendance  at 
the  various  activities. 

The  various  programs  and  activities  of  the  Department  during  1962 
are  described  in  narrative  form  in  the  paragraphs  that  follow.  Where 
appropriate,  we  have  included  recommendations  for  improving  facilities 
and  activities. 

Summer  Playgrounds 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  season,  playground  attendance  showed  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year,  the  increase  this  year  being  1,925  over 
the  year  1961.  Seven  playgrounds  showed  net  gains  in  attendance  for 
the  season  and  five  showed  slight  declines.  Weatherwise  the  season  was 
a  good  one,  with  only  a  day  and  a  half  being  completely  lost  because 
of  rain. 

The  playgrounds  were  conducted  under  supervision  for  a  nine  week 
season  beginning  Monday,  June  25th,  through  Thursday,  August  23rd. 
The  playgrounds  were  open  daily  for  a  six  hour  period,  mornings  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  noon  and  afternoons  from  1:30  to  4:30  p.m.  Playgrounds 
were  conducted  at  six  School  Department  locations  —  Balch,  Callahan, 
Shattuck,  Winslow,  Prescott  and  Cleveland.  Playgrounds  were  also  con¬ 
ducted  at  the  six  Recreation  Department  areas  —  Endean,  Wilson  Street, 
Pleasant  Park,  Father  McAleer’s,  Bond  Street,  and  the  Recreation  Center. 
The  Recreation  Center  was  operated  exclusively  for  boys  and  Bond  Street 
exclusively  for  girls  and  small  boys.  All  other  playgrounds  were  operated 
for  both  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages,  with  a  male  and  a  female  Playground 
Leader  on  duty  to  supervise  activities  at  all  times  the  playgrounds  were 
open.  In  1963  it  is  contemplated  that  supervision  will  be  restored  at  the 
Senior  High  School  and  provision  is  being  made  for  this  in  our  budget 
requests. 

All  members  of  the  Playground  staff  attended  a  Playground  Leadership 
meeting  for  one  entire  day  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  season.  On  that 
day  a  program  was  presented  which  was  set  up  to  acquaint  the  members 
of  the  staff  with  their  duties  and  to  cover  various  phases  of  the  summer 
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program  and  activities.  Subjects  covered  included  Playground  Management, 
Leadership,  Games,  First  Aid,  Arts  and  Crafts,  and  Tennis. 

During  the  season,  weekly  meetings  were  held  for  all  members  of 
the  playground  staff.  These  meetings  were  held  to  provide  additional 
instruction  to  the  staff,  to  hear  their  comments,  suggestions,  and  problems, 
and  to  assist  them  in  better  carrying  out  their  duties. 

Once  again  we  wish  to  comment  on  the  fine  group  of  young  college 
people  who  are  interested  in  serving  the  Town  of  Norwood  as  Play¬ 
ground  Leaders.  Leadership  in  ninety  percent  of  our  Playground  program, 
and  without  our  fine  staff,  we  could  not  continue  to  realize  success  in 
the  program. 

The  organization  and  conduct  of  all  the  various  leagues  in  baseball 
and  softball  for  boys  and  girls  was  under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor 
of  Sports.  Baseball  Leagues  were  conducted  for  boys  of  three  different 
age  groups  with  more  than  150  games  played  during  the  season.  Boys 
from  age  six  up  through  age  fifteen  were  eligible  to  play  in  these  day 
time  leagues.  Girls  age  six  through  age  fifteen  were  able  to  participate 
in  softball  leaues,  with  more  than  75  games  being  played  in  the  two  leagues 
during  the  season.  The  Supervisor  was  responsible  for  all  scheduling, 
equipment,  direction  of  games,  and  publicity  for  all  five  leagues.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  had  the  responsibility  of  directing  the  activities  of  the  Play¬ 
ground  Leaders,  advising  and  criticizing  where  necessary,  and  in  general 
assisting  the  Leaders  in  carrying  out  their  functions.  He  also  assisted 
in  planning  and  conducting  the  many  special  events  that  were  part  of 
the  program  during  the  season. 

The  Supervisor  of  Arts  and  Crafts  had  direct  responsibility  for  the 
conduct  of  that  program  which  was  carried  on  at  each  of  the  playgrounds. 
Major  projects  were  scheduled  each  week,  with  the  Supervisor  visiting 
each  playground  once  during  the  week  for  usually  a  half  day,  instructing 
the  Leaders  and  the  children  in  the  project  of  the  week.  The  Supervisor 
also  prepared  and  distributed  a  large  amount  of  material  to  the  Leaders 
during  the  season.  She  met  with  the  Leaders  at  the  weekly  Staff  Meetings, 
thus  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the  Arts  and  Crafts  phase  of  the  overall 
program. 

The  Supervisor  of  Tennis  was  on  duty  each  day  of  the  Playground 
season  at  the  Recreation  Center  courts.  He  provided  instruction  to  boys 
and  girls  presenting  themselves  at  the  courts  and  had  a  regular  schedule 
when  individual  playgrounds  could  send  children  for  instruction.  All 
equipment  was  furnished  by  the  Department.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
season,  a  tournament  was  conducted  with  boys  and  girls  competing 
against  others  of  comparable  age  and  skill.  Many  hundreds  of  boys  and 
girls  participated  in  the  Tennis  program  during  the  season  and  the 
progress  made  by  many  of  them  was  very  marked. 

Individual  playgrounds  conducted  many  and  varied  programs  of 
interest  to  them.  The  traditional  games  provided  many  hours  of  enjoy¬ 
ment  at  the  playgrounds  and  many  of  them  engaged  in  such  events  as 
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Doll  Shows,  Pet  Shows,  and  the  like.  A  town  wide  Horseshoe  Tournament 
and  a  town  wide  Playground  Swim  Meet  were  held  during  the  season  and 
attracted  more  than  passing  interest. 

Once  again  in  1962  there  were  three  hig  special  events,  the  Nantasket 
Outing,  the  Red  Sox  Baseball  Game,  and  the  Stagemobile  of  the  Boston 
Children’s  Theatre.  Larger  numbers  than  ever  before  participated  in 
and  enjoyed  these  three  events. 

Based  on  our  own  experience  and  observations  and  those  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  staff  of  Playground  Leaders,  the  following  recommendations 
are  offerred  for  your  consideration: 

1.  Develop  facilities  in  Ellis  Gardens  area  for  playground  purposes. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  this  project  and  early  completion  is 
desirable. 

2.  Continue  improvement  of  Pleasant  Park  playground  by  filling, 
loaming,  and  seeding  of  area  beyond  baseball  field. 

3.  Construct  two  hard  surface  tennis  courts  at  the  Recreation 
Center,  adjacent  to  the  present  courts,  at  corner  of  East  Hoyle 
and  Washington  Streets.  This  would  permit  play  earlier  in  the 
season  that  now  is  possible  and  would  extend  the  season  fur¬ 
ther  into  the  fall.  Also  install  lights  at  present  courts  to  extend 
playing  day. 

4.  Carry  out  miscelaneous  smaller  projects  which  have  been  rec¬ 
ommended  in  the  1963  budget  requests. 

Twilight  Baseball  League 

Seven  teams  of  boys  and  young  men  up  to  age  twenty-one  were 
participants  in  the  Twilight  Baseball  League  during  1962.  There  were 
approximately  one  hundred  young  men  involved  in  this  popular  summer 
time  activity  with  more  than  fifty  games  being  played  at  three  different 
locations  on  two  evenings  of  the  week.  Equipment  and  supervision  was 
provided  by  the  Department.  Many  spectators  also  found  enjoyment  in 
this  activity. 

Girls’  Softball  League 

The  Girls’  Softball  League  expanded  from  six  to  eight  teams  in  1962 
with  more  than  one  hundred  twenty-five  girls  and  young  women  seeing 
action  during  the  season.  Beginning  in  early  May  and  continuing  through 
August,  games  were  played  on  four  evenings  of  the  week  at  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Center  softball  field.  A  total  of  fifty-four  games  were  played  during 
the  year.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  year,  the  girls  in  the  league  enjoyed 
their  annual  banquet  at  a  popular  Boston  restaurant. 

Men’s  Softball  League 

In  its  second  year  of  revival,  the  Men’s  Softball  League  expanded 
from  six  to  seven  teams  with  more  than  one  hundred  thirty-five  young 
men  taking  part  in  the  forty-two  games  that  were  played.  Games  were 
played  on  three  different  evenings  of  the  week  at  Endean  Field  with  many 
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spectators  also  in  attendance  to  watch  the  keen  competition.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  assisted  in  organization  and  supervision  of  the  league,  with  partici¬ 
pating  teams  providing  for  equipment  and  officials  throughout  the  season. 

Fourth  of  July  Celebration 

The  second  year  of  the  expanded  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  saw  an 
even  bigger  and  better  affair  than  the  preceeding  year.  The  Recreation 
Department  participated  in  planning  sessions  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  and  had  direct  responsibility  for  the  N.E.A.A.A.U.  Swim  Meet 
which  was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the  holiday.  The  Department  also 
cooperated  in  conduct  of  the  Junior  Olympics  held  the  morning  of  the 
holiday,  and  had  responsibility  for  the  evening  fireworks  display.  Once 
again  the  entire  program  on  the  fourth  of  July  drew  loud  praise  from 
everyone,  and  all  those  from  the  various  community  organizations  who 
participated  in  the  day  are  to  be  commended  for  their  continuing  coopera¬ 
tion  in  making  this  such  a  wonderful  event  in  Norwood. 

Swimming  Program 

Father  McAleer  Pool  and  Hawes  Brook  Pool  opened  on  Saturday 
June  23rd  and  were  open  each  day  of  the  week  until  Labor  Day,  the 
traditional  closing  day.  The  pools  were  open  Monday  through  Friday 
from  9:00  a.m.  to  noon  for  swimming  classes  and  from  12:30  p.m.  to 
dark  for  general  public  swimming.  On  Saturdays  the  pools  opened  at  noon, 
and  Sundays  at  1:00  p.m.  and  remained  open  each  of  these  days  until 
dark. 

Although  there  were  no  prolonged  spells  of  hot  weather,  attendance 
at  both  pools  was  noticeably  up  over  preceeding  years.  Once  again  we 
wish  to  pay  public  tribute  to  the  entire  staff  of  the  program  for  their 
devotion  to  duty  and  their  efficiency  of  performance  in  this  most  respon¬ 
sible  activity. 

A  complete  instructional  program  was  offered  with  classes  during 
the  summer  for  those  who  could  not  swim  at  all  up  through  experts. 
Registration  was  conducted  in  the  spring  through  the  local  schools  with 
some  two  thousand  boys  and  girls  signing  up  for  classes  and  ultimately 
assigned  to  classes.  Classes  were  arranged  for  a  two  week  period  for  each 
participant,  with  each  class  meeting  for  a  one  hour  period  Monday  through 
Friday.  Those  successfully  completing  the  courses  and  passing  final  ex¬ 
aminations  were  awarded  suitable  Recreation  Department  certificates.  A 
total  of  six  hundred  ninety-one  such  certificates  were  awarded,  the  highest 
total  in  any  one  year  to  date.  These  were  broken  down  as  follows:  356 
Elementary,  154  Advanced  Elementary,  135  Advanced,  39  Junior  Lifeguard, 
and  8  Senior  Lifeguard.  Hundreds  of  others,  although  unable  to  pass 
the  final  test  for  their  certificate,  did  however  benefit  greatly  from  the 
instruction  they  received. 

Two  Swim  Meets  were  held  during  the  season,  a  Playground  Swim 
Meet  for  Norwood  children  exclusively  and  the  Annual  Regional  Swim 
Meet  with  a  record  number  of  swimmers  from  several  nearby  communi- 
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ties  participating.  Canton  emerged  as  winner  of  the  Regional  Meet,  edging 
Norwood  by  the  slim  margin  of  3%  points.  Those  meets  provided  healthy 
competition  while  at  the  same  time  stimulating  interest  in  the  individual 
swimmer  to  improve  his  swimming  skills.  Evidence  of  this  was  found  in 
the  fact  that  six  Norwood  swimmers  competed  in  the  N.E.A.A.A.U.  Meet 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  first  time  they  have  entered  such  a  Meet  in 
recent  history. 

We  have  recommended  that  attention  be  given  in  1963  to  repairing 
the  floor  of  Hawes  Brook  Pool  and  to  rebuilding  the  walks  around  the 
Pool.  Built  in  1949,  the  Pool  has  stood  up  extremely  well,  but  now  needs 
attention  to  these  two  situations.  Recommendations  concerning  this 
and  other  minor  projects  concerning  the  two  pools  have  been  made  in 
our  1963  budget  requests. 

Re-opening  of  the  indoor  pool  at  the  Recreation  Center  early  in  1963 
will  add  much  to  the  overall  program  of  recreation  and  will  give  us 
a  facility  that  can  be  used  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  as  against  the 
short  ten  or  eleven  week  season  we  now  have  outdoors.  It  is  contem¬ 
plated  that  the  indoor  pool  can  be  used  in  the  summer  instructional  pro¬ 
gram,  particularly  with  the  more  advanced  pupils,  thereby  freeing  the 
outdoor  pools  for  beginning  swimmers. 


Senior  Set 

The  Department  continued  to  offer  a  series  of  programs  for  Norwood’s 
senior  citizens  during  1962.  Meetings  were  held  approximately  every 
three  weeks  at  which  speakers,  films,  entertainers,  and  other  such  pro¬ 
grams  were  presented.  In  addition,  the  members  went  on  tours,  attended 
sporting  events,  shows,  and  the  like.  There  are  at  the  present  time  in 
excess  of  two  hundred  on  the  mailing  list,  and  attendance  at  meetings 
averages  fifty. 


Baton  Twirling1 

This  activity  conducted  exclusively  for  girls  has  grown  in  popularity 
and  during  1962,  more  than  one  hundred  girls  came  weekly  to  classes  which 
were  held  one  afternoon  of  the  week  at  the  Recreation  Center  with  expert 
instruction  and  supervision  available.  The  well  known  Norwood  Rec-Ettes, 
the  uniformed  marching  unit  made  up  of  girls  in  the  classes,  appeared  in 
several  local  parades  and  were  very  well  received.  Another  highly  suc¬ 
cessful  “Open  House”  was  held  in  the  spring  of  the  year  when  parents 
and  friends  of  the  girls  had  the  opportunity  to  see  the  girls  perform  in 
competition  among  themselves.  In  the  fall  of  the  year,  the  Norwood 
Twirling  Club,  an  organization  of  parents  and  freinds  of  the  girls,  joined 
with  the  Department  in  sponsoring  the  Fifth  Annual  National  Baton  Asso¬ 
ciation  Open  Competition  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School,  with  con¬ 
testants  from  all  New  England  states  competing.  The  competition  was 
again  most  successful,  and  sincere  thanks  are  due  the  members  of  the 
Norwood  Twirling  Club  for  their  untiring  efforts. 
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Rifle  Club 

Boys  in  the  age  group  from  fourteen  through  eighteen  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  proper  use  of  firearms  under 
expert  instruction  and  supervision  in  the  Norwood  Recreation  Junior 
Riflle  Club.  The  Club  is  divided  into  a  Beginners  Group  and  an  Advanced 
Group,  with  each  group  meeting  one  evening  of  the  week  during  all  except 
the  summer  months  at  the  range  at  the  Municipal  Building.  After  learn¬ 
ing  the  fundamentals  of  marksmanship  and  safety,  the  boys  can  fire  for 
individual  awards,  take  part  in  team  postal  matches  conducted  by  the 
National  Rifle  Association  with  which  the  Club  is  affiliated,  and  they  can 
take  part  in  shoulder-to-shoulder  matches  with  other  clubs  in  this  area. 
Approximately  sixty  boys  participated  in  the  program  in  1962. 

Recreation  Basketball  League 

The  Recreation  Basketball  League  is  operated  for  young  men  beyond 
high  school  age  during  the  winter  months  to  provide  this  group  with  much 
needed  physical  exercise  and  healthy  competition.  Five  teams  participated 
in  the  season  that  ran  through  last  February  and  there  are  also  five  teams 
in  the  league  now  in  action.  A  total  of  approximately  ninety  young  men  take 
part  at  one  time  or  another  in  league  activities.  Supervision,  equipment, 
and  rental  fees  for  the  Senior  High  School  gym  are  provided  by  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Department.  Games  are  played  on  two  evenings  of  the  week  with  many 
spectators  on  hand  to  enjoy  the  competition. 

Girls  Drama 

The  Girls  Drama  program  has  continued  to  grow  in  popularity  and 
during  1962  the  maximum  number  that  could  be  accomodated  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  participated.  The  girls,  ranging  in  age  from  seven  through  thirteen, 
meet  in  regular  weekly  sessions  at  the  Recreation  Center  after  school 
under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drama  and  her  Associate  Super¬ 
visor.  During  the  sessions,  many  activities  related  to  the  field  of  Drama  are 
conducted  on  a  somewhat  informal  basis.  On  three  occasions  during  the 
year,  “Open  House”  is  staged  when  parents  and  friends  can  observe  the 
work  of  the  girls.  The  frenzied  activicy  of  the  girls  on  the  nights  of  “Open 
House”  remind  one  of  real  theatre.  In  their  activities  in  this  program,  the 
girls  are  able  to  gain  poise  and  confidence  in  expressing  themselves  as  well 
as  learning  some  basics  of  Drama,  all  the  time  enjoying  themselves  in  this 
most  worthwhile  activity. 


Halloween  Program 

Two  parties  were  conducted  on  Halloween  night  in  1962  for  the  young 
people  of  Norwood.  Seventh  and  eighth  graders  had  their  party  at  Social 
Hall  of  the  Recreation  Center,  while  high  school  age  young  people  had  their 
party  at  the  Norwood  Armory.  Both  parties  were  supervised  by  members  of 
the  Department  staff  with  assistance  from  the  local  Police  Department  and 
from  members  of  the  National  Guard  Company  at  the  Armory.  Both  parties 
as  always  were  very  well  attended  and  were  run  off  without  incident,  a  fact 
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worthy  of  tribute  to  the  young  people  attending.  Norwood’s  continuing  negli¬ 
gible  record  of  vandalism  on  Halloween  attests  to  the  value  of  the  parties 
conducted  each  year. 


Friday  Dances 

Each  Friday  evening  except  during  the  summer  months,  dances  were 
conducted  for  seventh  and  eighth  graders  at  the  Recreation  Center.  An 
orchestra  is  hired  to  play  for  dancing  in  Social  Hall  and  they  play  between 
7:30  and  10:00  p.m.  Activities  are  supervised  by  members  of  the  Department 
staff.  A  token  admission  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  is  made,  with  receipts 
being  turned  in  weekly  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  Attendance  at  this  tradition¬ 
ally  popular  social  event  ranges  from  a  low  of  one  hundred  to  a  high  of 
two  hundred,  depending  on  the  weather,  the  season  of  the  year,  and  conflict 
with  other  activities. 


Boys  Activities 

Supervision  was  provided  at  the  gym  at  Swimming  Pool  Hall  through 
mid  April  of  1962,  the  regular  time  for  suspending  this  activity.  Boys  of  all 
ages  and  sizes  were  able  to  play  basketball  on  an  informal  basis  under 
supervision.  Attendance  varied  according  to  the  schedule  of  outside  activi¬ 
ties,  with  never  less  than  twenty-five  and  often  many  more  than  fifty  in 
attendance.  This  program  had  to  be  suspended  with  the  re-opening  of  the 
swimming  pool,  over  which  the  gym  had  previously  been  built.  Suitable 
facilities  were  not  available  at  the  times  desired  since  school  gyms  were 
extremely  busy  with  school  activities  afternoons  after  school  and  on  Satur¬ 
day  mornings.  Were  suitable  facilities  available,  the  program  could  well  be 
re -activated. 


Symphony  Orchestra 

After  a  promising  start  in  the  fall  of  1961  and  a  fine  Christmas  Festival 
of  Music,  interest  and  attendance  at  rehearsals  of  the  Norwood-Norfolk 
County  waned  again  and  early  in  1962  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  suspend 
activities.  Competition  for  people’s  time  cost  us  members,  since  those  en¬ 
gaging  in  this  type  of  activity  were  usually  busy  with  other  activities  too. 
It  was  wth  deep  regret  that  the  decision  was  made  to  suspend  activities,  and 
the  Department  would  be  quick  to  resume  the  program  if  it  appeared  that 
there  might  be  sufficient  interest. 

Camera  Club 

At  the  request  of  the  members  of  the  Plimpton  Camera  Club,  the  De¬ 
partment.  took  over  sponsorship  of  this  group  in  the  spring  of  1962.  Mem¬ 
bership  was  immediately  thrown  open  to  any  Norwood  resident,  with  many 
new  members  joining.  Meetings  of  the  Club,  now  known  as  the  Norwood 
Camera  Club,  are  held  twice  a  month  at  the  Recreation  Center,  with  speak¬ 
ers,  Club  competitions,  and  many  other  features  on  the  program.  The  Club 
has  a  set  of  officers  which  looks  after  Club  affairs,  with  the  Department 
assisting  where  needed.  There  were  fifty  members  at  the  end  of  1962. 
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Miscellaneous 

The  Department  and  its  staff  were  able  to  assist  many  individuals  and 
organizations  during  the  year  with  projects  related  to  recreation.  The  De¬ 
partment  cooperated  with  other  municipal  departments  in  such  programs 
as  coasting  streets,  skating  areas,  lighting  of  areas,  maintenance  of  areas, 
etc.  The  Superintendent  appeared  before  local  groups  to  interpret  the  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  Department.  Material  was  prepared  and  distributed  to  new 
comers  to  Norwood  through  the  Welcome  Wagon.  The  Superintendent  also 
served  on  various  committees  concerned  with  town  affairs,  directly  or  in¬ 
directly  related  to  the  program  of  the  Department. 

Conclusion 

The  programs  and  activities  described  in  the  preceeding  paragraphs 
could  not  have  been  possible  without  the  cooperation  of  many  other  indi¬ 
viduals  and  groups.  Special  appreciation  is  due  the  General  Manager,  his 
able  staff,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their  Recreation  Advisory  Committee, 
and  to  many  other  official  and  unofficial  town  organizations.  Thanks  are 
due  to  the  many  persons  employed  in  various  capacities  during  the  year 
for  their  continuing  loyalty,  efficiency,  and  fine  performance.  Finally,  we 
are  deeply  grateful  to  the  countless  participants  in  the  various  programs 
and  activities  of  the  Department  for  their  understanding  and  cooperation 
during  the  year.  With  their  continuing  help,  we  pledge  a  continuation  of 
efforts  to  provide  Norwood  with  the  best  recreation  programs  and  facilities 
possible.

I  present  you  herewith,  the  annual  report  for  the  Dept,  of  Weights  & 
Measures  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

The  total  measuring  devices  used  commercially  that  were  inspected, 
teisted  and  sealed  during  the  year  were  754  units.  The  739  units  sealed  as 
correct  for  use  within  legal  tolerances  required  141  adjustments.  There 
were  6  units  not  sealed  as  commercial  devices  and  prohibited  for  such  use, 
and  9  units  were  condemned  and  removed  from  service. 

There  were  1082  spot  check  trial  reweighings  and  measurements  of 
commodities  sold  or  put  up  for  sale  during  the  year.  These  findings  in¬ 
dicated  some  591  units  as  correct,  134  units  were  under  weight  and  357 
units  were  over  weight.  Exceptional  findings  were  removed  from  sale,  with 
appropriate  instructions  for  adjustments  and  proper  merchandising. 

The  total  fees  of  $424.65  were  collected  by  the  sealer  and  deposited  with 
the  town  treasurer  during  the  year. 

The  sealer  attended  the  sixty-seventh  annual  conference  of  the  Mass. 
Weights  &  Measures  Association,  held  this  year  in  Auburn,  Mass.,  which  is 
always  a  source  of  enlightment  for  improving  service. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Manager,  Selectmen,  Police  Dept.,  State  Dept.  Of¬ 
ficials,  together  with  local  merchants,  industrial  representatives,  and  the 
public,  for  their  respective  cooperation  with  this  department  thus  making 
it  possible  to  quietly  and  efficiently  realize  the  achievement  of  this  report.

Details  of  previous  reports 
may  be  found  in  each  of  the  published  Town  Reports  of  1957,  1958,  and  1960. 

Again,  the  Elementary  Schools  Building  Committee  wishes  to  express  its 
appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  assisted  in  the  completion  of  two  very 
fine  elementary  schools  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  We  are  confident  that 
the  school  plants,  buildings,  equipment,  and  grounds  were  planned,  pro¬ 
cured,  and  secured,  in  such  manner  as  to  provide  the  best  educational 
facility  for  the  children,  for  the  teachers,  and  for  the  neighborhoods  for 
which  they  were  provided,  and  were  in  accordance  with  the  thinking  of 
school  officials  and  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assist¬ 
ance  Commission. 

Minor  matters  have,  since  the  last  report,  been  cleared  and  settled  to 
the  satisfaction  of  your  Elementary  School  Building  Committee.  The  Com¬ 
mittee,  following  several  years  of  planning  and  action,  having  met  together 
in  Committee  meetings  since  organization,  121  sessions,  therefore  recom¬ 
mends  that  the  Town  Meeting  accept  this,  its  final  report,  and  further  re¬ 
quests  that  its  members  be  discharged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
HOUSING  COMMITTEE 

PROGRESS  REPORT 

The  Elementary  School  Housing  Committee  appointed  in  May,  1960 
in  its  1961  report  to  Town  Meeting  recommended  the  building  of  another 
Elementary  School  on  the  Prospect  Street  site,  a  recommendation  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  Meeting  and  a  new  school  is  presently  being  constructed 
on  the  site. 

In  November,  1961,  the  Committee  began  further  study  of  the  need 
for  Elementary,  Junior  High  and  High  School  housing  under  the  Chair¬ 
manship  of  Arthur  Rodgers.  At  a  meeting  with  Dr.  Coakley,  the  Super¬ 
intendent  outlined  the  expected  housing  needs  for  the  next  five  years 
—  another  elementary  school,  a  new  Junior  High,  and  an  addition  to  the 
Senior  High  School. 

Before  the  Committee  began  considering  any  more  new  buildings, 
it  was  felt  that  the  next  logical  step  would  be  the  exploration  of  the 
possibilities  of  renovating,  remodelling,  and  adding  to  buildings.  Accordingly, 
the  Committee  members  arranged  to  visit  the  various  schools  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  will  be  included  in  our  next  report 
to  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  is  presently  awaiting 

(1)  A  meeting  with  the  School  Committee  for  a  discussion 
and  clarification  of  various  questions  relating  to  their  plans  re¬ 
garding  the  older  school  buildings,  and 

(2)  The  results  of  a  new  Census  which  is  being  taken  through¬ 
out  the  Town  of  the  School  population  and  its  distribution. 

As  soon  as  this  information  is  available,  the  Committee  will  be  in 
a  position  to  make  its  recommendations  and  present  its  report  to  Town 
Meeting  members  at  an  early  date. 

The  Committee  has  also  been  invited  to  participate  in  the  meetings 
of  the  Planning  Committee  for  a  Regional  Vocational  School,  and  the 
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Study  Committee  has  approved  the  sending  of  a  delegate,  and  Mrs. 
Francis  Wisgirda  was  named  to  join  with  the  two  other  members  from 
Norwood  to  serve  on  this  Committee.

The  year  1962  was  a  Arery  active  year  for  the  Veterans’  Service  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  problems  of  veterans  and  their  dependents  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  as  more  new  veterans  and  their  families  move  into  Norwood. 

This  department  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  G.L.  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584  of  the  Acts  of  1946  in  admin¬ 
istering  Veterans  Benefits  and  Services.  During  the  year  1962  this  office 
handled  approximately  60  Veterans  Benefits  cases  involving  some  135 
persons.  Norwood  spends  about  $40,000.00  per  year  in  this  program  and 
all  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Daws  which  assures  to  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood  a  fifty  (50%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  Veterans’  Services  Department  assisted  some  2,654  veterans 
and/or  their  dependents  to  procure  benefits  and  information  to  which 
they  are  entitled  relative  to  employment,  vocational  or  other  educational 
opportunities,  G.I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  compensation, 
pensions,  on-the-job  training,  insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers, 
photostats  and  all  other  benefits  granted  veterans  under  Federal  and  State 
laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  was  accorded  conscientious  consideration. 
All  possible  assistance  under  existing  regulations  was  invariably  granted. 
There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans  Administration,  the 
State  Department  of  Veterans  Services  and  the  various  local  Civic  and 
Veterans  Organizations  that  interest  themselves  in  veterans  problems. 

The  one  aim  was  to  give  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best 
possible  service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations 
affecting  veterans  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  the  General  Manager,  the  Town  Counsel,  Veterans  Organizations 
and  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services  in 
his  duty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  1962. 

In  February  of  1962,  the  Senior  High  School  Addition  was  sufficiently 
completed  to  allow  the  total  school  enrollment  to  revert  to  a  single  session. 
In  a  normal  setting  after  a  disquieting  six  months,  the  new  plant  allowed 
for  a  refinement  and  extension  of  offerings,  curricula  as  well  as  extra¬ 
curricula.  In  particular,  new  equipment  as  well  as  additional  space  now 
provided  for  improved  offerings  in  the  Language  Department,  the  Busi¬ 
ness  Department,  Physical  Education,  Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts, 
Science,  and  Guidance. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations  through¬ 
out  the  Town,  another  census  is  being  completed  in  order  that  new  popu¬ 
lation  figures  may  be  analyzed.  It  is  known  at  this  date  that  another 
Junior  High  School  will  be  needed  in  Norwood,  as  well  as  one  more 
elementary  school.  If  our  population  increase  continues,  another  ele¬ 
mentary  school  is  indicated. 

The  John  P.  Oldham  Elementary  School  is  presently  under  construc¬ 
tion,  and  at  this  writing,  is  48%  complete.  This  school,  a  sixteen-room 
building  with  auxiliary  facilities,  is  scheduled  to  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  September  of  1963.  It  will  relieve  the  overcrowded  situation  temporarily, 
but  it  is  now  evident  that  due  to  the  increased  home  construction  of 
Hearthstones,  Lakeview  Estates,  Massanova  Woods,  Rustic  Acres,  and 
the  new  Windsor  Gardens,  another  elementary  school  need  is  imminent. 

In  a  planned  program  of  capital  expenditures,  maintenance  and  repair, 
we  have  attended  to  the  most  necessary  items  of  plant  protection,  hygienic 
and  safety  features.  Some  of  the  major  items  during  the  past  year  in¬ 
cluded  the  installation  of  smoke  screens,  door  closers,  and  safety  wire- 
glass  in  all  schools  to  meet  additional  requirements  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety.  In  issuing  certification,  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
is  completely  satisfied  with  all  of  the  buildings.  Steam  traps  and  valves 
have  been  attended  to;  completely  new  roof  jobs  and  glazing  jobs  have 
been  accomplished  on  the  old  part  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School, 
and  on  the  total  Junior  High  School.  Both  Boys  and  Girls  Shower  and 
Locker  Rooms  have  been  completely  renovated  at  the  Junior  High  School 
and  a  new  intercommunication  system  has  been  installed.  A  new  Science 
Laboratory  has  been  installed  (Room  303  at  the  Junior  High  School). 
In  another  year,  we  will  find  many  more  accomplishments  in  our  restora¬ 
tion  program. 

It  is  by  no  accidental  coincidence  that  our  staff  procurement  during 
the  past  year  provided  us  with  quality  personnel.  Our  recruitment  program 
and  our  interviewing  teams  brought  to  Norwood  many  fine  new  and  ex¬ 
perienced  teachers  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  Some  thirty-eight 
colleges  and  universities  from  coast  to  coast  were  represented  by  our 
new  personnel.  This  geographic  representation  brings  much  to  Norwood 
in  the  form  of  culture  and  new  ideas, 
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The  salary  schedule  of  last  year  is  no  longer  even  adequate  to  meet 
competition  this  year.  The  new  state  minimum  is  now  $4500  for  a  beginning 
teacher  with  a  Bachelor’s  Degree.  Norwood  has  always  been  $200  to  $400 
over  this  figure  and  we  must  revise  once  again  in  order  to  provide  quality 
staff. 

We  would  be  remiss  in  our  duties  if  we  did  not  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  next  year  our  budget  will  have  to  increase  many  thousands 
of  dollars  just  to  maintain  pace.  Additional  pupils,  additional  housing 
and  new  innovations,  mean  additional  teachers,  additional  operating  costs 
and  additional  equipment.  You  have  entrusted  to  us  the  job  of  providing 
the  best  educational  pattern  possible  in  Norwood.  This  we  can  do  with 
your  help. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  appreciate  the 
willingness  of  the  employees  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  to  perform 
in  excellent  manner  each  according  to  his  capacity  in  the  many  and  diffi¬ 
cult  tasks  that  are  involved  in  their  daily  routine.  We  submit  this  report 
with  the  assurance  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  in  the 
capacity  as  School  Committeemen  and  we  request  your  continued  interest 
and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

“What  Is  Honored  In  a  Nation  Will  Be  Cultivated  There” 

(Socrates) 


Norwood’s  educational  system  is  ninety  years  old  and  it  is  my  pleasure 
to  submit  an  educational  report  at  the  completion  of  this  year,  1962. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  ninety  years  ago  the  average  membership 
was  373  pupils  and  the  average  attendance  was  297.  The  nine  teachers  on 
the  professional  staff  indicated  concern  with  curriculum  refinement,  punctu¬ 
ality  and  attendance,  and- -over-crowding  of  pupils  at  the  primary  level. 

Illustrative  of  the  fact  that  constant  evaluation  is  an  integral  part  of 
our  educational  program,  and  too,  that  the  hard  core  of  any  educational 
pattern  revolves  around  personnel  and  curriculum,  irrespective  of  time  or 
era,  more  than  300  staff  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  are  today 
concerned  with  these  very  same  things.  Our  concern  today  is  for  some  5,300 
individuals  or  an  average  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  19  to  1.  Ninety  years  ago, 
the  concern  was  no  doubt  equally  sincere,  with  a  pupil-teacher  ratio  of 
41  to  1.  Increased  complexities  over  the  years  have  no  doubt  accrued.  Not¬ 
withstanding, Norwood  has,  year  after  year,  for  ninety- -fulfilled  in  excellent 
fashion  their  moral  and  ethical  commitment  to  the  public  education  of  their 
citizenry.  The  change  to  modern  methods  and  techniques  over  the  years 
has  been  a  part  of  the  normal  growth.  Today,  there  is  no  indication  that  any 
of  the  agencies  of  this  municipality,  nor  the  people  of  this  community  are 
ready  to  accept  anything  less. 


Personnel 

Our  educational  efforts  are  of  little  value  without  highly  qualified,  well 
prepared,  inspirational  teachers.  These  are  the  people  who  are  affecting  the 
lives  of  our  children  daily.  The  ethical  core  lies  in  the  interpersonal  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  client.  Thus,  our  task  is  to  provide  the  person  of  highest  moral 
fiber  and  one  with  the  highest  academic  and  social  proficiency  for  the  very 
personal  task  of  helping  our  pupils  to  learn.  The  salary  must  be  related  to 
competence.  We  now  can  be  outbid  for  professional  services.  A  new  salary 
schedule  for  the  members  of  our  professional  staff  is  indicated. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  and  monthly  faculty  meetings  and  the  study 
groups  in  Reading,  Science,  Mathematics  and  Reporting,  this  past  year  we 
have  conducted  two  Reading  Workshops  and  an  introductory  course  in 
Modern  Mathematics  for  our  professional  staff  members.  Many  of  our  staff 
individually  have  attended  outside  conferences  and  study  meetings.  We  have 
an  obligation  in  this  regard,  and  we  must  extend  these  offerings  in  the 
future.  The  majority  or  our  staff  are  constantly  attempting  professional 
improvement  and  are  studying  in -course  work  at  nearby  colleges  and 
universities. 
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Curriculum 

The  Principals,  Directors  and  Supervisors  reports  contain  specifics 
with  regard  to  curriculum  refinement.  Of  significant  note,  however,  is  the 
adoption  of  a  new  basal  reader  this  year  for  the  primary  levels.  Following 
two  years  of  study,  selection  of  the  new  readers  was  made  on  the  basis  of 
that  which  would  be  most  intellectually  challenging  and  at  the  same  time 
provide  a  solid  skills  program.  To  date,  we  feel  secure  in  the  knowledge  that 
we  are  providing  the  finest  in  reading  instruction  at  the  primary  levels.  We 
are  continuing  our  pilot  study  in  reading  at  the  Callahan  School,  a  modi¬ 
fication  of  the  New  Castle  Audio-Visual  Experiment. 

We  are  projecting  a  pilot  study  of  Modern  Mathematics  for  selected 
pupils  at  the  Intermediate  Level  in  the  Spring  of  1963.  Also,  we  will  conduct 
a  control  group  in  the  use  of  teaching  machines. 

Our  Physical  Education  Program  is  being  refined  and  expanded  at  all 
levels  and  we  are  constantly  adding  new  equipment.  The  music  program  in 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  is  undergoing  a  complete  reorganization  and 
much  progress  has  been  made  to  date.  The  reorganization  and  elaboration 
of  the  Parents  Music  Association  has  done  much  to  complement  our  work 
in  this  phase  of  the  curriculum. 


Plant 

We  are  continuing  to  make  repairs,  renovations  and  improvements  in 
line  with  our  long-range  program.  Exterior  protection  of  the  properties  and 
hygienic  and  safety  facilities  have  received  priority  in  this  undertaking. 
Thereafter,  a  planned  painting  and  modernization  program  will  be  effected. 
The  condition  of  the  buildings  and  the  maintenance  therein  has  improved 
greatly. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  gratifying.  The  General  Manager  and 
all  municipal  departments  have  been  most  helpful  in  expediting  the  many 
things  essential  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
It  is  evident  that  Norwood  wants  good  schools  and  a  good  educational  pro¬ 
gram  and  that  the  people  are  aware  of  their  responsibility  in  this  regard. 
Enthusiastic  cooperation  has  been  received  throughout  the  many  changes 
to  date.  Our  educational  obligation  to  you  is  constantly  the  reminder  in 
our  efforts  to  better  serve  the  children  and  youth  of  Norwood. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for 
their  cooperation,  enthusiasm,  and  willingness  to  perform  the  many  and 
varied  tasks  required  of  this  highly  moral  vocation.  And,  to  the  members  of 
the  Norwood  School  Committee,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  excellent  cooperation  and  understanding  help  that  has  been 
extended  to  me.  It  has  been  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  working  with  you 
in  our  common  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  seventeenth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Senior  High  School. 

On  February  26,  1962,  a  milestone  in  secondary  education  in  Norwood 
was  reached.  At  that  time  the  new  and  enlarged  facilities  at  the  High 
School  were  sufficiently  completed  to  permit  at  least  their  limited  use. 
Double  sessions  could  now  be  terminated  and  single  sessions  with  a  new 
rotating  schedule  begun. 


The  New  School  Complex 

Newly  completed  construction  at  the  High  School  has  in  effect  doubled 
the  school’s  capacity.  New  classroom  facilities  include  fifteen  additional 
general  purpose  classrooms  and  twenty-two  new  special  purpose  class¬ 
room  for  instruction  in  Natural  and  Physical  Science,  Art,  Music,  Reading, 
Homemaking,  Mechanical  Drawing,  and  Industrial  Shop.  Also  a  second 
gymnasium  with  two  additional  teaching  stations  has  been  built.  The  school 
cafeteria  has  been  enlarged,  remodeled,  and  renovated.  A  new  thirty- station 
Language  Laboratory  has  been  provided.  An  auditorium  seating  six  hun¬ 
dred  students  with  a  stage  completely  equipped  for  dramatic  productions 
has  been  built,  and  an  area  in  the  previously  existing  building  has  been  re¬ 
modeled  to  provide  a  guidance  reception  area  plus  four  guidance  conference 
rooms.  In  short,  the  new  school  complex  today  provides  optimum  physical 
facilities  in  which  to  house  a  superior  educational  program.

Table  ffl  shows  that  on  December  1,  1962,  the  new  school  population  at 
the  Senior  High  School  numbered  1,345  students.  This  was  an  increase  of 
30  over  our  estimate  of  last  year. 
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Table  ft 2  shows  as  a  prediction  that  in  the  fall  of  1963  we  shall  have 
a  school  population  of  approximately  1,523  students.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  this  estimate  exceeds  by  23  the  capacity  of  all  presently  existing  facili¬ 
ties  at  the  school. 


The  New  School  in  Operation 

As  we  reflect  upon  the  educational  program  presented  during  our  first 
year  in  the  new  school,  we  are  reminded  of  the  view  that  there  is  no  progress 
without  change.  The  interested  reader  will  find  in  this  report,  we  believe, 
considerable  evidence  of  significant  change  and,  we  believe,  of  significant 
progress. 

LANGUAGE  LABORATORY — Since  early  fall,  six  hundred  students  have 
been  using  the  new  Language  Laboratory.  Our  Foreign  Language  Depart¬ 
ment  Head  reports:  ‘‘We  have  already  heard  evidence  of  greater  ability  with 
the  foreign  language  as  a  result  of  intensive  practice  in  the  language 
laboratory.” 

LITERARY  AWARDS— During  the  year  just  past  THE  HILLTOPPER, 
our  school  newspaper  and  TIOT,  the  1962  Senior  Yearbook,  were  both 
awarded  the  highest  rating  by  the  New  England  Scholastic  Press  Association. 
Also,  Miss  Donna  L.  Daley,  Senior  at  the  School,  was  cited  by  the  National 
Council  of  English  for  superior  achievement  in  English  in  nation-wide 
competition. 

ENGLISH  SEMINAR — Eight  outstanding  Senior  English  students  are 
this  year  for  the  first  time  undertaking  a  new,  after-school,  credit-carrying 
seminar  in  “Utopian  Societies  in  Literature.” 

FIFTH  YEAR  MATHEMATICS — Revision  of  our  college  preparatory 
mathematics  program  is  already  well  advanced  and  is  continuing  on  sched¬ 
ule.  We  now  have  eighteen  Juniors  in  the  school  who  by  next  June  will  have 
completed  four  years  of  college  preparatory  mathematics.  As  Seniors  next 
September,  these  students  will  be  able  for  the  first  time  if  they  wish  to 
undertake  a  course  of  college  level  in  the  Calculus. 

MATHEMATICS  TEAM — For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
a  team  composed  of  top  mathematics  students  is  representing  Norwood  High 
School  in  regular  competition  with  similar  newly  formed  Mathematics  teams 
of  other  Bay  State  League  Schools. 

P.  S.  S.  C.  PHYSICS — Norwood  was  among  the  first  of  the  high  schools 
in  the  United  States  five  years  ago  to  offer  the  new  course  in  physics  de¬ 
veloped  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  by  the  Physical  Science 
Study  Committee,  i.e.,  P.  S.  S.  C.  Physics.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  Chairman 
of  our  Science  Department  (who  is  P.  S.  S.  C.  instructor  at  the  School)  was 
last  year  an  instructor  in  P.S.  S.  C.  Physics  for  Science  teachers  in  summer 
session  at  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Worcester,  Massachusetts. 

SCHOOL  LIBRARY — Since  its  renaissance  four  year  ago,  4,662  volumes 
have  been  added  to  the  Senior  High  School  Library.  For  the  year  just  past, 
our  full-time  librarian  reports  in  part:  “Integrated  instruction  and  articula¬ 
tion  of  the  library  with  the  classroom  are  the  goals  of  today’s  school  library. 
The  studious  atmosphere  of  the  library  and  the  increased  degree  to  which

students  evidence  an  ability  to  use  library  materials  attest  to  the  success 
of  our  library  program.” 

INDUSTRIAL  SHOP — Almost  three  hundred  boys  are  enrolled  in  our 
new  Industrial  Shop  courses  which  offer  experiences  in  Woods,  Metals, 
Electronics,  and  Mechanical  Drawing.  With  ample  space,  excellent  new 
equipment,  and  competent  instructors,  Industrial  Shop  is  accepted  as  an  im¬ 
portant  and  valuable  part  of  the  total  educational  program. 

COLLEGE  EXAMINATION  CENTER— For  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
the  School  was  selected  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service  to  be  a  center 
for  the  administration  of  college  entrance  examinations.  On  the  first  ex¬ 
amination  date,  Saturday,  December  eighth,  181  students  from  Norwood  and 
surrounding  communities  took  these  tests  in  the  school  gymnasium. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT — This  department  has  now  been 
transferred  to  a  beautiful  four-room  suite  in  the  new  building.  When  this 
new  setting  is  fully  furnished,  it  is  certain  to  afford  optimum  learning  op¬ 
portunities  for  our  students.  One  hundred  eighty  girls  are  now  enrolled  for 
courses  in  Home  Economics.  Superlative  results  are  already  in  evidence. 

BUSINESS  COURSES — Strong  business  courses  are  presently  offered 
at  the  School  with  advanced  majors  in  Stenography,  Bookkeeping,  and  Type¬ 
writing.  These  courses  will  be  further  strengthened  when  next  month  a 
fully  equipped  classroom  for  instruction  in  Business  Machines  is  ready 

for  use. 

GUIDANCE — With  four  full-time  guidance  counselors  plus  a  guidance 
secretary,  it  is  possible  to  tailor  each  student’s  program  to  meet  that  stu¬ 
dent’s  individual  needs.  In  virtually  every  area  homogeneous  grouping  equals 
or  exceeds  the  standards  recommended  in  the  Conant  Report.  During  the 
year  Guidance  made  for  the  first  time  a  formal  and  detailed  follow-up 
study  of  each  member  of  the  graduating  class.  This  practice  will  continue. 

OPPORTUNITY  STUDYHALL— Recently  Mr.  John  F.  Monbouquette, 
Vice  Principal  of  the  School,  organized  for  the  first  time  a  voluntary  after¬ 
noon  special-help  studyhall.  This  opportunity  studyhall  is  designed  to  pro¬ 
vide  expert  assistance  three  afternoons  a  week  for  those  students  who, 
disappointed  in  their  school  achievement,  want  direction  and  advice  in  order 
to  improve  their  study  skills.  The  serious  attitude  of  the  young  people 
presently  attendng  this  special  studyhall  in  our  judgment  augurs  well  for 
its  success. 

CLASSROOM  DRIVER  TRAINING — Classroom  Driver  Training  has 
been  moved  to  regularly  scheduled  after-school  classes.  We  are  now  able 
to  meet  in  every  particular  the  State  Registry  requirement  for  the  classroom 
phase  of  this  valuable  instruction.  More  than  125  young  people  are  enrolled. 

PREVOCATIONAL  CURRICULUM — Tl*is  year  for  the  first  time  we 
have  gathered  together  selected  students — all  of  them  potential  drop-outs 
and  for  all  of  whom  it  would  be  not  merely  difficult  but  will-nigh  impos¬ 
sible  to  meet,  usual  classroom  standards.  With  the  assistance  of  Miss  Ann 
Lanoue  of  the  Special  Services  Division  and  of  Miss  Kathryn  Paige  of  the 
High  School  Guidance  Staff,  we  have  set  up  for  these  students  a  curriculum 
of  adapted  course  content.  Equally  important  we  have  scheduled  them 
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throughout  the  day  to  exceptionally  able  and  understanding  teachers.  The 
results  of  this  venture  have  thus  far  been  most  gratifying.  Young  people 
who  previously  met  only  with  repeated  failure  are  now  experiencing  the 
exhilarating  effect  of  accomplishment.  In  prospect  for  these  students  is  a 
part-time  on-the-job  supervised  training  program  and  a  Senior  High  School 
diploma  for  those  who  over  the  normal  period  of  high  school  attendance 
both  in  school  and  on  the  job  demonstrate  their  worthiness. 

GYMNASTIC  TEAM — Our  newly  formed  gymnastic  team  is  coached  by 
faculty  member,  Mr.  Benjamin  Malvinni,  a  Springfield  College  graduate  and 
former  Springfield  gymnast.  Practice  sessions  are  held  not  only  in  the  after¬ 
noon  but  frequently  in  the  morning  before  school  and  on  Saturdays.  This 
year  for  the  first  time  a  regular  schedule  of  gymnastic  meets  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  for  the  team  through  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Athletics.  With  the 
best  of  equipment  plus  skilled  leadership,  student  interest  in  Gymnastics  is 
at  a  high  level.  This  interest  is  reflected  in  all  our  regular  physical  training 
classes. 

FOREIGN  EXCHANGE  PROGRAM  —  For  the  seventh  consecutive  year 
the  School  has  participated  in  the  American  Field  Service  Foreign  Exchange 
program.  Attending  classes  at  Norwood  High  this  year  is  Nuning  Wirjo- 
atmodjo  of  Java,  Indonesian  Islands.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  B.  Kelley  of  83  Saunders  Road  who  graciously  volunteered  to  provide  a 
home  for  Nuning  during  her  stay  in  Norwood.  In  the  reciprocal  phase  of 
the  program,  Robert  Holman,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Holman  of  295 
Winter  Street,  spent  last  summer  in  Italy. 

New  Experiences  in  Mnsic 

In  September  Mr.  Ralph  E.  Forsman  took  over  his  new  assignment  as 
Director  of  Music  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Among  his  other  duties, 
Mr.  Forsman  at  this  time  is  particularly  concerned  with  developing  at  the 
High  School  both  Marching  and  Concert  Bands.  Starting  with  a  rela¬ 
tively  few  stalwarts,  the  Band  has  during  the  fall  grown  steadily  and 
noticeably  in  numbers  and  in  competence.  Band  members  are  practicing 
with  their  director  before,  during,  and  after  school. 

In  the  matter  of  choral  music,  our  young  people  continue  to  maintain 
a  high  level  of  competence  and  participation.  This  year  we  have  two 
hundred  and  ninety  students  scheduled  twice  weekly  to  choral  work  in 
twelve  different  groups  plus  an  acapella  choir  of  forty-five  voices  which 
meets  four  times  each  week  after  school.  Interestingly  enough,  almost 
one-half  of  those  who  elect  choral  music  at  the  High  School  are  boys. 

During  the  coming  spring  our  Music  Department  plans  to  present  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  a  combined  program  of  instru¬ 
mental  and  choral  music  performed  exclusively  by  Senior  High  School 
students.  This  presentation  to  be  known  as  “Music  Night”  is  scheduled 
for  two  performances  in  the  new  auditorium  on  successive  evenings.  This, 
we  anticipate,  will  be  an  enjoyable  and  cultural  experience  for  capacity 
audiences. 

New  Ethics  Committee 

Perhaps  the  most  promising  and  certainly  the  most  idealistic  of 
the  many  Student  Council  activities  of  the  year  has  been  the  formation 
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this  fall  for  the  first  time  of  a  Student  Council  Ethics  Committee.  Through 
this  committee  the  Council  is  attempting  to  develop  better  school  citizen¬ 
ship  by  promoting  a  reasoned  understanding  among  students  of  the  true 
purposes  of  the  school.  School  spirit,  personal  behavior  in  school,  the 
ethics  of  the  test  situation,  and  care  of  school  property  are  some  of  the 
topics  which  the  Ethics  Committee  and  the  Student  Council  without  adult 
prompting  have  asked  permission  to  consider.  In  these  days  when  ethical 
behavior  is  so  conspicuously  needed  in  adult  life,  we  watch  with  interest 
this  unique  student  approach  to  their  own  related  problem. 


A  New  Evaluation 


Every  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1962  who  did  satisfactory  college  pre¬ 
paratory  work  in  high  school  and  who  applied  for  college  was  successful 
in  gaining  admission  —  many  with  substantial  scholarship  awards.  We 
are  proud  of  the  strong  college  preparatory  curriculum  at  the  school. 
Earlier  in  this  report  we  mentioned  similar  strengths  in  our  Business 
Department  and  in  other  curricular  areas. 

As  another  indication  of  adequacy,  we  should  perhaps  again  underline 
the  remarkable  holding  power  of  the  school.  For  the  year  just  past  the 
drop-out  rate  for  Norwood  High  School  was  again  close  to  6  per  cent. 
This  figure  may  be  compared  with  the  State  drop-out  rate  of  18  per  cent 
and  with  the  National  rate  of  almost  40  per  cent. 

In  our  Democracy,  it  is,  we  believe  the  unique  function  of  the  public 
comprehensive  high  school  to  educate  all  the  children  of  all  the  people. 
The  foregoing  is,  we  submit,  indicative  of  our  commitment  in  this  particular. 


In  Conclusion 


The  writer  came  to  Norwood  High  School  as  a  tecaher  of  Latin  and 
Coach  of  Debate  thirty-three  years  ago.  For  twenty-seven  of  those  years 
we  have  been  concerned  with  school  administration.  Few  have  been  privi¬ 
leged  so  long  to  work  so  closely  with  so  many  young  people.  It  is  indeed 
a  happy  journey. 

My  report  for  this  year  will  close  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  those 
who  received  special  honors  at  graduation  last  June  and  with  a  copy  of 
the  program  followed  on  that  occasion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  HENRY  0.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

At  the  close  of  the  second  decade  of  its  existence,  it  is  very  evident 
that  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  has  established  its  roots  and  tradi¬ 
tions  with  sound  concepts  of  vocational  education.  Its  primary  purpose 
has  been  the  preparation  of  youth  for  profitable  employment  and  a  full 
and  better  life.  The  existing  course  offerings  are  successfully  fulfilling 
their  purposes,  graduating  into  the  widely  expanded  industrial  and  tech¬ 
nological  community  young  people  well  prepared  to  meet  the  challenges 
presented. 

We  have  a  fine  loyal  and  well-trained  group  of  successful  graduates 
who  are  a  credit  to  the  School  and  the  community.  They  now  exert  a 
strong  influence  on  those  young  people  who  can  best  be  served  by  our 
school. 

The  next  ten  years  will  bring  a  myriad  of  job  opportunities  requiring 
diverse  skills.  We  can  face  with  surety  a  demand  for  training  for  strange 
and  different  fields.  I  firmly  believe  that  this  School  because  of  our  ex¬ 
perience  in  vocational  education  will  be  prepared  to  meet  any  demand 
which  may  arise.  The  extra  monies  which  come  to  us  from  the  Henry 
0.  Peabody  Fund  will  also  be  a  great  asset  in  exploring  new  possibilities 
of  training  which  have  been  heretofore  untried. 

As  technological  changes  and  population  growth  occur,  committees 
should  be  appointed  to  study  newer  concepts  in  education  to  gear  it  to 
more  consideration  of  the  individual.  The  fundamental  principles  upon 
which  the  Peabody  School  was  founded  have  made  a  small  but  significant 
contribution  in  this  direction.  I  feel  confident  that  the  foundations  have 
been  soundly  laid  for  the  future.  I  know  that  the  School  has  the  potential 
to  be  developed. 

We  are  going  to  be  called  upon  almost  immediately  to  further  develop 
our  program  to  meet  new  needs.  It  is  our  obligation  to  do  so  in  light  of 
the  monies  received  from  the  Peabody  Fund  and  other  funds  available 
to  us. 

New  kinds  of  services  will  be  needed  in  the  complexity  of  modern 
society,  but  we  must  continue  to  prepare  that  great  middle  group  of 
students  educationally  and  professionally  to  meet  their  needs  and  capaci¬ 
ties  and  to  guide  their  desires  toward  better  living. 

The  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  is  fast  becoming  a  school  for  post 
high  school  students.  I  regret  the  fact  that  more  students  of  secondary 
school  age  are  not  being  served.  I  have  found  the  real  challenge  and 
interest  of  our  school  to  be  the  education,  training,  and  successful  place¬ 
ment  of  this  age  student. 

With  national  interest  focused  on  school  dropouts  and  on  the  hosts 
of  young  people  who  are  graduates  of  four-year  academic  high  schools 
with  no  specific  training  to  enter  the  field  of  employment,  the  public  is 
suddenly  being  forced  to  see  the  potential  and  urgent  need  for  vocational 
training.  As  a  result  of  this  recognition,  we  may  expect  to  be  overwhelmed 
by  the  numbers  seeking  admission  to  our  school.  Although  only  one  third 
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of  our  present  students  come  from  Norwood,  it  is  within  the  realm  of 
possibility  that  with  so  many  Norwood  people  having  a  full  realization 
of  the  School’s  potential  it  will  become  difficult  for  us  to  maintain  our  bal¬ 
ance  and  identity  as  an  area  school  for  the  surrounding  communities. 

As  an  example  of  the  type  of  retaining  we  may  expect  to  be  asked  to 
provide,  I  should  like  to  mention  the  several  short-unit  courses  in  electronics 
which  have  just  been  completed  in  our  evening  school  program.  These 
courses  were  given  at  the  request  of  local  industry  for  the  retraining  of 
mature  women.  Seventy-five  percent  of  those  trained  were  immediately 
employed. 

Our  educational  program,  with  a  controlled  enrollment,  now  fits  snugly 
into  the  present  physical  facilities  of  the  school.  Demands  for  new  offerings 
can  only  be  met  by  building  an  addition  to  the  school.  Immediate  considera¬ 
tion  should  be  given  to  a  building  program  for  the  school,  since  expand  we 
must — if  by  sheer  increase  in  numbers  alone. 

Our  Business  Department  which  has  been  doing  an  outstanding  job  of 
training  and  placement  for  twenty  years,  is  making  plans  for  offering 
courses  in  conjunction  with  the  new  Health  Services  offerings.  These 
courses  for  medical  and  dental  assistant  and  medical  secretary  could  well 
fit  into  our  present  facilities  and  hold  a  fine  possibility  for  establishing  a 
pilot  program  in  this  area. 

At  the  present  time,  a  few  of  our  graduates  from  the  secretarial  program 
are  working  in  such  positions,  having  developed  their  basic  skills  in  school 
and  refined  them  by  experience  on  the  job.  Others  have  gone  on  for  technical 
training  after  graduation  from  the  general  secretarial  program. 

This  year,  our  Business  Department  was  placed  exclusively  on  the  post 
high  school  level  for  the  first  time.  Previously,  we  had  accepted  seniors 
and/or  post-graduate  students.  We  had  also  maintained  a  class  for  high 
school  seniors  on  a  half-day  basis.  Since  this  could  not  be  strictly  vocational 
training,  we  decided  to  restrict  our  enrollment  to  graduates  of  high  school 
and  to  begin  to  plan  for  our  business  Health  Services  courses. 

If  the  recommendation  is  made  to  include  more  business  education 
courses  under  Vocational  Education,  we  may  have  to  give  our  offerings  for 
undergraduates  another  long,  hard  look,  for  it  is  questionable  that  Norwood 
would  wish  to  give  up  the  Federal  funds  which  would  be  made  available  for 
teachers’  salaries  and  equipment. 

The  Practical  Nursing  program  is  an  example  of  one  new  development 
at  the  School  which  came  about  because  of  a  demand  to  fill  the  need  for 
nursing  care  throughout  this  area. 

At  present,  there  are  two  nurse-instructors  employed  for  this  program, 
with  a  possibility  of  the  appointment  of  an  additional  instructor  in  the  near 
future  for  clinical  supervision.  Basic  instruction  in  the  preclinical  period, 
which  is  taught  at  the  school  by  highly  qualified  nurse-instructors,  and  the 
excellent  cooperation  received  through  our  affiliation  with  the  Norwood 
Hospital  are  strong  contributing  factors  to  the  growth  and  progress  of  this 
program. 
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The  first  graduation  for  students  of  this  program  was  held  on  Febru¬ 
ary  28,  1962.  The  following  Practical  Nurses  were  graduated:

The  results  of  the  State  Board  Examination  for  Licensed  Practical 
Nurses  showed  a  very  high  average  for  these  students.  The  placement  for 
this  class  was  ICO  per  cent,  with  seven  of  the  graduates  being  employed  at 
the  Norwood  Hospital. 

The  second  class  has  completed  training  and  will  be  graduated  on 
January  17,  1963.  Two  undergraduate  classes  remain  in  the  program. 


Several  applicants  have  already  been  accepted  for  the  February,  1963, 
and  September,  1963  classes.  All  candidates  have  been  carefully  screened 
by  the  Admission’s  Committee  in  an  endeavor  to  maintain  the  high  standards 
of  this  program. 

The  popularity  of  the  Beauty  Culture  program  fills  to  capacity  classes 
in  both  private  and  public  schools,  with  many  new  private  schools  being 
established.  Enrollment  in  this  course  at  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  is 
controlled  by  testing  and  carefully  screening  all  candidates.  Through  the 
use  of  these  procedures,  our  graduates  obtain  a  high  standard  of  proficiency, 
as  shown  by  our  continuing  excellent  placement  record.  Several  graduates 
now  own  and  operate  very  well-patronized  shops  in  Norwood,  having  the 
unique  feature  of  employing  many  other  gradutes  from  this  course. 

The  continued  success  of  the  graduates  of  the  Fashion  Department,  and 
the  potential  this  course  offers  for  placement  in  varied  fields,  justifies  its 
continuance  on  a  limited  basis.  The  present  approach  with  training  in  a 
variety  of  basic  skills  and  the  close  co-operation  of  the  Art  and  Craft  Classes 
provides  greater  placement  opportunities.  For  those  well  trained  in  the 
crafts,  there  is  a  new  job  opportunity  in  work  as  assistants  in  occupational 
therapy  or  in  producing  and  selling  their  products,  as  in  weaving. 

Once  again  one  of  our  graduates  of  the  Fashion  course  is  continuing  her 
training  at  the  Fashion  Institute  of  Technology  in  New  York.  Two  previous 
graduates  have  attended  the  Institute.  Another  graduate  of  this  department 
is  attending  the  Modern  School  of  Fashion  and  Design  in  Boston. 

The  Food  Service  Industry  offers  attractive  and  varied  employment  op¬ 
portunities  for  young  people.  The  present  class  of  forty  students  is  equally 
divided  between  boys  and  girls.  This  year  there  has  been  a  growing  interest 
on  the  part  of  Norwood  High  School  students.  Graduates  of  our  June,  1962, 
class  filled  satisfying  positions  because  our  training  meets  the  requirements 
of  industry  for  positions  of  assistant  cook,  bakers,  and  general  food  worker. 

The  necessary  replacement  of  equipment  to  modernize  the  food  labora¬ 
tories  is  a  continuing  program,  and  all  equipment  is  of  the  size  and  model

used  in  hotel  and  restaurant  operation.  This  year  a  double-deck  gas  broiler, 
a  hotel  range,  and  a  double-deck  electric  bake  oven  were  replaced.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  dishroom  was  remodeled  and  equipped  with  a  new  and  larger 
dishwashing  machine. 

Our  Food  Service  Program  placed  an  exhibit  in  the  Culinary  Salon  held 
at  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Show  in  Boston  last  spring,  and  the  exhibit  was 
awarded  second  prize. 

Two  recent  graduates  of  this  department  are  enrolled  in  the  Food 
Management  Course  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  this  year. 

A  well  chosen  and  interested  Advisory  Committee  has  been  very  helpful 
in  the  continued  development  and  succcess  of  this  department. 

The  evening  school  program  for  adults  is  very  popular,  with  all  courses 
well  attended.  All  available  facilities  in  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  are 
utilized,  and  space  in  the  new  building  of  Norwood  High  School  has  made 
it  possible  to  re-establish  the  upholstery  course  this  year.  I  feel  that  the 
evening  school  program  is  very  worthwhile  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  residents  of  Norwood.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  non-residents,  the 
enrollment  of  350  consists  of  Norwood  residents. 

The  following  faculty  changes  have  taken  place  this  year:  In  January, 
1962,  Miss  Maureen  O’Brien  joined  the  faculty  as  a  nurse-instructor  in  the 
Practical  Nursing  Program.  Miss  O’Brien  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Elizabeth’s 
School  of  Nursing  and  is  continuing  her  graduate  work  at  Boston  College. 
Miss  O’Brien  was  formerly  employed  at  the  Lemuel  Shattuck  Hospital  as  a 
nurse- instructor  in  the  Practical  Nursing  Program. 

In  June,  1962,  Miss  Veronica  Riley  retired  from  her  position  as  an 
English  instructor  in  the  academic  program.  Miss  Riley  was  a  dedicated  and 
conscientious  teacher,  admired  by  all;  and  she  will  be  missed  by  the  faculty 
and  students  of  the  School. 

Mrs.  Zaila  Souther  was  appointed  as  an  instructor  of  English  in  the 
academic  department  on  September  1,  1962.  Mrs.  Souther  is  a  graduate  of 
Smith  College  and  continued  her  graduate  work  at  Wisconsin  State  College. 

On  November  30,  1962,  Mrs.  Helen  Beardsell,  instructor  of  related  science 
for  four  departments  of  the  School,  retired  from  active  service.  Mrs.  Beard- 
sell  has  given  many  years  of  excellent  service  as  a  teacher,  with  special  at¬ 
tention  to  the  individual  and  his  needs.  Mrs.  Beardsell  will  be  long  remem¬ 
bered  with  respect  and  affection. 

Mrs.  Judith  Micelotta  joined  the  faculty  as  an  instructor  of  related 
science  on  December  1,  1962.  Mrs.  Micelotta  is  a  graduate  of  Simmons  Col¬ 
lege  and  was  formerly  employed  as  a  Therapeutic  Dietician  at  the  Deaconess 
Hospital. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  twenty  years  since  the  inception  of  the 
School  have  been  very  satisfying  and  rewarding  ones.  I  am  proud  of  the 
School  and  of  the  competent  and  dedicated  faculty  which  I  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  new  Director.  I  feel  that  both  are  great  assets  in  the  future  of 
Norwood’s  educational  system. 
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In  closing  my  final  report,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  original  founders 
of  the  School,  in  particular  to  the  late  Dr.  Frederick  A.  Cleveland  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  to  the  trustees  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  Corporation,  and  to  the 
Town  of  Norwood  who  were  responsible  for  making  the  school  a  reality. 
Special  commendation  should  be  given  to  Mr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  whose  vision 
and  foresight  are  reflected  in  the  total  plan  and  operation  of  the  School.  I 
wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  associating  with 
so  many  fine  young  people  over  the  years  and  of  working  together  with  so 
excellent  and  professional  a  faculty,  whose  assistance  has  been  invaluable 
to  me  in  shaping  the  character  of  the  school. 

To  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committees  past  and  present,  I 
express  my  appreciation  for  their  active  interest  and  good  will.  To  the  many 
citizens  of  Norwood  who  have  shown  a  friendly  and  personal  interest  in  the 
School,  I  wish  to  say  thank  you. 

It  has  been  a  distinct  privilege  to  be  associated  with  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley, 
who  has  given  enthusiastic  support  to  our  program.  I  feel  certain  that  his 
philosophy  of  education  encompasses  those  principles  which  would  offer 
the  best  possible  education  for  the  individual.  He  has  appreciation  of  the 
fundamentals  of  vocational  education  and  faith  in  its  objectives. 

To  the  new  director,  Miss  Ann  E.  Donovan,  I  extend  my  best  wishes  for 
happiness  and  success  in  the  future  development  of  the  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-third  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
Norwood  Junior  High  School. 

As  a  two-year  school,  housing  grades  seven  and  eight,  Norwood  Junior 
High  School  is  now  in  its  second  year.  Class  sizes  average  slightly  below 
thirty,  thus  permitting  improved  educational  opportunity  for  our  pupils. 
Enrollment  will  be  nearly  the  same  next  September,  but  in  the  following 
year  a  substantial  increase  will  occur,  necessitating  the  use  of  the  band 
room  and  an  adjoining  room  as  classrooms.  The  latter  is  at  present  used 
for  instruction  by  the  special  services  and  as  a  workshop  for  our  pupils  who 
publish  the  school  newspaper. 

Our  school  day  has  been  changed  from  two  sessions  to  a  single  session 
which  extends  from  8:20  a.m.  to  2:45  p.m.  Although  dismissal  is  now  twenty 
minutes  earlier,  classroom  time  for  pupils,  exclusive  of  the  lunch  period, 
has  been  increased  by  more  than  one  half  hour.  A  forty-five  minute  period 
each  day  replaces  a  short  homeroom  period,  and  this  additional  time  has 
been  gained  by  reducing  the  long  lunch  period  to  three  quarters  of  an  hour. 

The  increased  time  of  our  homeroom  period  will  eventually  be  used  for 
enrichment  in  certain  areas  of  our  curriculum.  In  preparation  for  this, 
groups  of  teachers  have  met  almost  daily  in  each  of  the  major  subject  areas. 
They  have  planned  together  both  for  present  improvement  of  teaching  pro¬ 
cedures  and  for  curriculum  development  within  the  subject  area  so  that 
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they  can  better  meet  the  needs  of  pupils.  During  this  period  our  club  pro¬ 
gram  operates  once  a  week,  our  assemblies  take  place  twice  a  month,  and 
the  French  teacher  meets  with  groups  which  need  an  extra  period  each 
week  for  their  language  study. 

Our  regular  testing  program  indicates  that  satisfactory  results  are  being 
achieved,  but  we  are  not  complacent  because  we  realize  that  still  more 
must  be  done  in  the  education  of  our  pupils.  Not  only  must  we  continue 
our  efforts  for  the  academically  talented  and  those  with  very  little  ability 
in  academic  work,  but  also  for  the  average  pupils,  since  all  need  the 
maximum  development  of  their  potential  to  participate  in  our  democratic 
society. 

Our  French  program  has  been  again  modified  so  that  French  I  is  offered 
as  a  major  subject  to  selected  eighth  graders.  It  is  also  a  major  subject  for 
two  groups  of  selected  pupils  in  grade  seven,  and  is  studied  three  periods 
each  week  by  another  group  in  that  grade.  Our  French  course,  the  modern 
aural-oral  method  of  teaching,  will  be  offered  to  more  pupils  next  year  in 
grade  seven,  while  those  who  presently  take  the  language  in  grade  seven 
will  continue  it  in  grade  eight. 

Teachers  of  mathematics  are  constantly  reviewing  our  program  to 
present  an  improved  course  to  more  pupils  as  materials  increase  each  year. 
The  new  programs  demand  much  work  by  teachers,  but  they  are  responding 
to  the  challenge  in  a  gratifying  manner.  Two  classes  in  grade  eight  now 
study  School  Mathematics  Study  Group  Algebra  I  in  contrast  to  the  single 
class  of  last  year.  Two  classes  in  grade  seven  are  being  taught  the  newer 
mathematics  course,  normally  offered  in  grade  eight,  as  preparation  for 
the  course  which  they  will  have  next  year.  In  both  grades,  other  classes  have 
mathematics  courses  which  combine  the  traditional  and  the  new. 

Wherever  possible  in  our  Language  Arts  program,  the  developmental 
reading  program  is  carried  on  by  the  language  arts  teacher  rather  than  by 
our  reading  specialist  who  guides  the  teachers  in  the  use  of  reading  material 
for  the  proper  development  of  essential  skills.  This  more  diversified  program 
allows  some  of  these  teachers  to  meet  only  three  classes,  enabling  the 
teacher  to  know  the  pupils  better  and  to  do  more  effective  work  in  written 
composition. 

A  new  class  of  ungraded  pupils  has  been  formed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
boys  and  girls  of  junior  high  school  age  who  are  unable  to  do  satisfactory 
academic  work.  These  pupils  will  normally  continue  here  and  in  our  Senior 
High  School  in  a  special  program. 

For  further  improvement  in  our  program  more  teacher-time  will  be 
needed  in  the  areas  of  home  economics  and  industrial  arts.  The  addition 
of  a  school  librarian  to  our  staff  will  also  benefit  our  program. 

Much  has  been  done  this  year  to  improve  our  physical  plant.  A  com¬ 
plete  renovation  of  the  boys’  locker  and  shower-room,  similar  to  the  recent 
renovation  of  the  girls’  locker  and  shower-room,  has  transformed  that 
area  from  one  of  dinginess  to  one  of  brightness.  A  new  intercommunication 
system  fulfills  a  pressing  need,  while  a  complete  reroofing  of  the  building 
has  resolved  the  third  of  our  major  problem  areas  of  the  school.  While  ex- 
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pressing  our  pleasure  with  these  improvements,  we  are  sobered  with  tile 
reflection  that  much  still  needs  to  be  done  in  this  building  which  has  been 
in  use  for  forty-two  years. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Dr.  Coakley,  and  the  members  of  our  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  continued  support  in  all  matters  which  provide  better  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities  for  our  pupils.

DEPARTMENT  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

The  Special  Services  have  improved  their  offerings  in  every  department 
except  in  Enrichment  Classes  for  the  more  able  pupils  at  the  elementary 
level.  In  this  instance,  classes  in  creative  expression  which  were  initiated 
last  year  in  the  sixth  grade  and  which  were  scheduled  for  selected  pupils 
in  grades  five  and  six  this  year,  were  suspended  because  of  the  overcrowded 
buildings  and  classes,  and  because  of  the  lack  of  resource  personnel.  It  is 
our  hope  that  the  classes  can  be  re-instated  in  September,  1963. 

All  other  areas,  however,  are  expanding  and  refining  their  work  with 
the  following  highlights  to  be  noted  briefly  here,  and  to  be  discussed  more 
at  length  in  the  summaries  composing  this  report: 

1.  The  planning  and  development  of  a  more  comprehensive  speech 
program  for  all  pupils  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

2.  The  initiation  of  a  reading  workshop  at  the  Balch  School  for 
greater  individual  attention. 

3.  An  added  period  of  audio-lingual  French  instruction  for  third 
and  fourth-grade  pupils,  bringing  the  total  weekly  time  allotment 
to  one  hour. 

4.  A  proposed  project  in  units  of  modern  mathematics  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  spring  with  the  help  of  teaching  machines,  for  se¬ 
lected  groups  of  sixth-grade  pupils. 

5.  The  extension  of  Special  educational  opportunities  by: 

a.  The  “promotion”  of  adjustment  class  pupils  to  the  senior  high 
school  course  in  Skills  and  Job  Opportunities. 

b.  The  addition  of  a  second  daily  session  for  older  trainable 
children. 

c.  The  gradual  improvement  of  program  offerings  for  Adjustment 
Class  pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Speech  Department 

The  staff  of  speech  therapists  was  increased  by  one  teacher  for  the 
school  year  1962-63.  This  has  enabled  the  speech  department  to  do  con¬ 
centrated  work  with  those  pupils  who  have  more  severe  handicaps  in 
speech  and  hearing,  and  to  extend  its  services  to  senior  high  school  pupils. 
The  three  speech  therapists  have  been  responsible  also  for  giving  speech 
improvement  classes  to  all  first-grade  pupils  once  a  week  for  the  first  half- 
year.  During  the  second  half-year,  speech  improvement  classes  will  be 
given  to  all  kindergarten  pupils, 
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The  speech  department  is  currently  developing  a  speech  program  for 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  with  these  considerations  in  mind: 

1.  Speech  improvement  for  all  elementary-grade  pupils 

2.  Teacher  orientation  to  good  speech  habits 

3.  The  use  of  the  direct  speech  approach  for  corrective  work  as  con¬ 
trasted  with  the  clinical  approach 

4.  The  possibility  of  an  intensive  language  development  program  for 

children  of  first-grade  age  who  need  more  readiness. 

Adjustment  Classes 

Efforts  in  this  area  have  been  devoted  to  helping  inexperienced  teach¬ 
ers  attain  a  better  understanding  of  their  pupils  and  of  teaching  methods 
adapted  to  these  children.  Reading  consultants  have  helped  adjustment 
class  teachers  both  at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  levels.  The 
program  of  studies  at  the  Junior  High  School  has  been  revised  to  include 
instruction  in  science,  reading,  and  practical  arts,  given  by  a  regular  teacher 
of  these  respective  departments  to  Adjustment  Class  pupils  as  an  au¬ 
tonomous  group. 

As  in  past  years,  three  adjustment  classes  have  been  maintained. 

1.  The  primary  adjustment  class  held  at  the  Prescott  School. 

2.  The  intermediate  adjustment  class  at  the  Cleveland  School. 

3.  The  secondary  adjustment  class  conducted  in  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School. 

A  second  session  was  added  for  the  trainables.  There  are  now  a  morning 
session  for  the  younger  set,  and  an  afternoon  session  for  the  older  children. 
The  division  of  pupils  into  groups  as  determined  by  their  developmental 
stage,  facilitates  the  development  of  progressive  manual  and  motor  skills, 
and  in  a  limited  measure,  the  understanding  of  more  complex  directions 
and  situations. 

The  greatest  need  for  a  well-rounded  program  of  special  education  in 
Norwood  is  greater  opportunity  for  training  in  the  practical  arts  for  those 
pupils  of  ages  fourteen  through  eighteen.  These  should  be  work  experiences 
in  a  variety  of  fields,  including  auto  mechanics  and  basic  electricity. 

Elementary  French  Classes 

This  department  consists  of  three  full-time  teachers  who  give  instruc¬ 
tion  in  French  to  all  pupils  in  grades  three  and  four,  three  times  a  week, 
and  to  selected  groups  of  fifth  and  sixth-grade  pupils,  twice  a  week.  All 
groups  receive  instruction  in  this  subject  one  hour  a  week.  The  program 
has  been  in  transition  for  two  or  three  years,  a  fact  which  has  necessitated 
the  development  of  units  of  work  at  four  grade  levels.  In  another  year  some 
pupils  will  have  completed  the  cycle.  At  that  time,  it  will  be  possible  to 
evaluate  the  program  with  reference  to  the  following: 

1.  Tne  interest  children  show  in  continuing  with  the  subsequent 
study  of  French. 

2.  The  influence  of  the  general  school  population  of  a  two-year  lag 
between  grades  five  and  seven  when  the  study  of  French  can  be 
resumed  as  an  elective. 
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3.  The  degree  of  proficiency  acquired  by  selected  groups  in  grades 
five  and  six  with  one  hour  weekly  instruction. 

Remedial  Reading 

This  area  is  benefitting  from  the  services  of  three  specialists.  Although 
these  teachers  do  remedial  work  with  small  groups  of  children  in  all  the 
elementary  grades,  they  are  acting  also  in  the  capacity  of  reading  con¬ 
sultants  and  resource  teachers.  As  such,  they  are  called  upon  to  help  new 
teachers  establish  reading  groups  among  their  pupils,  to  give  demonstra¬ 
tion  lessons  in  the  various  reading  skills,  to  diagnose  reading  difficulties, 
and  to  supply  supplementary  materials  to  classroom  teachers. 

In  addition,  a  small  reading  workshop  is  being  conducted  at  the  Balch 
School  for  second  and  third-grade  pupils.  The  teacher  of  this  group  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  all  the  academic  work  of  each  child’s  regular  grade;  but  she 
approaches  each  subject  from  the  point  of  view  of  reading.  The  participants 
gain  confidence  in  themselves  with  this  individual  help  and  acquire  a  new 
interest  in  what  the  school  has  to  offer.  The  success  of  this  experiment  to 
date  is  very  gratifying.  It  is  anticipated  that  two  or  three  from  the  group 
can  be  reassigned  to  their  regular  class  by  the  end  of  January,  at  which 
time  other  pupils  will  take  their  place  in  the  work  shop.  It  is  our  aim  to 
open  a  similar  workshop  in  at  least  one  other  school  next  year. 

Testing1  Program 

The  testing  program,  K-12,  established  last  year  folows  the  same  pat¬ 
tern  this  year.  The  results  of  achievement  tests  in  the  fourth  and  sixth 
grades  based  on  national  norms  place  Norwood  students  above  the  national 
median  in  all  academic  areas. 

To  be  significant  this  survey  must  extend  over  a  period  of  three  or 
four  years.  Meanwhile  attention  has  been  called  to  certain  areas  so  that 
teachers  may  make  a  conscientious  effort  to  improve  instruction  in  those 
directions. 

All  in  all,  the  division  of  special  services  finds  many  avenues  open  to 
its  endeavors  and  tries  to  fill  individual  needs  to  insure  a  full  quota  of 
instruction  for  each  and  every  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DIRECTOR 

September  1962,  marked  a  reorganization  of  the  Music  Department  of 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  All  phases  of  musical  activities  are  now  being 
more  closely  coordinated  with  common  goals  in  mind.  It  is  our  aim  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  every  grade  level  a  well-planned  medium  of 
musical  expression.  By  doing  this  we  hope  to  develop  in  them  an  honest 
love  and  understanding  of  music. 

The  major  change  has  been  in  the  instrumental  music  program.  Stu¬ 
dents  now  have  the  benefit  of  studying  a  musical  instrument  with  expert 
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instrumental  teachers  on  Tuesday  afternoon  or  Saturday  morning.  At  the 
present  time  the  staff  consists  of  eight  people  teaching  woodwind,  brass 
and  percussion  instruments.  The  program  hopes  to  expand  to  include 
stringed  instruments  in  1963. 

In  the  vocal  field  a  new  enthusiasm  has  been  shown  at  the  Senior  High 
School  by  the  formation  of  two  new  choral  groups,  the  Acappella  Choir 
and  Varsity  Glee  Club.  The  Acappella  Choir  is  a  select  organization  of  care¬ 
fully  auditioned  voices,  while  the  Varsity  Glee  Club  encompasses  all  boys 
and  girls  who  enjoy  group  singing.  At  the  Junior  High  and  Elementary 
levels  a  continued  improvement  has  been  shown  by  many  varied  activities. 

The  Senior  High  School  Band  has  begun  to  greatly  increase  the  scope  of 
its  activities.  Many  concerts  and  civic  appearances  are  planned  for  the 
coming  year  with  an  emphasis  on  the  performance  of  varied  types  of  good 
music  in  both  the  popular  and  classical  repertoire. 

Overall,  the  Music  Department  is  beginning  a  period  of  growth  and  ex¬ 
pansion.  We  hope  that  through  careful  planning  and  parental  support  to 
eventually  have  a  music  program  that  can  be  considered  “truly  outstanding 
by  any  standard  of  comparison.”

To  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  is  recognized  that  the  arts  are  a  necessary  inclusion  in  our  educa¬ 
tional  offerings. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  present  to  our  students  a  vehicle  through  which 
the  “self”  seeks  fruition  of  aesthetic  tendencies. 

Assistant  to  the  Art  Director 

Miss  Virginia  Kelly,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  was  appointed  to 
assist  the  Art  Director  maintain  the  teaching  of  art  in  the  elementary 
schools.  With  the  addition  of  still  another  school  this  next  September,  an 
already  full  schedule  for  the  Art  Director  and  Assistant  will  be  extended. 

Scenery  for  Elementary  School  Assemblies 

The  Winslow  School  students  presented  an  Operetta  at  the  Cleveland 
School  Auditorium,  an  adaptation  of  the  story  “Hansel  and  Gretal.” 

The  students  designed  and  executed  the  following  scenery: 

1.  Forest  interior  (large  enough  to  cover  entire  rear  wall  of  stage.) 

2.  Witch’s  house. 

3.  Fence  composed  of  figures  painted  to  represent  gingerbread 
cookies. 

4.  Cage. 

5.  Oven  (large  enough  to  contain  witch). 

Other  stage  properties  were  constructed  for  this  performance. 
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The  Cleveland  School  students  presented  a  Musical  Revue  that  depicted 
dances  and  songs  of  many  lands. 

The  students  designed  and  executed  the  following  scenery: 

1.  South  Pacific  landscape  (large  enough  to  cover  entire  rear  walls 
of  stage.) 

2.  Palm  trees. 

3.  Cherry  trees  in  bloom. 

4.  Panels  depicting  Switzerland. 

The  end  result  was  colorful  and  contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of 
the  performance. 

Ceramic  Activities  in  the  Elementary  Schools 

Before  the  kindergarten  classes  occupied  the  multi-purpose  rooms  at 
the  Prescott  and  Cleveland  Schools,  we  were  able  to  fire  many  interesting 
ceramic  projects. 

Decorative  bas-relief  heads  with  attached  hangers  were  taken  home 
by  many  fifth  graders.  The  annual  production  of  ceramic  ash  trays  was 
continued,  and  many  now  serve  a  practical  use  in  Norwood  homes.  At 
Christmas  time,  a  sixth  grade  class  designed  ceramic  jewelry,  and  con¬ 
structed  a  gift  box  to  contain  them. 

Copper  Enamelling'  Gifts  for  Mother’s  Day 

Some  sixth  grade  groups  had  the  opportunity  to  use  this  craft  and 
achieve  very  usable  articles  of  copper  enamelled  jewelry.

9.  Participation  in  ‘‘Christmas  Picture  Contest”  sponsored  by  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Our  Growing  Gallery  of  Reproductions 

Our  school  buildings,  that  have  lacked  colorful  examples  of  Fine  Art, 
now  have  hanging  in  the  corridors  reproductions  that  children  should  be 
exposed  to.  Each  year  we  have  added  to  the  number  of  acquisitions.  This 
year,  we  contributed  to  the  Junior  High  School  building  seven  framed 
prints. 

The  selection  encompasses  paintings  by  Gainsborough,  Van  Gogh,  Ce¬ 
zanne,  Leger,  Picasso  and  Braque. 

At  the  Balch  School,  a  print  of  “The  Windmill,”  by  Jacob  Ruisdael,  was 
hung  this  past  year  in  the  main  corridor. 
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Practice  Teachers  In  Art 

The  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  sent  three  students  to  Norwood,  as 
part  of  their  Teacher  Training  Program. 

We  were  happy  to  welcome  Virginia  Ellis  ,of  Norwood,  as  a  practice 
teacher.  She  and  Karen  Jewett,  both  Seniors  at  Massachusetts  Art,  were 
assigned  to  the  Senior  High  School. 

Miss  Carol  Wood,  a  Junior,  was  assigned  to  the  Shattuck  School. 

Highlights  of  the  Senior  High  School  Art  Program 

1.  Mr.  Leonard  Eldridge,  from  the  Braintree  Public  School  System,  has 
become  a  member  of  the  Art  Department  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

2.  The  addition  of  a  ceramic  kiln,  a  potter’s  wheel,  and  a  clay  cart  en¬ 
ables  our  High  School  teachers  to  present  to  the  students  an  interesting 
series  of  ceramic  projects.  Mr.  Eldridge  will  present  an  exhibition  of  High 
School  Ceramic  Art  at  a  later  date,  in  one  of  the  local  store  windows. 

3.  Encaustic  painting,  (painting  with  heated  wax  as  a  medium)  was 
an  innovation  in  which  -bits  of  surplus  was  crayons  and  a  hot  plate  gave 
to  our  students  a  new  technique. 

4.  Three  dimensional  work  was  carried  out  in  a  variety  of  materials: 

(a)  Modelling  with  plaster  of  Paris. 

(b)  Modelling  with  cement. 

(c)  Design  concepts  with  drinking  straws. 

(d)  Paper  Sculpture. 

(e)  Stained  glass  designs  using  bits  of  colored  glass. 

(f)  Carving  in  soap. 

5.  There  was  a  display  of  block  printing  technique  at  the  Morrill  Public 
Library,  using  the  students  work.  It  showed  the  steps  from  the  original 
design  sketch  to  the  final  print;  which,  with  the  cutting  tools  and  the 
printing  materials,  presented  an  excellent  visual  explanation  of  the  block 
printing  craft. 

6.  In  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Contest,  a  number  of  Key  winners 
and  Place  winners  showed  our  students’  art  achievements  in  a  healthy 
posture  in  relation  to  other  schools. 

Conclusion 

The  daily  periods  of  art  activities,  from  the  sincere  depictions  of  the 
elementary  school  students,  through  the  transitional  Junior  High  School 
program,  to  the  more  sophisticated  concepts  of  the  High  School  students, 
all  resolve  themselves  within  the  personality  structure  of  our  students  as  a 
vehicle  to  enrich  and  complement  their  environment.

OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Program 
Senior  High  School — Girls 

The  Physical  Education  program  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Erna  H.  Kiley  and  Miss  Betsy  Sise.  It  includes  exercises,  badminton,  march¬ 
ing,  volley  ball,  field  hockey,  tennis,  softball,  tumbling,  dancing,  apparatus, 
and  all  games  in  season.  Since  the  boys’  new  gym  has  been  completed  the 
old  gym  is  being  used  solely  by  the  girls  for  their  various  programs. 

The  Athletic  Program  includes  the  following  sports:  Field  hockey,  var¬ 
sity  and  junior  varsity  basketball,  tennis  and  softball. 

The  ba,sketball  team,  coached  by  Miss  Erna  Kiley,  played  games  with 
teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  tennis  team  competed  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  softball  team  was  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Martowska. 
Games  were  scheduled  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  Intramural  Program — Girls 

The  following  activities  were  included  in  the  girl’s  intramural  pro¬ 
gram:  Field  hockey,  tennis,  basketball,  and  gymnastics.  We  had  a  large 
number  of  girls  reporting  for  each  of  the  above  sports. 

In  all  our  activities  the  girls  gave  a  very  good  account  of  themselves, 
and  enjoyed  the  competition  with  other  schools. 

Senior  High  School — Boys 

This  program  under  the  supervision  of  Orlando  Scafati,  Benjamin  Mal- 
vinni,  and  Arthur  Gulla,  includes  calisthenics,  sports  in  season,  tumbling, 
weight  lifting,  and  gymnastics.  The  highlight  of  our  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram  this  Fall  was  the  Springfield  College  Gymnastic  Team  performing  to 
a  capacity  audience  in  the  new  boys’  gymnasium. 

The  Athletic  program  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Varsity  and 
Junior  Varsity  basketball,  freshman  basketball,  varsity  and  freshman 
hockey,  Cross  country,  indoor  and  outdoor  track,  varsity  and  junior  varsity 
baseball,  freshman  baseball,  golf,  tennis,  gymnastics,  varsity  and  junior 
varsity  football,  and  freshman  football.  Two  new  sports  teams  were  added 
to  our  Athletic  program:  Indoor  track  and  gymnastics. 

The  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  baskeball  teams  played  a  sixteen  game 
schedule  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League.  At  this  writing,  Mr.  Kenneth 
Nolet  has  been  appointed  to  coach  our  basketball  team  for  the  coming  year. 
We  have  quite  a  job  on  our  hands  in  trying  to  re-build  this  sport.  I  feel  we 
are  several  years  away  from  holding  our  own  in  the  Bay  State  League.  Our 
elementary  basketball  program  is  just  begining  to  bear  fruit. 
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The  freshman  basketball  team  played  a  twelve-game  schedule  with 
members  of  the  Bay  State  League. 

Hockey,  coached  by  Mr.  Robert  Richards,  had  a  fine  season.  A  fourteen- 
game  schedule  was  played  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League.  All  games 
were  played  in  the  Boston  Arena. 

The  freshman  hockey  team  was  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Donald 
Wheeler.  Games  were  held  with  surrounding  towns.  All  games  were 
played  at  the  Tabor  Rink  in  Needham. 

Mr.  Donald  Wheeler  is  our  new  Head  Coach  of  Hockey,  and  he  is  assisted 
by  Mr.  Daniel  Young,  who  will  also  coach  the  freshman  team. 

The  tennis  team  was  coached  by  Mr.  Donald  Wheeler.  Matches  were  held 
with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  Track  Team  held  meets  with  other  Bay  State  League  teams.  These 
meets  were  all  held  on  the  Needham  High  School  track. 

The  Freshman  Track  Team  competed  with  teams  from  the  surrounding 
towns. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  baseball  teams  played  a  sixteen-game 
schedule. 

Freshman  baseball  enjoyed  a  twelve-game  schedule  with  teams  from 
surrounding  towns. 

The  golf  team  enjoyed  a  fine  season.  All  our  home  matches  and  prac¬ 
tice  sessions  were  held  at  the  Ponkapoag  Golf  Course  in  Canton.  Matches 
were  played  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

Cross  Country,  varsity  and  freshman,  competed  against  teams  in  the 
Bay  State  League. 

Football  candidates  reported  as  usual  on  the  date  set  by  the  Head¬ 
masters  (August  twenty-seventh).  A  group  of  sixty  boys  reported  on  open¬ 
ing  day.  Mr.  Gulla,  our  Head  Coach,  had  the  following  men  assist  him  in 
his  coaching:  Mr.  Frank  Jacques,  John  Pignato,  and  Charles  Babb.  All  three 
men  were  new  to  our  system. 

Elementary  Intramural 

During  the  winter  months,  a  basketball  program  is  run  for  fifth  and 
sixth  graders  from  all  elementary  schools.  To  run  this  program  the  follow¬ 
ing  school  gyms  are  used:  Prescott,  Cleveland,  Junior  High  School,  and 
Senior  High  School.  This  program  has  been  well  received  by  the  students 
and  their  parents.  This  activity  is  carried  on  Saturday  mornings  from 
9  to  12  A.M. 

In  the  spring  a  soft  ball  program  is  carried  on  for  all  girls  who  wish 
to  take  part.  Games  are  played  with  other  schools  in  the  town. 

The  boys  have  a  baseball  program,  and  they,  too,  play  games  with  other 
schools  in  the  town, 
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Intramural  and  Athletic  Program  in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grade 

Touch  football  is  run  during  the  fall  every  day  when  weather  permits. 
This  activity  is  run  on  a  Home  room  level.  Each  homeroom  plays  every 
other  homeroom  at  least  once  during  the  season. 

A  contact  program  is  also  run  for  those  boys  interested  in  contact 
football.  This  program  consists  of  blocking,  tackling,  plays,  and  scrimmage 
among  themselves. 

During  the  winter  months,  class  basketball  program  is  run  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  This  activity  is  run  when  the  gym  is  not  in  use  by  the 
basketball  team  or  other  activities. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  basketball  teams  have  a  ten-game  sched¬ 
ule  with  teams  from  surrounding  towns.  This  year  a  Saturday  morning  pro¬ 
gram  is  being  run  because  of  the  large  number  of  boys  that  reported  for 
basketball. 

In  the  spring,  a  softball  program  is  carried  on  for  boys  not  interested 
in  baseball.  The  girls  also  have  a  softball  and  tennis  program  during  this 
time. 

The  varsity  and  junior  varsity  baseball  teams  play  a  ten-game  schedule 
with  teams  from  surrounding  towns.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND 
JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS:  Every  boy  and  girl  in  the  elementary  schools 
receive  two  formal  physical  education  periods  per  week,  unless  excused 
and/or  are  under  medical  care.  The  time  allotment  is  as  follows: 

1.  First  and  second  grades — twenty  minutes 

2.  Third  and  fourth  grades — thirty  minutes 

3.  Fifth  and  sixth  grades — forty-five  minutes 

The  activities  in  the  Physical  Education  Curriculum  in  the  elementary 
schools  include  calisthenics,  rhythmical  activities,  games  of  high  and  low 
organization,  relays,  athletic  games,  posture,  tumbling,  stunts,  and  self¬ 
testing  activities,  winter  sports,  and  track  and  field  events. 

Last  Spring,  this  department  held  the  Second  Annual  Physical  Education 
Exhibition  Day  at  the  Balch  School  grounds.  This  involved  every  boy  and 
girl  in  the  sixth  grades,  and  an  entire  day  was  spent  in  athletic  games, 
track  and  field  events,  and  demonstrations  such  as  marching  and  folk  danc¬ 
ing.  This  type  of  program  has  been  so  successful  that  we  anticipate  it  each 
Spring. 
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A  program  of  posture  improvement  now  is  in  its  second  year  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  This  program  is  to  give  special  help  to  improve  the  posture 
of  students  through  such  media  as  exercises  in  physical  education  classes, 
films  on  posture,  posture  posters,  and  educational  material  on  posture  for 
every  classroom  teacher.  In  most  cases  poor  posture  develops  from  poor 
posture  habits  and  with  such  a  program  we  are  striving  to  correct  this 
situation. 

A  unique  function  of  the  Elementary  School  Physical  Education  Pro¬ 
gram  is  that  every  teacher  from  grade  one  through  six  has  a  month  by 
month  Physical  Education  Curriculum  Guide  of  Activities  which  is  most 
beneficial  to  both  the  classroom  teacher  and  students.  This  allows  the  class¬ 
room  teacher  to  follow  the  program  throughout  the  school  year  and  also 
to  assist  in  the  program. 

This  year  a  month  by  month  Physical  Education  Curriculum  Guide  is 
being  distributed  to  every  kindergarten  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of 
Norwood.  The  kindergarten  program  consists  of  calisthenics,  story  plays, 
rhythmical  activities,  posture  and  games. 

To  improve  the  Elementary  Physical  Education  Program,  a  piece  of 
gym  equipment  was  installed  in  every  elementary  school.  This  equipment 
has  many  useful  purposes  to  improve  the  health  and  strength  of  the  body 
especially  the  strengthening  of  the  upper  back  and  arm  muscles. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL:  The  Physical  Education  Program  of  the 
Junior  High  School  is  centered  around  activities  that  all  boys  and  girls 
should  enjoy.  Each  instructor  has  a  definite  curriculum  guide  to  put  forth 
during  the  school  year. 

Girls:  Every  girl  in  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  receives  two 
formal  physical  education  periods  per  week,  unless  medically  excused.  The 
activities  that  the  girls  participate  in  are  calisthenics,  soccer,  kickball, 
tennis,  games  of  high  and  low  organization,  marching,  basketball,  rhythmics, 
tumbling,  apparatus  and  ropes,  volleyball,  softball,  and  track  and  field  events. 
Along  with  these  activities,  good  posture  habits  are  stressed  throughout  the 
school  year. 

Boys:  Every  boy  in  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  receives  two 
formal  physical  education  periods  per  week,  unless  medically  excused.  The 
activities  that  the  boys  participate  in  are  calisthenics,  football,  soccer, 
games  of  high  and  low  organization,  basketball,  volleyball,  rhythmics, 
marching,  apparatus  and  ropes,  track  and  field  events,  kickball,  softball,  and 
tumbling  and  stunts.  Along  with  these  activities,  good  posture  habits  are 
stressed  throughout  the  school  year. 

With  the  incoming  seventh  grade  obtaining  physical  education  uni¬ 
forms,  every  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boy  has  a  standard  physical  education 
uniform  that  he  is  required  to  wear  to  every  physical  education  class.  This 
promotes  uniformity  and  good  organizational  procedure,  and  also  brings 
out  the  importance  of  physical  education  more  clearly  to  every  boy. 
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GENERAL:  Last  Spring  this  department  held  a  Physical  Education 
Exhibition  Day  for  all  eighth  grade  ‘boys  and  girls.  This  program  was  held 
at  the  Civic  Field  and  included  athletic  games  and  track  and  held  events. 
It  is  anticipated  to  conduct  such  a  program  this  year  which  will  also  in¬ 
clude  both  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls. 

PHYSICAL  FITNESS:  This  department  is  making  every  effort  to  stress 
the  importance  of  physical  fitness  to  every  boy  and  girl.  Each  fall,  every 
boy  and  girl  in  grades,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  and  eight  are  given  the  Youth 
Physical  Fitness  Test  suggested  by  the  President’s  Council  on  Youth  Fit¬ 
ness.  A  good  majority  of  our  boys  and  girls  pass  this  test  each  year  and 
are  given  a  phyical  fitness  certificate.  Those  who  fail  are  re-tested  in  the 
spring,  and  it  is  hoped  that  through  vigorous  exercises  these  boys  and  girls 
will  pass  in  their  repeated  tests. 

TRAINABLE  CLASS:  A  limited  physical  education  program  was  insti¬ 
tuted  for  the  trainable  children  in  our  school  system.  The  activity  for  these 
children  include  calisthenics,  low  organization  games,  rhythmics  and  story 
plays.  A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  achieved  physically  among  these 
boys  and  girls  since  this  program  has  been  in  progress.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  AUDIO  VISUAL  EDUCATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Director 
of  Audio  Visual  Education  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

The  duties  of  the  Director  of  Audio  Visual  Education  are  many  and 
varied,  but  the  main  purpose  is  to  assist  teachers  in  presenting  a  more 
vivid,  up-to-date,  approach  to  their  subjects.  This  is  done  by  providing  the 
latest  films,  filmstrips,  tapes  and  records  available  to  augment  the  text  book 
and  the  teacher’s  own  presentation.  The  use  of  audio  visual  aids  in  educa¬ 
tion  helps  the  pupil  by  bringing  far  away,  too  large,  too  small,  and  hard  to 
describe  subjects  into  the  classroom.  It  also  enriches  the  program,  creates 
interest,  stimulates  discussion,  draws  attention  to  one  idea  and  saves  time. 
But  to  be  of  value,  films  and  filmstrips  must  be  timely  and  fit  into  the 
teacher’s  schedule  when  the  subject  is  studied,  not  before  or  after. 

My  first  task  as  Director  of  Audio  Visual  Education,  was  to  list  and 
catalogue  all  of  our  audio  visual  equipment  so  that  we  know  what  we  have, 
where  it  is,  how  it  is  being  used,  and  if  it  is  meeting  our  needs.  Using  as  a 
guide,  the  “National  Equipment  Standards  For  Elementary,  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools,”  I  found  that  much  of  our  equipment  meets  the  stand¬ 
ards  set,  however,  there  are  some  areas  (overhead  projectors,  opaque  pro¬ 
jectors,  and  classroom  light  controls — to  name  three)  in  which  we  are  below 
the  standard. 

The  role  of  the  Director  of  Audio  Visual  Education  is  that  of  a  con¬ 
sultant,  a  teacher,  a  research  specialist,  informing  teachers  of  new  and 
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available  materials,  and  procuring  the  same  for  their  use.  It  is  also  one  of 
maintenance,  keeping  all  equipment  clean  and  in  good  working  order.  It  is 
one  of  teaching  and  instructing,  showing  teachers  and  A.  V.  Club  members 
how  the  different  teaching  machines  can  be  used  most  effectively. 

We  have  organized  two  A.  V.  Clubs  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  others 
will  be  started  in  the  elementary  schools  in  the  near  future.  Members  of 
these  clubs  will  be  qualified  to  set  up  and  operate  the  various  pieces  of 
equipment  with  which  they  will  come  in  contact. 

We  have  a  Central  Elementary  Schools  Filmstrip  Library  and  many 
filmstrips  in  each  school  which  we  are  in  the  process  of  listing  in  a  master 
filmstrip  catalog. 

In  the  period,  September  to  December  1962,  we  have  used  approximately 
two  hundred  films  (elementary  schools  75,  Junior  High  50,  Senior  High  75) 
covering  many  areas  of  our  educational  program.  We  have  also  used  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  filmstrips.  These  films  and  filmstrips  are  from  our 
own  library,  from  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  free  and  rented  films  from 
commercial  libraries,  and  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  Film  Cooperative. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  school  year  1962-1963,  I  have  made  necessary  re¬ 
pairs  to  approximately  45  pieces  of  equipment  and  was  required  to  send 
only  10  out  to  a  repair  shop. 

There  have  been  several  training  sessions  for  teachers  in  various  build¬ 
ings  and  several  more  are  planned.  These  meetings  are  designed  to  familiar¬ 
ize  teachers  with  the  materials  and  equipment  we  have  in  our  system  and 
in  their  own  buildings.  Also  at  these  meetings,  the  Director  of  Audio  Visual 
Education  explained  how  to  order  new  materials  and  make  the  best  use  of 
the  materials  we  have  on  hand. 

In  order  to  establish  an  efficient,  smooth  running  program,  the  Director 
of  Audio  Visual  Education,  has  made  about  650  visits  to  the  schools  to  de¬ 
liver  materials,  repair  equipment,  and  have  conferences  with  Principals, 
Teachers,  and  Specialists.  He  has  attended  an  all  day  meeting  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Audio  Visual  Association,  and  several  late  afternoon  meetings  and 
conferences  of  the  South  Shore  Audio  Visual  Association.  These  meetings 
have  been  a  great  help  in  setting  up  a  workable  file  system  and  a  means 
of  communication  between  Teachers  and  the  Director  of  A.  V.  E. 

We  have  not  as  yet  reached  the  ideal  Audio  Visual  Center  in  Norwood, 
but  we  are  heading  in  the  right  direction.  The  cooperation  of  Dr.  Philip  0. 
Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  his  office,  the  Principals,  Directors 
and  Teachers,  has  been  excellent,  and  with  this  continued  support  I  am  sure 
we  will  have  soon  an  outstanding  Audio  Visual  Center  in  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  SCHOOL  NURSE 

It  is  a  generally  recognized  and  accepted  fact  that  the  health  program 
is  geared  toward  the  development  of  each  child  physically,  emotionally, 
mentally  and  socially  so  that  he  may  realize  his  fullest  potentialities.  Such 
a  program  demands  the  understanding  and  support  of  the  parents,  the 
school  administration,  physicians,  nurses,  dentists,  teachers  and  all  com¬ 
munity  agencies  interested  in  the  school  age  boy  and  girl. 

Health  Appraisals  and  Screening  Tests 

The  follow-up  on  remedial  physical  defects  is  based  on  the  findings  of 
the  school  physician,  Dr.  George  R.  Allen,  when  the  health  appraisals  are 
made  on  children  in  Grades  1,  4,  7,  10,  children  participating  in  competitive 
sports,  and  students  referred  for  examination.  The  cooperation  of  the  parents 
and  family  physicians  is  solicited,  and  in  most  instances  obtained  for  this 
corrective  work. 

The  school  dental  health  program  is  an  active  one,  the  success  of  which 
depends  on  the  combined  efforts  of  the  school,  the  home,  the  dental  clinic, 
and  the  family  dentist.  It  is  an  educational  program  aimed  at  teaching  the 
child  the  importance  of  dental  health  now  and  for  the  future.  The  school 
dentist,  Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin,  checks  the  teeth  early  in  September. 

The  following  report  of  the  work  from  September  to  June  indicates  the 
extent  of  the  work  completed  and  the  need  for  further  education  in  this  area.

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  used  to  screen  the  children  for  visual 
defects,  as  in  other  areas  of  testing  all  the  children  were  included.  Parents 
were  notified  of  the  defects.  The  School  Eye  Clinic,  under  the  direction  of 
William  Ryan,  M.D.  held  twenty-five  clinics.  198  children  made  407  visits 
to  the  clinic  for  necessary  refractive  and  medical  treatment  for  eye  defects. 

The  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer  test  was  given  to  all  children.  The 
children  with  defective  hearing  were  referred  to  the  family  physician  for 
treatment.  When  advisable  the  child  handicapped  with  a  hearing  loss  was 
given  special  instruction  in  lip-reading  and  speech  to  help  him  maintain  his 
standing  in  his  grade. 

Control  of  Communicable  Disease 

The  usual  variety  of  colds  and  virus  were  prevalent  throughout  the 
year.  In  addition  chicken  pox,  German  measles,  measles  and  mumps  swelled 
the  absence  lists  during  the  late  winter  and  early  spring. 

Two  hundred  twenty-two  Juniors  had  the  Mantoux  Test  for  tuberculosis. 
There  were  15  positive  reactions.  All  positive  reactors  were  X-rayed  and 
were  negative.  182  School  personnel  were  X-rayed  and  all  were  negative. 
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Thirty- two  children  were  given  the  immunization  series  of  double 
antigen.  One  hundred  eight-nine  others  received  a  booster  dose. 

In  the  Spring  1009  children  in  the  kindergarten  and  first  grade  received 
two  doses  of  the  Oral  Sabin  vaccine.  Salk  boosters  were  given  to  3,457 
children  in  grades  2  through  12. 

Milk  Lunches 

The  Community  Fund  through  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  provides  a 
milk  lunch  for  105  children.  This  service  is  also  available  to  those  children 
who  meet  the  cost  themselves. 

Personnel  Changes 

Dr.  Harriet  E.  Rogers  retired  in  June  1962,  after  many  years  of  faithful 
dedicated  service  to  the  school  children  of  Norwood.  We,  in  the  health  de¬ 
partment  have  lost  an  excellent  teacher,  physician  and  a  true  friend.  We 
wish  Dr.  Rogers  many  years  of  health  and  happiness. 

Conclusion 

We  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley,  to  the 
School  Committee,  to  all  members  of  the  School  Department,  and  of  the 
community  for  their  cooperation  and  interest.
